Using The Stat-Key System 


In the Stat-Key Table, each team has three ratings: 
Power Rating (PR) 
Offensive Rating (OR) 
Defensive Rating (DR) 


These ratings allow the user to: 


|. Estimate the PROBABLE DIFFERENCE BETWEEN 
SCORES of opposing teams. 


The Power Rating of the lower rated team is deducted 
from the Power Rating of the higher rated team. The 
result is the number of points by which the higher 
rated team is expected to win. 


Example: Southern Cal Power Rating ......... 121 
N. Carolina Power Rating.......... 118 


Southern Cal to win by 3 points 


ll. Get an Instant PrePlay of a game (estimate the 
PROBABLE SCORE of each of two opposing teams). 


The Offensive Rating of a given team, minus the 
Defensive Rating of its opponent, is the estimated 
score for the given team. 


Example: Southern Cal Offensive Rating........ 72 
N. Carolina Defensive Rating......... 48 


Southern Cal to score 24 points 


N. Carolina Offensive Rating ......... 70 
Southern Cal Defensive Rating ....... 49 


N. Carolina to score 21 points 


The Instant PrePlay (estimated game score) is then, 
Southern Cal 24, North Carolina 21. 


THE UPDATING PROCEDURE 


The Updating procedure is based on the variance (er- 
ror) between estimated and actual differences in scores 
(or how far off the estimates were from actual scores). 
Note that adjustment factors need not be taken into ac- 
count in updating the basic ratings. 


Updating is achieved with this easy to use chart 
(below). The chart shows the number of points to be ad- 
ded to or deducted from team ratings for a given 
variance between the estimated and actual difference 
in s@pres. 


Note: There is less need for adjustment as the season progresses. It is 
recommended that the amount of adjustment be Iimited to a maximum 
of 3 points after the fifth game, and 2 points after the eighth game of the 
season for each team.

A rash of injuries and an uncharacteristically 
generous defense prevented Steve Spurrier’s 
Gators from living up to GAMEPLAN’s lofty 
expectations of them last season. Still, they 
managed to win nine games and almost defeated 
powerful Alabama in the SEC Championship 
tilt. This time around, the Gators could be the 
team to beat in the SEC -- but only if they’re able 
to strengthen their secondary and find a capable 
replacement for record-setting quarterback 
Shane Matthews. 

Getting first shot at filling Matthews’ big 
shoes are talented lettermen Terry Dean (6-2, 
205, jr.) and Antwan Chiles (6-2, 215, so.), but 
they both could get shot down by A-A redshirt 
freshmen Danny Wuerffel (6-2, 200) and Eric 
Kresser (6-2, 205), Wuerffel was simply sensa- 
tional as one of the nation’s top prep QBs two 
years ago when he completed 167 of 244 passes 
(68.4%!) for 3,055 yards with 27 TDs and just 
four interceptions! 

Whomever winds up at the controls of 
Florida’s *‘Fun 'N Gun”’ offense will be playing 
catch with an outstanding group of receivers led 
by senior wideout Willie Jackson (6-2, 200), who 
last year caught 62 passes for 772 yards and eight 
touchdowns, Returning as the other starting WR 
is senior Harrison Houston (5-10, 175), who 
snared 29 spirals for 472 yards and four scores in 
"92. Providing excellent depth at the wideouts 
are 1992 co-regulars Jack Jackson (5-9, 170, so.) 
and Aubrey Hill (6-0, 170, jr.), who hauled in a 
combined 55 passes for 810 yards and seven TDs 
last fall. Sharing starting duties at tight end once 
more will be seniors Greg Keller (6-4, 245) and 
Charlie Dean (6-2, 240), who caught an ag- 
gregate 24 passes last year. 

The Gator ground game, which left much to 
be desired last season, has the potential to be 
much-improved this season, especially because 
of the return of all-star tailback Errict Rhett 
(6-0, 210, sr.). He led the team in rushing last 
year with 1,085 yards, and he also caught 55 
passes, the most in the nation by an RB in 92. 
Steady senior Kelvin Randolph (5-10, 225) 
returns at fullback, with lettermen Kedra 
Malone (5-8, 180, jr.), Tony Davis (5-11, 200, 
so.), Daryl Frazier (6-1, 180, sr.) and Chris Bilkie 
(6-2, 230, jr.) also back in the fold as top reserves 
at the two RB positions. Bolstering this unit are 
five blue-chip newcomers with A-A credentials — 
redshirt freshmen Dwayne Mobley (5-10, 215) 
and Jerome Evans (6-1, 235); and frosh recruits 
Tyrone Baker (5-10, 180), Terrence Foy (5-9, 
185) and Elijah Williams (5-11, 185), 

Another big reason why Florida’s ground 
game will pack a bigger wallop this fall is the 
return of all five starters to the offensive interior 
line. Senior Gantt Crouch (6-3, 280) and junior 
David Swain (6-3, 270) will again run 1-2 at 
center, with Jim Watson (6-3, 280, sr.) and Dean 
Golden (6-5, 285, jr.) at the guards, and Reggie 
Green (6-7, 310, so.) and Jason Odom (6-5, 290, 
so.) at the tackles. The top reserves in this area

will be senior Ryan Taylor (6-4, 280), transfer 
Anthony Ingrassia (6-3, 290, jr.), junior Craig 
Carey (6-3, 295), and sophomores Kevin 
Johnson (6-3, 275) and Jerry Scranton (6-4, 
280). Also in the picture here are heralded red- 
shirt freshmen Jeff Mitchell (6-5, 270) and Don- 
nie Young (6-3, 280), along with four super frosh 
recruits with A-A credentials -- Eric Johnson 
(6-6, 290), Keith McMahon (6-6, 300), Wyley 
Ritch (6-5, 270) and Derek Walker (6-5, 280). 

The strength of Florida’s defense will be a 
deep, veteran front wall that welcomes back 
starters at all four positions. Anchoring this unit 
are junior end Kevin Carter (6-4, 270) and junior 
tackle Henry McMillian (6-3, 290). A year ago, 
they made a combined 121 tackles, including 19 
for minus yardage. Big-play sophomore Johnie 
Church (6-3, 245), who recorded 61 tackles 
(eight for negative yardage) last fall, returns to 
the flank spot opposite Carter, with Ellis 
Johnson (6-2, 280, jr.), Mark Campbell (6-1, 
280, so.) and David Barnard (6-2, 310, so.) back 
to share starting duties at the other tackle posi- 
tion. A big plus here is the return of senior tackle 
William Gaines (6-5, 295), a co-regular in ’90 
and °91 who missed last season because of in- 
juries. And adding to Florida’s great depth in the 
defensive line will be four newcomers with All- 
America credentials -- redshirt freshman 
Cameron Davis (6-4, 250) and frosh recruits 
Mike Moten (6-7, 250), Elijah Brown (6-4, 280) 
and Keith Council (6-5, 265). 

Senior inside linebacker Ed Robinson (6-0, 


235), who made 121 tackles last fall, spearheads 
the second line of defense. 1992 co-regular Dex- 
ter Daniels (6-1, 240, so.) is ticketed to start at 
the other ILB spot, with sophomore Ben Hanks 
(6-1, 220) returning to his Banditback post. At 
Gatorback (like Banditback, a combination 
OLB/SS position), the leading candidates for 
starting status are senior Henry Haston (6-2, 
230), sophomore Anthony Riggins (6-4, 220) and 
redshirt sophomore Carlton Pouncy (5-11, 205), 
who lettered in 1991 but was academically in- 
eligible in 1992. 

The last line of defense is headed by junior 
cornerback Larry Kennedy (5-10, 185), who last 
year made 76 tackles and led the squad in in- 
terceptions with three and pass deflections with 
eight. Junior letterman Eddie Lake (5-10, 180) 
should get the starting call at the other CB spot, 
with talented redshirt freshmen Anthone Lott 
(5-10, 185), Shawn Wilson (5-10, 180) and 
Demetric Jackson (6-0, 175) expected to log 
plenty of playing time at both cornerback posi- 
tions. Junior letterman Michael Gilmore (6-0, 
185) is the heir-apparent at free safety where he'll 
be supported by three outstanding newcomers -- 
redshirt freshman Lawrence Wright (6-1, 190) 
and frosh recruits Mike Harris (6-1, 195) and Pat 
Lowe (6-3, 200). 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: Coach Spur- 
rier is hopeful that a healthier, more experienced 
squad will reward him with a big season this 
year, It says here that his hopes should be fulfill- 
ed. Offensively, the Gators will boast another 
prolific passing attack, and their running game 
will be much more productive than it was last 
season -- which is why GAMEPLAN expects this 
unit to average over 400 yards and 28 points per 
game. Defensively, the Gators will be very tough 
to run on, but their secondary has to be labelled 
a bit suspect at this writing. It should, however, 
prove to be an insignificant liability that will not 
prevent this team from ranking among the best 
in the land.

College Football. A year ago, the strong-armed 
Zeier completed 172 of 289 passes (59.5%) for 
2,490 yards and 12 touchdowns. Zeier will be 
supported by two outstanding newcomers with 
All-America credentials -- redshirt freshman 
Brian Smith (6-3, 200) and frosh recruit Mike 
Bobo (6-2, 195). 

The receiving corps welcomes back two 
starters -- tight end Shannon Mitchell (6-2, 240, 
sr.) and flanker Brian Bohannon (5-11, 180, sr.). 
Mitchell caught 20 passes for 308 yards last fall, 
while Bohannon snared 17 tosses for 225 yards. 
Speedy junior Hason Graham (5-11, 170), who 
hauled in 13 spirals for 254 yards (a 19.5 avg,) 
and two TDs as a co-regular in "92, will take over 
at split end, with experienced depth at the 
wideouts coming from lettermen Jeff Thomas 
(6-2, 195, jr.) and Brice Hunter (6-0, 195, so.). 
Mitchell will be backstopped by junior 
monogram winner James Warner (6-4, 230). 

The loss of Hearst, who ran for 1,710 yards 
and 21 touchdowns last year, won’t cripple 
Georgia’s running game, but it’ll sure as hell 
weaken it a little. Hoping to take up most, if not 
all, of the slack created by Hearst’s departure is 
junior tailback Terrell Davis (6-1, 210), who was 
sensational as Hearst’s number one backup in 
1992 as he ran for 388 yards and three TDs on 
only 53 carries (a 7,3 avg!), 1992 co-regular 
Frank Harvey (6-0, 240, sr.), who scampered for 
307 yards and two touchdowns on 47 carries (a 
6.5 avg.) last fall, takes over at fullback, with 
reserve support at the two RB posts being pro- 
vided by lettermen Earl Fouch (6-2, 210, sr.), 
Mike Thornton (5-10, 225, jr.) and Bill Mon- 
tgomery (6-0, 190, jr.). 

The O-line should stack up as a team strength. 
Dominating senior tackle Bernard Williams (6-9, 
310) will anchor this unit. He'll be backed up by 
sophomore letterman Steve Gates (64, 280), 
while fellow sophomore letterman Mike Freden- 
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burg (6-5, 300) and talented redshirt freshman 
David Powell (6-7, 290) will run 1-2 at the other 
tackle position. Junior Steve Roberts (6-3, 270) is 
back at one guard spot, with sophomores Troy 
Stark (6-6, 270) and Paul Taylor (6-5, 280) back 
to share starting duties at the other guard post. A 
real big plus at the guards would be the healthy 
return of seniors Greg O’Neal (6-5, 320) and 
Mike Fellows (6-4, 275), both of whom saw star- 
ting duty last year before being felled by injuries. 
Sophomore letterman Chad Chosewood (6-7, 
280) will also see a lot of action at guard, while 
the vacant center post will be fought for by 
sophomore letterman David Weeks (6-6, 275) 
and redshirted JUCO transfer Scott Brownholtz 
(6-3, 270, jr.). 

The strength of Georgia’s defense is a four- 
man linebacking corps that returns intact. The 
leading headhunters here are outside linebacker 
Mitch Davis (6-3, 240, sr.), a bona-fide All- 
America candidate who led the team with eight 
QB sacks in ’92, and inside linebacker Randall 
Godfrey (6-3, 230, so.), whose 114 tackles paced 
the Dogs last fall. Senior Carlo Butler (6-2, 210) 
and junior Maurice Harrell (6-3, 230) will again 
share starting duties at the OLB spot opposite 
Davis, while excellent depth at OLB is provided 
by lettermen Danny Ledbetter (6-2, 235, sr.), 
Derrick Smith (6-3, 235, so.) and Phillip Daniels 
(6-6, 230, so.). The ILB post opposite Godfrey 
will again be shared by Charlie Clemons (6-2, 
230, sr.) and Damon Ward (6-1, 245, jr.), who 
made a combined 147 tackles in ’92, with 
sophomore letterman Whit Marshall ticketed to 
backstop Godfrey. And four blue-chip 
newcomers will further strengthen this already- 
very-strong unit. They are: JUCO transfers 
Mario Nolan (6-3, 230) and Frank Watts (6-2, 
230); and frosh recruits D.J. Johnson (6-3, 245) 
and Derrick Byrd (6-5, 235). 

Up front, all three starters have picked up 
their sheepskins, and Coach Goff began 
rebuilding this unit by recruiting JUCO transfer 
Matt Storm (6-6, 285, jr.), a consensus All- 
American last season when he made 64 tackles, 
including 22 for minus yardage! Storm will start 
at tackle, with 1992 co-regulars Travis Jones 
(6-3, 260, sr.) and Jeff Kaiser (6-4, 265, so.) ex- 
pected to bang heads for starting rights at the 
other tackle position. The vacant nose guard slot 
will be fought for by sophomore DeShay 
McKever (6-2, 270) and A-A redshirt freshman 
Walter Rouse (6-4, 275). 

The secondary, which lost three of four 
starters to graduation, will be rebuilt around All- 
SEC free safety Greg Tremble (5-11, 185, sr.), 
who led the team in interceptions (three) and 
made 102 tackles last fall. Tremble will be 
assisted by junior Ralph Thompson (6-1, 185), 
who started at FS in 1991 but did not play in 
1992. Having at it for starting rights at strong 
safety are lettermen Buster Owens (6-0, 195, so.), 
Will Muschamp (6-0, 195, jr.) and Jock Stephens 
(6-5, 210, so.), while the leading candidates to fill 
the vacant cornerback slots are lettermen 
Charles Pledger (6-0, 175, jr.), Chad Wilson 
(6-0, 180, sr.) and Carlos Yancy (6-2, 190, jr.). 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: The well- 
balanced Georgia attack may not average the 450 
yards and 32 points per game that it did a year 
ago, but any dropoff in production will not be all 
that severe. In fact, we wouldn't be surprised if 
there was no dropoff at all since the Bulldogs 
boast the two most important ingredients in any 
offensive mix -- an excellent quarterback and a 
strong, deep blocking corps. On the stop side, 
Georgia’s outstanding linebacking corps will put 
the ‘stop’ on a lot of people, but the defense lost 
a lot of good players and may be a bit more 
vulnerable than it was last season when it sur- 
rendered only 13 points per game. All told, you 
should look for the Dogs to tree almost as many 


people as they did last year; you should also look 
for them to mount a serious challenge for con- 
ference honors.

With 14 returning starters 
being fortified by a host of A-A recruits, it could 
be a very short drive to the top for Tennessee in 
1993. Which is why head coach Phil Fulmer is all 
smiles as he wakes up each morning, 

Junior quarterback Heath Shuler (6-3, 210) 
also grins each time he sees all the familiar faces 
he’ll be working with on offense. He had a real 
ball with them last year when he completed 148 
of 247 passes (60%) for 1,957 yards, 12 touch- 
downs, and only four interceptions! Oh, yes, he 
also ran for 317 yards and 13 TDs!! And Shuler 
has very capable backups in junior letterman 
Jerry Colquitt (6-4, 195) and heralded redshirt 
freshman Todd Helton (6-2, 195). 

Spearheading the receiving corps is senior split 
end Cory Fleming (6-3, 210), who led the team 
last year with 40 receptions for 490 yards, He’s 
supported by junior Kendrick Jones (5-8, 190), 
who caught 17 passes in "92, while junior Ronald 
Davis (5-11, 195) should get the starting call at 
wingback. As a co-regular last season, Davis 
caught 15 passes for 236 yards. Outstanding 
JUCO transfer Billy Williams (5-11, 170, jr.), 
who snared 39 spirals for 843 yards last fall, also 
figures to contend for starting status at the

Sopho- 
more David Horn (6-4, 245), who has good 
hands and is a dependable blocker, returns at 
tight end where he’ll be strongly supported by 
sophomore letterman Shane Burton (6-5, 270) 
and blue-chip redshirt freshmen Scott Pfeiffer 
(6-4, 260) and John Sartelle (6-4, 245). 
Tennessee’s stable of running backs is second 
to none in the nation. The wheelhorse of this 
group is senior tailback Charlie Garner (5-10, 
190), whose slashing running style served him 
well in the open field last year when he ran for 
928 yards on 154 carries (a 6.0 avg.). Back- 
stopping Garner are former starters James 
Stewart (6-1, 210, jr.) and Aaron Hayden (6-0, 
210, jr.), who ran for a combined 707 yards and 
eight TDs last fall. Sharing fullback duties once 
more are Mose Phillips (6-0, 225, jr.) and Mario 
Brunson (6-1, 245, sr.). They motored for an ag- 
gregate 344 yards and four scores in ’92. A 
newcomer worth mentioning here is A-A frosh 
recruit Jay Graham (6-1, 215), who'll probably 
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see action at tailback. As one of the very best 
RBs in the prep ranks last season, Graham 
averaged 8.3 yards per carry as he scampered for 
1,766 yards and 22 touchdowns. 

Up front, the offensive interior line is very 
strong up the middle with the return of center 
Jason Layman (6-5, 290) and guards Jeff Smith 
(6-3, 305, so.) and Bubba Miller (6-1, 295, so.), 
all three of whom started as redshirt freshmen 
last year. Banging heads for starting rights at the 
two tackle spots are senior letterman James War- 
ren (6-7, 310), sophomore monogram winner 
Leslie Ratliffe (6-7, 300) and talented redshirt 
freshman Richard Howard (6-6, 300). A key 
reserve in the O-line is sophomore letterman 
Trey Peterson (6-3, 290), who’s capable of play- 
ing both guard positions. 

Defensively, the Volunteers were more than 
respectable in ’92 and they could be downright 
nasty in '93. Especially at linebacker where all 
three starters and several co-regulars are back on 
duty. The big names here are Ben Talley (63, 
235, jr.), Reggie Ingram (6-2, 235, sr.) and 
George Kidd (6-1, 220, so.). A year ago, Talley 
and Ingram led the team with 85 tackles each, 
while Kidd registered 47 stops. The aforemen- 
tioned co-regulars are Jesse Sanders (5-11, 220, 
so.), Victor Brown (6-1, 210, sr.), Nick Jester 
(6-0, 210, so.) and Scott Galyon (6-2, 230, so.). 
They made a combined 86 tackles last fall. Blue- 
chip newcomers who'll be heard from at LB are 
A-A frosh recruit Leonard Little (6-4, 230) and 
redshirt freshmen John Emery (6-2, 245) and 
Chester Ford (5-11, 225). 

The four-man front wall is anchored by senior 
end James Wilson (6-3, 255), who last year made 
41 tackles, including nine QB sacks. The starting 
DTs will be 1992 co-regulars Shane Bonham 
(6-4, 270, sr.) and Paul Yatkowski (6-3, 265, sr.), 
who combined for 55 tackles (including 11 QB 


sacks!) last season, They'll be backstopped by 
junior letterman Kevin Mays (6-4, 280) and A-A 
redshirt freshmen Ralph Nelson (6-1, 275) and 
Leland Taylor (6-4, 285), while lettermen Horace 
Morris (6-3, 235, sr.) and Steve White (6-2, 245, 
so.) are first in line to fill the vacant end slot. 
Also pushing for regular playing time at the 
flanks are super A-A frosh recruits Brandon 
Ashley (6-4, 260), Ryan Collins (6-5, 240) and 
Bill Duff (6-4, 245). 

All-American frosh recruits will also have a lot 
to say about how well the secondary performs, 
but more about them later. Two starters return 
to this unit in free safety Jason Parker (6-1, 190, 
so.) and cornerback DeRon Jenkins (5-11, 175, 
so.). A year ago, Parker made 59 tackles and led 
the team in interceptions with four. Sophomore 
letterman Shawn Summers (5-8, 180) should get 
the starting call at the other CB post, while 
fellow sophomore letterman Quincy Prigmore 
(6-1, 215) or aforementioned LB Victor Brown 
will take over at strong safety. Brown started two 
games at FS last year. The newcomers in the 
deep zones are Raymond Austin (6-0, 175), 
Travis Cozart (6-2, 210), Tomell Hurd (6-0, 
180), Tori Noel (6-2, 190) and Ronnie Pillow 
(6-0, 185), all of whom are good enough to 
dislodge any or all of the incumbents from the 
regular rotation. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: Tennessee’s 
well-balanced offense kept a lot of scoreboard 
operators real busy last year, and the Vols should 
consider giving those people overtime pay this 
year! Yes, dear readers, this team will have little 
trouble moving the pig against all of its ’93 op- 
ponents, so look for Tennessee’s attack force to 
average around 400 yards and 30 points per 
game.

Under the direction of dynamic head coach 
Gerry DiNardo, the Commodores have flirted 
with winning records over the last two years. 
Heading into this campaign, DiNardo is con- 
vinced that his third season at the Vanderbilt 
helm will be a real charm. And it could very well 
be — but only if he’s able to rebuild the passing 
phase of his resourceful I-Bone attack. 

With talented quarterback Marcus Wilson 
having graduated, Coach DiNardo will hand the 
reins of Vandy’s option offense to one of three 
inexperienced youngsters vying for the right to 
fill Wilson’s big shoes. We're talking about 
sophomore Kenny Simon (6-0, 195) and redshirt 
freshmen Cedric Douglas (6-0, 185) and Ronnie 
Gordon (6-1, 185). All three have excellent prep 
credentials, so at least one of them should prove 
to be more than an adequate successor to 
Wilson. 

Replacing graduated big-play split end 
Clarence Sevillian may be another story. He was 
in an all-star class by himself, as evidenced by his 
performance last season when he caught 33 
passes for 701 yards (a 21.2 avg.) and five touch- 
downs. Speedy sophomore letterman Gabe 
Banks (6-0, 185) will get first crack at filling that 
big void, while the vacant tight end post will be 
fought for by sophomore letterman Byron 
Koepke (6-4, 240) and highly regarded redshirt 
freshmen Tom Sharpe (6-5, 240) and Matt 
Shuckman (6-4, 235). 

Vandy’s potent ground game is most definite- 
ly a team strength. Senior Tony Jackson (5-8, 
175) and sophomore Cliff Deese (5-8, 180) are 
back to share time at the vital tailback position 
after running for a combined 1,190 yards on 217 
carries last fall, while sophomore Royce Love 
(6-2, 245), who blasted for 280 yards and four 
TDs in ’92, returns to his fullback post. Also 
returning in the backfield are multi-talented 
wingbacks Eric Lewis (6-0, 210, jr.) and Derek 
Wilham (5-9, 190, sr.), who together averaged 
almost nine yards per carry last year. 

The offensive interior line returns intact and is 
loaded with talented performers, especially the 
starting rotation -- center Richard Saenz (6-4, 
275, jr.), guards Ryan Bell (6-3, 280, sr.) and 
Mark Mikesell (6-4, 280, sr.), and tackles Owen 
Neil (6-5, 290, so.) and Eric Dahlberg (6-6, 275, 
sr.). The top reserves in this area are John Dool- 
ing (6-3, 290, sr,), Brock Stefan (6-4, 280, so.), 
Don Cannon (6-2, 275, jr.), Bryan Josey (6-5, 
280, so.) and Robert Couch (6-6, 290, so.). 

The defense is a quick, swarming unit that 
gives ground very grudgingly and should be 
stingier than it was a year ago when it permitted 
a very respectable 330 yards per game. Up front, 
the three-man line is anchored by senior tackles 
Alan Young (6-4, 255) and John DeWitt (6-4, 
250), who last year made a combined 94 tackles, 
including 16 for minus yardage with 10 QB 
sacks. They'll be supported by experienced let- 
termen Bill Sullivan (6-3, 250, jr.) and Derick 
Bossier (6-1, 250, sr.), while sophomore letter- 
man James Manley (6-4, 295) and talented red- 
shirt freshman Tim Storer (6-3, 265) will run 1-2 
at nose guard,

cluding seven for negative yardage, while Francis 
had five stops for minus yardage among his 70 
tackles. The number one backup at OLB is 
sophomore letterman Bryan DeGraffenreid (6-6, 
260), while the two inside backer posts will again 
be shared by starters Brad Brown (6-3, 235, sr.) 
and Gerald Collins (6-3, 250, sr.), and top 
reserves Steve Breazeale (6-2, 230, jr.), Sam 
Chalmers (6-2, 235, sr.) and Ricky Melton (6-1, 
215, jr.). 

Prowling the deep zones once more are cor- 
nerback Robert Davis (5-9, 195, sr.), strong safe- 
ty Aaron Smith (5-11, 195, sr.) and free safety 
Jeff Brothers (6-1, 180, sr.). They made a com- 
bined 194 tackles and broke up a total of 28 
passes last fall. Junior letterman Byron King 
(5-11, 195) should get the starting call at the CB 
spot opposite Davis, while junior letterman 
Nizam Walter (6-1, 180) returns as the top 
reserve in the secondary, a designation that also 
could apply to All-American frosh recruit Eric 
Vance (6-4, 195). 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: The well- 
coached Commodores could make a lot of noise 
in the SEC this season. They’re experienced, 
deep and dedicated, and they know how to play 
the game. If their new quarterback is np to the 
mark, they'll get more than their share of yar- 
dage when on the attack, especially via the oyer- 
land routes. And when they get the call to arms, 
Vandy’s stop troops will prove to be tough to 
run on and even tougher to pass against. All of 
which leads us to the logical conclusion that this 
team should win more games than it loses.

Led by fabulous freshman quarterback Steve 
Taneyhill and a grudging defense that took no 
prisoners, the Gamecocks closed their 1992 cam- 
paign on a very high note by winning five of their 
last six games, with their only loss during that 
span being a 14-9 defeat by powerful Florida. 
This year, if head coach Sparky Woods is able to 
build a sturdy blocking corps and strengthen his 
running game, Carolina could make a lot of 
noise in the SEC. 

Now a seasoned sophomore who’s an outstan- 
ding field general, the brash Taneyhill (6-5, 210) 
burst upon the scene at mid-season last fall and 
proceeded to lead the Gamecocks to their five 
victories as he completed 86 of 162 passes for 
1,272 yards and seven touchdowns. And he'll be 
even more effective this time around. Supporting 
Taneyhill will be sophomore letterman Blake 
Williamson (6-3, 205) and talented junior Kurt 
Frederick (6-3, 205), with the latter coming back 
from a knee injury that shelved him last year. 

The receiving corps is headed by alternating 
tight ends Mathew Campbell (6-5, 260, sr.) and 
Boomer Foster (6-5, 250, jr.), a couple of strong 
blockers with very good hands who caught a 
combined 18 passes in ’92. Juniors Toby Cates 
(6-0, 185) and Asim Penny (6-5, 195), who haul- 
ed in an aggregate 29 spirals for 493 yards and 
five TDs last fall, are back at their wideout posts, 
where the leading reserves are likely to be 
sophomore letterman Terrell Harris (6-0, 190) 
and A-A frosh recruit Monty Means (6-3, 195), a 
big-play type who caught 57 passes for 1,128 
yards and 14 touchdowns as a high school senior 
last year.

Backstopping Dixon and Mitchell will be 1992 
co-regulars Chris Rumph (6-3, 220, jr.) and 
James Flowers (6-2, 225, so.), while senior Eric 
Brown (6-2, 230) and junior Hank Campbell 
(6-0, 225) are back at their inside backer posi- 
tions, where they’ll be strongly supported by 
sophomore lettermen Ron Smith (6-1, 240), Ben- 
ji Young (6-1, 210) and Aubrey Brooks (6-1, 
220). 

Up front, the three-man trench is anchored by 
ends Eric Sullivan (6-3, 260, so.) and David Tur- 
nipseed (6-4, 265, jr.), who last year made an ag- 
gregate 95 tackles, including eight for minus yar- 
dage. They figure to be supported by A-A JUCO 
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transfer Stacy Evans (6-3, 265, jr.), while senior 
co-regular Jahmal Pettiford (6-1, 255) and 
sophomore letterman Mike Washington (6-2, 
290) are ticketed to run 1-2 at nose guard, A year 
ago, Pettiford made 32 tackles, including three 
QB sacks and five other stops for minus yardage.

yards per carry in ’92, while waiting in the wings 
are blue-chip redshirt freshman Jeff Speedy (6-2, 
190) and A-A frosh recruits Billy Jack Haskins 
(5-11, 190) and Matt Hobbie (5-11, 185), both of 
whom are good enough to send the other three 
quarterbacks to the sidelines! 

The receiving corps could be very good, The 
leading lights here are senior flanker Tim Calvert 
(5-9, 170) and senior wingback Matt Riazzi (5-7, 
180). A year ago, Calvert caught 16 passes for 
330 yards (a 20,6 avg.) and two TDs, while Riaz- 
zi snared five tosses and ran for 243 yards and 
one TD on only 30 carries (an 8.1 avg!). Senior 
lettermen Mark Chatmon (5-8, 160) and Troy 
Hobbs (5-9, 150), who caught a combined 14 
passes in ’92, will run 1-2 at split end, while Riaz- 
zi will be strongly supported by senior Alfonzo 
Browning (6-3, 210), who caught 12 passes for 
247 yards and two touchdowns as a co-regular at 
flanker last fall, Junior Corey Reeves (6-3, 240) 
returns at tight end, where he’ll be backstopped 
by senior lettermen Terry Samuels (6-2, 250) and 
Robert Harris (6-4, 240). Reeves and Harris 
caught an aggregate 10 passes last season, while 
Samuels snared 19 spirals and ran for 380 yards 
and four TDs as a co-regular at fullback. 

Junior Damon Hood (6-2, 230) takes over as 
the full-time starter at fullback this year after 
running for 321 yards and five touchdowns in 
*92. Junior letterman Donnie Redd (5-7, 170), 
Louisville transfer Randy Wyatt (5-10, 178, jr.) 
and redshirt freshman Randy McLaurin (6-1, 
185) will duke it out for starting rights at 
tailback, but all three could be relegated to 
reserve status by A-A frosh recruits Donnell 
Gordon (6-0, 190) and Maurece Williams (6-2, 
210), two of the best RBs in the prep ranks last 
season. Gordon scampered for 2,342 yards and 
25 TDs on 271 carries (an 8.6 avg!) in 92, while 
Williams motored for 1,973 yards and 17 scores 
on 254 totes (a 7.8 avg!). 
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Up front, Coach Curry will rebuild the block- 
ing corps around its lone returning regular -- 
junior tackle Mark Askin (6-5, 295). 1992 co- 
regular Chris Page (6-7, 310, so.) will fill the 
other tackle slot, while senior letterman Wesley 
Jackson (6-3, 285) will take over at center, and 
fellow lettermen Barry Jones (6-5, 290, so.) and 
Barry Rich (6-1, 270, sr.) will man the guard 
posts, Ticketed as key reserves in the O-line are 
lettermen David Parks (6-2, 265, sr,), Andy Britt 
(6-4, 265, so.) and Aaron Purdie (6-4, 270, jr.). 
Also available in this area are super frosh 
recruits Brandon Jackson (6-4, 305), J.D. Reed 
(6-3, 270), Rob Reynolds (6-6, 290) and John 
Schlarman (6-2, 285), all of whom could also 
contribute on the defensive line. 

And how will Kentucky’s defensive line stack 
up this season? Well, it was pretty porous last 
year but will be less so this time around, 
although it will not be a team strength. The two 
tackle positions will again be shared by Billy Lof- 
ton (6-3, 290, sr.), Robert Stinson (6-4, 275, jr.) 
and Damon Betz (6-4, 280, jr.), while Zane 
Beehn (6-4, 255) returns to his end post where 
he'll be supported by sophomore letterman Mike 
Schlegel (6-4, 250). The other flank post will be 
fought for by heralded redshirt freshman Chris 
Ward (6-5, 245) and junior lettermen Howard 
Carter (6-4, 245) and James Simpson (6-2, 255), 
with super frosh recruit Kurt Supe (6-3, 240) also 
looking for some action here. Supe chalked up 
17 QB sacks during his final prep campaign last 
fall. 

The strength of Kentucky’s defense will be a 
three-man linebacking corps anchored by senior 
MLB Marty Moore (6-1, 240), an All-American 
candidate who last year led the Cats in tackles 
with 148, Sophomore David Snardon (6-2, 240), 
who made 57 tackles in '92, returns to one OLB 
post, while the other will be shared by senior 
Duce Williams (6-0, 210) and sophomore James 
Tucker (6-2, 210), who recorded an aggregate 42 
tackles last season. 

The secondary is headed by alternating cor- 
nerbacks Don Robinson (6-1, 185, jr.), Adrian 
Sherwood (5-11, 175, sr.) and Willie Cannon 
(5-11, 185, sr.), who last year made a combined 
141 tackles and intercepted a total of five passes. 
Senior letterman Marcus Jenkins (6-2, 205) and 
blue-chip redshirt freshman Leman Boyd (6-1, 
200) will run 1-2 at strong safety, while lettermen 
Melvin Johnson (5-11, 190, so.) and Salim 
Shahid (6-3, 195, sr.) will have at it for starting 
rights at free safety. Shahid was a starter at safe- 
ty two years ago but did not play last season. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: Offensively, 
the Cats are improved at the skill positions, but 
their rebuilt blocking corps will dictate how ef- 
fective this unit will be in ’93. We think it’ll be ef- 
fective enough to surpass its 1992 output of 325 
yards and 19 points per game, And we also think 
Kentucky’s defense will cut down on Its 92 yield 
of 382 yards and 26 points per outing, although 
the stop troops will still be a bit too generous for 
their own good. All told, the Wildcats should be 
a better team than they were last season, but 
they’re gonna fall a little short in their attempt to 
hurdle the .500 barrier.

Stallings’ charges forged an unblemished record 
and reigned supreme in the world of College 
Football. And they could be good enough to 
disprove another axiom or two this year -~ but 
only if Coach Stallings is able to rebuild Bama’s 
powerful three-man defensive line. 

The Tide stop troops, who last year ranked 
number one in the nation in rushing defense and 
total defense, will sorely miss the services of 
graduated A-A ends Eric Curry and John Cope- 
land, who were absolute terrors in "92 when they 
made a combined 115 tackles, including 44 for 
minus yardage with 25 QB sacks! Attempting to 
fill their big shoes are Jeremy Nunley (6-4, 260, 
sr.) and Dameian Jeffries (6-4, 265, jr.). As top 
reserves last fall, Nunley and Jeffries made an 
aggregate 39 tackles, including eight QB sacks, 
so they’ll definitely be solid replacements. And 
so could their projected backups, sophomore let- 
termen Bryan Thornton (6-7, 290) and Vann 
Bodden (6-5, 255). Also a possible regular at 
either flank is A-A frosh recruit Kendrick Bur- 
ton (6-6, 295), considered the best defensive 
lineman in the prep ranks last year when he 
recorded 91 so/o tackles and 23 QB sacks! Bama 
is super solid at nose guard where James Gregory 
(6-4, 290, sr.), Shannon Brown (6-5, 275, so.) 
and Elverett Brown (6-4, 260) will again run 
1-2-3. A year ago, they made a combined 47 
tackles, including 12 for minus yardage. 

Senior Lemanski Hall (6-1, 225) anchors the 
linebacking corps. He earned All-SEC honors 
last year while making 74 tackles, including 14 
for minus yardage. He'll again be supported by 
big-play lettermen Will Brown (6-1, 210, jr.) and 
Victor Lockett (6-1, 245, sr.), while junior letter- 
man Andre Royal (6-1, 215) and highly regarded 
redshirt freshman Darrell Blackburn (6-4, 230) 
are ticketed to run 1-2 at the other OLB spot. 
Junior Michael Rogers (6-1, 225) is a real force at 
one inside backer position. He made 68 tackles 
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last season including 10 for minus yardage. Sup- 
porting Rogers once more is sophomore letter- 
man John Walters (6-2, 235), while 1992 co- 
regular Mario Morris (6-0, 225, jr.) will fill the 
vacant ILB slot. Also in the ILB picture are three 
heralded newcomers -- A-A frosh recruit Fernan- 
do Davis (6-3, 235) and redshirt freshmen Kelvin 
Moore (6-3, 245) and Lamont Floyd (6-2, 240). 

Alabama’s stingy secondary is headed by all- 
star cornerback Antonio Langham (6-1, 175, 
sr.), who last year intercepted six passes, two of 
which he returned for TDs. Also returning as 
full-time starters are Sam Shade (6-1, 190, jr.) 
and Chris Donnelly (6-0, 180, sr.) at strong safe- 
ty and free safety, respectively. A year ago, they 
each intercepted three passes. Junior Tommy 
Johnson (5-10, 180), who also intercepted three 
Passes as a co-regular in ’92, will start at the CB 
spot opposite Langham, while the top reserves in 
the deep zones will again be lettermen Willie 
Gaston (5-11, 180, jr.), Michael Ausmus (5-9, 
170, so.), Danny Davis (6-1, 205, jr.) and Mickey 
Conn (5-10, 180, jr.). 

Junior quarterback Jay Barker (6-3, 210) 
returns to pilot Bama’s attack. He was very ef- 
fective last season, completing 132 of 243 passes 
for 1,614 yards and seven touchdowns. Also 
returning is Barker’s top backup, sophomore let- 
terman Brian Burgdorf (6-1, 180), while super 
A-A frosh recruit Freddie Kitchens (6-3, 210) is 
also in the QB picture. Kitchens is an excellent 
passer and outstanding runner who can do it all, 
and he should be the Tide’s starting quarterback 
in the very near future. 

The receiving corps welcomes back three 
talented performers at the two wideout positions 
-- David Palmer (5-9, 170, jr.), Kevin Lee (6-1, 
185, sr.) and Curtis Brown (6-3, 190, jr.). A year 
ago, they caught a combined 65 passes for 910 
yards and four touchdowns. Also in the WR pic- 
ture are speedburning redshirt freshman Marcel 
West (5-11, 175) and A-A frosh recruit Toderick 
Malone (6-0, 185), while impressive sophomore 
lettermen Tony Johnson (6-4, 250) and Kris 
Mangum (6-5, 255) will have at it for starting 
rights at tight end. 

Bama lost both of its starting running backs to 
graduation, but don’t shed any tears for Coach 
Stallings because he has some real thorough- 
breds in the backfield. Especially at tailback 
where 1992 co-regulars Chris Anderson (5-9, 
180, sr.) and Sherman Williams (5-10, 190, jr.) 
will share starting duties after running for an ag- 
gregate 872 yards and 15 touchdowns last year. 
Keeping them on their toes will be A-A frosh 
recruits Curtis Alexander (6-0, 195) and 
Dameian Vallery (6-2, 205), two of the finest 
RBs in the prep ranks last fall. Hard-running 
junior letterman Tarrant Lynch (6-0, 225) will 
take over at fullback where he’ll be joined by 
super sophomore Eric Turner (6-1, 210), who let- 
tered at strong safety as a true freshman last 
year. 

Up front, four starters return to what will be 
another strong offensive line. Leading the charge 
here are center Tobie Sheils (6-3, 260, sr.) and 
tackle Roosevelt Patterson (6-4, 295, sr.), both 
of whom should be named to a few all-star teams 
next fall. Senior Matt Hammond (6-3, 275) and 
junior Jon Stevenson (6-2, 275) are other return- 
ing regulars at tackle and guard, respectively, 
with 1992 co-regular John Clay (6-2, 270, sr.) 
ticketed to fill the vacant guard slot. Solid depth 
in this area will come from lettermen Joey Har- 
ville (6-5, 285, jr.), Dennis Deason (6-1, 275, sr.), 
Kareem McNeal (6-5, 290, sr.), William Barger 
(6-3, 275, sr.) and Chad Gladden (6-3, 260, jr.); 
redshirt freshmen John Causey (6-3, 265) and 
Maurice Belser (6-2, 290); and A-A frosh recruits 
Will Friend (6-3, 280), Joel Holliday (6-4, 285) 
and Chris Jordan (6-6, 295). 
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GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION; It’s almost 
impossible to replace big-play people like Curry 
and Copeland, so Alabama’s rock-ribbed 
defense, which surrendered very meager 
averages of 194 yards and nine points per game 
last year, may be a bit more vulnerable this year. 
But only a bit! Offensively, the Tide will field a 
well-balanced strike force that should be more 
productive than its 1992 counterpart which rack- 
ed up averages of 362 yards and 28 points per 
game. Considering all of the above, it should be 
abundantly clear to even the untrained eye that 
Alabama is more than capable of successfully 
defending its national championship. And since ‘ 
we at GAMEPLAN have always enjoyed very 
keen eyesight, you can imagine how we view the 
Tide’s prospects this season!

Expecting to be the leading performer in 
Auburn’s offensive resurgence is senior quarter- 
back Stan White (6-3, 205), but if he’s to achieve 
that status he’ll have to put up better numbers 
than he did a year ago when he completed 157 of 
305 passes for 1,790 yards, six touchdowns and 
16 interceptions. Returning as White's backup is 
sophomore letterman Patrick Nix (6-2, 190), but

(6-2, 200), who last year caught a combined 31 
passes for 394 yards and two TDs, while a big 
plus here is the healthy return of Pedro Cherry 
(6-1, 210, sr.) and the arrival of super frosh 
recruit Andy Swafford (5-11, 170). Cherry 
started at WR in 791 but was sidelined by injuries 
in 92, while Swafford caught 40 passes for 873 
yards and eight touchdowns as a high school 
senior last year. Depth is abundant at tight end 
with the return of alternating regulars Andy 
Fuller (6-3, 245, so.), Derrick Dorn (6-4, 220, 
so.) and Shawn Malone (6-6, 250, so.), and 
they’ll be joined by A-A frosh recruit Jessie Mc- 
Covery (6-3, 260), considered the best TE in the 
prep ranks last season. 

The running game was slowed because of nag- 
ging injuries sustained by several ball carriers last 
year, but everyone’s healthy now so new head 
coach Terry Bowden (yes, he’s Bobby Bowden’s 
son!) expects this unit to make a bigger contribu- 
tion to the offensive cause. The wheelhorse of 
this gang is junior tailback James Bostic (6-0, 
225), who ran for a team-leading 819 yards in 
‘92. He’ll be supported by co-regulars Ted Yar- 
brough (5-10, 200, so.), Adrian Reese (6-0, 200, 
so.) and Joe Frazier (6-0, 215, jr.), while hard- 
running seniors Reid McMilion (6-0, 225) and 
Tony Richardson (6-2, 220) return to share time 
at fullback. A real big plus in this area is the ar- 
rival of all-world prepster Steve Davis (6-2, 235), 
the very best RB in the prep ranks two years ago 
who wasn’t qualified to matriculate last season. 

The offensive interior line isn’t one of the best 
that Auburn has had, but it could be very good. 
Senior Greg Thompson (6-2, 260) is over the ball 
at center once more, while senior Anthony Red- 
mon (6-5, 290) is back at one guard, and 
sophomores Jason Taylor (6-2, 295) and Shanon 
Roubique (6-1, 280) will again alternate at the 
other guard post. Senior Wayne Gandy (6-5, 
285) returns to his tackle spot, with 1992 co- 
regular Brian Osborn (6-5, 295, jr.) expected to 
take over at the other tackle position. He may, 
however, be relegated to reserve status by 
monstrous frosh recruit Willie Anderson (6-7, 
320), a consensus All-American as a high school 
senior last year. Backup support in the blocking 
corps will come from lettermen Todd Boland 
(6-4, 260, jr,), Chris Holland (6-5, 275, so.) and 
Bucky Beddingfield (6-2, 275, so.), as well as 
promising redshirt freshmen Shay Allen (6-4, 
275), Jim Roe (6-5, 285), Daryl Sanders (6-4, 
310) and Leonard Thomas (6-2, 275), 

Defensively, Auburn's strong suit will be a 
stingy secondary that welcomes back all four 
starters — strong safety Chris Shelling (5-10, 180, 
jr.), free safety Otis Mounds (6-0, 195, jr.) and 
cornerbacks Fred Smith (5-9, 190, jr.) and 
Calvin Jackson (5-10, 180, so.). Shelling in- 
tercepted four passes last year, while Smith and 
Jackson each picked off three enemy aerials. 
Returning as top reserves in the deep zones are 
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lettermen Mare Johnson (6-1, 190, sr.), Mike 
Pina (6-1, 195, sr.) and Brian Robinson (6-3, 
195, so.), all of whom played extensively in ‘92. 

The front wall is anchored by junior end 
Willie Whitehead (6-3, 235), who last year made 
55 tackles, including 12 for minus yardage with 
eight QB sacks. Senior Damon Primus (6-3, 280) 
returns to his tackle position, while 1992 seven- 
game starter Randy Hart (6-5, 290, sr.) figures to 
man the other tackle post. Junior Alonzo 
Etheridge (6-4, 260), who started three gamies in 
’92, should fill the end slot opposite Whitehead, 
while others in the hunt for regular duty in the 
D-line are lettermen Andre Miller (6-3, 250) and 
Ramon Luster (6-2, 280, so,), along with four 
outstanding newcomers -- A-A JUCO transfers 
Alvin Gainer (6-1, 275, jr.) and Gary Walker 
(6-3, 265, jr.), and blue-chip redshirt freshmen 
Myron Burton (6-5, 275) and Ricardo Walker 
(6-2, 280). 

Getting first crack at filling the three vacancies 
at linebacker are experienced lettermen Anthony 
Harris (6-2, 230, so.), Mike Pelton (6-3, 260, jr.) 
and Terry Solomon (6-2, 230, so.), who made a 
combined 118 tackles as top reserves last season. 
Also in the LB picture is junior letterman Carlos 
Thornton (6-1, 235), while A-A frosh recruits 
Derrick Gibson (6-2, 225) and Marcellus 
Mostella (6-3, 220) are two newcomers who 
could be heard from right away here. Gibson 
made 156 tackles last fall, while Mostella record- 
ed 117 tackles, including 22 quarterback sacks! 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: Offensively, 
this team will be improved right across the 
board, which will result in a balanced attack 
that'll easily surpass its 1992 output of 317 yards 
per game, On the other side of the coin, 
Auburn’s secondary, which allowed a lowly 43% 
completion average while picking off 16 passes 
last fall, will be even stingier this time around. 
And the defensive line should be just as for- 
midable as it was in '92, So if those new people at 
linebacker are up to the mark, the stop troops 
could repeat their sterling performance of a year 
ago when they allowed only 258 yards per game. 
All of which prompts us to tell you thal 
Auburn’s a cinch to post a winning record this 
season.

A season-ending injury sustained by quarter- 
back Sleepy Robinson during the Florida game 
prevented the Bulldogs from having a really big 
campaign last year, Even so, they chalked up 
seven wins en route to securing a second suc- 
cessive bowl berth, And the Dogs will do even 
better this season, especially if head coach Jackie 
Sherrill is able to rebuild his defense and juice up 
his passing attack. 

Senior Greg Plump (5-11, 200), who started 
seven games last fall while filling in for the now- 
graduated Robinson, will be at the throttle of 
State’s offense. A year ago, he completed 78 of 
169 passes for 1,150 yards and five touchdowns. 
Providing solid depth at QB are option-oriented 
sophomore Rodney Hudson (6-0, 180) and 
strong-armed senior Todd Jordan (6-2, 220), 
both of whom saw considerable action last 
season, Also in the picture here is talented red- 
shirt freshman Derrick Taite (6-4, 195). 

The receiving corps lost all three starters to 
graduation, but Coach Sherrill does have some 
quality performers to work with in rebuilding 
this unit, Sophomore lettermen Chris Jones (6-2, 
210) and Bernard Euell (5-10, 180) are leading 
candidates to fill the two WR slots, as is 
sophomore newcomer Eric Moulds (6-3, 195), a

Prop. 48 casualty who was forced to sit out the 
‘92 campaign. As a prep all-star two years ago, 
the speedy Moulds caught 23 passes for 484 
yards (a 21.0 avg.) and 12 touchdowns! Getting 
first crack at the vacant tight end post are 
sophomore letterman Kendell Watkins (6-2, 250) 
and strong-blocking redshirt freshman Alonzo 
Porter (6-4, 245), 

Spearheading State’s running game will be 
junior fullback Michael Davis (6-1, 235) and 
senior tailback Karl Williamson (6-2, 210). Each 
started several games last fall, with Davis runn- 
ing for 474 yards and five TDs on 107 carries (a 
4,4 avg.), and Williamson motoring for 146 
yards and four scores on 28 totes (a 5,2 avg.). 
Joining these two are four newcomers with glit- 
tering credentials — redshirted JUCO transfer 
Kevin Bouie (6-1, 220, jr.), Oklahoma transfer 
Inurell Chester (5-9, 195, so.), redshirt freshman 
Torrey Youngblood (5-10, 230) and heralded 
frosh recruit Keffer McGee (5-10, 195). 

Up front, the blocking corps welcomes back 
three full-time starters -- tackle Jesse James (6-5, 
310, jr.) and guards Bill Sartin (6-2, 295, sr.) and 
Shea Bell (6-1, 290, sr.). Junior Melvin Hayes 
(6-6, 335) and senior Michael Montgomery (6-2, 
310) each started three games last year and will 
now battle for starting rights at the tackle spot 
opposite James, with experienced lettermen 
Brian Anderson (6-5, 275, so.) and Eddie 
Johnson (6-3, 295, sr.) expected to run 1-2 at 
center. The top reserves in this area will be junior 
Jason Wisner (6-3, 325), JUCO transfer Purvis 
Hunt (6-5, 320, jr.), redshirt freshman Henry 
McCann (6-6, 310), and sophomores Matt 
Caldwell (6-6, 290) and Brian Wright (6-5, 295). 

The first line of State’s hard-nosed defense is 
anchored by senior nose tackle Arleye Gibson 
(6-2, 270), a powerful run-stopper who made 79 
tackles last fall. He’ll again be strongly sup- 
ported by lettermen Jimmie Myles (6-2, 285, jr.), 
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Rob Jewell (6-4, 295, jr.) and Chris Stallworth 
(6-2, 280, sr.), while the flank posts will be man- 
ned by 1992 part-time starters Herman Carroll 
(6-4, 265, sr.) and Tim Foster (6-3, 270, sr.). 
Also very much in the D-line picture are six blue- 
chip newcomers -- JUCO transfers Al Cotton 
(6-6, 270, jr.) and Torrence Jackson (6-4, 280, 
jr.); 1992 redshirts Steve McWilliams (6-6, 285, 
fr.) and Eddie Maxon (6-7, 265, so.); and A-A 
frosh recruits Eric Dotson (6-4, 290) and Colby 
McCullough (6-4, 265). 

Senior inside linebacker Juan Long (6-2, 235) 
heads the second line of defense. A year ago, he 
made 119 tackles, including eight for minus yar- 
dage. Lettermen Johnny Curtis (5-11, 220, jr.) 
and Brian Lancaster (6-2, 240, so.) are first in 
line to fill the other ILB slot, with highly regard- 
ed redshirt freshmen Dwayne Curry (6-3, 240) 
and Michael Lindsay (6-3, 240) also ticketed for 
extensive duty at inside linebacker. The two out- 
side backer positions will feature 1992 co- 
regulars Wesley Leasy (6-3, 230, jr.) and Lateef 
Travis (6-3, 240, sr.), and they’ll be supported by 
tough junior letterman Derrick Cagins (6-4, 
240). 

The ballhawking secondary returns three 
outstanding regulars -- free safety Kelvin Knight 
(6-1, 205, sr.), strong safety Frankie Luster (6-1, 
195, sr.) and cornerback Charlie Davidson (5-11, 
170, jr.). A year ago, they made a combined 149 
tackles and intercepted 11 passes. The vacant CB 
post is being fought for by 1992 four-game 
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newcomers -- frosh recruit Reggie Wilson (6-0, 
210), redshirt freshman Jimmy Lipscomb (5-10, 
180), and JUCO transfers Johnnie Harris (6-3, 
210, jr.) and Adrian Bonds (5-10, 175, jr.). 
GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: If the new 
receivers are up to the mark, State’s aerial arm 
should be a stronger complement to its potent 
running game. And the overall result will be an 
offense which could average close to 400 yards 
and 28 points per game. Defensively, the Dogs 
lost some real horses on this side of the ball, but 
several outstanding newcomers and a host of 
battle-hardened returnees should ensure that this 
unit will be just as tough to penetrate as its 1992 
counterpart which allowed only 16 points per 
game, All told, the Bulldogs may not win the 
SEC Championship this season, but they’re gon- 
na have a helluva lot to say about who does!

Head Coach Billy Brewer and his rugged 
Rebels ranked among the best teams in the land 
last year as they parlayed a resourceful offense 
and a powerful defense into nine victories, in- 
cluding a 13-0 whitewashing of Air Force in the 
Liberty Bowl. And Brewer expects a repeat per-

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formance this year. If he gets it, the Rebs should 
get an Oscar because it won’t be easy for them to 
overcome the loss of quarterback Russ Shows 
and several defensive standouts. 

Another obstacle facing this team is the uncer- 
tainty of its offensive line, which resembled a 
patchwork quilt by the end of last season. The 
heart of the problem is at the guard positions 
where seniors James Holcombe (6-3, 290) and 
Wesley Melton (6-5, 285), who started nine and 
seven games, respectively, in ’92, are trying to 
bounce back from serious injuries and ailments. 
If they can’t return, the starting guards this 
season will be Chris May (6-2, 270, so.) and Joel 
Jordan (6-2, 275, sr.), both of whom logged 
regular duty last fall. Sophomores Darrell Mon- 
cus (6-2, 270) and Jonathan Gibson (6-3, 290) 
will again run 1-2 at center, with senior Clint 
Conlee (6-4, 295) returning to his tackle post. 
Senior letterman Burkes Brown (6-5, 285) hopes 
to fill the vacant tackle slot, but his hopes could 
be dashed by heralded JUCO transfers Jeff 
Miller (6-5, 300, jr.) and Woody Janssen (6-5, 
290, jr.). Fellow JUCO transfer Tim Evans (6-3, 
300, jr.) will compete for playing time at guard. 

Getting first crack at piloting the Rebel attack 
force is sophomore Lawrence Adams (5-10, 
185), the No. 2 QB last year when he completed 
12 of 21 passes for 168 yards and one TD. 
Adams is an excellent runner and possesses a 
lively arm. The same can be said of sophomore 
Mark Smith (5-9, 175), the man who'll challenge 
Adams for the starting signal calling job. Smith 
lettered at cornerback as a true freshman in 
1992. Also in the QB picture are super frosh 
recruits Broc Kreitz (5-11, 190) and Roger Reed 
(6-1, 180). Like Adams and Smith, Kreitz is an 
outstanding runner and passer, while Reed is a 
standout chucker, having passed for 2,254 yards 
and 31 touchdowns as a high school senior last 
fall. 

The receiving corps should stack up as a team 
strength, especially at the wideouts, Senior Eddie 
Small (6-1, 190) returns at split end after leading 
the team in receiving last year with 39 receptions 
for 558 yards, while junior Germaine Kohn 
(5-11, 175) is back at flanker with 29 catches 
under his "92 belt. Returning as the top reserve at 
WR is sophomore Joe Woods (5-9, 170), who 
caught 10 passes last fall, and joining him in that 
capacity are A-A frosh recruit Boris Fisher (5-9, 
170) and JUCO transfer Roell Preston (5-11, 
180, jr.), who hauled in 84 passes for 1,655 yards 
and 19 touchdowns during his two years (’91 and 
*92) in junior college. Junior Chris Turner (6-3, 
240) will start at tight end after snaring two TD 
tosses as a co-regular last season. 

The running game shouldn’t be crippled by 
the graduation of leading rusher Cory Philpot, 
who motored for 994 yards on 190 carries (a 5.2 
avg.) last year. Trying to fill his big shoes are 
Marvin Courtney (6-0, 200, sr.) and Dou Inno- 
cent (6-1, 205, jr.). As the starting fullback in 
92, Courtney blasted for 339 yards, while Inno- 
cent gained 217 yards as Philpot’s top backup. 
Other lettermen returning at the RB positions are 
Jeremy Veasley (6-2, 235, sr.), Nate Thornton 
(5-8, 180, sr.), Dameion Logan (5-7, 180, sr.) 
and Renard Brown (6-0, 230, so.). 

Defensively, the Rebs ranked third in the na- 
tion in rushing defense and sixth in total defense 
last year, But if the defense is to be the strength 
of this team once more, Coach Brewer must 
replace the two DTs and two CBs that he lost to 
graduation, And he took a very big step in that 
direction when he successfully raided the JUCO 
tanks to achieve his objective. 

Up front, Ole Miss is happy to have starting 
nose guard Sean O’ Malley (5-9, 260, sr.) back in 
the fold, He started the first four games last fall 
but went down for the count with a broken leg. 
Also returning as key performers in the trench 
are seniors Brian Mays (6-3, 270) and David 
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Harris (6-4, 265), but the big news here is the ar- 
rival of six outstanding newcomers — A-A frosh 
recruit Jason Ferguson (6-4, 300) and blue-chip 
JUCO transfers Tim Bowens (6-5, 320, jr.), Sid 
Carmichael (6-1, 230, jr.), Troy Ferguson (6-1, 
280, jr.), Norman Hand (64, 295, jr.) and 
Darnell Minnieweather (6-1, 245, jr.). 

Two other all-star JUCO transfers, Jerome 
Williams (6-2, 200, jr.) and Fred Thomas (5-10, 
180, so.), should be heard from in a big way in 
the secondary. A-A candidate Johnny Dixon 
(6-0, 210, sr.) spearheads this unit from his 
strong safety spot. A year ago, he made 87 
tackles and picked off three enemy aerials. Tony 
Collier (5-10, 190, sr.) and Michael Lowery (6-1, 
195, so.) are back to run 1-2 at free safety, 
although Collier may move to cornerback. 
Sophomore letterman Keith Campbell (5-11, 
180) will also challenge for a starting CB job, 
while fellow sophomore letterman Mike Worley 
(6-1, 185) returns as a top reserve at safety. 

In describing the Ole Miss linebacking corps, 
we've saved the best for last. This gang is easily 
the cream of the stop troops and is as good as 
any other LB unit in the land. The three big 
names here are Abdul Jackson (6-0, 235, jr.), 
Dewayne Dotson (6-2, 260, sr.) and Cassius 
Ware (6-1, 245, sr.). A year ago, Jackson led the 
team in tackles with 111, while the big-play duo 
of Dotson and Ware made a combined 192 
tackles, including 36 for minus yardage with 18 
quarterback sacks! And they'll be joined this fall 
by senior Greg Abide (6-1, 240), a big-play 
starter in 1991 who was sidelined by injuries last 
season. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: If the sons of 
the Confederacy had been as nasty as the Rebel 
stop troops were last year, the South never 
would have fallen. But that was then and this is 
now, and the book on the Ole Miss defense is 
easy to read -- if all those transfers live up to their 
prep credentials (and we believe they will!), this 
unit will be stingier than Scrooge before he got 
religion. Offensively, the Rebs are well-balanced 
and figure to be more productive than they were 
last season, but they won’t strike terror in many 
people’s hearts. What it all means is that Ole 
Miss will again rely primarily on its great defense 
to propel the Rebels to another winning record. 
And just as it is written, it shall be done!

Danny Ford has taken over as head coach of 
the Razorbacks. Yes, it’s the same Danny Ford 
who led Clemson to national prominence and an 
overall record of 96-29-4 during his 11-year 
tenure as ringmaster of the Tigers. And he 
should do the same for Arkansas in the very near 
future. But not this year, because the Hogs simp- 
ly don’t have enough offensive firepower to blast 
their way into the SEC throne room. 

Their defense is another story, especially at 
linebacker where all three starters and their top 
two backups are returning to head the stop 
troops. The three starters are seniors. Kevin 
Kempf (6-3, 230), Darwin Ireland (6-1, 220) and 
Tyrone Chatman (5-9, 215). who last year made 
a combined 254 tackles, including 13 for minus 
yardage. Supporting them once more are Shan- 
non Wright (6-0, 230, sr.) and Willie Johnson 
(5-11, 210, jr.), who made an aggregate 42 
tackles in "92. 

The secondary will also be a team strength. 
Spearheading this gang are senior cornerbacks 
Dean Peevy (5-11, 185) and Orlando Watters 
(5-11, 175). A year ago, Peevy made 39 tackles 
and intercepted five passes, while Watters made

42 tackles and picked off three enemy aerials. 
Senior Alfred Jackson (6-0, 185), who made 46 
tackles and intercepted two passes in "92, returns 
at strong safety, with 1992 co-regular Del Delco 
(6-0, 195, so.) ticketed to start at free safety. 
JUCO transfer Carl Kidd (6-1, 205) will also 
compete for a starting job in the deep zones, 
while the top reserves here will again be let- 
termen Mike Nunnerley (6-0, 195, so.), Ivan 
Pickett (6-0, 190, sr.), Spencer Brown (5-11, 170, 
so.) and Tracy Cantlope (5-10, 170, so.). 

Up front, the four-man trench lost three 
starters, including big-play performers Ray Lee 
Johnson and Owen Kelly at end and nose guard, 
respectively. Coach Ford will rebuild this unit 
around senior end Henry Ford (6-3, 265), who 
last year made 46 tackles, including eight for 
minus yardage. The other flank post will be 
fought for by redshirt sophomore Marcus Adair

Adair sat out last season after transferring from 
Air Force where he was a part-time starter as a 
freshman two years ago. Junior Vernon Wade 
(6-4, 265), who made 28 tackles as a co-regular in 
*92, will fill the vacant tackle slot, with sopho- 
more letterman Junior Soli (6-1, 265) the leading 
candidate to start at nose guard. Junior Jetter- 
man Chris Kinnebrew (5-10, 280) and A-A red- 
shirt freshman Carlos Showers (6-6, 270) should 
be the top reserves at NG and DT, respectively. 

Getting back to the offense, this unit desper- 
ately needs a shot in the arm of its running game. 
Hoping to provide same is A-A frosh recruit 
Dexter Hebert (5-8, 205), a powerful speedster 
who ran for 2,266 yard and 27 TDs as a prepster 
last fall. He’ll battle incumbent sophomore 
Oscar Malone (5-9, 180) for starting rights at 
tailback. Malone ran for 354 yards and two TDs 
in ‘92, Banging heads for starting rights at 
fullback are lettermen Oscar Gray (6-2, 245, jr.), 
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Carlton Calvin (6-0, 210, jr.) and Jerry Pryor 
(6-0, 220, so.), while fellow lettermen Marius 
Johnson (5-8, 170, so.) and Cordale Johnson 
(5-10, 195, jr.) will push for playing time at 
tailback. 

Playing a vital role in the improvement of 
Arkansas’ overland attack will be a blocking 
corps that returns all five starters and several ex- 
perienced backups, and welcomes (with open 
arms!) eight promising newcomers. Earl Scott 
(6-3, 265, so.) is over the ball at center, where 
he'll again be flanked by senior guards Isaac 
Davis (6-3, 295) and Ray Straschinske (6-4, 270), 
and tackles Chris Oliver (6-5, 270, sr.) and Bryan 
Cornish (6-4, 275, jr.). Trying to unseat any or 
all of the incumbents are powerful JUCO 
transfer Pat Baker (6-3, 300, jr.), A-A frosh 
recruit Don Struebing (6-3, 270), and heralded 
redshirt freshmen Winston Alderson (6-5, 280), 
Derek Don Deville (6-4, 260), Chris Miller (6-2, 
270), Jason Ogden (6-4, 270), Scott Rivers (6-5, 
260) and Tony Swartz (6-3, 275). Also returning 
in the O-line are lettermen Terry Spencer (6-3, 
265, sr.), Tony Nagy (6-4, 265, so.) and Verl 
Mitchell (6-3, 275, so.). 

The Hogs also hope to develop a more pro- 
ductive passing game, and they'll look to 
quarterbacks Barry Lunney (6-2, 185, so.), 
Jason Allen (6-1, 195, jr.) and Mike Cherry (6-5, 
210, fr.) as the catalysts in that endeavor. Lun- 
ney completed 91 of 189 passes for 1,015 yards 
and four touchdowns while starting six games 
last fall, with Allen hitting on 55 of 108 passes 
for 511 yards and two TDs while starting five 
games. Cherry redshirted last season after winn- 
ing numerous awards as one of the nation’s top 
prep QBs two years ago. 

The receiving corps welcomes back two 
starters -- tight end Kirk Botkin (6-3, 230, sr.) 
and split end Tracy Caldwell (5-11, 170, sr.). 
Botkin caught 33 passes last season, while 
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Caldwell snared 30 tosses. Junior letterman Kot- 
to Cotton (6-0, 175) will get first shot at filling 
the vacant flanker slot, but he could get shot 
down by A-A frosh recruit Anthony Eubanks 
(6-3, 180), an elusive speedster who caught 41 
passes for 951 yards and 14 touchdowns as a 
high school senior last year. Botkin will be sup- 
ported at TE by junior letterman Carl Johnson 
(6-0, 215) and powerful frosh recruit Geno Bell 
(6-4, 265). 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: The Razor- 
backs won’t have a big season in terms of vic- 
tories this year, but we think they’re gonna be a 
much better football team than they were in 
1992, Especially on offense, where improved 
play at quarterback and a stronger blocking 
corps will add up to a respectable attack which 
will definitely be more productive than its ’92 
counterpart that averaged a meager 242 yards 
and 15 points per game. Defensively, if those 
new horses up front come through, Arkansas 
will again give ground very grudgingly when 
assaulted either by land or air. Danny Ford's 
first campaign as head Hog won't be a big one, 


but it could be a winning one.

those blue-chip newcomers to make immediate 
contributions when they hit campus in August. 
One such neophyte is quarterback Casey Taber 
(6-2, 215), who should challenge incumbent 
Jamie Howard (6-1, 195, so.) for starting rights 
at QB. As ahigh school senior last season, Taber 
completed 150 of 259 passes (57%) for 2,354 
yards and 25 touchdowns, and he also ran for 
$29 yards and 24 TDs! Howard started six games 
as a true freshman for LSU in '92 as he hit on 
101 of 200 passes for 1,349 yards, five touch- 
downs and 13 interceptions. Also back in the 
fold here is senior Chad Loup (6-2, 210), who 
started four games last year and completed 35 of 
61 aerial attempts for 328 yards and only one 
TD. 

Newcomers should have a real big impact in 
the receiving corps. Especially at the wideouts 
where JUCO transfer Eric Smith (5-11, 175) and 
A-A frosh recruit Eddie Kennison (6-1, 180) are 
good enough to nail down both starting jobs. 
And the same could be said of the situation at 
tight end, where 1992 starter Harold Bishop (6-6, 
260, sr.) could be dislodged by powerful A-A 
redshirt freshman David LaFleur (6-6, 275), The 
best of the returnees in this area is senior split 
end Scott Ray (6-2, 205), who caught 38 passes 
for 534 yards in *92, while other lettermen 
wideouts available are Sheddick Wilson (6-1, 
190, so.), Brett Bech (6-1, 185, jr.) and Tory 
James (6-2, 175, so.). A year ago, Wilson, Bech 
and James caught a combined 35 passes for 481 
yards. 

Those recruits keep on coming! This time it's 
at tailback, where A-A prepsters Kevin Franklin 
(5-11, 185) and Jermaine Sharp (5-10, 190) will 
challenge returning regular Robert Davis (5-10, 
180, so.) for starting status. Davis led LSU in 
rushing last season when he ran for 527 yards on 
123 carries (a 4.3 avg.).

180 carries (an 8.8 avg!), while Sharp zoomed 
for 2,068 yards and 36 touchdowns on only 147 
totes (a 14.1 avg!!!!)! Also returning at tailback 
are sophomore lettermen David Butler (5-9, 180) 
and Jay Johnson (5-9, 185), while the fullback 
post will be shared by lettermen Leo Abel (6-2, 
230, sr.), Robert Toomer (5-11, 215, so.) and 
Germaine Williams (5-10, 230, sr.). 

The offensive interior line will be rebuilt 
around two returning starters - senior guard 
Ronnie Simnicht (6-5, 295) and senior tackle 
Kevin Mawae (6-4, 275).

Sophomore outside linebacker James Gillyard 
(6-2, 235) spearheads the second line of defense. 
A year ago, he made 58 tackles, including five 
QB sacks. Senior Corey White (6-3, 240), who 
last season started six games and made 66 tackles 
with four QB sacks, should be top dog at the 
other OLB post, while lettermen Mike Hewitt 
(6-3, 230, sr.), Gabe Northern (6-3, 220, so.), 
Bobby Williams (6-1, 225, jr.) and Kim Brooks 
(6-1, 215, so.) are back as top reserves at the 
OLB positions. Senior Ricardo Washington (6-4, 
225) returns to one inside backer post, with 1992 
three-game starter Robert Deshotel (6-3, 230, jr.) 
expected to fill the other ILB slot. Junior letter- 
man Lee Williams (6-2, 210) and super redshirt 
freshman Mike Calais (6-1, 230) should be the 
leading reserves at inside linebacker. 

Up front, the three-man trench returns only 
one starter -- junior tackle Nate Miller (6-4, 300), 
who made 54 tackles last fall.

(6-4, 260, sr.) and Robert Thibodeaux (6-2, 260, 
so.), while junior lettermen William Crowell 
(6-0, 275) and Jason Smothers (6-1, 280) are 
ticketed to run 1-2 at nose guard.

Waters, an excellent leader who always seems to 
get the job done, completed 110 of 212 passes for 
1,159 yards and six TDs in '92, His number one 
backup will be sophomore letterman Kevin 
Bentley (6-2, 195), who last year attempted nine 
passes and completed five, including three for 
touchdowns!

After leading the Orangemen to a 20-4 record 
in his first two years as head coach, Paul Pas- 
qualoni has now set his sights on the big one --as 
in NATIONAL CHAMPIONSHIP! And he 
could (if not should!) easily get it — but only if 
he’s able to successfully rebuild an outstanding 
receiving corps that was devastated by gradua- 
tion. Which is kinda like saying there really is 
hope for the rehabilitation of all participants in 
Tisdell and Moore’s infamous pre-game tailgate 
parties! 

All kidding aside, senior quarterback Marvin 
Graves (6-1, 195) certainly hopes Coach P is suc- 
cessful in that endeavor. Graves is a leading 
Heisman Trophy candidate who’s entering his 
fourth season as SU’s starting QB. A year ago, 
he completed 146 of 242 passes (60%) for 2,296 
yards and 14 touchdowns, and he also ran for six 
TDs. Graves will again be supported by junior 
Kevin Mason (6-3, 200), an excellent athlete who 
last year hit on four of his eight passes and ran 
for 184 yards on only 24 carries (a 7.7 ave!). 

The receiving corps lost four of its top five 
people and will be rebuilt around senior wideout 
Shelby Hill (6-0, 195), who caught 29 passes for 
480 yards and one TD last season. Sophomore 
letterman Marvin Harrison (6-0, 175) will get 
first crack at manning the other WR post, while 
junior letterman Eric Chenoweth (6-3, 240) will 
get the starting call at tight end. Super frosh 
recruits Scott Mitchem (5-11, 175) and Jim 
Turner (6-4, 215) are a couple of newcomers who 
could help out right away at the wideouts, while 
Chenoweth will be backstopped by converted 
fullback Brian Picucci (6-1, 235, sr.) and A-A 
redshirt freshman George Meyers (6-3, 235). 

SU’s stable of ball carriers is a very good one. 
1992 co-regular Terry Richardson (6-1, 205, sr.), 
who last year ran for 399 yards on 68 carries (a 
5.8 avg.), will start at tailback where he’ll be sup- 
ported by junior letterman Kriby Dar Dar (5-10, 
185), while seniors All Wooten (5-11, 230) and 
Marcus Lee (5-10, 220) will again run 1-2 at 
fullback. Wooten and Lee ran for a combined 
517 yards and nine touchdowns last fall. Also in 
the RB picture will be the aforementioned Brian 
Picucci, who ran for 121 yards in ’92, and 
heralded frosh recruits Tebucky Jones (6-2, 195) 
and Zach McCall (6-2, 210). 

The offensive interior line welcomes back two 
starters -- senior center John Regan (6-4, 280) 
and senior tackle Kyle Adams (6-4, 290). Also 
assured of a starting spot is junior tackle Melvin 
Tuten (6-6, 290), who started three games at OT 
last season. The leading candidates to fill the two 
guard slots are junior letterman Dave Wohla- 
baugh (6-4, 275) and sophomores Cy Ellsworth 
(6-3, 275), Ken Warren (6-3, 320) and John 
Michaelidis (6-5, 295), while the blocking corps 
will be bolstered by the arrival of four prepsters 
with A-A credentials -- redshirt freshman Jason 
Mills (6-5, 310) and frosh recruits Chuck Beatie 
(6-7, 315), Brad Patkochis (6-6, 275) and Brent 
Warren (6-6, 310). 

Spearheading the defensive charge is All-Big 
East nose guard Kevin Mitchell (6-1, 245), a 
quick, fiery competitor who had a great season 
last year when he made 69 tackles, including 
eight QB sacks and 12 other stops for minus yar-

dage! He’ll again be flanked on one side by 
junior tackle Ernie Brown (6-2, 270), with 1992 
co-regular Wilky Bazile (6-3, 280, jr.) ticketed to 
man the other tackle post. Bazile is a big-play 
type who had four QB sacks in "92. Junior letter- 
man Ed Hobson (6-2, 280) will again backstop 
Mitchell, while the top reserves at tackle will be 
A-A redshirt freshmen Antonio Anderson (6-8, 
295) and Andre Smith (6-6, 275), as well as A-A 
frosh recruits Jeff Danish (6-4, 285) and Roland 
Williams (6-5, 265). 

The second line of defense is headed by all-star 
inside linebacker Dan Conley (6-2, 230, sr.), who 
made 71 tackles last fall. Senior Chip Todd (6-1, 
245), who started several games and made 36 
tackles in "92, is now stationed full-time at the 
other ILB position, while sophomores Dave 
Rebar (6-2, 230) and Chris Marques (6-2, 235) 
are expected to fill the outside backer slots, The 
top reserves at inside linebacker will be senior let- 
terman Reggie Terry (6-0, 230) and A-A redshirt 
freshman Ken Thomas (6-2, 225), while the key 
reserves at outside linebacker are A-A redshirt 
freshmen Scott Freeney (6-4, 235), Dana Cottrell 
(6-4, 235) and Greg Shaw (6-3, 220). Also in the 
OLB picture will be A-A frosh recruits Dulayne 
Morgan (6-5, 235), Antwaune Ponds (6-4, 225) 
and Jason Walters (6-4, 240). 

The head honchos of the secondary are cor- 
nerback Dwayne Joseph (5-10, 185, sr.), strong 
safety Bob Grosvenor (6-0, 175, sr.) and free 
safety Tony Jones (6-3, 200, jr.), A year ago, 
Joseph broke up a team-leading eight passes, 
while Grosvenor and Jones intercepted six and 
five passes, respectively, 1992 co-regulars Bryce 
Bevill (5-10, 195, jr.) and Doug Womack (5-10, 
175, sr.) will share the CB post opposite Joseph, 
while lettermen Darrell Parker (5-8, 175, so.), 
Gary Brannen (5-10, 185, jr.) and Karlos Jack- 
son (6-0, 180, jr.) are back as top reserves in the 
deep zones.

Only one team in the nation could recover 
from the staggering graduation losses sustained 
by the Hurricanes this year -- and you’re reading 
about it right now! It won’t be easy, and it may 
not be possible, but head coach Dennis Erickson 
is counting on Miami’s football factory to pro- 
duce all the new components he needs to build 
another contender for national honors. And he 
shouldn't be disappointed by the overall perfor- 
mance of his retooled juggernaut. 

The most vital undertaking on offense is to 
find a capable replacement for Heisman Trophy 
winner Gino Torretta, Getting first shot at 
piloting Miami’s attack is junior quarterback 
Frank Costa (6-4, 215), Torretta’s number one 
backup over the last two years. Costa completed

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28 of 47 passes for 340 yards and two touch- 
downs in 92. Waiting in the wings in the event 
Costa falters are sophomore letterman Ryan 
Collins (6-2, 190) and A-A redshirt freshman 
Chris Walsh (6-3, 200), who was one of the best 
QBs in the prep ranks two years ago. 

Coach Erickson has told us he may go to a 
two-back alignment this year, and he certainly 
has the personnel to do it since Miami’s top three 
ball carriers are back in the fold — juniors Don- 
nell Bennett (6-2, 230), Larry Jones (6-0, 235) 
and Danyell Ferguson (6-0, 195), who last year 
ran for a combined 1,054 yards and 13 touch- 
downs. Joining them will be sophomore James 
Stewart (6-3, 235), a powerful speedster who red- 
shirted last season. 

The receiving corps lost every starter to 
graduation and will be rebuilt around wideouts 
Jonathan Harris (5-9, 170, jr,), Chris Jones (6-3, 
210, jr.) and A.C. Tellison (6-4, 205, jr.), who 
caught an aggregate 35 passes as top reserves last 
fall, Also pushing for playing time at wide 
receiver will be A-A frosh recruits Jammi Ger- 
man (6-2, 180) and Taj Johnson (6-3, 190), while 
lettermen Dietrich Clausell (6-2, 240, jr.) and Sy 
Tucker (6-6, 240, so.) will duke it out for starting 
rights at tight end. 

The offensive interior line welcomes back two 
starters — senior guard Rudy Barber (6-3, 295) 
and junior guard Tirrell Greene (6-3, 300), who 
started at center last year. The new man in the 
middle is super redshirt freshman K.C. Jones 
(6-2, 265), who’ll be strongly supported by 
sophomore letterman Alan Symonette (6-1, 270), 
who can also play guard. Junior Zev Lumelski 
(6-7, 310), who started three games last fall, will 
man one tackle post, with super sophomore 
Ricky Perry (6-7, 315) and senior letterman 
Jason Budroni (6-6, 295) ticketed to run 1-2 at 
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the other tackle position. Like Symonette and 
Budroni, sophomore letterman Robert Woodus 
(6-5, 300) is a key reserve returning to the block- 
ing corps. 

The defense, which was one of the best in the 
nation last year when it allowed meager averages 
of 271 yards and 12 points per game, could be 
just as stingy this time around, But for that to 
happen, the three replacements for super 
linebackers Michael Barrow, Darrin Smith and 
Jessie Armstead would have to perform up to the 
levels of excellence established by that all-star 
threesome. And that’s a pretty tall order! 

Anchoring the second line of defense will be 
weakside linebacker Rohan Marley (5-8, 205, 
jr.), who made 59 tackles as a co-regular last fall. 
Taking over the strongside backer position is 
junior letterman Corwin Francis (6-0, 220), 
while senior letterman Robert Bass (6-2, 230) will 
start at middle linebacker. All-American frosh 
recruits James Burgess (6-1, 220), Kenard Lang 
(6-5, 250) and Jeffrey Taylor (6-2, 220) are three 
newcomers who figure to make a big impact in 
this area. Their prep credentials read like some- 
thing you'd see in a program at a thoroughbred 
sale! 

The strength of Miami’s defense is its four- 
man front wall, especially the flanks, where 


senior headhunters Darren Krein (6-4, 260), 
Kevin Patrick (64, 260) and Rusty Medearis 
(6-3, 255) are back on the prowl, A year ago, 
Krein and Patrick made a combined 110 tackles, 
including 16 QB sacks, while Medearis, who 
recorded 22 QB sacks as a two-year starter prior 
to last season, is on the rebound from a knee in- 
jury that shelved him for nine games in ’92. 
Junior Pat Riley (6-6, 285), who had five QB 
sacks last fall, returns to his tackle spot, with 
1992 co-regulars Kenny Lopez (6-3, 285, sr.) and 
Warren Sapp (6-3, 295, so.) banging heads for 
starting status at the other tackle post. Expected 
to be key reserves at end and tackle, respectively, 
are junior letterman Baraka Short (6-3, 250) and 
super A-A frosh recruit Shabaka Majid (6-6, 
290). 

The secondary boasts two all-star candidates 
in free safety Terris Harris (6-1, 195, sr.) and 
cornerback Dexter Seigler (5-9, 180, sr.). The 
hard-hitting Harris made 65 tackles last year, 
while Seigler intercepted four passes and ran two 
of them back for touchdowns. Senior Paul 
White (5-9, 185), who also picked off four passes 
as a co-regular in ’92, will start at the other CB 
position, with fellow 1992 co-regulars Malcolm 
Pearson (6-2, 210, jr.) and C.J. Richardson (6-1, 
200, jr.) battling each other for starting rights at 
strong safety. Returning as top reserves in the 
deep zones are lettermen Chad Wilson (5-11,

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: No matter 
how well the new people at quarterback and in 
the receiving corps perform, they won’t match 
the exploits of Gino Torretta and the fabulous 
five receivers lost to graduation. Which is why 
Coach Erickson will stress the running game this 
year as he seeks to complement his personnel in

Walker (5-10, 195) and fellow sophomore Jim- 
my Gary (6-0, 210), a big-time back who was 
redshirted last season and has yet to see any ac- 
tion for West Virginia. Junior Rodney Woodard 
(6-0, 230) is the returning starter at fullback, 
where he'll again be backstopped by junior Jim 
Freeman (6-2, 220). Last fall, Woodard blasted 
for 318 yards and five TDs on 69 carries (a 4.6 
avg.), while Freeman ran for 163 yards.

(5-11, 230, sr.), who blasted for a combined 316 
yards and two TDs on 58 carries as top reserves 
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last season. 

All-America candidate Jim Pyne (6-2, 280, sr.) 
anchors the offensive line from his center post. 
Other returning starters up front are tackle Mike 
Smith (6-7, 290, jr.) and guards Jared Hamlin 
(6-3, 295, so.) and Chris Malone (6-3, 280, so.). 
The tackle slot opposite Smith will be filled by 
1993 co-regular Chris Barry (6-4, 330, sr.), while 
solid backup support in the blocking corps will 
come from lettermen Jim Petrovich (6-1, 270, 
sr.), Mike Cox (6-4, 285, so.) and Damien 
McMahon (6-4, 300, jr.), and heralded redshirt 
freshmen Bill Conaty (6-3, 285), Tim Wade (6-3, 
295), Jay Hagood (6-4, 285) and T.J. Washing- 
ton (6-4, 310). 

Tech’s new-look defense will be focused on 
the secondary where All-Big East cornerback 
Tyronne Drakeford (5-10, 190, sr.) heads an im- 
pressive cast. A year ago, he made 54 tackles, in- 
tercepted seven passes, and broke up 11 others. 
Junior Stacy Henley (6-0, 190), who started at 
the other CB spot last fall, will now take over at 
free safety, while big-play senior P.J. Preston 
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(6-2, 225, sr.) is sure to be a starter at the new 
rover position. Preston started at OLB last year 
when he made a team-leading 89 tackles, in- 
cluding 11 for minus yardage with six QB sacks. 
Highly-touted redshirt freshman Danny Dunbar 
(5-10, 190) will man the CB post opposite Drake- 
ford. 

One of the team’s best defenders, junior Ken 
Brown (6-2, 235), will head the three-man 
linebacking corps. A year ago, Brown made 82 
tackles, including five QB sacks. The other likely 
starters in this area are hard-hitting sophomore 
George DelRicco (6-1, 225) and senior DeWayne 
Knight (6-3, 220), who made a combined 59 
tackles as co-regulars last fall. Outstanding 
sophomore letterman Tewon Stevens (6-1, 225) 
will see a lot of action as the top reserve at line- 
backer. 

Up front, the four-man trench welcomes back 
two starters -- ends Bernard Basham (6-6, 265, 
sr.) and Billy Swarm (6-3, 240, jr.), who last year 
made an aggregate 97 tackles, including 10 for 
minus yardage. They’ll be supported by let- 
termen Hank Coleman (6-2, 235, so.) and Leroy 
Charlton (6-5, 250, jr.), while the two tackle 
positions will be shared by super redshirt 
freshman Waverly Jackson (6-3, 295) and let- 
termen J.C. Price (6-3, 270, so.), Chris Breheny 
(6-3, 265, sr.) and Eugene Mays (6-5, 310, so.). 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: With 
DeShazo and his fellow skill position buddies 
operating behind a big, strong blocking corps, 
Tech’s well-balanced offense should surpass its 
excellent 1992 output of 380 yards and 25 points 
per game. Defensively, the Gobblers were gobbl- 
ed up by enemy attackers last year as they sur- 
rendered averages of 405 yards and 26 points per 
outing, but this unit should give a much better 
account of itself in ’93, especially in defensing 
the pass. Tech won’t win the Big East champion- 
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ship this season, but this is a good football team 
that will win several more games than it did last 
year,

Rhodney Williams (6-6, 250). 

The Seminoles are just as deep at the RB posi- 
tions, especially at tailback where starting duties 
will again be shared by senior Sean Jackson (6-2, 
220) and junior Tiger McMillon (5-9, 180). A 
year ago, they ran for a combined 1,192 yards 
and eight touchdowns, and they also caught an 
aggregate 29 passes for 324 yards. Also returning 
at TB is senior Clyde Allen (5-10, 180), who ran 
for 144 yards and two TDs on only 13 carries (an 
11.1 avg!). Junior William Floyd (6-1, 240) is the 
complete package at fullback with his blocking, 
rushing and receiving skills. He accounted for a 
total of 364 yards and 10 touchdowns last fall, 
and he’ll be backstopped once more by hard- 
running senior Zack Crockett (6-2, 240), who 
bolted for 140 yards on only 28 carries in '92. 
Two newcomers worth mentioning here are A-A 
frosh recruits Warrick Dunn (5-9, 170) and 
Clarence Williams (6-4, 245), who ply their 
wares at tailback and fullback, respectively. 

FSU’s skill position people will greatly benefit 
from an outstanding offensive line that 
welcomes back four starters. Sophomore Clay 
Shiver (6-3, 270) returns at center, Patrick 
McNeil (6-3, 275, jr.) and Lewis Tyre (6-5, 275, 
so.) are back at the guards, and Marvin Ferrell 
(6-6, 290, sr.) and Juan Laureano (6-5, 290, so.) 
will again share starting duties at one tackle post. 
Sophomore letterman Forrest Conoly (6-7, 320) 
and heralded redshirt freshman Todd Fordham 
(6-6, 275) are expected to run 1-2 at the other 
tackle position. Depth in the O-line will be pro- 
vided by lettermen Andy Crowe (6-4, 270, so.), 
Jesus Hernandez (6-3, 285, so.) and John 
Donaldson (6-5, 270, jr.), as well as A-A redshirt 
freshman Marcus Long (6-4, 300) and A-A frosh 
recruits Chad Bates (6-4, 280), Gideon Brown 
(6-3, 280) and Kevin Long (6-6, 270). 

Defensively, the Seminoles lost six starters and 
several key backups to graduation, but Coach 
Bowden thinks he has enough building blocks to

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construct another stingy stop unit. Especially at 
linebacker where the four-man rotation is head- 
ed by big-play OLB Derrick Brooks (6-1, 230, 
jr.), who last year made 98 tackles, including 
nine for minus yardage.

(6-4, 240), while lettermen Todd Rebol (6-1, 225, 
so.) and Alonzo Horner (6-2, 230, sr.) are 
ticketed to run 1-2 at the other ILB post. Ex- 
pected to spell Brooks while also sharing time at 
the other outside backer position are junior let- 
termen James Roberson (6-4, 245), Eric Smith 
(6-0, 220), Dulack Guerrier (6-2, 245), Chris 
Cowart (6-3, 240) and Tyrant Marion (6-2, 245).

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Up front, the three-man trench will be an- 
chored by senior end Toddrick McIntosh (6-3, 
275), who started at nose guard last year and 
made 44 tackles, including six for minus yar- 
dage. The new man in the middle will be 1992 co- 
regular Jon Nance (6-2, 265, sr.), who made 60 
tackles while sharing time with McIntosh. Nance 
will be supported by sophomore letterman Enzo 
Armella (6-1, 260) and A-A redshirt freshman 
Connell Spain (6-3, 280), while the end post op- 
posite McIntosh will be manned by super 
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sophomore letterman Derrick Alexander (6-5, 
270), who last year made 38 tackles, including 
eight for minus yardage. Also in the hunt for 
playing time at the flanks will be A-A frosh 
recruits Tra Thomas (6-8, 295) and Julian Pitt- 
man (6-5, 275), two of the best defensive linemen 
in the prep ranks last season. 

The secondary is solid at the corners where 
alternating CBs Corey Sawyer (5-11, 170, jr.), 
Clifton Abraham (5-9, 185, jr.) and Corey Fuller 
(5-11, 195, sr.) are back on the prowl. A year 
ago, Sawyer earned All-America honors after in- 
tercepting seven passes, while Abraham picked 
off four enemy aerials. The two safety positions 
will be fought for by experienced lettermen 
Devin Bush (6-0, 205, so.), Mack Knight (6-1, 
205, sr.), Steve Gilmer (5-10, 190, jr.) and 
Richard Coes (6-0, 195, sr.), while three 
newcomers who'll strengthen the secondary are 
A-A frosh recruit Byron Capers (6-1, 210) and 
A-A redshirt freshmen Sean Hamlet (6-2, 190) 
and Harold Battles (6-2, 190). 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: After reading 
all of the above, you should not be surprised to 
learn that GAMEPLAN believes the Seminoles 
will be the number one team in the nation this 
year. Ward and his offensive mates will be just 
that when on the attack as they figure to equal or 
exceed their 1992 averages of 462 yards and 38 
points per game. The FSU defense, which was 
super-tough to run on last year when it sur- 
rendered averages of 292 yards and 16 points per 
game, may be a bit more vulnerable this time 
around -- but we wouldn’t bet a plugged nickle 
on it!

Coming off a nine-win season which was cap- 
ped by a 21-17 victory over Mississippi State in 
the Peach Bowl, the Tar Heels have high hopes 
of surpassing their 1992 achievements. But if 
they’re to even have a shot at doing so, head 
coach Mack Brown must successfully rebuild his 
secondary and find a new tailback to fill the very 
big shoes of all-star performer Natrone Means, 
who opted for an early exit to the NFL last April. 

Getting first shot at filling the tailback slot is 
sophomore letterman Curtis Johnson (5-9, 205), 
a quick, strong ball carrier who darted for 244 
yards and two TDs on only 34 carries (a 7.2 avg!) 
as a key reserve last year. Challenging him will be 
A-A redshirt freshman Maurice McGregor (6-2, 
245), while junior lettermen William Henderson 
(6-1, 240) and Malcolm Marshall (6-1, 235) are 
likely to run 1-2 at fullback. Also expected to be 
in the RB picture are blue-chip frosh recruits 
Mike Geter (5-11, 195), Jon Linton (6-2, 235) 
and Kenny Shaw (6-0, 210). 

The Tar Heels have two experienced winners 
at quarterback in junior Jason Stanicek (6-0, 
185) and sophomore Mike Thomas (6-2, 220). 
Stanicek completed 83 of 144 passes for 1,082 
yards last fall, while Thomas hit on 54 of 114 
aerial attempts for 831 yards. And they also ran 
for a combined 521 yards in *92.

State’s stable of ball carriers will be minus its 
top two thoroughbreds of a year ago - TB An- 
thony Barbour and FB Greg Manior, who ran 
for a combined 1,838 yards and 14 TDs in ’92! 
And replacing them will be no easy task. Senior 
letterman Gary Downs (6-2, 200) and sopho- 
more letterman Brian Fitzgerald (6-0, 195) will 
try to fill Barbour’s big shoes at tailback, as will 
super recruit Carlos King (6-2, 205), who ran for 
1,620 yards and 22 touchdowns on 147 carries 
(an 11.1 avg!!) as a high school senior. Senior 
letterman Ledel George (6-1, 215) will take over 
at fullback, where he'll be challenged by fellow 
lettermen Dallas Dickerson (6-1, 240, jr.), Jay 
Gunter (6-1, 225, sr.) and Chris Cotton (6-0, 250, 
sr.). 

Leading the defensive charge are two outstan- 
ding tackles — senior John Akins (6-4, 280) and 
super-quick junior Carl Reeves (6-4, 230). A year 
ago, Akins made 63 tackles and was credited 
with 17 QB hurries, while Reeves made 80 
tackles, including 11 QB sacks and nine other 
stops for minus yardage, and was credited with 
19 QB hurries! They’ll again be strongly sup- 
ported by sophomore lettermen Mike Harrison 
(6-2, 270) and Nick Kukulinski (6-4, 260), while 
1992 co-regular Daryl Beard (6-1, 265, sr.) and 
junior letterman Eric Counts (6-2, 260) will have 
at it for starting rights at middle guard. Counts 
was a co-regular in "91 but sat out the 92 cam- 
paign. 

The four-man linebacking corps is headed by 
junior ILB Damien Covington (6-1, 230) and 
senior OLB Tyler Lawrence (6-5, 245), who 
made 149 and 82 tackles, respectively, last 
season. Covington is supported by 1992 co- 
regular Gregg Giannamore (6-0, 220, sr.), while 
another 1992 co-regular, sophomore Carlos 
Pruitt (6-0, 215), is ticketed to fill the vacant ILB 
slot. Giannamore made 67 tackles last fall, while 
Pruitt recorded 59 stops. Lawrence will again he 
backstopped by junior letterman Ed Gallon (6-3, 
230), with fellow lettermen Loren Pinkney (6-4, 
240, sr.) and Jon Rissler (6-2, 225, so.) slated to 
run 1-2 at the other OLB position. 

The secondary was hit hard by graduation and 
welcomes back only one starter -- senior corner- 
back Dewayne Washington (6-0, 185), who in- 
tercepted three passes and broke up 10 others last 
season. He’ll again be supported by sophomore 
letterman Allen Johnson (6-0, 185), while 
monogram winners William Strong (5-10, 185, 
jr.) and Walt Gerard (5-11, 175, sr.) will run 1-2 
at the other CB post. The two safety positions 
will be fought for by blue-chip redshirt freshman 
Ricky Bell (5-10, 175), promising sophomore 
Lerone Harper (6-2, 185) and junior lettermen 
Chuck Browning (6-1, 170) and Drea Major 
(5-11, 185). Also expected to compete for star- 
ting status in the deep zones are super frosh 
recruits Brandon Davis (6-1, 190) and Kenny 
Harris (6-3, 200).

tacklers. The starting berths here are occupied by 
P.J. Killian (6-3, 235, sr.), Randy Neal (6-3, 235, 
jr.) and Tom Burns (6-2, 235, sr.), and they’re 
strongly supported by 1992 co-regulars Gene 
Toliver (6-3, 235, sr.), Curtis Hicks (6-3, 240, jr.) 
and Skeet Jones (6-2, 230, so.). A year ago, 
Killian, Neal and Burns made a combined 254 
tackles, including 16 for minus yardage, while 
the other three LBs made an aggregate 112 
tackles. 

Up front, the four-man trench returns three 
starters — end Mike Frederick (6-5, 265, jr.) and 
tackles Mark Krichbaum (6-6, 280, jr.) and Ryan 
Kuehl (6-5, 275, jr.). Frederick and Krichbaum 
are the leaders of the D-line, having last year 
made a combined 10] tackles, including 17 for 
minus yardage. The leading candidates to fill the 
end position left vacant by the graduation of All- 
American standout Chris Slade are lettermen 
Matt Mikeska (64, 250, sr.) and Brandan 
Kilfeather (6-4, 240, jr.), both of whom have 
logged extensive duty in the past. 

The secondary is headed by returning starters 
Keith Lyle (6-2, 205, sr.) and Greg McClellan 
(5-10, 195, sr.) at safety and cornerback, respec- 
tively. Lyle made 55 tackles and intercepted four 
pases last fall, while McClellan recorded 44 
stops, broke up 1! passes, and picked off three 
enemy aerials. The two vacancies in the deep 
zones will be fought for by experienced lettermen 
Andy Bell (6-2, 205, jr.), Percy Ellsworth (6-3, 
195, so.), Paul London (6-2, 190, so.), Carl 
Smith (5-11, 205, jr.) and Mike Wardlaw (6-0, 
180, so.), 

Battling for the starting quarterback post is a 
lightly experienced group that includes junior 
B.J. Hawkins (6-4, 215), sophomores Mike 
Groh (6-3, 190) and Symmion Willis (6-4, 205), 
and redshirt freshman Tim Sherman (6-1, 190). 
GAMEPLAN believes that Hawkins, who did 
not play last year after transferring from Notre 
Dame, and the multi-talented Willis will become 
the top two performers at this position. 

They’ll be playing catch with an excellent 
receiving corps headed by junior wideout Tyrone 
Davis (6-5, 215), a big-play performer who last 
year caught 23 passes for 548 yards (a 23.8 avg!) 
and seven touchdowns. Also returning to their 
starting positions here are senior tight end Aaron 
Mundy (6-6, 250) and sophomore WR 
Demetrius Allen (5-10, 160). Mundy caught 27 
passes for 411 yards and three TDs in 92, while 
Allen grabbed 15 spirals for 217 yards and four 
scores. Mundy will again be backstopped by 
sophomore letterman Bobby Neely (6-4, 250), 
while the top reserves at WR will be 1992 co- 
regulars Patrick Jeffers (6-4, 215, so.) and An- 
drew Dausch (6-0, 190, jr.), who each caught 
nine passes last fall. 

Spearheading Virginia’s running game will be 
alternating tailbacks Jerrod Washington (6-1, 
210, sr.) and Keith Brooks (5-11, 190, so.)., As 
top backups to the now-graduated Terry Kirby 
last season, Washington and Brooks ran for a 
combined 885 yards. 1992 co-regular Charles 
Way (6-2, 235, jr.) will start at fullback, where 
he'll be supported by sophomore letterman Joe 
Aben (6-1, 220). Way ran for 20] yards and five 
touchdowns in "92. 

Head Coach George Welsh will rebuild his of- 
fensive interior liné around two returning 
starters -- All-America candidate Mark Dixon 
(6-4, 290, sr.) at guard, and senior Jim Reid (6-7, 
310) at tackle. Having at it for starting rights at 
center are lettermen Bryan Heath (6-3, 280, jr.) 
and Peter Collins (6-5, 275, sr.), with fellow let- 
termen Bill Edwards (6-6, 300, sr.) and John 
Slocum (6-6, 310, so.) battling for the vacant 
guard berth. The tackle post opposite Reid is be-

As he begins his second season at the Yellow 
Jacket helm, head coach Bill Lewis is optimistic 
that his charges can rebound from a campaign 
which saw them get stung more often than not.

end Jason McGill (6-1, 190, sr.), a bona-fide 
A-A candidate who last year caught 32 passes for 
612 yards (a 19.1 avg.) and six touchdowns. 
Speedy senior Keenan Walker (6-0, 170), who 
snared 24 tosses for 369 yards and three TDs as a 
top reserve last fall, will take over at flanker, 
while Jeff Papushak (6-3, 230, jr.), Todd Vance 
(6-5, 240, so.) and Anthony Rice (6-5, 240, sr.) 
will again run 1-2-3 at tight end. The latter trio 
caught a combined 33 passes in "92. 

Coach Lewis hopes to revitalize his running 
game in an attempt to create greater offensive 
balance this season. His task will be made easier 
with the return of Tech's top five ball carriers — 
William Bell (5-11, 205, sr.), Michael Smith (6-0, 
200, jr.), Jimy Lincoln (5-9, 185, jr.), Dorsey 
Levens (6-1, 220, sr.) and Jeff Wright (6-1, 205, 
sr.). Sharing time at fullback and halfback last 
year, they ran for an aggregate 1,231 yards and 
only six touchdowns. 

Tech’s blocking corps, which was very young 
in '92, is another area of the offense that should 
be improved in ‘93. Anchoring this unit are 
sophomore center Mike Cheever (6-4, 280) and 
sophomore tackle Jason Dukes (6-7, 325), with 
senior guard Gary Brown (6-5, 315) another 
returning starter up front. Sophomore letterman 
Yancy Sims (6-4, 285) will fill the vacant guard 
slot, with 1992 co-regulars Brian Bravy (6-5, 320, 
jr.) and Chris Brooks (6-8, 325, sr.) banging 
heads for starting rights at the tackle spot op- 
posite Dukes. Highly-regarded redshirt freshmen 
Yoel Molina (6-6, 295) and Collins Peaden (6-4, 
280) are the best of the newcomers in this area. 

The strength of Tech’s defense is a linebacking 
corps that welcomes back all four starters, The 
perimeters are strongly defended by senior out- 
side backers Marlon Williams (6-2, 210) and 
Tom Johnson (6-5, 245), who last year made a 
combined 148 tackles, including 21 for minus 
yardage with 11 QB sacks. Juniors Jamal Cox 
(6-1, 230) and Rodney Wilkerson (6-2, 225), who 
recorded an aggregate 200 tackles in "92, return 
to their ILB positions, while the top reserves in 
this area will be junior lettermen Bill Neuss (6-5, 
240), Don Hickson (6-2, 235), Fred Coger (6-2, 
255) and Boyd Andrews (6-2, 220). 

Up front, the three-man trench is anchored by 
senior tackle Richard Kimsey (6-3, 265). 
Hunkered down at the other tackle spot will be 
senior Bryan Baxter (6-4, 285), a former regular 
at nose guard, while sophomore Elliott Fortune 
(6-5, 265) is ticketed to start at NG after starting 
five games there last year. Hoping to relegate 
Fortune to reserve status is A-A redshirt 
freshman James Singleton (6-3, 290), while the 
primary reserves at tackle will be blue-chip red- 
shirt freshman James Easterly (6-4, 280) and let- 
termen Raleigh Boulware (6-5, 270, jr.) and Cur- 
tis Duncan (6-6, 285, so.), 

The secondary returns two starters -- free safe- 
ty Mike Williams (5-10, 180, sr.) and cornerback 
Lethon Flowers (6-0, 190). Williams, despite 
leading the team in tackles (105) last fall, is in 
danger of losing his starting job to super redshirt 
freshman Mike Dee (6-4, 190) or A-A frosh 
recruit Jimmy Clements (6-3, 200), both of 
whom have excellent size and speed. That bodes 
well for the deep gang. So does the healthy 
return of strong safety David Hendrix (6-2, 205), 
a standout performer who missed the final eight 
games of the ’92 season because of a hamstring 
injury. Senior Marcus Coleman (5-9, 170), who 
started four games and made three interceptions 
and 34 tackles last fall, will man the CB post op- 
posite Flowers. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: With a 
stronger running game keyed by an improved 
blocking corps, Tech’s offense will possess 
greater balance and should therefore be more 
productive than it was a year ago when it averag- 
ed 338 yards and 21 points per game. Still, 
however, this unit does not figure to be a team 
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strength, The defense could be ~ but only if the 
rebuilt front wall and secondary perform up to 
the standards set by Tech’s outstanding 
linebacking corps. A couple of big ‘ifs’ indeed, 
but not big enough to prevent the Yellow Jackets 
from finishing on the plus side of .500 this year.

The Deacons played like demons last season as 
they came out of nowhere to win eight games, in- 
cluding a 39-35 conquest of Oregon in the In- 
dependance Bowl. In so doing, they gave Bill 
Dooley the best sendoff a retiring coach could 
have. Enter new head coach Jim Caldwell, 
who'll try to keep Wake Forest on the winning 
track this season, 

Coach Caldwell will have some difficulty ac- 
complishing that feat since the Deacons lost a 
horde of quality players to graduation. Especial- 
ly on defense, where seven starters have 
graduated, including three from an outstanding 
secondary. But more about the defense later; 
let’s size up the offense first. 

The biggest loss on this side of the ball is at 
quarterback, where Keith West has picked up his 
sheepskin after throwing for 2,300 yards and 13 
touchdowns last year. First in line to fill the va- 
cant QB slot are sophomore letterman Rusty 
LaRue (6-2, 185) and senior monogram winner 
Jim Kemp (6-1, 195). GAMEPLAN believes

(6-4, 235), both of whom are well-qualified to do 
the job here, 

The Deacons are very strong at the two RB 
positions. Returning to share time at tailback are 
seniors Ned Moultrie (5-9, 185) and John Leach 
(5-9, 215), who ranked 1-2 on the team rushing 
chart last year when Moultrie ran for 777 yards 
and six touchdowns on 167 carries (a 4.7 avg.), 
and Leach churned for 691 yards and seven TDs 
on 149 totes (a 4.6 avg.). The fullback post will 
again be shared by the hard-nosed tandem of 
junior Wendell Wells (5-11, 220) and senior 
Mitch Kennedy (5-10, 240), who ran for an ag- 
gregate 364 yards in "92. 

The offensive interior line returns three 
starters -- center Eddie McKeel (6-2, 270, jr.), 
guard Kevin Smith (6-4, 275, sr.) and tackle 
Elton Ogar (6-2, 280, so.). 1992 co-regular Reg- 
gie Avery (6-1, 285, jr.) will fill the vacant guard 
slot, while sophomore Nolan Wiggins (6-5, 285) 
hopes to start at the tackle post opposite Ogar. A 
big plus for the blocking corps would be the 
healthy return of 1991 starters Mike Siders (6-3, 
280, sr.) and David Lowe (6-7, 315, sr.), both of 
whom were sidelined by injuries last season. 

Getting back to Wake’s defense, this unit will 
be anchored by powerful nose guard Dred Booe

The Blue Devils suffered through their third 
straight losing season last year thanks to an 
anemic ground game and a defense that made 
swiss cheese seem resilient! So what does the 
1993 season have in store for them? Well, 
GAMEPLAN believes Duke will fare a whole lot 
better this year, although a very difficult 
schedule will make it almost impossible for the 
Devils to escape the lower confines of the Atlan- 
tic Coast Conference. 

Head Coach Barry Wilson will hand the of- 
fensive reins to junior quarterback Spence Fisher 
(6-3, 210), who did a good job of directing the 
team as a six-game starter last year when he com- 
pleted 113 of 197 passes (57.4%) for 1,505 yards 
and eight touchdowns. Keeping Fisher on his 
toes will be talented Ohio State transfer Joe 
Pickens (6-4, 220, jr.), who redshirted last 
season, and super frosh recruit Dave Green (6-2, 
180), who threw for 3,353 yards and 37 touch- 
downs as a high school senior in 1992. 

Duke’s receiving corps is very talented and 
very deep at all three positions. The starting 
wideouts are seniors Brad Breedlove (5-11, 180) 
and Stanley Dorsey (6-2, 195), and their backups 
are seniors Ray Wright (5-10, 180) and Jon 
Jensen (6-4, 210). A year ago, Breedlove caught

for 244 yards (a 22.2 avg.) and three touch- 
downs. Senior Dan Clark (6-5, 260), who caught 
30 passes for 285 yards and four TDs last fall, 
returns at tight end, where he'll be supported by 
lettermen Bill Khayat (6-3, 220, jr.) and Ray 
Farmer (6-3, 225, so.), who snared an aggregate 
28 passes for 404 yards in 92. And areal big plus 
at tight end is the healthy return of junior John 
Farquhar (6-6, 250), who missed last season 
because of neck surgery after starting at TE in 
1991 when he caught 20 passes for 275 yards. 

The Devils will no longer have all-star tailback 
Randy Cuthbert to carry the mail for them (he 
ran for 1,031 yards in '92), so Coach Wilson will 
look to hard-nosed senior fullback Robert 
Baldwin (6-0, 225) as his go-to guy in Duke’s 
overland attack. Baldwin carried the ball only 73 
times last year, but he ranfor 312 yards and seven 
touchdowns, and he also caught 23 passes. He’ll 
again be supported by junior letterman J.D. 
Lewis (6-1, 220), while senior lettermen Leroy 
Gallman (5-11, 190) and T.J. Redmon (6-2, 195) 
will battle speedy frosh recruit Charles London 
(5-10, 195) for starting rights at tailback. Lon- 
don scampered for 1,300 yards and 17 touch- 
downs as a prepster last fall. 

The offensive interior line boasts returning 
starters at four positions and should be a team 
strength. Junior Jeroen Egge (6-3, 275) and 
senior Colin Malloux (6-4, 280) are back to share 
playing time at center, with senior tackle Matt 
Williams (6-5, 285) and senior guards Steve 


Alderfer (6-4, 290) and P.J, Shunke (6-4, 300) 
also back at their starting spots. Junior letterman 
John Merrill (6-4, 275) and sophomore Phillip 
Chappell (6-6, 270) will run 1-2 at the tackle post 
opposite Williams, 

The defense, which was ravaged for averages 
of 409 yards and 31 points per game last season, 
could be much stingier this time around. 
Especially up front, where the Devils are blessed 
with a plethora of experienced hands led by big- 
play tackle David Wafle (6-6, 280, sr.), who last 
year made 72 tackles, including 17 for minus yar- 
dage. Senior Scott Youmans (6-1, 275), who 
missed the last four games of the '92 campaign 
because of a knee injury, is back at the other 
tackle position, where he'll again be supported 
by senior co-regular Warren Scoville (6-5, 275). 
A big plus here is the healthy return of junior 
Geoff Smith (6-5, 280), a two-year starter (in ’90 
and °91) at tackle who missed last season 
because, like Youmans, he had knee surgery. 
Seniors Duane Marks (6-5, 255) and Travis Pear- 
son (6-4, 250) are back at their flank posts, where 
they'll again be backstopped by lettermen James 
Kirkland (6-2, 260, jr.), Eric Scheidt (6-3, 240, 
jr.) and Gil Winters (6-6, 250, sr.). Also return- 
ing in the D-line as reserves at tackle are Mike 
Stallmeyer (6-3, 260, jr.) and Bernard Holsey 
(6-3, 250, so.). 

Seniors Scott Berdan (6-2, 240) and Brad 
Sherrod (6-3, 235) are back at their starting LB 
posts, with the third backer slot due to be filled 
by junior letterman David Hawkins (6-4, 240), a 
co-regular two years ago who redshirted last 
season. The secondary returms two starters -- free 
safety Sean Thomas (6-2, 195, sr.) and corner- 
back Jamal Ellis (5-11, 185, sr.). 1992 co-regular 
Tee Edwards (6-1, 195, jr.) will start at the other 
CB position, while sophomore letterman John 
Zuanich (6-3, 205) is ticketed to fill the strong 
safety slot. Depth in the deep zones will be pro- 
vided by junior letterman Sidney Wells (6-0, 170) 
and sophomores Ray Morton (6-2, 210) and 
Chris Econn (6-3, 210), as well as heralded frosh 
recruits Brandon Pollock (5-11, 175) and 
Maurice Powell (6-1, 200). 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: We really 
can’t explain it, but we have a feeling that this 
team will be a lot better than its 1992 counter- 
part. Granted, we'd be more optimistic about 
our hunch if Duke’s ground game packed a big- 
ger wallop, but the Blue Devils’ potent passing 
attack will see to it that this unit surpasses Its 
very respectable 1992 output of 362 yards and 24 
points per game. Defensively, the prognosis for 
the Devils is really quite obvious to us — the stop 
troops will be improved overall and not inclined 
to be as generous as they were last season. All 
told, the Blue Devils will be tougher in ’93 than 
they were in '92, but so will their schedule. 
Which, we're sorry to say, will result in another 
finish on the down side of .500.

mising sophomore Tom Marchese (6-2, 215) and 
strong-armed redshirt freshman Kevin Foley 
(6-2, 195), who earned prep All-America honors 
two years ago when he threw for over 2,100 
yards, 

The four-man receiving corps will be rebuilt 
around returning co-regulars Wade Inge (6-1, 
185, so.) and Jermaine Lewis (5-9, 175, so.), who 
last year caught a combined 56 passes for 663 
yards and four touchdowns. The two vacancies 
will be fought for by veterans Jason Kremus 
(6-1, 210, sr.) and Russ Weaver (6-3, 215, jr.), 
and redshirt freshmen Andrew Carter (5-10, 170) 
and Walt Williams (6-0, 175). 

Maryland’s ground game will be spearheaded 
by explosive senior Mark Mason (5-8, 195), who 
ran for 523 yards on 96 carries (a 5.5 avg.) last 
season despite missing six games because of a 
shoulder injury. He’ll be strongly supported by 
juniors Doug Burnett (5-8, 190) and Larry 
Washington (5-10, 215). Burnett ran for 323 
yards and six TDs after taking over for Mason, 
while Washington, who was also sidelined by in- 
juries for most of the '92 campaign, averaged 6.8 
yards per carry each time he packed the pig. 

The offensive interior line should be a team 
strength, Leading the charge here is junior tackle 
Steve Ingram (6-5, 295), an all-star candidate 
who has all the tools to be a great one. Junior 
center Jade Dubis (6-1, 280) is another returning 
starter in the blocking corps, as is junior David 
Hack (6-6, 295), who’ll be stationed at one guard 
post. Hack started at OT two years ago but sat 
out last season. 1992 co-regular Jamie Bragg 
(6-1, 280) should fill the other guard slot, while 
the tackle spot opposite Ingram figures to be 
fought for by A-A JUCO transfer Mark Motley 
(6-7, 320, jr.), sophomore letterman John Teter

A year ago, the Pirates almost rewarded new 
head coach Steve Logan with a winning record 
thanks to an outstanding offense that churned 
out record-breaking yardage. But if Logan’s 
sophomore campaign at the ECU helm is to be a 
big success, the Pirate defense will have to 
significantly improve on its 1992 performance. 
Which underscores one of the most important 
golden rules — you can’t come out on top when 
you give away more than you get! 

As for ECU’s offense this season, it will again 
be quite potent, and it'll again be piloted by 
junior quarterback Michael Anderson (6-4, 225), 
a strong-armed bomber who last year completed

downs. Backstopping him are three blue-chip

Anderson will be throwing to two of his 
favorite receivers from last season -- senior 
flanker Morris Letcher (5-9, 170) and senior tight 
end Carlester Crumpler (6-6, 250). A year ago, 
Letcher caught 47 passes for 557 yards and five 
touchdowns, while Crumpler grabbed 38 spirals 
for 524 yards and four TDs. Sophomore Derrek 
Batson (5-9, 180), who snared 26 aerials last fall, 
will battle heralded redshirt freshman Allen 
Williams (6-1, 190) for starting rights at flanker. 

The ground game revolves around breakaway 
running back Junior Smith (5-6, 175, jr.). For his 
size (or any size, for that matter!), Smith is ex- 
ceptionally strong and quick, as evidenced by his 
performance last season when he ran for 1,037 
yards and nine touchdowns on 186 carries (a 5.6 
avg.).

The secondary welcomes back three starters — 
free safety Hank Cooper (6-0, 185, so.) and 
cornerbacks Greg Floyd (5-10, 180, sr.) and 
Travis Render (5-9, 185, sr.). The vacant safety 
slot will be filled by either Morris Foreman (6-1, 
200, so.) or Fred Walker (5-11, 195, jr.), both of 
whom played extensively as co-regulars last year. 
The top reserves at cornerback will be 
sophomore letterman David Crumbie (5-9, 170) 
and A-A JUCO transfer Columbus Grice (5-11, 
175, jr.). 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: The East 
Carolina offense possessed good balance and a 
prolific aerial arm in averaging 421 yards and 26 
points per game last year, and it'll give a repeat 
performance this season, But, as previously 
Stated, the Priates need a bigger contribution 
from their defense if they're to have a shot at 
posting a winning record, The stop troops, who 
were plundered for averages of 456 yards and 33 
points per game in '92, will be less yielding in '93 
if all those new people up front come through. 
We think they will, but it won't be enough for 
this exciting team to win more than five or six

Bob Sutton’s first two years at the Army helm 
were certainly nothing for him to write home 
about, but that should change very abruptly this 
season. In fact, if the Cadet stop troops play up 
to the anticipated performance level of their of- 
fensive counterparts, Sutton may feel like 
writing a book when the '93 campaign is over! 

Junior quarterback Rick Roper (5-10, 180) 
will author another potent ground game when 
Army has the ball. A year ago, he ran for 603 
yards and six touchdowns on 163 carries (a 3,7 
avg.), and he also completed 55 of 97 passes 
(57%) for 708 yards and four TDs. He'll again 
be supported by talented sophomore letterman 
Steve Carpenter (5-10, 180), who ran for 189 
yards on only 36 carries last fall. 

The vaunted Army Wishbone is at least two- 
deep in quality performers at all three RB posi- 
tions. Senior Steve Weber (5-11, 210) returns at 
fullback after leading the team in rushing last 
year with 750 yards and four scores on 175 car- 
ries (a 4.3 avg.), while the two halfback posts will 
again be shared by Chad Davis (5-9, 170, sr.), 
Akili King (5-10, 210, so.) and Kevin Vaughn 
(5-11, 180, jr.). They ran for a combined 1,158 
yards and nine touchdowns in ’92 as they averag- 
ed an aggregate 5.2 yards per carry! Returning as 
top reserves here are fullback Brian Orwig (5-10, 
200, sr.) and halfbacks John Lane (6-0, 190, sr.) 
and Joe Ross (5-10, 195, jr.). 

Senior John Andrzejewski (6-0, 180), who 
caught 27 passes for 307 yards last year, is back 
at split end, with junior letterman Jon Kerr (6-2, 
235) ticketed to take over at tight end. The block-

ing corps is very strong and boasts four returning 
starters -- center Kevin Muir (6-3, 275, sr.), 
guard Troy Prehar (6-3, 265, sr.) and tackles 
Matt Conway (6-2, 270, sr.) and Mark Escobedo 
(6-1, 275, sr.). Junior Josh Freeman (6-2, 270), 
who started several games last season, will man 
the vacant guard post, while senior letterman 
Mike Krause (6-3, 260) returns as the top reserve 
in the offensive line. 

Defensively, Army’s strength is at the two in- 
side linebacking positions where Kevin 
Czarnecki (6-2, 240, sr.), Pat Zelley (6-0, 220, 
sr.) and Pat Work (5-11, 230, jr.) are back on 
duty after making a combined 256 tackles last 
fall! And they’ll again be backstopped by senior 
letterman Tony Cima (5-10, 220). Senior Jason 
Miller (6-1, 210) returns to his outside backer 
post where he’ll be supported by junior letter- 
man Eric Oliver (6-2, 220), while the other OLB 
position will be fought for by lettermen Bob 
Heckathorne (6-1, 230, jr.), Mike Plaia (6-0, 
210, sr.) and Mike Williams (6-1, 230, jr.), the 
latter having earned his spurs at TE in ’92. 

The first line of defense is anchored by senior 
nose guard Gary Graves (6-2, 255), who last year 
made 64 tackles, including seven for minus yar- 
dage. Supporting him will be senior Aaron Mit- 
chell (6-0, 230), who started at outside linebacker 
last year, and junior letterman Justen 
Hackenberg (6-1, 245). The two tackle posts are 
being fought for by Joel Davis (6-3, 260, so.), 
Jim Slomka (6-3, 260, sr.) and Todd Jones (6-2, 
240, sr.), who lettered as top reserves in ’92. 

The big problem area on defense could be a 
secondary which lost three starters to gradua- 
tion. Senior cornerback Jason Sutton (5-10, 190) 
is the lone starter returning here. He intercepted 
two passes and broke up six others last year and 
will again be backstopped by senior letterman 
Brett Rice (5-10, 175), while junior lettermen 
James Chun (5-10, 175) and Jami Wolocko (5-9, 
185) will run 1-2 at the other CB position. 1992 
six-game starter Todd Turner (6-0, 205, sr.) and 
sophomore letterman Landis Maddox (5-9, 185) 
will line up in that order at strong safety, with 
sophomore Jim Cantelupe (5-11, 185) and junior 
Larry Daffin (6-0, 180) first in line to fill the free 
safety slot. 


GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: Army’s 
ground game, which ranked fourth in the nation 
last year, is an overwhelming force that'll be 
complemented by a very respectable aerial arm, 
Which is why we believe the Cadets will exceed 
their 1992 offensive output of 342 yards and 20 
points per game. As for the Army defense, we 
don’t expect this unit to give enemy coaches a lot 
of headaches, but we do expect some improve- 
ment on this side of the ball. And we also expect 
the Black Knights to unhorse at least six or seven

The Middies haye been down in the depths 
lately as they’ve won just two games over the last 
two years, But we have a few words of advice for 
anyone attempting to assault Annapolis this 
season -- be very careful or it’ll be you that’s sent 
to the deep! 

Spearheading Navy’s resurgence will be junior 
quarterback Jim Kubiak (6-2, 200), who never 
gota chance to show his stuff last year as he went 
down with a season-ending shoulder dislocation 
in the opening game. Kubiak should be able to 
pick up where he left off at the end of his 
freshman year (1991) when he completed 49 of 
70 passes (70%!) in the final two games for 563 
yards and two touchdowns. 

The receiving corps is in very good shape and 
is headed by junior split end Tom Pritchard (6-0, 
185), who led the team last year with 30 recep- 
tions for 404 yards and four TDs. Senior Jimmy 
Screen (5-10, 185) started at flanker for nine 
games last fall and had 14 catches, as did his 
alternate, junior Michael Jefferson (5-6, 170), 
who also led the Mids in kickoff returns with a 
school-record 33 for 713 yards (a 21.9 avg.). 
Hard-nosed junior Kevin Hickman (6-4, 245), 
who caught 11 passes last year, returns to his 
tight end position. 

Versatile senior Jason Van Matre (5-10, 190) is 
the wheelhorse of Navy’s ground game, He led

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the team in rushing for the second straight year 
last fall (632 yards on 188 carries), although most 
of that came when he was at quarterback. He 
also hit on 72 of 151 pass attempts for 955 yards 
and six touchdowns. Joining him at tailback are 
senior lettermen Billy James (6-0, 205) and 
Lionel Hines (5-8, 185), while seniors Cleavon 
Smith (6-0, 210) and Brad Stramanak (5-11, 225) 
will share time at fullback. Smith rushed for 468 
yards and five TDs last year, while Stramanak is 
a punishing runner who started at FB in 1991 but 
missed last season because of a knee injury that 
required surgery. 

Four senior starters return to what should bea 
solid blocking corps. Chuck Puglia (6-1, 250) is 
over the ball at center, Dan Pidgeon (6-1, 275) 
lines up at guard, and Max Lane (6-6, 285) and 
Blair Sokol (6-6, 280) are at the tackles. The 
leading candidates for the vacant guard slot and 
for backup roles in the line are seniors Zach 
McMechan (6-2, 275) and John Formoso (6-0, 
270), junior Dave Gordon (6-3, 275) and 
sophomores Jason Jolliff (6-1, 255) and Alex 
Domino (6-4, 255). 

Defensively, Navy is solid at linebacker and in 
the secondary, but the four-man trench is a ques- 
tion mark at this writing. Senior end Dave Shaw 
(6-1, 250) is the lone returning starter in the front 
wall, A year ago, he made 63 tackles, including 
seven for minus yardage. Sophomore letterman 
Andy Person (6-3, 235) will start at the other 
flank spot, with 1992 co-regular Stacey Yopp 
(6-1, 265, sr.) a cinch to start at one tackle posi- 
tion. Senior letterman Ty Renick (6-2, 245), 
junior Chris Reaghard (6-2, 260) and sophomore 
Will Carter (6-3, 260) will duke it out for starting 
rights at the other tackle post. 

The linebackers follow the lead of all-star can- 
didate Javier Zuluaga (6-1, 225, sr.). He was a 
real force last season as he made a team-leading 
146 tackles, including 10 for minus yardage and 
five QB sacks. Starting alongside Zuluaga will be 
1992 co-regular Shane Halloran (6-2, 220, jr.), 
while the top reserves at the two LB positions are 
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senior letterman Lewis Sims (5-11, 205) and two 
excellent sophomore prospects -- Fernando Har- 
ris (6-2, 220) and Chris Libaire (6-1, 215). 

The five-man secondary boasts four returning 
starters plus three others who started several 
games last year. Senior strong safety Steve 
Lipsey (5-10, 185), senior cornerback Chris Hart 
(5-8, 195) and big-play ‘‘anchorback’’ Grover 
Favors (5-10, 200, jr.) are the ringleaders of this 
group, and joining them in the full-time rotation 
once more is sophomore cornerback Jonathan 
Wellington (5-9, 185). Getting first crack at fill- 
ing the vacant free safety slot are 1992 part-time 
starters Michael Riggins (5-10, 170, sr.), Joe 
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Speed (6-0, 190, so.) and Cory James (5-10, 170, 
50.). 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: With Kubiak 
back in action, a more productive aerial arm will 
make Navy’s respectable ground game even 
more effective, and the overall result should be 
an attack force that easily surpasses its 1992 
averages of 283 yards and 12 points per game. As 
for the Navy defense, it’l! be better than it was a 
year ago, but how much better will be determin- 
ed by the performance of the rebuilt front wall. 
All told, GAMEPLAN believes the Middies 
have the potential to scuttle at least four or five 
of their foes this year.

DARTMOUTH (8-2-0, 6-1 in Ivy) -- Some are 
calling the 1990s the ‘‘Decade of Dartmouth,”’ 
and well it could be as the Big Green has won or 
tied for the Ivy crown the last three years, 
Second-year head man John Lyons could make 
it four straight in ’93 if he can find adequate 
replacements for six starters lost from last fall’s 
potent strike force, 

Any talk of the Big Green ‘‘O” starts with 
quarterback Jay Fiedler (6-2, 215), back for his 
senior season after earning Ivy League ‘‘Player 
of the Year’’ honors in '92, The top rated passer 
in the nation with an efficiency mark of 169.4, 
Fiedler set 11 Dartmouth records as he com- 
pleted 64.1 percent of his aerial tries for 2,748 
yards and 25 TDs. He also notched six scores on 
the ground, Fiedler’s play paced the Big Green to 
the Ivy’s best attack stats last fall (473.2 yards, 
36.4 points per game). Last season’s ace pass 
grabber (Matt Brzica, 53 catches, eight TDs) is 
gone, but the return of sure-handed John Clif- 
ford (5-11, 175, jr.), David Shearer (5-10, 175, 
jr.) and John Hyland (6-0, 200, sr.) guarantees 
that Fiedler will have plenty of quality targets. 
Clifford totalled 31 receptions with two TDs a 
year ago. At tight end, veteran Todd Dietrick 
(6-3, 225, sr.) moves up to the first string. 


Dartmouth’s biggest void on the offensive side 
is at running back where all four of last fall’s 
leading ball toters have departed. Getting first 
crack at filling the tailback vacancy will be 
juniors Ken Gordon (5-7, 185) and Brian Bajari 
(5-7, 180), with either Chris Umscheid (6-0, 205, 
st.) or Matt Burkholder (6-1, 195, sr.) opening at 
fullback. Fifth-year senior tackle Andy Mac- 
Donald (6-6, 285) heads up the blocking con- 
tingent where senior guard Duncan MacLean 
(6-3, 250) and senior center Nat Cook (6-2, 250) 
are also returning regulars. Veterans John Bajus 


(6-2, 255, sr.) and Guy Harrison (6-4, 250, sr.) 
are the leading candidates to fill the holes at 
guard and tackle, respectively, 

While the realigned attack gears up, Dart- 
mouth’s veteran defense will keep the Big Green 
in every game. Leading the eight returning 
regulars from last fall’s solid stop squad is out- 
side linebacker George Neos (6-3, 225, sr.), an 
All-Ivy pick in 92 when he had 55 tackles and a 
team-best 12 sacks. Senior Ryan Spayde (6-3, 
210) and junior Chris Boran (6-0, 195) will vie 
for the other outside berth, with the inside posts 
being shared by Josh Bloom (6-0, 220, jr.), Matt 
Feeley (6-3, 220, sr.) and Chad Cook (6-1, 215, 
jr.). Bloom’s 98 stops led Dartmouth a year ago. 

The three-man defensive front features 
holdover senior tackles Ken Bower (6-2, 245) and 
Gerry LaMontagne (6-4, 245), with classmate 
Darius Kirksey (6-2, 225) filling the vacancy at 
nose guard. LaMontagne led the Dartmouth 
down linemen last fall with 62 tackles and five 
QB sacks. The Big Green is also seasoned in the 
secondary where safeties Jason Fell (5-11, 200) 
and Jim McGeehan (6-2, 200) plus cornerback 
Joe Perry (6-1, 190) all return for their senior 
seasons, Junior Brian White (6-0, 180) has the 
inside track to play at the other corner. 
McGeehan was third on last fall's tackle chart 
with 67 hits and led the deep defenders with three 
pass thefts. Perry and Fell each had two in- 
terceptions. 


PENNSYLVANIA (7-3-0, 5-2 in Ivy) — Penn 
came on strong last fall to make Al Bagnoli’s 
first season at the Quaker helm a rousing suc- 
cess. Penn’s seven victories marked the fifth time 
this century a new head coach has posted that 
many wins in his inaugural campaign. 

Coach Bagnoli’s second outing may prove a 
bit more worrisome, particularly on the offen- 


sive side where only five holdover starters return 
this fall. One of them is senior quarterback Jim 
McGeehan (5-10, 185), who passed for 909 yards 
with four TD tosses as he started six contests in 
92. Junior Nick Morris (6-2, 215), who sat out 
all of last year with an injury, can run as well as 
pitch the pig and could press McGeehan hard for 
the number one QB spot. Penn loses five of last 
fall’s top six receivers, but senior Chris Brassell 
(6-0, 195) is a holdover regular at wideout and 
senior Ben Holman (6-3, 230) and junior Warren 
Rosborough (6-6, 240) are veteran returnees at 
tight end. 

The loss of All-Ivy tailback Sundiata Rush 
certainly won't help the Quaker ground game, 
but junior Terrance Stokes (5-10, 170) appears to 
be a very capable replacement. Stokes averaged 
4.8 yards per try as he netted 454 yards with three 
TD romps last fall, He also averaged 24,3 yards 
on kick runbacks. Up front, the Penn blockers 
are a seasoned bunch, led by returning regulars 
Chris Fragakis (6-5, 250, sr.) and Kevin Lozinak 
(6-3, 270, jr.) at the tackles plus junior pivotman 
Pete Giannakoulis (6-1, 260). Lettermen David 
Broeker (6-4, 255, jr.) and Frank Caccuro (6-2, 
275, sr.) will be the new guard combo. 

Defense should be a Quaker strong point this 
fall as six regulars are back in uniform from a "92 
squad that was ranked sixth in the 1-AA ranks 
last season, yielding less than 280 yards per 
game. And the toughest unit on the stop side will 
be the defensive line where no fewer than five 
returnees logged starting time in ’92. Junior 
Michael Turner (6-2, 245) and senior Dave Bet- 
ten (6-1, 210) combined for 127 tackles from 
their DE spots, Betten also posting nine QB 
sacks. The regular tackles, seniors Kelly Tolton 
(6-2, 240) and Wayne Droesser (6-2, 230), plus 
capable fill-in junior Chris Johnson (5-11, 250), 
are all solid performers. 

Penn’s leading ’92 tackler, junior Pat Good- 
willie (6-2, 230), holds over as the pacesetter in 
the linebacking contingent. Goodwillie was in on 
127 tackles and had two interceptions last fall as 
he was selected the Ivy’s ‘‘soph of the year.” 
Senior Andy Berlin (6-2, 235) had 72 hits a year 
ago and with Goodwillie gives Penn one of the 
top backer combos in the Ancient Bight. The 
Quakers will rebuild their deep defense around 
senior strong safety Jim Magallanes (5-10, 185), 
Penn’s second leading tackler last fall with 83 
stops. Juniors Corbin Rheault (6-1, 190) and 
James Daniels (5-11, 175) along with senior Jerel 
Hopkins (5-9, 165) are the most likely to fill the 
other three slots in the secondary. 


PRINCETON (8-2-0, 6-1 in Ivy) -- A loss to 
Dartmouth in the season finale cost the Tigers 
outright possession of last fall’s Ivy title, but the 
co-championship with the Big Green was 
another indication of the recent resurgence of 
Princeton football. 

The Tigers are dead set on making amends for 
that final game misstep, and none more so than 
super running back Keith Elias (5-11, 195, sr.), 
**The Back in Black’’ was the top rusher in 
Divison |-AA in ’92 (157.5 yards per game) as he 
netted All-America and All-Ivy recognition. For 
the season, Elias ran for 1,575 yards and 18 TDs, 
averaging 6.4 yards per trip. His record-busting 
season was the major reason Princeton rolled to 
259.1 yards per game overland last fall. Also 
returning to the Orange and Black backfield are 
senior quarterback Joel Foote (6-4, 220) and 
senior fullback Peter Bailey (6-2, 220). Foote 
threw for 918 yards and five TDs last fall and 
skillfully ran the option, while Bailey is an ex- 
cellent blocker for Elias who also picked up 295 
yards and two touchdowns on the ground while 
adding 16 pass receptions. 

Speaking of pass receptions, among the Tiger 
losses to graduation were all of Princeton’s first 
string receivers, including career receiving yar- 


dage leader Michael Lerch, Junior Marc Ross 
(5-9, 170) and seniors Kyle Weston (5-11, 170) 
and Mait Birrell (5-10, 180) are after the wideout 
jobs, with senior Colin Nance (6-4, 220) stepping 
up to the-tight end post. Princeton lost two stan- 
douts to graduation from the blocking crew and 
may be without senior center lan Lombard (6-2, 
240) this year due to off-season knee surgery. 
The front line will be rebuilt around holdover 
starters Chris Cyterski (6-4, 280, jr.) at tackle 
and guard Scott Miller (6-4, 270, sr.), and you 
can count on the squad’s biggest player, junior 
Carl Teter (6-6, 305), to win one of the vacant 
jobs. 

Over on the stop side, Princeton’s trench crew 
will set the pace. A trio of holdover regulars are 
back on duty in the four-man front, tackles Reg- 
gie Harris (6-0, 235, sr.) and Jim Renna (6-1, 
245, jr.) plus end Nick Brophy (6-2, 225, sr.). 
Harris was a first team all-league choice in '92 as 
he racked up 89 tackles, including seven sacks 
and six hits behind enemy lines. The Tiger pass 
rush will get a turbo boost from the return of DE 
Brian Kazan (6-2, 245, sr.), who had 15 sacks in 
9) before a knee injury wiped out his ’92 cam- 
paign. 

At linebacker, three-year starters Aaron Har- 
ris and Gene DeMorat have picked up their 
sheepskins, and there’s nary a holdover starter 
returning to the second line of defense. Seniors 
Shawn Colo (6-4, 210), David Getson (6-1, 210) 
and Brad Grout (6-1, 210) are the top backer 
candidates, The Tiger secondary was also hard 
hit, including the loss of All-Ilvy performers 
Keith Drucker and Brad Reed. Senior Brian 
Mangene (5-11, 170) is the incumbent at free 
safety, with junior Jonathan Reid (5-8, 175) 
holding over at one corner. Each had a pair of 
pass thefts in “92. Junior Mark Berkowitz (5-11, 
185) and senior Ben Clark (6-1, 205) are in line to 
fill the deep zone vacancies. 


CORNELL (7-3-0, 4-3 in Ivy) -- Cornell 
returns just 10 starters from a ’92 team that 
finished a disappointing fourth in the Ivy chase, 
but Coach Jim Hofher strongly believes his Big 
Red will be in the thick of the battle for league 
honors this time around. 

The key performer on the offensive side again 
will be senior quarterback Bill Lazor (6-1, 185), 
who set 17 Cornell passing records a year ago as 
he tossed for 2,206 yards and 15 touchdowns. 
He's the Big Red all-time leader in career passing 
yardage, completions and TD tosses and should 
pass Ed Marinaro’s school mark for total of- 
fense this fall. The CU receiving crew was hard 
hit by graduation, leaving juniors Ron Mateo 
(5-10, 170) and Aaron Berryman (5-9, 155) the 
most experienced pass catchers available. Mateo 
had 17 grabs with four TD catches a year ago. 
Senior Mike Croker (6-2, 230) and junior Greg 
Bloedorn (6-7, 250) are both letter winners look- 
ing for the tight end job. 

Cornell’s running back stable was also 
depleted via graduation, including the departure 
of 92 MVP Scott Oliaro (834 yards rushing, 11! 
TDs), Senior tailback Pete Fitzpatrick (5-9, 185) 
will take Oliaro’s spot after netting 301 yards 
overland last fall, with junior veteran Ned Burke 
(6-0, 215) the projected starter at fullback. Up 
front, Cornell will miss the leadership of All-Ivy 
center Troy Thompson, but holdover regulars 
Rich George (6-1, 230, sr.) at guard and tackles 
Pat Paquette (6-4, 285, sr.) and Mike McKean 
(6-6, 275, jr.) are a solid nucleus around which to 
rebuild the blocking crew. 

On the other side of the line of scrimmage, 
Coach Hofher will restructure his defense 
around his outstanding linebacking duo of 
senior Chris Zingo (5-11, 215) and junior John 
Vitullo (6-0, 205). Zingo set a Cornell mark with 
179 tackles a year ago, also recording eight 


sacks, six tackles for losses and three blocked 
kicks as he earned All-Ivy and All-America 
recognition. Vitullo chipped in with 84 hits. 
Junior John Wagner (6-2, 215) is scheduled to 
battle for a first string backer berth. 

In the secondary, senior strong safety Ryan 
Blattenberger (5-8, 180) is the lone returning 
starter. Other veterans expected to move into 
starting roles are cornerback Terry Golden (6-1, 
170, sr.) and junior strong safety Garrett Gardi 
(5-11, 185). Cornell’s front four will be led by 
holdover defensive tackles Dick Emmett (6-4, 
245, sr.) and David Woods (5-11, 245, jr.), with 
Kevin Bennett (6-3, 230, jr.) and Bob Garvey 
(6-3, 230, sr.) stepping up from reserve roles to 
claim the defensive end jobs. 


HARVARD (3-7-0, 3-4 In Ivy) -- Harvard has 
been in a slump since posting an 8-2 mark back 
in ’87, the Crimson's best record in Coach Joe 
Restic’s 23-year tenure in Cambridge, That 
downslide could continue this fall as Harvard 
returns but seven starters and just 24 lettermen 
from last year’s 3-7-0 team. 

One bright spot for the Crimson is senior 
quarterback Mike Giardi (6-2, 185), whose ef- 
forts piloting the Multi-Flex attack last fall earn- 
ed him second team All-Ivy honors. Already 
prominently mentioned in Harvard’s record 
books, Giardi last fall passed for 1,271 yards and 
four TDs and was Harvard’s third leading rusher 
with 253 yards. His season total included eight 
rushing TDs and two games in which he 
scampered for more than 100 yards. At the 
receiving slots, senior Mark Begert (6-2, 195) is 
the top returning pass catcher with 14 receptions 
last year and will likely open at split end. Senior 
Frank Lilly (62, 215) has won the first shot at 
filling the tight end vacancy, 

Coach Restic is looking to senior letter win- 
ners Esan Simon (5-10, 170) and Nick Isaacson 
(5-11, 210) to take over responsibilities at 
halfback and fullback, respectively. Junior Mike 
Wallace (6-0, 200) should also see plenty of time 
at running back. Harvard's strongest offensive 
unit in 93 will be the interior line where four 
regulars from a year ago are back on the job -- 
center Toby Brundage (6-3, 250, jr.), guard 
Kevin Fagan (6-3, 245, sr.) and tackles Jason 
Slavik (6-4, 270, sr.) and David Rogers (644, 275, 
sr.), Slavik is the leader of that group and an all- 
league candidate. 

Sheepskin fever decimated the Harvard 
defense, with the forward wall being a particular 
point of concern for Coach Restic since only 
three lettermen return up front. Two veterans, 
senior Dehdan Miller (6-2, 220) and junior Ed 
Kinney (6-3, 215), have had starting assignments 
in the past and are first in line to fill the slots at 
the flanks. Top candidates at the tackles include 
Doug Anderson (6-3, 240, jr.), Joe Hiffa (6-1, 
250, sr.) and Peter Maulik (6-2, 245). 

Coach Restic will rebuild his linebacking con- 
tingent around senior captain Brian Ramer (6-2, 
210), who had 59 tackles, four sacks and two 
pass thefts a year ago. Letterman Joe McClellan 
(6-0, 225, sr.) plus '92 special teamers Barney 
Mansavage (6-0, 185, sr.) and Steve Lucado 
(5-11, 190, sr.) are bidding to fill the other two 
backer berths. Three-year regulars Chris 
Pillsbury and Rob Santos have departed from 
the Harvard secondary, but cornerback Jay Ellis 
(6-0, 185, sr.) returns after registering 58 tackles, 
eight pass deflections and two INTs a year ago. 
Senior Keven Shanahan (6-0, 180) is the most 
likely successor at cornerback, with juniors Nate 
Tyrrell (5-10, 175, jr.) and Jon Ponosuk (5-10, 
185, jr.) making the strongest bids for first string 
status at the safeties. 


YALE (4-6-0, 2-5 in Ivy) -- The Elis have had 
just eight losing seasons in Coach Carm Cozza’s 
previous 28 campaigns in New Haven, and on six 
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occasions the Bulldogs have bounced back 
strong from sub-.500 outings. Despite the return 
of just eight starters this fall, look for Yale to 
Tegroup Once again to get back on a winning 
track. 

If a return to winning ways is in the cards, 
Coach Cozza must settle on a signal caller to im- 
prove on the lackluster play at that position last 
fall. Senior Steve Mills (6-0, 185) will get the first 
shot after starting eight times last year, but 
junior Chris Hetherington (6-3, 210) could win 
the QB nod due to his ability to run the ball. 
Mills completed 51.7 percent of his aerial tries in 
*92 for 863 yards and three TDs. The Elis have 
talent at the receiving spots, and Coach Cozza is 
hoping to get the ball more often to senior Dave 
Iwan (5-11, 180) and junior Dave Feuerstein 
(6-1, 190), who totalled just 17 grabs a year ago 
but are capable of breaking a game wide open. 
Tight end chores will be split between junior Joe 
Janicki (6-3, 235) and senior Jim Langford (6-4, 
215). 

Improvement in the aerial game will help keep 
the pressure off Yale’s principal offensive 
weapon, senior tailback Keith Price (6-3, 215), a 
second team All-Ivy choice last year who led the 
Bulldogs in rushing (1,141 yards), receiving (16 
catches), total yards and TDs (11). The Eli runn- 
ing back stable has solid depth, with senior Dave 
Dixon (5-11, 200) and juniors Bob Nelson (5-10, 
195) and Adam Alexander (5-10, 195) also dueto 
get their share of ball-toting assignments. 

Yale lost four starters from last fall’s blocking 
crew, but the senior quintet of John Calce (6-3, 
280), Kennan Smith (6-3, 285), Jeff Dodge (6-0, 
240), Matt Hammerstein (6-2, 240) and Chip 
Dunn (6-1, 255) will form the nucleus of what 
should be a good offensive line. Calce and Smith 
have both started in the past. : 

Coach Cozza will also do some rebuilding in 
his defensive front, but once again, upper- 
classmen are available to get the job done. Jun- 
ior John Lykouretzos (6-3, 245) and seniors Jim 
Benitez (6-1, 230) and Mark Michels (6-3, 255) 
will be joined in the D-line by senior Trevor 
Higgs (6-4, 270), who missed all of last season 
due to illness. Lykouretzos is a fine pass rusher 
who tied for the team lead with three sacks in 
"92. 

Last fall’s leading tacklers, linebackers Carl 
Ricci (5-11, 210, jr.) and senior John Saunders 
(6-1, 230, sr.), lead a second line of defense that 
is long on talent but short on overall experience, 
Ricci had 103 tackles and tied Lykouretzos with 
three sacks, while Saunders had 95 hits a year 
ago, Seniors Chad Colony (6-1, 230) and Martin 
Feeney (6-1, 215) plus junior Benny Ladomirak 
(5-10, 205) will also push for starting 
assignments at linebacker. The return of deep 
back John Patterson (5-11, 190, sr.) will be a big 
help to an Eli secondary that lost all but junior 
Dan Mellish (6-1, 190) to graduation. Patterson 
missed all of the 92 campaign with a leg injury. 
Juniors Garrick Cox (63, 210), Mark Meltz 
(5-10, 180), Jay Waller (6-1, 195) and Mike Fitz- 
patrick (5-10, 170) will bid for the remaining 
spots in the secondary. 


COLUMBIA (3-7-0, 2-5-0 in Ivy) -- The Lions 
fang up just a single victory in each of Ray 
Tellier’s first three years as head coach before 
bursting forth last fall with three wins, the most 
by a Light Blue team since the 1978 squad went 
3-5-1. With 15 starters returning from last year’s 
improved club, Lion faithful are belieyin’ this 
could be Columbia’s year to post the school’s 
first winning season since *71. 

If there’s any chance of that happening, Col- 
umbia needs another fine year from senior 
quarterback Chad Andrzejewski (6-3, 200), who 
completed 55.8 percent of his aerial tries for 
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1,997 yards and nine TDs last fall. Andrzejewski 
added 204 yards and six more scores rushing in 
92. The Lions lost their top five receivers to 
graduation, including standout Mike Sardo (60 
catches), but there’s great potential in 
replacements like senior Jay DiBlasi (5-8, 170), 
junior Jeremy Howell (5-10, 155) and junior 
Justin Fossbender (5-10, 190), who began last 
season as the starting tailback. The tight end spot 
is solid with senior Brian Williams (6-2, 205) and 
junior Brian Bassett (6-4, 230) sharing the assign- 
ment. 

The Lions ground game: was virtually non- 
existant a year ago, but the Light Blue are en- 
thusiastic about soph tailback prospects 
Marcellus Wiley (6-4, 215) and Greg Evans 
(5-10, 205). Wiley led the Lion frosh in rushing 
last fall while Evans is a transfer from the Air 
Force Academy. Fullback chores will again be 
handled by senior John Klosek (6-0, 210), who 
led the Lions in ground gaining last fall with 274 
yards. The Lions started four sophs up front last 
fall and four of them return for regular duty this 
year -- Rich Weidel (64, 260) and Tony Petras 
(6-5, 275) at the tackle slots, with Steve Miller 
(6-4, 270) and Dan Petroski (6-2, 250) at the 
guards. Senior Pat Armstrong (6-2, 250) will 
start at center. 

The big news on the Lion defensive front is the 
move of All-Ivy DE Sean Nichols (6-1, 250, sr.) 
to a tackle post this fall. Nichols returned from 
military service to record seyen sacks and 14 hits 
for negative yardage in his first varsity season in 
‘92. Senior captain Adam Yeloushan (6-0, 245) 
holds over at the other tackle, with seniors John 
Jennings (6-5, 230) and Mike Sclafani (6-1, 220) 
patrolling the flanks. 

Columbia will have a tough time replacing Des 
Werthman at middle linebacker where his 158 
tackles last fall helped him earn runnerup status 
for Ivy “*Player of the Year’’ honors. Senior 
Mike Sommers (6-0, 210) is after Werthman’s 
old job, with senior Rick Brenders (5-11, 215) a 
two-year incumbent at outside linebacker. 
Brenders had 82 tackles and two pass thefts last 
fall. Junior Dan Petrone (5-10, 220) is a transfer 
student who should help out the backer brigade 
and will battle junior Mike Nevitt (6-2, 220) to 
fill the other OLB post. The Lion secondary will 
be an experienced gang, with senior Joe Hill (6-1, 
180) at strong safety, senior Mark Calveric (5-11, 
180) at free safety and the trio of senior Tim 
Hawkes (5-9, 180) plus juniors Gary Edmonds 
(5-9, 165) and Ralph Hudson (5-9, 170) sharing 
time at the corners. 


BROWN (0-10-0, 0-7 in Ivy) -- Despite the fact 
they've visited the winner’s circle just five times 
in the past five seasons, the Bears and Coach 
Mickey Kwiatkowski are enthusiastic about 
Brown's chances for success season. 

Call us crazy, but it’s easy to be skeptical 
about that assessment when you look at Brown’s 
quarterback situation. Not one of the five can- 
didates for the job have ever taken a varsity 
snap! Last year’s frosh MVP, soph Gordie 
Myers (6-0, 175), looks to have the best chance 
of piloting the Brown Wing-T that last fall netted 
247.6 yards per game up top, second best norm 
in the Ivies. The Bear receiving crew is in good 
shape with the return of juniors Brennan Nakane 
(5-10, 165) and Charlie Buckley (5-11, 175), who 
totalled 36 catches at the wideout spots, plus 
senior Don Tupper (6-3, 220) and junior Tom 
Hornsby (6-3, 220), who split starting duty at 
tight end. 

The junior quartet of Dan Foreman (5-10, 
185), Shani King (5-9, 190), Kevin Sharkey (6-0, 
195) and Ray Fraser (5-10, 185) will split the 
rushing chores, while Brown’s strongest offen- 
sive unit appears to be the front line where 
tackles Andy Waldeck (6-2, 250, jr.) and Charlie: 


Seelandt (6-3, 300, sr.) will be rejoined by guards 
Rene Abdalah (6-3, 275, jr.) and Walton Smith 
(6-4, 275, sr.) in the starting lineup. That O-line 
gang averages 275 pounds per man, a hefty col- 
lection by Ivy standards. 

Coach Kwiatkowski is counting on an improy- 
ed defense, led by the return of all four starters 
in a secondary that was ranked second in the 
Ivies in pass defense a year ago. Juniors Eugene 
Smith (6-0, 170) and Carl Steffens (6-0, 190) hold 
over at the corners, with soph Karl Lozanne (6-0, 
180) back at free safety and junior John Powers 
(6-0, 210) again stationed at strong safety. 
Lozanne was second on last year’s squad with 76 
stops. 

Opposing rushers penetrated Brown for nearly 
261 yards per game last season, and returning 
starters R.P. Eddy (6-3, 255, sr.) at tackle and 
junior end Shawn Birken (64, 225) are being 
counted on to stiffen the first line of defense. 
Others looked at to fill the vacancies in the 
trerich are seniors Mike Lupoli (6-1, 235) and 
Greg Reidy (6-2, 220) plus juniors Mike Keyes 
(6-3, 260), Peter Gourdine (61, 250) and Brett 
Atkins (6-3, 240). The Bear linebacking con- 
tingent has a veteran cast, paced by the play of 
senior Todd Hunter (6-1, 220), who had 69 hits 
and four tackles for losses a year ago. Senior 
Michael Murphy (6-1, 225), who had 50 tackles, 
is a also holdover regular, with sophs Paul Fitz- 
patrick (6-0, 200) and Stefan Fodor (6-2, 225) ex- 
pected to play key roles. So, too, is junior Mike 
Youseff (6-2, 195), a projected starter last fall 
until a pre-season injury wiped out his ’92 cam- 
paign. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: Dartmouth 
has been the dominant team of the Ivies in the 
1990s, and there's no reason to believe the Big 
Green won’t be looking down on their challen- 
gers again this year from their perch atop the Ivy 
standings. Led by the 1992 Ivy ‘‘Player of the 
Year,’’ quarterback Jay Fiedler, Dartmouth will 
field another potent, well balanced attack sup- 
ported by a defense that will be even better than 
92's very respectable stoppers. Pennsylvania 
will most likely stumble offensively as they chase 
the Big Green this year, but a super-tongh 
defense that makes life particularly miserable for 
enemy runners will keep the Quakers in the title 
chase, Princeton will pin its hopes on All- 
America tailback Keith Elias, while the Tigers’ 
grudging D-line will lead the stop troops who'll 
again be tough to run against. At Cornell, an ex- 
cellent QB and a strong blocking corps will make 
the Big Red’s productive attack click, while the 
defense, though anything but a team strength, 
will again be respectable, The downslide will 
likely continue at Harvard where the attack will 
be rebuilt around a fine quarterback and a 
seasoned blocking crew. On defense, however, 
the Crimson was hard hit by graduation and this 
year’s stoppers appear to be average at best. Yale 
will be looking to bounce back from just the 
eighth losing campaign in Coach Carm Cozza’s 
tenure. Outside of tailback Keith Price, 
however, the Eli attack looks to be hurtin’, and 
it’s doubtful if Yale’s decent defense can carry 
this club to a winning record. Columbia shapes 
up as the Ivy’s most improved team and could 
surprise a few league foes. A better running at- 
tack and a yery good aerial arm will add up to a 
productive attack for the Lions, while the 
defense, although still too generous for its own 
good, will be tougher to penetrate than a year 
ago. Alas, the Bears of Brown seem destined 
again for the Ivy basement. Even though their 
offense looks to be a bit better than its ’92 
counterpart, and the defense should be a tad 
more resilient than last year’s very porous unit, 
victories are going to be very hard to come by at 
Brown again this season,

It was a case of ‘ties you lose’ for the 
Wolverines last season as stalemates with Notre 
Dame, Illinois and Ohio State cost Michigan a 
shot at the National Championship. But if this 
team can successfully rebuild its offensive line, 
then the Wolverines could easily tie all their op- 
ponents this season. But this time, they’d be tie- 
ing them up in knots! 

The new leader of Michigan’s offense is junior 
quarterback Todd Collins (6-5, 240), a two-game 
Starter in *92 who completed 66 of 101 passes 
(65%) for 693 yards and seven touchdowns last 
fall. He'll be supported by talented sophomores 
Jay Riemersma (6-5, 235) and Jason Carr (6-1, 
200), as well as strong-armed redshirt freshman 
Eric Boykin (6-1, 215) and A-A frosh recruit 
Scot Loeffler (6-4, 210). 

All-American wideout Derrick Alexander 
(6-2, 190, sr.) spearheads an excellent receiving 
corps after catching 50 passes for 740 yards and 
11 touchdowns last year. Returning to the other 
WR post is junior Walter Smith (5-11, 190), who 
caught 25 passes in 92, while Felman Malveaux 
(6-0, 175, jr.), Amani Toomer (6-3, 195, so.) and 
Mercury Hayes (5-10, 200, so.) are back as top 
reserves at the wideouts after snaring an ag- 
gregate 37 tosses last season. Experienced let- 
termen Mark Burkholder (6-3, 250, sr.) and 
John Jaecklin (6-2, 245, jr.) are expected to run 
1-2 at tight end, but both could be sent to the 
sidelines by powerful redshirt freshman Damon 
Jones (6-5, 260), who is equally efficient as a 
blocker and receiver, 

Michigan’s potent ground game is headed by 
All-American tailback Tyrone Wheatley (6-1, 
225, jr.), who last year exploded for 1,357 yards 
and 13 touchdowns on 185 carries (a 7.3 avg!). 
Wheatley’s top backup, senior Jesse Johnson 
(5-9, 210), also returns after running for 792 
yards and four TDs on 155 totes (a 5.1 avg.). 
And other tailbacks returning to the fold are 
senior Ricky Powers (6-0, 220) and sophomore 
Ed Davis (5-9, 190), who scampered for a com- 
bined 695 yards and six scores in 92. Powerful 
speedster Che Foster (6-2, 240, so.), who averag- 
ed 8.0 yards per carry and scored two TDs last 
fall, will take over at fullback, where he'll pro- 
bably be backstopped by A-A frosh recruits Jon 
Ritchie (6-3, 245) and Rob Swett (6-3, 230). 

Head Coach Gary Moeller is faced with a big 
challenge in rebuilding a blocking corps that lost 
four starters, including All-Americans Steve 
Everitt (center) and Joe Cocozzo (guard), 
Sophomore Trezelle Jenkins (6-8, 300) returns to 
his starting tackle post, with the other tackle slot 
expected to be filled by fellow sophomore Mike 
Sullivan (6-7, 300). 1992 three-game starter 
Shawn Miller (6-4, 280, jr.) will start at one 
guard position, while senior letterman Marc 
Milia (6-3, 275) will bang heads with powerful 
redshirt freshman Rod Payne (6-3, 285) for star- 
ting rights at center. Sophomore letterman Joe 
Marinaro (6-4, 285) should fill the guard slot op- 
posite Miller, while others pushing for playing 
time in the O-line are sophomores Paul Barry 
(6-3, 280) and Ante Skorput (6-3, 295), as well as 
heralded redshirt freshmen Eric Wendt (6-3, 
290), Harold Goodwin (6-3, 285), Jon Runyan 
(6-8, 285), Tom Guynes (6-5, 300) and Mark

The strength of Michigan’s great defense is a 
four-man linebacking unit that’s headed by in- 
side backer Steve Morrison (6-3, 245, jr.) and 
outside backer Matt Dyson (6-5, 260, jr.). A year 
ago, Morrison led the team in tackles with 124, 
including nine for minus yardage, while Dyson 
recorded 59 stops, including 12 for minus yar- 
dage with seven quarterback sacks. Junior Mar- 
cus Walker (5-11, 235) is back at the other ILB 
post, while sophomore letterman Shawn Collins 
(6-3, 235) is ticketed to start at the OLB spot op- 
posite Dyson, Support on the flanks will come 
from sophomore Jamie Mignon (6-6, 250) and 
aggressive redshirt freshman Stephen Evans (6-4, 
230), while the ILB positions will enjoy excellent 
depth with the return of 1992 co-regulars Dave 
Dobreff (6-3, 235, sr.), Bobby Powers (6-1, 235, 
jr.), Greg McThomas (64, 245, jr.) and Nate 
Holdren (6-5, 245, jr.). 

The three-man front wall is another defensive 
strong suit and is anchored by middle guard 
Tony Henderson (6-2, 270, jr.) and tackle Buster 
Stanley (6-2, 275, sr.), who last year made a 
combined 97 tackles, including 13 for minus yar- 
dage. Senior tackle Ninef Aghakhan (6-3, 280) 
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also returns to his starting position, while the 
backups in this area are good enough to start for 
almost any other team in the land. They are mid- 
dle guard Jason Horn (6-5, 270, so.) and tackles 
Trent Zenkewicz (6-5, 275, so.), Gannon Dudlar 
(6-4, 275, sr.) and Steve Rekowski (6-5, 280, sr.), 
and last year they made a total of 60 tackles, in- 
cluding 13 for minus yardage with nine QB 
sacks! And two newcomers who could also make 
big impacts in the D-line are super A-A frosh 
recruits William Carr (6-2, 280) and Damon 
Denson (6-5, 285). The Pacific Ocean should be 
so deep! 

The secondary should be very good. It 
welcomes back three starters and is headed by 
All-Big Ten strong safety Shonte Peoples (6-2, 
225, sr.), who made 72 tackles (six for losses) and 
intercepted three passes last season. He’ll be sup- 
ported by A-A redshirt freshman Deollo Ander- 
son (6-0, 200), while senior letterman Tony 
Blankenship (6-0, 195) will battle super redshirt 
freshmen Steve King (6-0, 190) and Charles 
Winters (6-0, 185) for starting rights at free safe- 
ty. Senior Alfie Burch (6-2, 195) and sophomore 
Ty Law (6-0, 185) return to their cornerback 
posts, where they’ll be backstopped by talented 
lettermen Deon Johnson (6-2, 210, jr.) and 
Agnus Charles (5-11, 200). 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: The Michi- 
gan defense, which allowed only 14 points per 
game last season, could be even stingier this time 
around, The stop troops will be especially tough 
on enemy running backs, just as they were a year 
ago. Offensively, the Wolverines are solid at 
quarterback, very strong at wide receiver, and 
brutally strong at the running back positions. 
The blocking corps, however, will not be as ef- 
fective as it was in 1992, But that’s really quite 
relative, dear readers, when you consider how 
outstanding Michigan’s offensive line was last 
fall. Which is why we believe its well-balanced 
attack force will again average over 400 yards 
and 30 points per game. Don’t be surprised if the 
Wolverines go unbeaten again this season; in 
fact, maybe you should be surprised if they 
don't!

After winning their first five games last year, 
the Nittany Lions saw their season collapse 
against Miami in a game they should have won. 
Subsequent injuries at quarterback and an un- 
characteristically generous defense also con- 
tributed to Penn State's unspectacular "92 cam- 
paign. This year, a different story could easily 
unfold for the Lions, especially if Head Coach 
Joe Paterno is able to successfully rebuild his of- 
fensive line. 

The receiving corps also needs refurbishing 
because of the graduation of All-American 
flanker O,J. McDuffie. He caught 69 passes for 
1,088 yards and nine touchdowns last fall, and 
replacing him may be easier said than done.

Seniors Tisen 
Thomas (5-8, 170) and Chip LaBarca (5-10,

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Grube (6-4, 240, sr.) first in line to fill the vacan- 
cy at tight end. The return of sophomore letter- 
man Bobby Engram (5-10, 185), who did not 
play last season, will be a big plus to this unit, as 
will the emergence of highly-regarded redshirt 
freshmen Chris Campbell (6-0, 180), Freddie 
Scott (6-0, 180) and Keith Olsommer (6-4, 250). 

The man who'll set the State offense in motion 
is junior quarterback John Sacca (6-2, 200), 
who’s completely healthy now after missing the 
last five games of the 92 campaign because of a 
sprained knee. Starting only six games last year, 
Sacca completed 81 of 155 passes for 1,118 yards 
and nine touchdowns with just three intercep- 
tions. Also returning at QB are junior Kerry Col- 
lins (6-5, 220) and sophomore Wally Richardson 
(6-4, 215). Collins came on when Sacca went 
down in ’92 and did a very good job, completing 
64 of 137 passes for 925 yards and four TDs, 
while Richardson hit on 24 of 45 passes for 312 
yards and two scores in limited duty last season. 

Up front, the blocking corps welcomes back 
only one full-time starter -- senior guard Mike 
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Malinoski (6-2, 265), who has also logged star- 
ting duty at tackle. One tackle post will be mann- 
ed by senior Derick Pickett (6-5, 280), who 
started five games last fall, while junior Bucky 
Greeley (6-3, 270) takes over at center with two 
starts under his 92 belt. Sophomore lettermen 
Jeff Hartings (6-3, 260), Keith Conlin (6-7, 285) 
and Marco Rivera (6-4, 270) are the leading can- 
didates to fill the vacant guard and tackle slots. 
Also pushing for playing time in this area are 
eight promising redshirt freshmen -- Bill Ander- 
son (6-4, 270), Chris Feeney (6-5, 285), Dale 
Harvey (6-5, 285), Jason Henderson (6-7, 270), 
Paul Ingrassia (6-2, 270), Peter Marezyk (6-3, 
285), Boris Oden (6-4, 305) and Barry Tielsch 
(6-3, 315). 

Operating behind State’s O-line will be several 
talented ball carriers led by incumbent fullback 
Brian O’Neal (6-1, 230, sr.) and explosive 
sophomore Ki-Jana Carter (5-10, 205). A year 
ago, the hard-running O’Neal blasted for 458 
yards and seven touchdowns on 81 carries (a 5.7 
avg.), while Carter scampered for 264 yards and 
four TDs on just 42 totes (a 6,3 avg.) as the top 
reserve at tailback. Strong-blocking junior Carl 
Gray (6-0, 230) figures to backstop O’Neal, with 
Carter being supported by fellow sophomore 
speedsters Mike Archie (5-8, 205) and Stephen 
Pitts (5-11, 190), who earned their spurs by runn- 
ing for an aggregate 261 yards and four TDs as 
key reserves in ‘92. 

Defensively, the Nittany Lions were off their 
feed last year, but not too many people are gon- 
na feed on them this season. State’s three-man 
front wall is anchored by standout tackle Lou 
Benfatti (6-3, 275, sr.), a bona-fide All-America 
candidate who last year made 52 tackles, in- 
cluding 14 for minus yardage. Senior Tyoka 
Jackson (6-2, 265) is a real force at the other 
tackle position. A year ago, he recorded 31 
tackles, including 10 for negative yardage. Ben- 
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fatti and Jackson will be supported by super 
sophomore lettermen Todd Atkins (6-3, 240) and 
Andre Johnson (6-5, 275), while fellow soph- 
omore letterman Dave Thomas (6-2, 315) will 
battle 1992 co-regular Vin Stewart (6-3, 285, jr.) 
for starting rights at nose guard. 

The second line of defense is spearheaded by 
junior inside linebacker Phil Yeboah-Kodie (6-1, 
225), who led the team last year with 69 tackles, 
including nine for minus yardage. He’ll again be 
supported by senior Brian Monaghan (6-2, 230), 
while juniors Brian Gelzheiser (6-1, 230) and 
Willie Smith (6-1, 230) are back to share the 
other ILB position after making a combined 85 
tackles last fall. The two OLB posts will be man- 
ned by returning regular Eric Clair (6-1, 255, so.) 
and redshirt senior Eric Ravotti (6-3, 250), a big- 
play performer who sat out last season after star- 
ting in 1990 and 1991 as he compiled some pretty 
impressive stats: 40 tackles, including nine QB 
sacks and nine other stops for minus yardage. 
Sophomore lettermen Jon Witman (6-3, 230) 
and Terry Killens (6-1, 220) should be the top 
reserves at the two outside linebacker positions. 

The secondary, which welcomes back all four 
starters and a plethora of seasoned reserves, 
figures to be very stingy. The leader of this unit is 
senior ‘Hero’ Derek Bochna (5-11, 190), who did 
it all last year when he intercepted three passes, 
broke up 15 others, and made 44 tackles, in- 
cluding 14 for minus yardage with four QB 
sacks! Senior Lee Rubin (5-9, 185) is very solid at 
free safety, as are Shelly Hammonds (5-10, 190, 
sr.) and Marlon Forbes (6-1, 195, jr.) at the 
cornerback posts. They intercepted an aggregate 
seven passes in '92. Solid, too, is depth in the 


deep zones with the return of lettermen Cliff 
Dingle (5-9, 190, so.), Brian King (6-2, 190, so.), 
Geff Kerwin (5-10, 205, jr.), Ricky Rowe (6-0, 
185, so.) and Tony Pittman (5-8, 170, jr.). 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: Their first 
season of battle in the Big Ten could be quite 
rewarding for the Nittany Lions, especially if 
their rebuilt blocking corps proves to be a first- 
rate escort service for all those quality per- 
formers that Penn State has at its skill positions. 
If such does occur, the Lions will field a well- 
balanced strike force capable of averaging at 
least 400 yards and 30 points per game. And 
their defense, which was too yielding at times last 
year, should stack up as a team strength this 
season, Which is the primary reason why 
GAMEPLAN expects Penn State to win at least 
eight games while challenging for conference and 
national honors.

The Buckeyes used a well-balanced attack and 
a punishing defense to win eight games and 
secure a berth in the Citrus Bowl last fall. And 
they’ll use the same formula in challenging for 
Big Ten supremacy this season. 

Sophomore Bob Hoying (6-4, 225), who last 
year completed eight of the 14 passes he attemp- 
ted as the top backup to graduated quarterback 
Kirk Herbstreit, will get first shot at piloting 
Ohio State’s attack, but he could get shot down 
by redshirt senior Bret Powers (6-5, 215), who 
sat out last season after transferring from 
Arizona State. Powers was the starting QB for 
the Sun Devils in 1991 when he completed 127 of 
234 passes for 1,500 yards and eight touch- 
downs. Also in the QB picture is A-A frosh 
recruit Stanley Jackson (6-1, 190), a multi- 
talented performer who ran and passed for 2,353 
yards and 26 TDs as a prepster in ’92. 

The receiving corps is strong at tight end and 
flanker but a little thin at split end, where super 
redshirt freshman Buster Tillman (6-1, 180) 
should get the starting call. As an all-star 
prepster two years ago, Tillman caught 40 passes 
for 713 yards and 10 touchdowns. Juniors Chris 
Sanders (6-1, 180) and Joey Galloway (5-10, 180) 
are back to share flanker duties. Sanders snared 
22 tosses for 360 yards last year, while Galloway 
is a big-play type who was shelved by injuries in 
92, Senior Cedric Saunders (6-3, 240), who 
caught 28 passes for 342 yards last fall, returns at 
tight end, where he’ll be strongly supported by 
sophomore letterman D.J. Jones (6-5, 265), Ken- 
tucky transfer Steve Langenkamp (6-3, 275, so.)

and A-A frosh recruit Eric Moss (6-5, 285). 

The Buckeyes will sorely miss the services of 
tailback Robert Smith, but they are still rock- 
solid at the two RB positions. Sharing duties at 
tailback this year will be 1992 co-regulars Ray- 
mont Harris (6-2, 225, sr.), Butler Bynote (5-11, 
190, sr.) and Eddie George (6-3, 225, so.), who 
ran for a combined 922 yards and 11 touch- 
downs last fall. Hard-running senior Jeff 
Cothran (6-2, 235), who ran for 410 yards and 
three TDs in ’92, returns at fullback, where he'll 
again be backstopped by powerful senior letter- 
man William Houston (6-1, 260). Cothran also 
caught 19 passes last season. 

OSU’s offensive interior line should be a team 
strength. Returning starters here are guard Dave 
Monnot (6-5, 285, sr.) and alternating tackles 
Alan Kline (6-7, 300, sr.), Jason Winrow (6-6, 
325, sr.) and Korey Stringer (6-6, 315, so.). 
Winrow will now start at the guard spot opposite 
Monnot, while senior lettermen Jack Thrush 
(6-5, 280) and Rod Smith (6-3, 330) are expected 
to run 1-2 at center. Vying for top reserve spots 
in the O-line will be a horde of outstanding 
newcomers, the best of whom appear to be 
touted redshirt freshmen Juan Porter (6-4, 295) 
and Steve Sheets (6-5, 270), and A-A frosh 
recruits Ray Harris (6-3, 325) and Walt DeLong 
(6-5, 310). 

The defense is anchored by sophomore tackle 
Dan ‘‘Big Daddy’’ Wilkinson (6-5, 310), a big, 
strong, fast impact player who last year made 46 
tackles, including 11 for minus yardage with 
seven QB sacks. He’ll again be supported by 
junior letterman Pete Beckman (6-4, 260), while 
fellow junior letterman Matt Bonhaus (6-5, 280) 
should get the starting call at nose guard. Senior 
Jason Simmons (6-5, 260) returns to his end pos- 
tion, with 1992 co-regular Randall Brown (6-3, 
265, jr.) ticketed to man the other flank post. A 
year ago, Simmons made 44 tackles, including 14 
for minus yardage with five QB sacks, while 
Brown also had five QB sacks among his 23 
tackles. Several newcomers worth mentioning in 
the D-line are A-A frosh recruit Mike Vrabel 
(6-4, 270) and highly-regarded redshirt freshmen 
LeShun Daniels (6-2, 270), Luke Fickell (6-4, 
270) and R.C. Jones (6-2, 270). 

The linebacking corps is headed by alternating 
OLBs Mark Williams (6-4, 230, sr.), Craig 
Powell (6-4, 230, so.) and Lorenzo Styles (6-3, 
240, so.), who last year made a combined 146 
tackles. Junior letterman Alex Rodriguez (6-1, 
245), who made 19 tackles in '92, will start at 
middle linebacker, where he'll be supported by 
Super redshirt freshmen Matt Christopher (6-2, 
240) and Tommy Stokes (6-2, 230). 

Senior free safety Chico Nelson (6-1, 195), 
who made 68 tackles and intercepted three Passes 
last year, is the wheelhorse of the secondary. 
He'll again be strongly supported by 1992 co- 
regular Walter Taylor (6-0, 190, jr.), while 
sophomore letterman Jason Louis (6-2, 190) and 
A-A redshirt freshman Rob Kelly (6-2, 195) are 
ticketed to run 1-2 at strong safety, One corner- 
back post is shared by the dynamic duo of Tim 
Walton (5-11, 170, sr.) and Marlon Kerner (6-0, 
190, jr.), who each intercepted two passes last 
fall, while junior letterman Tito Paul (6-1, 195) 
will get the starting call at the other CB position. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: This is a very 
physical football team that should meet with a 
lot of success in 1993. OSU’s well-balanced of- 
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fense will exceed its 1992 output of 350 yards and 
23 points per game, while its hard-nosed defense 
could be tougher than it was a year ago when it 
limited its foes to averages of 311 yards and 13 
points per game. Simply stated, the Buckeyes 
will win at least seven or eight games and be one 
of the teams to beat in the Big Ten this year.

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newcomers who figure to be in the wideout pic- 
ture are frosh recruits Eric Allen (6-1, 195) and 
Brian Bruner (6-3, 195). As prepsters at different 
schools in 92, they caught a combined 59 passes 
for 1,386 yards! At tight end, Indiana has one of 
the best in the Big Ten in senior Ross Hales (6-7, 
270), who last year caught 34 passes for 375 
yards, He’ll again be supported by senior letter- 
man Dan Thompson (6-3, 240), who snared 
eight tosses last season. 

The Hoosiers didn’t have a great tailback to 
make their ground game go last year, but they 
could have this year because Coach Mallory has 
recruited a big-time runner in Alex Smith (6-0, 
200), one of the best RBs in the prep ranks last 
season when he zoomed for 3,024 yards and 40 
touchdowns! Also in the tailback picture are in- 
cumbents Brett Law (5-10, 195, jr.), Jermaine 
Chaney (6-1, 200, jr.) and Michael Batts (5-10, 
190, so.), as well as blue-chip redshirt freshmen 
Kenyetta Williams (5-10, 190) and James Olver- 
son (5-11, 195). Law, Chaney and Batts ran for a 
combined 904 yards and five TDs last fall. Tobi 
Kerns (6-0, 230, jr.), Sean Glover (5-11, 200, so.) 
and Louis Pinnock (6-1, 235, so.) all return at 
fullback, but they’ll probably wind up playing 
second fiddle to speedy sophomore Arnold 
Mickens (5-11, 220), who lettered as a co-regular 
at linebacker last year. 

The offensive interior line will perform at a 
higher level this season since it welcomes back 
four starters and five other players who logged 
regular duty last fall. Senior Rod Carey (6-6,

(6-0, 215) and Duane Goulbourne (5-9, 185), 
along with heralded redshirt sophomore Hickey 
Thompson (5-11, 190) and A-A frosh recruit 
Marc Renaud (5-11, 175). Strong-blocking 
senior Brice Abrams (6-1, 250) returns at 
fullback where he’ll be supported by lettermen 
Scott Greene (5-11, 210, so.) and Sebastian 
Small (5-9, 220, sr.). 

The offensive interior line boasts four return- 
ing starters -- center Mark Birchmeier (6-3, 290, 
jr.), guard Bob Denton (6-5, 310, so.), and 
tackles Shane Hannah (6-5, 330, jr.) and Brian 
DeMarco (6-7, 315, jr.). A big plus for this gang 
would be the healthy return of starting guard 
Brett Lorius (6-4, 310, sr.), who missed most of 
the ’92 season with a knee injury. If Lorius can’t 
go, look for 1992 co-regular Colin Cronin (6-6, 
280, sr.) to start at the guard spot opposite Den- 
ton. 

Defensively, the Spartans were only respec- 
table last year but they should be much better 
than that this year. Leading the charge up front 
are end Juan Hammonds (6-3, 240, sr.) and 
tackle Aaron Jackson (6-4, 290, jr.). A year ago, 
they made a combined 120 tackles, including 16 
for minus yardage. Highly-regarded sophomore 
Orion Hayes (6-4, 270) will backstop Ham- 
monds, while lettermen Rich Glover (6-3, 235, 
sr.) and Kevin Boron (6-5, 250, jr.) are expected 
to run 1-2 at the other flank spot. Vying for star- 
ting rights at the vacant tackle post, as well as 
providing backup support at both tackles, are 
lettermen Robert McBride (6-2, 280, so.), Dale 
Person (6-3, 260, jr.), Yakini Allen (6-2, 260, 
so.) and Zeb Jones (6-1, 250, jr.). 

The three-man linebacking corps is anchored 
by OLBs Rob Fredrickson (6-3, 235, sr.) and 
Matt Christensen (6-4, 240, jr.). They made an 
aggregate 185 tackles last season. Having at it for 
starting rights at the MLB post are lettermen 
Greg Anderson (6-0, 225, so.), Terry Harvey 
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(6-2, 230, so.) and John Dignan (6-4, 230, sr.), 
while the primary reserves at the OLB positions 
will probably be junior letterman Ricardo 
Jackson (6-3, 210) and A-A frosh recruit Reggie 
Garnett (6-2, 230). 

The secondary welcomes back all four starters 
and several seasoned reserves. They'll be led by 
senior strong safety Steve Wasylk (6-1, 200), 
who last year made a whopping 114 tackles, in- 
cluding seven for minus yardage. Rounding out 
the starting quartet are free safety Damian Man- 
son (6-2, 205, jr.) and cornerbacks Stan 
Callender (6-1, 195, jr.) and Myron Bell (6-1, 
200, sr.). Experienced backup support in the 
deep zones is provided by lettermen Robert 
Shurelds (6-2, 190, so.), Howard Triplett (5-9, 
180, so.), Kevin Stansberry (5-10, 180, jr.) and 
Peter Drzal (5-11, 190, so.). 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: Well- 
balanced and very productive should be the way 
to describe Michigan State’s offense in 1993. 
Head Coach George Perles expects his attack 
force to average close to 400 yards and 28 points 
per game, and we expect that he won’t be disap- 
pointed in that regard. As for the MSU stop 
troops, they were very generous in '92, especially 
to enemy quarterbacks, but this unit will exact a 
heavier price for any real estate it surrenders in 
93, The Spartans may not win the Big Ten 
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championship this season, but they will win 
more games than they lose. And you can take 
that to the bank!

Were it not for a pair of one-point losses and a 
two-point defeat, the hard-nosed Badgers would 
have won eight games last year. As for this year, 
head coach Barry Alvarez believes his team will 
be good enough to win all the close ones while 
challenging for conference honors, And GAME- 
PLAN believes such thinking is well-founded. 
The primary reason for our optimism regar- 
ding Wisconsin’s football fortunes this season is 
the fact that seven starters return to a grudging 
defense which was one of the best in the Big Ten 
last fall. This unit is anchored by all-star per- 
formers Lamark Shackerford (6-1, 270, sr.) and 
Mike Thompson (6-4, 280, jr.) at nose guard and 
tackle, respectively. A year ago, Shackerford 
made 77 tackles, including 14 for minus yardage 
with five QB sacks, while Thompson drilled 84 
ball carriers, chalking up 17 stops for losses 
along with nine quarterback sacks in the process. 
And senior Carlos Fowler (6-3, 280) is no slouch 
at the other tackle spot, having made 76 tackles 
(including nine for losses) last season. Depth up 
front will be excellent with the return of senior 
letterman Lee Krueger (6-1, 260) and the addi- 
tion of four outstanding newcomers -- redshirted 
sophomore letterman Jason Maniecki (6-5, 285); 
A-A frosh recruit Todd Halbur (6-4, 280); and 
A-A redshirt freshmen Rod Spiller (6-4, 270) and 
Al Gay (6-4, 260). 
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The four-man linebacking corps lost three 
starters to graduation, so Coach Alvarez is a bit 
concerned about this area. He’ll rebuild around 
junior OLB Chad Yocum (64, 245), a powerful 
pass rusher who last year made 52 tackles, in- 
cluding 10 for minus yardage and eight QB 
sacks. Senior letterman Nick Rafko (6-4, 250) 
will start at the other OLB position, with fellow 
senior lettermen Todd Orlando (6-0, 225) and 
Yusef Burgess (6-2, 235) ticketed to fill the va- 
cant ILB slots. Also pushing for playing time in 
the backer brigade are redshirted sophomore let- 
terman Eric Unverzagt (6-2, 230); A-A redshirt 
freshman Bryan Jurewicz (6-5, 245); and touted 
JUCO transfers Sylas Pratt (6-2, 230, jr.) and 
Royston Jones (6-2, 230, so.), 

The secondary welcomes back three starters —- 
strong safety Reggie Holt (5-11, 195, sr.), free 
safety Scott Nelson (6-1, 200, sr.) and corner- 
back Jeff Messenger (5-10, 190, jr.). Holt led this 
gang in tackles (86) last year, while Nelson and 
Messenger intercepted a total of seven passes. 
Redshirted JUCO All-American Kenny Gales 
(5-11, 175, jr.) will take over the CB spot op- 
posite Messenger, while the top reserves here are 
lettermen Jamel Brown (5-9, 180, jr.), Henry 
Searcy (6-1, 180, sr.) and Melvin Tucker (6-0, 
190, sr.). Also hoping to log extensive duty in the 
deep zones are heralded JUCO transfer Donny 
Brady (6-2, 190, jr.) and A-A frosh recruit Jason 
Suttle (5-11, 175). 

Sophomore quarterback Darrell Bevell (6-2, 
185), who completed 125 of 245 passes for 1,479 
yards and eight touchdowns last year, returns to 
pilot Wisconsin’s attack. He’ll again be sup- 
ported by junior letterman Jay Macias (6-0, 
190), and both will be challenged by A-A frosh 
recruit Jeff Forde (6-2, 205) and blue-chip red-

Bevell will be playing catch with his favorite 
receiver once more, We’re talking about junior 
split end Lee DeRamus (6-2, 190), who led the 
team in receptions last year with 42 catches for 
680 yards and six touchdowns. Junior letterman 
J.C. Dawkins (6-0, 190) will take over at flanker, 
while sure-handed junior Michael Roan (6-4, 
245), who caught 18 passes last fall, returns to 
his tight end post. JUCO transfer Keith Jackson 
(6-1, 185, jr.) and A-A frosh recruits Tony Sim- 
mons (6-2, 185) and Reggie Torian (6-3, 185) are 
three impressive newcomers who could be heard 
from in a big way at the wideouts. 

The Badgers are in very good shape at the run- 
ning back positions. Junior tailback Brent Moss 
(5-9, 205) led the team in rushing last year when 
he churned for 739 yards and nine touchdowns, 
and he’s joined at TB by junior Terrell Fletcher 
(5-9, 185), who ran for 496 yards in ’92. Return- 
ing at fullback are Mark Montgomery (6-1, 210, 
sr.) and Jason Burns (5-7, 185, jr.). They ran for 
a combined 601 yards last fall. Also in the RB 
picture are A-A frosh recruits Carl McCullough 
(6-3, 210) and Royce Roberson (6-1, 205), two of 
the very best call carriers in the prep ranks last 
year when McCullough ran for 1,917 yards and 
28 TDs, and Roberson ran for 1,934 yards and 
27 scores. 

Up front, three starters return to what should 
be a strong blocking corps. Junior Cory Raymer 
(6-4, 290) is a real force at center, as are Joe 
Panos (6-3, 290, sr.) and Mike Verstegen (6-6, 
310, jr.) at the tackles. Junior Joe Rudolph (6-2, 
285), a four-game starter in ’92, will man one 
guard post, while the other is being fought for by 
A-A redshirt freshman James Darby (6-5, 300) 
and sophomore Tom Dennis (6-3, 285). Solid 
depth in the O-line will come from sophomore 


Alex Ilich (6-5, 295) and five highly-regarded 
redshirt freshmen -- Jerry Wunsch (6-6, 320), 
Manny Castro (6-6, 310), Derek Engler (6-5, 
295), John Rohde (6-4, 315) and Mike Rader 
(6-5, 280). 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: This is a very 
good football team. So good, in fact, that we’d 
be very surprised if the Badgers failed to post a 
winning record. Offensively, Wisconsin is well- 
balanced and should easily surpass its 1992 
averages of 324 yards and 19 points per game, 
while the Badger defense, though a little unsettl- 
ed at linebacker, will again be almost impossible 
to run on and no picnic to pass against, either. 
From our vantage point, it all adds up to at least 
six or seven Wisconsin victories this season.

he hit on 47 of 83 passes for 381 yards, no TDs 
and three interceptions. You don't exactly build 
franchises on these guys! Which is why GAME- 
PLAN believes they’ll both wind up taking a 
back seat to redshirt freshman Ryan Driscoll 
(6-4, 200), who earned prep All-American 
honors two years ago when he threw for 1,705 
yards and 17 touchdowns in 10 games. 

Junior split end Harold Jasper (5-10, 170) 
heads the receiving corps. A year ago, he caught 
28 passes for 469 yards and four touchdowns. 
Senior Jeff Anttila (6-0, 185), who snared 19 
passes for 299 yards and two TDs as a co-regular 
in 92, should start at the other wideout position, 
with junior letterman Anthony Dean (6-0, 175) 
and redshirt freshman Demo Odems (5-10, 175) 
projected as the leading backups at wide 
receiver. The tight end post is up for grabs and is 
being fought for by JUCO transfer Derek Price 
(6-4, 235, jr.), A-A redshirt freshman Ross Ver- 
ba (6-3, 240) and lettermen Mark Roussell (6-3, 
240, jr.), Greg Allen (6-4, 240, jr.) and Scott 
Slutzker (6-5, 235, so.). 

The main man in Iowa’s overland attack will 
be senior Ryan Terry (6-0, 205), who'll take over 
at tailback after running for 429 yards and five 
touchdowns as a co-regular last fall. He'll be 
supported by A-A redshirt freshman Sedrick 
Shaw (6-1, 195) and super frosh recruit Tavian 
Banks (5-11, 185), while touted JUCO transfer 
Reggie Williams (6-2, 230, jr.) and senior letter- 
man Cliff King (6-0, 215) will duke it out for 
starting rights at fullback. 

Graduation took all five starters from the of- 
fensive interior line, but Coach Fry does have 
some good material to work with in rebuilding 
this area. Junior letterman Hal Mady (6-4, 285) 
and sophomore Casey Wiegmann (6-2, 265) will 
run 1-2 at center, while the guard and tackle 
positions will be fought for by heralded JUCO 
transfer Brian McCullouch (6-4, 290, jr.) and let- 
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termen John Kline (6-3, 280, sr.), Bill Lange 
(6-7, 290, sr.), Matt Quest (6-5, 290, sr.), Fritz 
Fequiere (6-4, 285, jr.), Matt Purdy (6-2, 275, 
so.) and Aaron Kooiker (6-5, 280, so.). 

Defensively, Iowa was burned for averages of 
349 yards and 23 points per game last year, but 
the return of eight starters plus the arrival of 
seven talented JUCO transfers will add up to 
marked improvement on this side of the ball. 

Up front, the five-man trench is anchored by 
All-Big Ten tackle Mike Wells (6-4, 285), who 
last year made 89 tackles, including 17 for minus 
yardage with nine quarterback sacks. Also retur- 
ning as starters in the D-line are nose guard 
Maurea Crain (6-3, 265, jr.) and ends Larry Blue 
(6-2, 240, sr.) and John Hartlieb (6-2, 230, jr.). 
Blue racked up 10 QB sacks last fall, while Crain 
and Hartlieb recorded an aggregate nine QB 
sacks. Lettermen Scott Sether (6-5, 270, sr.) and 
Jamar Jones (6-3, 260, jr.) are eyeing the vacant 
tackle post, but their vision’s gonna get blocked 
by powerful JUCO transfer Lawan Young (6-5, 
290, jr.). Other JUCO transfers in the hunt for 
playing time in the line are Toney Bates (6-3, 
270, jr.), Scott Hosier (6-4, 255, jr.) and Hausia 
Fuahala (6-3, 240, jr.). 

As with the front wall, the second line of 
defense boasts experience and depth. Returning 
to share the two linebacking positions are Matt 
Hilliard (6-2, 235, sr.), Mike Dailey (6-1, 230, 
sr.), Tyrone Boudreaux (5-11, 235, jr.) and Bob- 
by Diaco (6-2, 235, so.). They made a combined 
208 tackles last year. Joining them in the fall will 
be highly regarded JUCO transfer John Peaua 
(6-4, 245, jr.), who’s good enough to earn a star- 
ting spot as soon as he hits campus. 

Senior strong safety Jason Olejniczak (6-0, 
195) spearheads the secondary. A year ago, he 
led Iowa with 99 total tackles and he intercepted 
three passes. Senior Scott Plate (5-11, 195), who 


picked off two passes last season, returns to his 
cornerback post, with the two vacancies in the 
deep zones being fought for by JUCO transfers 
Jason Henlon (6-2, 215, jr.) and Marcus Mon- 
tgomery (6-3, 225, jr.), and 1992 co-regulars 
Marquis Porter (6-1, 185, jr.) and Tommy 
Knight (5-11, 185, so.). Also pushing for playing 
time here are super redshirt freshmen Damien 
Robinson (6-2, 190) and Billy Coats (5-11, 180), 
as well as lettermen Pat Boone (6-0, 180, jr.) and 
Chris Jackson (6-2, 190, so.). 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: When on the 
attack last year, the Hawkeyes compiled very 
respectable averages of 357 yards and 20 points 
per game, but they were very inconsistent at 
times. So even though we expect their offensive 
production to fall off this season, it won’t fall 
off all that much. To whatever extent it does, 
however, that void will be more than filled by a 
veteran defense that will be much tougher to 
move against than it was last season. Another 
plus for Iowa is the fact that its 1993 schedule is 
less demanding than its 1992 slate. So, all things 
considered, maybe -- just maybe! -- all those 
newcomers will show up wearing dry clothes!

Neither have they much in the way of glit- 
tering credentials, which is why GAMEPLAN 
believes the new man under center will be super 
frosh recruit Jeff Hecklinski (6-3, 205), a consen- 
sus All-American in the prep ranks last year 
when he completed 161 of 273 passes for 2,490 
yards and 25 touchdowns with only seven in- 
terceptions. 

The wide receiving corps is adequate but 
desperately needs a big-play type to make things 
happen. Enter All-American frosh recruit Mar- 
quis Mosely (6-1, 180), an outstanding athlete 
who last year caught 56 passes for 1,271 yards (a 
22.7 avg.) and 13 TDs, He should start at 
flanker, with 1992 starter Jim Klein (5-10, 170, 
sO.) returning to his split end post after catching 
27 passes last fall. Also pushing for playing time 
at the wideouts are redshirt freshman Jason 
Dulick (6-4, 190) and lettermen Jasper Strong 
(6-1, 175, jr.), Shane Fisher (6-3, 190, so.) and 
Scott Turner (5-9, 180, jr.). One of the deepest 
and most talented positions for Illinois is tight 
end, where David Olson (6-4, 250, sr.), Ken 
Dilger (6-5, 250, jr.) and Kraig Koester (6-5, 240, 
sr.) are back on duty. A year ago, they caught a 
combined 44 passes. 

The Illini lost two of their top three running 
backs to graduation, but we have a hunch the 
team will be stronger here than it was a year ago. 
Operating out of the tailback position is 
sophomore Kevin Jackson (5-11, 205), who last 
year ran for 48] yards on 87 carries (a 5.5 avg.). 
Also returning at TB is senior letterman Clinton 
Lynch (5-10, 180), but two newcomers to keep 
an eye on at tailback are A-A redshirt freshman 
Ty Douthard (6-1, 195) and A-A frosh recruit 
Damien Platt (5-11, 195). Douthard ran for 
4,105 yards and 40 touchdowns during his prep 
career, while Platt had a great senior year in '92 
when he ran for 2,190 yards and 27 TDs on 185 
carries (an 11.8 avg!!). Powerful sophomore 
Marvell Scott (5-9, 210) will start at fullback, 
where he'll be supported by former regular 
Wagner Lester (6-2, 225, sr.), 

The offensive interior line welcomes back 
three starters — center Greg Engel (6-3, 290, sr.), 
guard Jon Kerr (6-4, 285, jr.) and tackle Randy 
Bierman (6-5, 305, sr.). Junior Derek Allen (6-3, 
285) will fill the vacant guard slot, while junior 
Steve Stefanski (6-7, 295) and sophomore John 
Horn (6-5, 285) will bang heads for starting 
rights at the tackle spot opposite Bierman. Pro- 
jected as key reserves in the blocking corps are 
senior Phil Rathke (6-6, 275), junior Mike 
Suarez (6-5, 290), sophomores Charles Edwards 
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(6-3, 285) and Predrag Jones (6-3, 290), and red- 
shirt freshmen Chris Koerwitz (6-2, 300) and Jay 
Kuchenbecker (6-4, 280). 

Any mention of the tough Illinois defense 
should begin with a lengthy discussion of its 
great linebacking corps. So here goes! This unit 
is one of the best of its kind in the nation and is 
headed by two All-America candidates -- inside 
linebackers Dana Howard (6-0, 240, jr.) and 
John Holecek (6-2, 230, jr.). A year ago, 
Howard led the team with 150 tackles, including 
seven for minus yardage, while Holecek record- 
ed 137 stops, including 10 for losses. Outside 
linebackers Kevin Hardy (6-4, 235, so.) and Si- 
meon Rice (6-5, 245, so.) should also be con- 
sidered all-star candidates, and Rice didn’t even 
start last year! He did, however, lead the team in 
QB sacks with nine, while Hardy made 67 
tackles, including seven for minus yardage. Rice 
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will again share his OLB post with 1992 regular 
Todd Leach (6-2, 245, sr.), while senior Aaron 
Shelby (6-2, 230) also returns as a co-regular at 
ILB. Other letterwinning returnees in this area 
are John Sidari (6-2, 225, sr.), Tyrone Collins 
(6-1, 225, sr.) and Melvin Roberts (6-1, 220, so.), 

The secondary boasts returning starters and 
experienced reserves at all four positions. Senior 
Filmel Johnson (5-9, 185) spearheads this. gang 
from his cornerback post, with juniors Robert 
Crumpton (6-1, 195) and Rod Boykin (5-10, 195) 
back to run 1-2 at the other CB spot. Running 
1-2 at free safety once more are Jeff Arneson 
(6-1, 210, sr.) and Antwoine Patton (5-11, 195, 
so.), while Tyrone Washington (5-11, 185, so.) 
and Derrick Rucker (5-11, 215, sr.) will again 
share time at strong safety, Also worthy of men- 
tion here is sophomore letterman Mike Russell 
(6-1, 200), who is Johnson’s backup at CB, and 
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A-A frosh recruit James Williams (6-1, 180), one 
of the best DBs in the prep ranks last year. 

Up front, the three-man trench will be an- 
chored by junior tackle Chad Copher (6-7, 275), 
who last year made 53 tackles, including seven 
for minus yardage. He'll be strongly supported 
by sophomore letterman Ken Blackman (6-5, 
270), while lettermen Tim McCloud (6-2, 270, 
so.) and Jeff Hasenstab (6-5, 270, jr.) will fight it 
out for starting rights at the other tackle posi- 
tion. Junior Mike Cole (6-3, 250) returns to his 
nose tackle post, but he could lose his starting 
job to powerful sophomore Mikki Johnson (6-2, 
270). 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: With an im- 
proved running game plus some aerial fireworks 
provided by those new hotshots at quarterback 
and wide receiver, the Fighting Mlini offense 
could be much more productive than it was last 
season. It will not, however, be a team strong 
suit. The defense will, though, since we expect 
this unit to be more difficult to dent than a Sher- 
man tank! The Illini don’t figure to win the Big 
Ten championship this year, but they do figure 
to have a helluva lot to say about who does.

Actually, except for several lapses, Purdue’s 
stop troops performed quite admirably in *92, 
and they could be a lot better in ’93. But more 
about the defense later -- let’s size up the offense 
first. 

The man who expects to be at the throttle of 
Purdue’s attack force is junior Matt Pike (6-3, 
195), a five-game starter last year who completed 
only 56 of 137 passes (41%) for 840 yards and 
five touchdowns. Pike may be under center when 
the opening whistle blows, but GAMEPLAN 
believes he’ll eventually be beaten out by either 
A-A redshirt freshman Rick Trefzger (6-3, 195) 
or super frosh recruit Billy Dicken (6-2, 185). 
Trefzger threw for almost 3,000 yards and 25 
touchdowns in the two years he played as a 
prepster, while Dicken, who has a strong arm 
and is an excellent runner, completed 104 of 187 
passes for 2,138 yards and 23 TDs with only six 
interceptions as a high school senior last fall. 
Also in the QB picture is promising junior letter- 
man Brian Goehl (6-1, 190). 

Senior split end Jermaine Ross (6-1, 195) 
returns as Purdue’s top receiving threat. A year 
ago, he caught a team-leading 26 passes for 579 
yards (a 22.3 avg.) and three touchdowns. Senior 
Jeff Hill (6-0, 190), who ran for 360 yards and 
snared nine spirals as a co-regular at tailback last 
fall, will move to flanker this year, with senior 
lettermen Terry Samuel (5-10, 180) and Tedman 
Brown (6-3, 215) also pushing for playing time at 
the wideouts. Strong-blocking juniors Tony Sim- 
mons (6-2, 235) and Scott Green (6-3, 240) are 
back to share starting duties at tight end after 
catching a combined 11 passes in ’92. 

Purdue will be very solid at tailback with the 
return of senior Arlee Conners (6-0, 210) and 
sophomore Corey Rogers (5-11, 205). Conners 
led the team in rushing last year with 676 yards 
and four TDs on 154 carries (a 4.4 avg.), while

Rogers sat out last season after earning 
Freshman All-American honors in 1991 when he 
ran for 502 yards and five scores on 108 carries (a 
4.6 avg.). Bruising sophomore Mike Alstott (6-1, 
215) returns at fullback after scoring three TDs 
while running for 195 yards and catching 15 
passes for 208 yards, He'll be supported by 
senior letterman Houston Malden (6-1, 230). 

Coach Colletto will rebuild his offensive line 
around two returning starters — senior guard 
Elvin Caldwell (6-4, 275) and junior guard Chris 
Sedoris (6-3, 265). The two tackle posts will be 
shared by former starter Ryan Grigson (6-5, 295, 
sr.), junior letterman Alfie Hill (6-3, 300) and 
All-American JUCO transfer Mike Cardona 
(6-3, 290, jr.), with senior letterman Bill Clince 
(6-4, 285) and redshirt freshman Emmett Zitelli 
(6-4, 270) ticketed to run 1-2 at center, Also ex- 
pected to be factors in the blocking corps are 
heralded frosh recruits Mark Fischer (6-4, 275) 
and Damon Lewis (6-3, 340). 

Getting back to Purdue's defense, the stop 
troops are experienced and deep, and they'll be 
led into battle by senior all-star candidates Pat 
Johnson (6-1, 200) and Jimmy Young (5-11, 190) 
at free safety and cornerback, respectively. 
Johnson is a ferocious hitter who made 95 
tackles and broke up six passes last season, while 
Young made 44 tackles, broke up 14 passes and 
picked off three enemy aerials, Also returning to 
the starting rotation in the secondary are alter- 
nating strong safeties Chad Buckland (5-10, 190, 
jr.) and Ikee Dozier (6-2, 220, sr.), who made a 
combined 84 tackles in 92, JUCO transfer Kevin 
Nolan (5-10, 185) and A-A frosh recruit Derrick 
Wallace (5-10, 180) are good bets to fill the va- 
cant CB slot, while lettermen Ryan Phipps (5-9, 
185, jr.), Brian Thurman (5-11, 205, sr.), 
Courtland Byrd (6-1, 185, so.) and John Jackson 
(5-8, 180, sr.) will again perform as key reserves 
in the deep zones. 

The three-man trench is anchored by senior 
tackle James Cole (6-2, 260) and junior nose 
guard Eric Gray (6-4, 260), who last year record- 
ed an aggregate 81 tackles, including 15 for 
minus yardage. Battling for the vacant tackle 
slot, as well as providing solid backup support in 
the front wall, are all-star JUCO transfer Mark 
Secrest (6-4, 275, jr.) and lettermen Jayme 
Washel (6-3, 265, so.), Jarrod Walker (6-5, 275, 
jr.) and Ben Metzger (6-4, 260, jr.). Two 
newcomers worthy of mention here are touted 
frosh recruits John Hoogendoorn (6-7, 280) and 
Leo Perez (6-3, 280). 

The second line of defense is headed by 
sophomore inside linebacker Bart Conley (6-4, 
225), who made 99 tackles last fall. Senior Jetter- 
man Ryan Wilson (6-0, 240), who was slated to 
be a starter last year but was forced to sit out the 
entire campaign because of a broken arm, will 
man the other ILB post, while strong backup 
support at the two ILB positions will come from 
lettermen Aaron Hall (6-1, 225, so.), Matt 
Kingsbury (6-0, 235, sr.) and Jim Maciag (6-0, 
230, jr.). Big-play senior Romond Batten (5-11, 
225), who made 56 tackles and intercepted three 
passes last season, returns to his outside backer 
spot, with sophomore letterman Bob O'Connor 
(6-2, 230) ticketed to fill the vacant OLB berth. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: There’s no 
question that Coach Colletio has this program 
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headed in the right direction. And that should be 
reflected by how well Purdue performs this 
season because we expect the Boilermakers to 
parlay a balanced attack and an improved 
defense into their first winning record since 1984, 
But even if they fall short of achieving that goal, 
the Boilers will be a lot tougher to deal with than 
they were last season. And you can bet your bot- 
tom dollar on that!

The Golden Gophers failed to post a winning 
record in Jim Wacker’s first year as head coach, 
but it wasn’t for lack of effort. Except for the 
Michigan debacle, the Gophers were very com- 
petitive in every game they played and deserved a 
better fate than that which befell them.

Schade will have a lot of fun playing catch 
with the members of Minnesota’s four-man 
receiving corps. Especially senior slotback Omar 
Douglas (5-10, 170), who led the team last year 
with 61 receptions for 669 yards and three touch- 
downs. Junior Aaron Osterman (6-0, 195), who 
caught 41 passes for 592 yards in ’92, returns at 
split end, where he’ll again be backstopped by 
junior Lewis Garrison (6-0, 180), who snared 21 
spirals for 274 yards last fall. Senior Steve Cam- 
brice (6-5, 230) and sophomore Michael Dean 
(6-3, 240) are back to run 1-2 at tight end, while 
junior Mike Long (5-9, 190) is back to support 
Douglas after catching 18 passes in '92, Junior 
letterman Shaun Jackson (6-1, 185) and redshirt 
freshman Rishon Early (6-1, 180) are having at it 
for starting rights at flanker. 

The Gophers employ a one-back scheme in 
their wide open style of play, and they’re blessed 
with four very good performers at the RB posi- 
tion. They are Antonio Carter (6-1, 215, sr.), 
Chris Darkins (6-1, 210, so.), Mark Smith (6-1, 
205, sr.) and Chuck Rios (6-1, 215, jr.), Carter 
led the team in rushing last year with 572 yards 
and three TDs on 133 carries (a 4.3 avg.), while 
Darkins scampered for 357 yards on 78 carries (a 
4,6 avg.), and Smith ran for 95 yards and three 
scores on 23 totes (a 4.1 avg.). Rios was a co- 
regular two years ago who was sidelined by in- 
juries last season. 

Up front, three starters return in the offensive 
interior line — center Neil Fredenburg (6-5, 295, 
sr.), guard Rob Rogers (6-3, 320, sr.) and tackle 
Chris Fowlkes (6-4, 315, so.). 1992 co-regulars 
Rick Thome (6-4, 285, jr.) and David Vertin 
(6-6, 270, jr.) will fill the vacant guard and tackle 
slots, respectively, while the top reserves in the 
blocking corps are lettermen Pat O’Brien (6-4, 
315, jr.) and Toby Anderson (6-7, 310, so.), Also 
projected as key backups here are redshirt 
freshman Gann Brooks (6-8, 310) and sopho- 
mores Todd Jesewitz (6-6, 280) and Mike Gio- 
vinetti (6-7, 295). 

Minnesota was very generous on defense last 
year, but this unit’s gonna be much more grudg- 
ing this season. Leading the defensive charge will 
be All-Big Ten end Dennis Cappella (6-3, 240, 
sr.), who last year made 66 tackles, including 14 
for minus yardage with eight QB sacks. Senior 
Andy Kratochvil (6-4, 250), who had 41 tackles 
and five QB sacks in ’92, and junior Darrell 
Cunningham (6-2, 240) will again run 1-2 at the 
other flank post, while juniors Ed Hawthorne 
(6-2, 295) and Doyle Cockrell (6-4, 280) return to 
their tackle positions after making a combined 
104 tackles (including 15 for losses) last season. 
Also back as top reserves at tackle are sopho- 
more lettermen Matt Reem (6-6, 285) and Shawn

The second line of defense is headed by senior 
middle linebacker Russ Heath (6-2, 240), who 
made a team-leading 108 tackles last fall. Retur- 
ning starter Andy Veit (6-2, 240, sr.) and 1992 
co-regular Lance Wolkow (6-1, 240) will provide 
strong play at the OLB positions. They'll be sup- 
ported by lettermen Doug Hoefer (6-2, 230) and 
Marquette Williams (6-2, 235, so.), while Heath 
will be backstopped by junior letterman Todd 
Wolkow (6-2, 245). 

The secondary welcomes back two starters in 
senior cornerback Drinon Mays (5-10, 185) and 
senior free safety Jeff Rosga (6-1, 195). 1992 
part-time starters Justin Conzemius (6-2, 205, 
so.) and Dan Li Santi (6-1, 210, jr.) will share 
time at strong safety, with 1992 co-regular 
Roderick Narcisse (6-2, 205, so.) ticketed to start 
at the CB post opposite Mays. Sophomore letter- 
man Vincent Hypolite (6-1, 190) will backstop 
Rosga at free safety, while junior letterman Juan 
Hunter (6-0, 175) projects as the top reserve at 
the CB positions. 
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GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: The Golden 
Gophers may not finish on the plus side of .500 
this season, but they’re gonna be a much better 
football team than they were last year.

He also 
averaged 22.4 yards on 17 kickoff returns and 
21.8 yards on 15 punts returns, including scoring 
jaunts of 90 and 72 yards! The other two 
wideout posts will again be manned by seniors 
Chris Gamble (6-0, 180) and Patrick Wright 
(5-4, 160), who caught a combined 32 passes for 
442 yards and four touchdowns in ’92. Junior 
Luther Morris (6-4, 235), who snared 21 spirals 
last fall, returns at tight end, where he’ll again be 
backstopped by strong-blocking sophomore let- 
terman Shane Graham (6-6, 260). 


Junior Dennis Lundy (5-9, 185) returns as the 
starting running back in Northwestern’s single- 
back offense.

But Holtz is 
Holtz and Notre Dame is Notre Dame, so don’t 
sell the Fighting Irish short this year. In fact, 
you’d be well-advised to sell your friends on the 
notion that the Irish could be good bets to repeat 
their outstanding '92 performance! 

For that to happen, however, Coach Holtz has 
to find capable replacements for standout 
quarterback Rick Mirer and superb running 
backs Reggie Brooks and Jerome Bettis. Senior 
Kevin McDougal (6-2, 195) will get first crack at 
filling Mirer’s big shoes. As Mirer's top backup 
last fall, McDougal played sparingly but was im- 
pressive as he completed eight of 11 passes for 
177 yards and three touchdowns. Also in conten- 
tion for the starting QB job is junior letterman 
Paul Failla (6-2, 195), as well as All-American 
frosh recruit Ron Powlus (6-4, 210). Considered 
the best quarterback in the prep ranks last year, 
Powlus was simply sensational as he completed 
162 of 291 passes for 2,933 yards and 31 touch- 
downs while also running for 635 yards and 20 
TDs on 110 carries! 

Coach Holtz will look to tailback Lee Becton 
(6-0, 190, jr.) and fullbacks Dean Lytle (6-3, 240, 
sr.) and Ray Zellars (5-11, 220, jr.) as Notre 
Dame's new ball carriers of great substance this 
season. The speedy Becton ran for 373 yards and 
three TDs as Brooks’ backup in *92, while Lytle 
and Zellars ran for a combined 248 yards and 
two scores as top backups to Bettis. Joining this 
threesome in the fall will be A-A frosh recruits 
Randy Kinder (6-1, 205), Robert Farmer (6-1, 
215), Mare Edwards (6-2, 225) and Ron Hardin

(6-3, 195, so.) and John Covington (6-1, 210, sr.)

fought for by junior lettermen LaRon Moore 
(5-9, 180) and Tracy Graham (5-10, 195), who 
earned their spurs as top backups at the two CB 
positions last year. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: While it’s a 
fact that Notre Dame is loaded with quality per- 
formers at nearly every position, it’s also a fact 
that this team’s offensive losses were simply too 
great to completely offset. Granted, the Fighting 
Irish will field another potent, well-balanced at- 
tack that’ll gobble up more than its share of yar- 
dage, but this unit doesn’t figure to be as produc- 
tive as it was a year ago when it averaged a 
whopping 470 yards and 37 points per game, 
Defensively, the Irish were very stingy last season 
and they could be downright miserly this time 
around, especially in defensing the run.

that is to materialize, the Hurricane stop troops 
have to stop a few more people than they did last 
fall, especially enemy running backs.

Kelly Houston (5-10, 185) project as top reserves 
at the safety positions. 

Senior quarterback Gus Frerotte (6-4, 225) 
will again be at the throttle of Tulsa’s balanced 
attack force. A year ago, he completed only 116 
of his 249 passes (46.6%) for 1,467 yards, six 
touchdowns and 11 interceptions. He’s confi- 
dent that he’ll improve on those numbers, and so 
are we. Backstopping Frerotte will be senior let- 
terman Matt Federico (6-3, 195), who completed 
five of the six passes he attempted last season. 

The receiving corps welcomes back two 
starters -- flanker Gary Brown (5-8, 160, sr.) and 
tight end Phil Nitowski (6-3, 240, sr.) -- but 
they’ll be overshadowed by senior split end Chris 
Penn (6-2, 195), who sat out last season after 
leading the team in receiving two years ago when 
he caught 37 passes for 792 yards (a 21.4 avg!)

Senior Brian Jenkins (5-7, 160), 
who snared 12 spirals last fall, returns at flanker, 
while the leading reserves at WR will be talented 
redshirt freshman Anthony Ladd (6-2, 195) and 
lettermen Albert Sweet (5-9, 185, sr,) and Sean 
Stewart (6-0, 185, so.), Sweet and Stewart caught 
six pases in ’92. The tight end post will be shared 
by strong-blocking lettermen Mike Guzda (6-3, 
245, sr.) and Will Humphrey (6-4, 260, jr.). 

Durable senior David Small (5-9, 180) spear- 
heads the running game from his tailback posi- 
tion. He ran for 780 yards and 10 touchdowns on 
209 carries last fall. As good as he is, Small could 
be relegated to reserve status by explosive 
sophomores Craedel Kimbrough (5-1!, 185) and 
Darrell Harding (6-1, 190), who last year ran for 
a combined 614 yards on 105 carries (a 5,8 avg!). 
Diminutive senior Mike Britford (5-6, 195), who 
ran for 200 yards and three TDs in ’92, returns at 
fullback where he’s supported by sophomore let- 
terman Eric Patterson (6-2, 225), Also expected 
to be heard from at fullback is All-American 
JUCO transfer Paul Blackwood (6-1, 220, jr.), 
who ran for over 1,800 yards during his two-year 
junior college career. 

The offensive interior line could be a team 
strong suit. Powerful junior Matt Vaupel (6-5, 
295) is a real force at guard, especially when 
comming off the ball as a run blocker. Talented 
sophomores Jamie Lemire (6-3, 280) and Dan

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Boslet (6-4, 285), who shared the other guard 
position last year, will now start at center and 
guard, respectively, while senior Ray Woodside 
(6-4, 285) is firmly entrenched at one tackle post. 
The vacant tackle slot will be filled by either 1992 
part-time starter Rick Simons (6-4, 280, jr.) or 
impressive JUCO transfer Doug Monson (6-6, 
290, jr.). 

The Cincinnati defense, which last year was 
the school’s stingiest since 1985, will be even less 
generous this time around. The strength of this 
unit is a linebacking corps that plays like gang- 
busters. The bellwethers here are senior inside 
backer Jason Coppess (6-2, 240) and senior out- 
side backer Nate Dingle (6-3, 255). A year ago, 
Coppess led the team with 112 tackles, including 


11 for minus yardage, while Dingle racked up 54 
stops, including 12 for negative yardage with six 
quarterback sacks. Juniors Reginald Hudson 
(6-1, 210) and Jonathan Roberts (6-4, 245) will 
again run 1-2 at the other OLB post, while hard- 
hitting senior lettermen Jonathon Boone (6-3, 
230) and Patrick John (6-2, 225) will share time 
at the ILB spot opposite Coppess. Other let- 
iermen pushing for playing time at linebacker 
are ILB Steve Casey (6-1, 235, jr.) and OLB 
Dorian Adams (6-3, 245, so.). 

Up front, the three-man trench is anchored by 
senior tackle Bob Duckens (6-2, 265), who had 
nine stops for negative yardage among his 28 
tackles Jast fall. Taking over at nose guard is 
1992 co-regular Ernest Allen (6-3, 275, jr.), who 
last year made 23 tackles, including five QB 
sakes, while the vacant tackle post will be fought 
for by promising redshirt freshmen Terry 
Grooms (6-5, 265) and Rob Robinson (6-5, 290). 
Also a possibility at DT is A-A frosh recruit Jim 
Gibson (6-5, 280), who recorded 25 QB sacks 
during his prep career. 

The secondary, which welcomes back all four 
starters and their top three backups, should be 
quite formidable. The pacesetters of this unit are 
senior cornerback Jocelyn Borgella (5-10, 180) 
and senior free safety Alan Fletcher (5-10, 185). 
Borgella made 45 tackles and intercepted five 
passes last fall, while Fletcher recorded 72 stops 
and picked off four enemy aerials, Also back at 
their starting posts are senior cornerback Mike 
Davis (6-2, 195) and senior strong safety Latish 
Kinsler (6-2, 200), and back for more reserve du- 
ty in the deep zones are junior lettermen Robert 
Garnett (5-11, 180), Jody White (5-11, 200) and 
Reggie Grant (6-0, 190). 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: It doesn’t 
take a genius to conclude that Cincinnati will be 
an improved football team this season. Offen- 
sively, the Bearcats will boast good balance and 
should easily surpass their 1992 output of 329 
yards and 18 points per game, while their defense 
won’t be pillaged by anyone who attacks it. Con- 
sidering all of the above, plus an easier schedule 
for Cincy to deal with, we have to believe that 
the Cats could easily claw their way to a winning 
record, 


Mid-American 


AKRON (7-3-1, 5-3-0 in MAC) - Akron last 
fall zipped to its best showing since entering the 
Division 1-A ranks, and with 17 starters return- 
ing from that squad, the Zips are a force to be 
reckoned with in their second season in the 
MAC. 

Coach Gerry Faust’s Pass’n’Pitch attack will 
again be led by quarterback Marcel Weems (6-2, 
210, sr.), Akron’s leading rusher (754 yards, 
seven TDs) and passer (1,383 yards, five scores) a 
year ago. Wide receiver Kenny Chapman (6-1, 
190, sr.), who paced last fall’s pass catchers with 
36 grabs, is back on the job, but depth in the 
wideout crew could be a problem. At tight end, 
Brett Hrivnak (6-6, 255) holds over for his senior 
campaign. 

The Zips look solid at running back where 
slotbacks Darrien Gouch (5-9, 175, jr.) and 
Jermel Wilkerson (5-9, 180, jr.) plus fullback 
Peter Ieli (6-1, 240, jr.) are returning regulars. 
Gouch netted 579 yards and four TDs overland 
last fall, adding 18 pass receptions with one scor- 
ing catch, Another plus is the healthy return of 
soph Marlon Jacobs (5-10, 190), Akron’s second 
leading rusher of 91 who missed last fall’s action 
with a knee injury. The only vacancy on the at- 
tack side is up front, where juniors Matt Rose 


(6-4, 300), Mike Lyons (6-5, 275) and Eric Agosti 
(6-1, 250) are rejoined by senior J.J, Schideman- 
tle (6-3, 275) in the starting lineup. 

Coach Faust has a couple of big holes to fill in 
his defensive setup where departed safeties Vic 
Green and Chris Owens ranked among the na- 
tion’s leaders in ’92 with a combined 13 pass in- 
terceptions. At the corners, Wayne Wade (6-1, 
190, sr.) and Ted Draper (5-10, 175, jr.) are 
returning regulars, with Pete Habib (6-1, 200, 
jr.) and Lance Cash (6-2, 185, jr.) first in line to 
fill the vacant safety slots. 

Akron’s leading headhunter from a year ago, 
inside linebacker Phil Dunn (6-0, 230, jr.) is back 
on duty and will be paired this year with Chad 
Licht (6-4, 225, jr.), who started on the outside 
last fall. Dunn was passed over for all- 
conference honors despite posting a MAC-best 
201 tackles a year ago, 13 of them for negative 
yardage. Akron’s forward wall is big, strong and 
seasoned, and is led by three-year regular Wayne 
Anderson (5-11, 290, sr.) at defensive end. 
Eugene Phillips (6-3, 270, sr.) is at the opposite 
terminal, with junior Morris Cosey (6-0, 270) at 
the nose and senior Chris Haskins (6-3, 295) at 
tackle. Anderson had four sacks and seven hits 
behind enemy lines in his 67 total stops last year. 
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CENTRAL MICHIGAN (5-6, 4-5 in MAC) -- 
The Chippewas were snakebit a year ago, losing 
six games by a total of 21 points as CMU fell to 
its first losing season since 1964. That ill fortune 
has Coach Herb Deromedi’s charges more deter- 
mined than ever to turn it around this time out. 

This year’s Chippewa attack will feature all of 
last fall’s skill position performers, marching to 
the beat set by senior quarterback Joe Young- 
blood (6-0, 190), who smashed CMU records last 
year as he pitched for 2,209 yards and 18 touch- 
downs, connecting on 57.9 percent of his aerial 
tries. Youngblood’s main target again will be 
soph split end Terrance McMillan (6-1, 195), 
whose 43 catches were one shy of the school 
record. He scored five times, while wideout part- 
ner senior D.J. Reid (5-10, 175) made 36 catches 
with six scoring grabs. Tight end Jeremy Dunlap 
(6-3, 240, jr.) completes the holdover receiving 
corps, last fall making 18 receptions. 

The Chips are also blue-chip at running back 
where Brian Pruitt (6-1, 205, jr.), Eric Johnson 
(6-0, 205, jr.) and Leo Griffin (5-8, 170, sr.) area 
solid trio. Pruitt led CMU ball toters with 859 
yards gained and four scoring runs in ’92. At 
fullback, senior Tim Wojcik (6-1, 220) is the 
returning regular. As noted earlier, the CMU of- 
fensive vacancies are up front where senior 
tackle Darrell McCaul (6-5, 300) and junior 
guard Matt Nastally (6-1, 290) are the only 
holdover starters. 

Graduation decimated the CMU trench crew 
on the defensive side, with Coach Deromedi 
looking to letter winning juniors Randy Danison 
(6-4, 260), and brothers Chad (6-3, 270) and 
Dustin (6-3, 265) Preston to man the three up 
front posts. 

At linebacker, senior Mike Kyler (6-2, 230) is a 
holdover starter on the outside, with senior 
Bryant Satterlee (6-2, 240) back on duty at one 
inside slot. Kyler was a second team all-leaguer a 
year ago as he made 100 stops, including 10 hits 
behind enemy lines and six QB traps. Satterlee 
registered 85 tackles. Junior Brandon Bruce (6-1, 
235), who had 54 tackles last fall, will start at the 
other ILB berth, with senior vet Chris Castle 

(6-3, 225) due to pair with Kyler on the outside. 

In the secondary, seniors Darrall Stinso (6-2, 
215) and Richard Barker (6-2, 220) plus junior 
Boris Martysz (6-2, 210) will again rotate as the 
starting safeties, but the battle for the corner- 
back assignments is wide open. Stinson was se- 
cond on last year’s club with 104 tackles and also 
posted two pass pickoffs. Soph Chad Murphy 
(6-1, 190), who also stole two enemy aerials in 
*92, appears to be a lock to win one of the vacant 
corner jobs. 


TOLEDO (8-3-0, 5-3 in MAC) -— Toledo 
rocketed to a third place MAC finish a year ago 
on the strength of a five-game season-ending win 
streak, and although he’s got a veteran crew 
back for this year’s action, Coach Gary Pinkel 
knows he must fill a couple of key spots to keep 
the Rockets in the league title chase. 

One of those is at quarterback where four-year 
regular Kevin Meger posted a 25-10-1 record 
before graduating. Meger’s successor will be Tim 
Kubiak (6-1, 195, so.), Mike Capen (6-4, 205, 
sr.) or redshirt frosh Ryan Huzjak (6-2, 180). 
Kubiak served as Meger’s backup last fall. 
Junior Tom Boyd (6-1, 195) heads up the receiv- 
ing crew, last year snaring 42 aerials for 663 
yards and two scores. Letter winners Ainsworth 
Morgan (5-9, 170, sr.) and Scott Brunswick (6-1, 
195, so.) are bidding for first string jobs at the 
wideouts, with soph Steven Rosi (6-3, 230) the 
holdover incumbent at tight end. 

Toledo was second in the MAC last fall with 
164.9 yards per game rushing and should do 
every bit as well this season. Ace ball toter Casey 
McBeth (5-10, 205) is back for his senior season 
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after running for 1,037 yards and 10 TDs last 
fall. He also recorded 20 pass catches. Rejoining 
the All-MAC selection in the Rocket backfield is 
senior fullback Reggie Walls (5-11, 230), who 
had three rushing TDs in "92. Leading the way 
for McBeth and Walls will be a solid offensive 
line headed by three-year starter Chadd Dehn 
(6-2, 290, jr.) at tackle. He’s got all-league pro- 
mise. Soph center Peter Stone (6-1, 260) and 
junior guard Charlie Webb (6-2, 280) are the 
other returning regulars in the blocking gang. 
Six holdovers are back in uniform from last 
fall’s defense that ranked first in the MAC. 
Toledo didn’t yield a single second half TD in 
conference play in *92, and overall held op- 
ponents to just 284.4 yards per outing. All-MAC 
honorees Maurice Bulls (6-3, 260, sr.) and Terry 
Jackson (6-2, 260, sr.) headline the four-man 
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front wall, DE Bulls earning first team honors 
and DT Jackson being a second team pick. Bulls 
had 16 tackles for losses last fall and 10 sacks, 
while Jackson posted 11 stops behind enemy 
lines. The big hole to be filled up front is that 
vacated by two-time All-MAC defensive end 
Dan Williams, a projected first round NFL pick. 

There’s some big holes to be plugged at line- 
backer as well, where senior John Formentin 
(6-4, 220) is the only returning starter. A three- 
year letterman, Formentin had seven hits for 
negative yardage last season from his outside 
backer spot. Veteran Jim Gant (6-0, 225, sr.), 
who registered 59 tackles a year ago, will likely 
fill the key middle backer slot vacated by top 92 
tackler Darrell Mossburg. In the deep zones, 
senior Al Baker (6-0, 190) and junior Kevin 
McKinney (6-0, 195) are holdovers at the 
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safeties, with senior Chad Brown (5-9, 175) the 
incumbent at one corner. Baker was fourth on 
the ’92 club with 87 hits and led the Rockets with 
four pass thefts. Brown had three INTs a season 
ago. 


BOWLING GREEN (10-2-0, 8-0-0 in MAC) -- 
With back-to-back undefeated MAC campaigns 
and post-season bowl victories under their belt, it 
stands to reason there’s no place to go but down 
for the Bowling Green Falcons, Right? Wrong, 
says Coach Gary Blackney, who rates his team as 
good a bet as any in the conference to win this 
fall’s league crown, 

If that’s to happen, Coach Blackney needs a 
big season from quarterback Ryan Henry (6-0, 
200, jr.), who’s been tapped to take over for 
record setter Erik White, who threw for 2,380 
yards and 17 TDs a season ago. The Falcons 
must also replace flanker Mark Szlachic, who 
caught 62 throws in ’92 and graduated as the 
MAC’s all-time leading receiver. Senior split end 
Ronnie Redd (5-10, 185), who had 32 catches 
with four scores last season, will likely be the 
main target this time out. At tight end, Brad 
Long (6-5, 240, sr.) and junior Ryan McElroy 
(6-2, 215) teamed for 28 catches in "92. 

Last fall’s leading rusher, senior Zeb Jackson 
(6-0, 190) is back on duty at tailback where he 
picked up 730 yards and scored four times before 
racking up 113 yards overland in Bowling 
Green’s 35-34 win over Nevada in the Las Vegas 
Bowl, Soph Darius Card (6-0, 215) will move up 
to the regular fullback job, The heart and soul of 
the Falcon attack will be the veteran front line, 
led by the play of All-MAC tackle Joe Wyse 
(6-5, 300). Junior Jason Peters (6-5, 285) is at the 
other tackle, with Norman Hammoud (6-4, 290, 
jr.) and Matt Foley (6-2, 265, sr.) at the guards. 
Soph Cal Bowers (6-1, 275) returns to handle 
pivot responsibilities. 

Coach Blackney has major reconstruction to 
undertake on the stop side and he’ll begin the 
process by shifting All-MAC second teamer Bob 
Dudley (6-5, 280, sr.) to tackle. Dudley perform- 
ed at DE in ’92. Senior Clint Frazier (6-3, 250) 
will again be stationed at nose guard, but the bat- 
tle is on to fill the other up front slot. 

The Falcons return two regulars from 92 to 
the linebacking contingent, outsider Akili Hut- 
chinson (6-2, 200, so.) and ELB Vince Palko (6-2, 
220, jr.), but who'll fill the shoes of departed all- 
leaguer Kevin O’Brien remains to be seen. 
O’Brien had 19 sacks and 16 stops for negative 
yardage last season, both school records. The 
secondary will have a whole new look to it, con- 
tenders for starting rights back deep including 
ex-TB George Johnson (5-11, 180, jr.), Darnell 
Staten (5-8, 165, sr.), Steve Ayers (5-7, 180, so.), 
Steve Rodriguez (5-11, 170, so.) and Tom Pate 
(6-0, 175, so.) along with frosh Steve Hartley 
(6-0, 180), 


MIAMI, O. (6-4-1, 5-3 in MAC) — The ‘‘Car- 
diac Redskins’? were involved in five games 
decided by three points or less last fall, winning 
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three of the nailbiters to enable Miami to post 
back-to-back 6-4-1 records. The loss of several 
key veterans, however, may keep Coach Randy 
Walker's squad from being a serious contender 
for MAC honors this season. 

If Miami is to make a run at the top, the ’skins 
need a more productive attack than last year’s 
effort that netted 294.3 yards per game. Junior 
quarterback Neil Dougherty (6-2, 220) returns 
after showing improvement last year by finishing 
with 1,486 aerial yards and six scoring tosses 
while also rushing for four scores. Junior Jeremy 
Patterson (6-3, 215) emerged as Miami’s 
“*go-to’’ receiver, leading the ‘skins with 31 cat- 
ches and three TDs. At split end, senior Jimmy 
Clement (6-1, 200) is a returning regular who was 
second to Patterson with 21 grabs last fall. 
There’s a major free-for-all to fill the yoid at 
tight end created by the graduation of All-MAC 
pick James Patton, 

Miami’s ground game is in excellent shape 
with the return of the MAC’s ‘’frosh of the 
year,”* tailback Deland McCullough (5-11, 180, 
so.). An all-league selection, McCullough was 
the leading frosh rusher in Division 1-A last year, 
netting 1,026 yards and six touchdowns in just 
nine outings, He also made 20 catches with one 
more score. Former All-MAC tailback Terry 
Carter (5-7, 185, sr.), who redshirted last year 
due to an ankle injury, gives the tailback slot 
great depth. At fullback, Robert Echols (5-8, 
200, sr.) and Lock Beachum (5-10, 210, sr.) both 
started a year ago. All-league candidate Jeff 
Chabot (6-3, 285, sr.) at tackle leads a solid of- 
fensive line that also returns '92 starters Chris 
Brenner (6-3, 280, sr.) and Cipriano Beredo (6-3, 
265, sr.) at the guards along with pivotman Nick 
Frantz (6-0, 260, sr,). 

The Redskin defense will have a good founda- 
tion of experienced performers, with two 
linemen, two linebackers and two deep backs 
returning to starting posts. In the trench, the 
tackle combo of junior Bill Atha (6-3, 250) and 
senior Chris Allen (6-0, 230) will lead the way. 
Allen had 68 tackles a year ago, including eight 
sacks and 1] stops for losses. Senior Jason 
Michelson (6-3, 245), who scored two TDs on 
fumble recoveries in *92, has earned starting 
rights at one terminal. 

Butkus Award semifinalist Curt McMillan 
(173 tackles, 13 sacks, 2] stops for negative yar- 
dage) has. departed the linebacking crew where 
the 'skins will ask veterans Robert Blanton (6-0, 
205, sr.), Johnnie Williams (6-0, 205, so.), Jason 
Phillips (6-1, 225, jr.) and Nick Kamberis (5-11, 
215, sr.) to pick up the slack. Blanton is making 
a comeback after missing half of last year’s ac- 
tion with a broken leg. Coach Walker will count 
on junior lettermen David Thomas (6-1, 180), 
David Wilson (6-0, 185) and Harvey Kelley 
(5-11, 180) as the main honchos in the secon- 
dary. Thomas is one of the MAC's top deep 
backs, last fall recording 74 tackles and a pair of 
pass thefts. 


WESTERN MICHIGAN (7-3-1, 6-3-0 in 
MAC) - ‘‘Seven"’ is somewhat of an omen for 
Broncos’ Coach Al Molde this fall. It’s his 
seventh season as WMU bossman, but he has 
only seven starters returning from last fall’s club 


that won seven games and finished a strong se- 
cond in the Mid-Am. 

The Broncos most pressing need on the attack 
side is finding a new triggerman for an offense 
that led the MAC last season in total ‘‘O”’ (383.2 
yards per game) and passing (228.5 yards per 
outing). Expected to succeed four-year starter 
Brad Tayles (2,462 yards, 11 TDs passing in 92) 
is junior Andrew Schorfhaar (6-2, 205), last 
year’s backup. Junior Andre Wallace (5-9, 180), 
last fall’s second-leading rusher with 639 yards, 
has been moved to flanker to bolster an area 
wiped clean of starters by graduation. Wallace 
had 18 receptions a year ago. Junior lettermen 
Elan Banks (5-7, 175) and William Atwater (5-8, 
185) are looking for work at the wideouts, with 
veteran Bronson Trebbi (6-3, 225) stepping up to 
the tight end job. 

Soph Jim Vackaro (5-8, 185) will again be 
receiving the majority of the handoffs after 
leading the Broncos in rushing a year ago with 
893 yards and six TDs. He also had 19 catches. 
Last fall’s fullback, Dave Madsen (6-1, 200, jr.), 
will back up Vackaro, creating a battle for buck- 
ing back assignments between lettermen Derek 
Lott (6-1, 240, so.) and Ed Young (6-0, 225, jr.) 
plus Illinois transfer Eric Sain (6-0, 230, so.). 
Losses on the offensive line include 335-pound 
All-MAC tackle Paul Hutchins, with only junior 
center Tom Nutten (6-5, 290) back from last 
fall’s O-line regulars. 

The Broncos led the nation in pass efficiency 
defense a year ago, and two of the stop squad’s 
four holdover regulars are back on duty in the 
secondary. Free safety Steve Hawkins (6-5, 210, 
sr.) had 101 tackles, two pass thefts and 1] 
deflections last year, while cornerback Pierre 
Hixon (5-11, 185, sr.) was a starter in ’91 who 
saw reserve duty last fall and had four intercep- 
tions. Challenging to fill the two deep vacancies 
are Willis Porter (6-5, 205, so.), ex-linebacker 
Dean Polce (6-1, 205, so.), Jeff Reynolds (5-10, 
180, sr.) and Tristan Moss (5-11, 170, so.), 

Junior Peter Tuffo (6-0, 245), who paced last 
fall’s tacklers with 114 stops, including 10 hits 
for negative yardage, will again lead the 
linebacking crew. Joining him on the inside will 
be Rufus Harris (6-0, 210, jr.), with lettermen 
Jerry McCaskill (6-0, 210, jr.) and redshirt 
freshman Jon Pryor (6-2, 210) challenging for 
the outside linebacker job. The leaders in the 
Bronco defensive trench will be holdover 
regulars Tony Tiefenbach (6-3, 235, jr.) at one 
flank and tackle Dion Powell (6-2, 265, so.). 
Tiefanbach registered six sacks and nine tackles 
for losses in ’92, while Powell had 56 stops, six 
of them for minus yardage. Lettermen Rich 
Kaiser (6-5, 220, so.) and Matt Sikora (6-4, 250, 
so.) are battling to fill the vacancies up front, 
along with redshirt freshmen Pat Jackson (6-3, 
250), Eric Boersma (6-3, 230), Nate Palmer (6-1, 
225), Travis Buth (6-3, 250) and Chris Rawson 
(6-4, 230). 


BALL STATE (5-6-0, 5-4-0 in MAC) — The 
Cardinals ran into a bit of bad luck a year ago, 
coming up a total of 16 points short in three 
MAC defeats. Coach Paul Schudel will look to 
the offense to get BSU back on the winning track 
this fall as the Cardinal defense undergoes exten- 
sive renovations. 

The Cards’ strike force leader for the fourth 
straight year will be senior quarterback Mike 
Neu (6-5, 215), who’ll leave BSU with most of 
the school’s passing records if he stays healthy. 
A year ago, Neu connected on 57.4 percent of his 
aerial tries for 1,628 yards and 10 TDs. Ball State 
had nine players with 10 or more receptions last 
fall, with holdover flanker Brian Oliver topping 
the charts with 37 grabs good for five six- 
pointers. Juan Gorman (6-1, 190, sr.) and Kyle 
Robinson (5-10, 185, jr.), who totalled 29 cat- 
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ches, will split time at split end, with Ted 
Freeman (6-5, 210, jr.) taking over at tight end. 
Freeman had 10 receptions in ’92. 

The Cardinals will miss leading ground gainer 
Corey Croom’s All-MAC effort at tailback 
(1,157 yards, six TDs, 27 receptions), but 
fullback Sonny Labhart (6-1, 225, sr.) is back on 
the job. Junior Tony Nibbs (6-3, 215) will take 
over Croom's post. There’s a couple of vacan- 
cies to be filled in the blocking contingent where 
guards Andy Berry (6-3, 265, sr.) and Lance 
Wildoner (6-4, 290 sr.) plus tackle Jose Munoz 
(6-4, 290, sr.) are returning regulars. Senior Mike 
McClain (6-0, 260) is the only other letterman 
available for offensive line work. 

Sheepskin fever decimated the Cardinal 
defense, claiming seven starters, including six 
who were four-year lettermen. The defensive line 
includes two of the returning regulars, end Scott 
Jordan (6-2, 220, sr.) and tackle Scott Kruger 
(6-2, 240, sr.). Two-year vet Jack Haworth (6-4, 
235, sr.) will also see plenty of time up front, as 
will a host of newcomers looking for starting 
rights. 

At linebacker, senior Joe Coffman (6-0, 215) 
is the only letterman on hand at that position. 
Other top candidates for the backer jobs include 
Keith McKenzie (6-4, 200, jr.), Kevin Johnson 
(6-0, 210, jr.) and Derron Hess (5-10, 220, sr.). 
Coach Schudel will restructure his secondary 
around holdover starters Copatric Dartis (5-10, 
175, sr.) at cornerback and safety Malawi Hills 
(6-0, 195, sr.). Hills was fourth on the Card hit 
list last fall with 94 tackles and also picked off 
two enemy passes. Lettermen Paxton Griffin 
(5-9, 180, sr.) and Jacob Goldwire (5-9, 175, jr.) 
are in the mix to fill the other deep zone jobs. 


OHIO U. (1-10-0, 1-7 in MAC) — A one-win 
season is hardly what you’d call a momentum- 
builder, but Coach Tom Lichtenberg’s ’92 Bob- 
cats showed a competitive spirit Ohio U. faithful 
hope will translate into a few more ‘‘W’s’’ this 
campaign. 

With eight returning starters, Coach 
Lichtenberg is expecting his attack will surpass 
last year’s 279.1 yards of total offense per game. 
Junior D.R. Robinson (6-1, 185) will battle 
senior Tom Dubs (6-0, 200) for the quarterback 
spot. Robinson took over when Dubs was hurt in 
last fall’s third game and wound up with 684 
aerial yards and three TD tosses. The three 
leading pass catchers from a year ago will suit up 
again. Split end Chris Jenkins (5-9, 170, sr.) had 
38 catches with five TD grabs, tight end Brian 
Jepson (6-2, 230, sr.) posted 33 receptions and 
two scores, while flanker Courtney Burton (5-7, 
150, sr.) had one scoring catch in his 31 recep- 
tions. 

Senior tailback Tim Curtis (5-9, 205) was last 
year’s leading ground gainer with 825 yards and 
four touchdowns. He’ll again be backed up by 
soph Lakarlos Townsend (5-9, 185), with incum- 
bent fullback Brian George (6-2, 240) also retur- 
ning for his senior year. Three-year regular Dar- 
ten Reese (6-4, 280, sr.) at tackle has All-MAC 
potential and will headline the blocking con- 
tingent. He’s rejoined in the starting lineup by 
classmate Andy Canter (6-5, 285), a two-year 
regular at tackle who’s moving to center this fall, 

On the stop side, the ‘cats are heavy with 
veterans up front, with seniors Jim Frenzer (6-2, 
270) and Jim Bizzell (6-4, 270), juniors Ed Slay 
(6-1, 245) and Tony Brandt (6-3, 255) plus soph 
Mario: Daniel (6-3, 295) looking for fulltime 
work. The linebacking crew is also well-fixed 
with experience, as sophs Matt Fitzgerald (6-3, 
225) and Benny King (6-1, 235) are returning 
regulars and Clayton Ballard (6-3, 225, sr.) and 
Jabaar Thompson (6-0, 225, jr.) saw plenty of 
combat time a year ago. King was fourth on last 
year's hit list with 79 tackles. 
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Juniors Damiso Johnson (6-1, 205) and Tim 
Norviel (6-3, 190) plus senior Tony Poole (5-9, 
175) are hard hitters returning to regular duty in 
the Ohio U, secondary. A year ago, that trio ac- 
counted for a combined 184 tackles, Johnson 
posted six tackles for losses, while Poole picked 
off two enemy passes. 


KENT STATE (2-9-0, 2-7 in MAC) ~ With 
just five wins in the 1990s, the Golden Flashes 
enter this campaign in need of major improve- 
ment on both sides of the line of scrimmage. 
And with 18 starters returning from last fall’s 
lineup, Coach Pete Cordelli will be counting on 
his veterans to spark a move up the MAC ladder. 

Coach Cordelli hopes the return of four star- 
ting linemen from last season will help light up 
an attack that netted just 275.1 yards per game a 
year ago. Ryan Creed (6-5, 240, sr.) and Ray 
Forsythe (6-2, 305, jr.) will again man the tackles 
posts, with Jay McNeil (6-3, 250, jr.) and 
Rodney West (6-5, 280, sr.) back at the guards. 

Junior quarterback Kevin Shuman (6-1, 180) 
and senior fullback Troy Robinson (5-9, 225) are 
returning regulars in the backfield, with Coach 
Cordeili concerned about finding an adequate 
replacement at the key tailback post. Shuman 
tossed for 1,518 yards and five TDs a year ago, 
with Robinson leading the ground gaining effort 
with 422 yards rushing and six scoring sorties. In 
the receiving department, flanker Brian Dusho 
(5-11, 170, sr.) and tight end Steve Koproski 
(5-11, 225, sr.) are holdover starters who com- 
bined for 28 catches in '92, 

Coach Cordelli is counting on a year’s ex- 
perience to solidify the Flashes defense, the only 
hole that needs filling being at cornerback. 
Otherwise in the deep defense, seniors Vance 
Benton (5-11, 180), Brian Allen (6-1, 180) and 
Keith Younger (5-9, 170) hold over as starters. 
Allen paced KSU with 104 stops last fall, while 
Benton's five interceptions was a team-best. 
Younger added three pass thefts. 

Up front, seniors Brady Renners (6-1, 225) 
and Jeff Turner (6-2, 215) will again protect the 
flanks, with junior Matt Jenne (6-3, 250) and 
senior Mo Sumpter (6-0, 230) back on duty at the 
tackles. Renners led the Flashes with 11 tackles 
for losses, Turner adding nine last fall. JUCO 
import Mike Holmes (6-6, 250, jr.) could make 
immediate contributions in the trench. The in- 
cumbents in the linebacking setup are Sean Pat- 
terson (6-0, 215, sr.), Morrey Norris (5-11, 205, 
jr.) and Rich Yurkiewicz (6-2, 205, jr.), who 
ranked second, fourth and fifth, respectively, on 
the KSU tackle chart last season as they 
registered a combined total of 237 stops. 


EASTERN MICHIGAN (1-10-0, 1-7 in 
MAC) -- Ron Cooper is about to get a dose of 
reality as he comes over from Notre Dame to 
take over as Eastern Michigan’s head football 
coach. The Eagles have sunk about as far as you 
can go, with last fall’s 7-6 win oyer Ohio U. the 
only bright spot in another dismal season. 

One of Coach Cooper’s initial challenges will 
be to breathe life into an Eagle attack that netted 
just 223.3 yards per game in '92. With soph 
Kwesi Ramsey having been suspended for “‘lack 
of academic progress” after starting eight games 
a year ago, the quarterback spot is wide open. 
JUCO transfers Michael Armour (6-2, 190, so.) 
and Dayna Hall (6-2, 175, jr.) have as good a 
shot as anyone of landing the signal caller's job. 
The new QB will try to get the ball more often in- 
to the hands of flanker Craig Thompson (5-6, 
165, sr.), who had 19 catches last season while 
ranking as one of the nation’s very best kick run- 
back specialists. His 27.2 yards per kickoff 
return stat was sixth best in the country. Soph 
tight end Ryan Wheatley (6-2, 245) is the other 
starter returning to the receiving corps. 

Tailback Stephen Whitfield (5-11, 210, jr.) 


and fullbacks Mike Graff (5-10, 215, sr.) and 
Eddie Nwagbaraocha (6-3, 235, sr,), last fall’s 
top three ball toters, are back in action after 
rushing for a combined 938 yards and seven TDs 
a year ago, JC transfer LaShante Parker (6-0, 
195, jr.) will push hard for the tailback spot. The 
EMU offensive line will feature four holdover 
regulars from last season, junior center Kevin 
Beverly (6-2, 280), senior guard Tony Johnson 
(6-3, 265) and tackles Matt Gillette (6-4, 270, jr.) 
and Ed Hickman (6-4, 315, sr.). 

On the defensive side, Coach Cooper will turn 
his immediate attention to the four-man front 
wall where flankman Walter Campbell (6-3, 270, 
sr.) is the lone returnee from a year ago. Camp- 
bell led the team in sacks with eight and also 
recorded 11 tackles behind enemy lines. Junior 
Dennis Parker (6-3, 260), who had nine stops for 
minus yardage last season, appears to be ready 
to fill one of the up front vacancies. 

The second line of defense is chockful of in- 
cumbents, including 1992’s leading tackler, mid- 
dle linebacker Reese McCaskill (6-3, 235, so.), 
who posted 133 stops, including 12 for losses. 
Senior Mike Parkes (6-2, 230) is back at his 
strong side berth, with senior Kevin Tooson (6-0, 
210) again stationed on the weak side. The 
Eagles will be looking for a return to form of 
secondary standout Richard Palmer (6-0, 185, 
sr.) at cornerback. Palmer earned All-MAC 
honors in '9] when he picked off seven enemy 
passes, be he failed to record a single INT last 
season. He’ll be rejoined in the EMU deep zones 
by junior free safety Ron Rice (6-1, 210), who 
was second on the Eagle hit list with 99 tackles a 
year ago and led the squad with two intercep- 
tions. 


GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: The Mid- 
American Conference always presents a spirited 
and competitive battle for league honors, and 
1993 should be no different. GAMEPLAN’s 
crystal ball focuses on the Akron Zips, a team 
that appears to have all the ingredients to end 
Bowling Green’s streak of back-to-back 
unbeaten MAC campaigns. The Zips’ attack will 
have great balance with QB Marcel Weems in 
control, while the defense will be very tough, 
particularly against enemy runners. Bowling 
Green will no doubt give an excellent account of 
its fine program as the Falcons take up arms to 
hold onto their title, with Central Michigan and 
Toledo joining Akron and Bowling Green as top 
candidates to finish at the MAC pinnacle. Cen- 
tral Michigan needs new personnel in the offen- 
sive and defensive lines to come through in a 
hurry for the Chippewas to get a better bounce 
of the ball than they did in 92. Toledo is on a 
roll that saw the Rockets win their last five con- 
tests in 92, but the loss of QB Kevin Meger and 
some key performers on the stop side might keep 
Toledo from the league’s throne room in 793, 
That could also be the case for defending cham- 
pion Bowling Green, where record-setting 
quarterback Erik White's departure and the need 
to rebuild the defense will be big roadblocks to a 
three-peat. The Redskins of Miami, Ohio are by 
no means explosive, but they are steady and they 
do know how to play defense, so they will be 
heard from, while at Western Michigan, the 
departure of QB Brad Tayles and the return of 
Just three starters on the attack side says WMU 
can’t be as productive as a year ago. The Bronco 
defense will be a bit weaker than its predecessor, 
but still respectable and will be forced to 
shoulder a heavy load as the offense rebuilds, 
Ball State’s flimsy ground game certainly won't 
help the Cardinals offensive effort, and the 
defense will be more generous than It was a year 
ago. Ohio U, Kent State and Eastern Michigan 
are destined to wind up the 93 campaign near 
the bottom of the MAC ladder, will be much bet- 
ter than they were last season.

We really don’t know why, but we have a feel- 
ing that perhaps this is the year Nebraska wins 
the National Championship for Tom Osborne.

You know, like the guy who’s so per- 
sistent he finally wins the beauty queen’s hand 
because she doesn’t have the heart to keep turn- 
ing him down! Whatever the reason for our gut 
feeling, we can tell you this -- if the Huskers can 
improve their passing attack and successfully 
rebuild their secondary, they may be impossible 
to beat. 

No matter how good (or bad!) Nebraska’s 
aerial arm is this year, the Huskers will again 
field an overpowering ground game. And it’ll be 
spearheaded by All-Big Eight I-back Calvin 
Jones (5-11, 210, jr.), who led the team in 
rushing last year with 1,210 yards and 14 touch- 
downs on 168 carries (a 7.2 avg!). He’ll be sup- 
ported by junior letterman Jeff Makovicka 
(5-10, 190), while fellow lettermen Cory Schles- 
inger (6-0, 220, jr.) and Dave Fiala (6-1, 225, sr.) 
will run 1-2 at fullback. Also playing key roles at 
the RB posts will be four heralded newcomers -- 
redshirt freshmen Damon Benning (5-11, 190) 
and Marvin Sims (5-9, 195); and frosh recruits 
Lawrence Phillips (6-2, 210) and Ramone Wor- 
thy (6-1, 220). 

Another big (and we do mean big!) reason 
why Nebraska’s running game will prove to be 
an irresistible force is an offensive interior line 
that boasts great size and strength. Leading the 
charge here are bookend tackles Zach Wiegert 
(6-5, 320, jr.) and Lance Lundberg (6-4, 310, 
sr.), both of whom will contend for All-Amercia 
honors this fall. Senior Ken Mehlin (6-1, 275), 
who started at guard last year, will move to 
center this year, with 1992 co-regulars Rob 
Zatechka (6-5, 325, jr.) and Brenden Stai (6-4, 
310, sr.) ticketed to start at the two guard posts. 
The leading reserves in the O-line will be blue- 
chip redshirt freshman Chris Dishman (6-4, 295) 
and lettermen Joel Wilks (6-3, 280, jr,), Aaron 
Graham (6-3, 275, so,), Steve Ott (6-4, 275, so.), 
Joel Gesky (6-2, 295, jr.) and Brady Caskey (6-4, 
290, jr.), 

Sophomore quarterback Tommie Frazier (6-2, 
200) is the primary reason why we believe 
Nebraska’s passing attack will be more produc- 
tive than it was a year ago. Starting six games as 
a true freshman last fall, the talented Frazier 
threw for 727 yards and 10 touchdowns with just 
one interception. And he also ran for 399 yards 
and seven more scores! Supporting him will be 
sophomore lettermen Tony Veland (6-1, 200) 
and Brook Berringer (6-4, 210), as well as strong- 
armed redshirt freshman Ben Rutz (6-1, 180). 

The receiving corps is headed by big-play split 
end Corey Dixon (5-8, 155, sr.), who last year 
caught 13 passes for 279 yards (a 21.5 avg.) and 
three touchdowns, He’ll be backstopped by 
speedy newcomers Reggie Baul (5-8, 160) and 
Riley Washington (5-9, 170), while junior Abdul 
Muhammad (5-9, 160, jr.) returns at wingback 
with seven receptions under his 1992 belt. Also 
expected to log extensive playing time at wing- 
back is A-A JUCO transfer Eric Alford (6-4, 
225, jr.). He caught 27 passes for 476 yards and

seven touchdowns last fall, and he also ran for 
329 yards and four TDs on 46 carries (a 7.0 
avg!). The tight end position will be shared by 
1992 part-time starters Gerald Armstrong (6-2, 
225, sr.) and Trumane Bell (6-3, 220, sr). A year 
ago, Armstrong caught eight passes (seven of 
which went for TDs!), while Bell caught 14 
passes as a co-regular at split end. 

Defensively, the Huskers will follow the lead 
of All-American outside linebacker Trev Alberts 
(6-4, 235, sr.). A three-year letterman, Alberts 
has 152 career tackles, including 24 for minus 
yardage and 15 quarterback sacks. He figures to 
be supported by senior letterman Lance Gray 
(6-1, 255), with the other OLB position being 
shared by Bruce Moore (6-6, 245, sr.) and Donta 
Jones (6-2, 220, jr.). Moore, who started at DT 
last year, and Jones, who was a co-regular at 
OLB in '92, made a combined 51 tackles, in- 
cluding eight for minus yardage. Senior Mike 
Anderson (6-2, 235) and junior Ed Stewart (6-0, 
210), who recorded an aggregate 120 tackles last 
fall, are back at their ILB posts where they’ll 
again be strongly supported by senior lettermen 
Darren Williams (6-1, 235) and Troy Branch 
(6-0, 235). The latter duo made a combined 57 
tackles in "92. 

Up front, the three-man trench is very strong 
up the middle with the return of alternating nose 
guards David Noonan (6-3, 280, sr.) and Terry 
Connealy (6-5, 285, jr.), who last year made a 
total of 67 tackles. Senior lettermen Billy Wade 
(6-5, 260) and Kevin Ramaekers (6-4, 295) are 
first in line to fill the vacant tackle slots, and 


right behind them are four outstanding 
newcomers - JUCO transfer Jason Jenkins (6-4, 
265, jr.), redshirt freshman Larry Townsend 
(6-4, 290) and frosh recruits Jason Peter (6-6, 
295) and Eric Anderson (6-4, 290). 

The secondary returns only one starter -- 
senior cornerback John Reece (6-0, 200), who in- 
tercepted three passes last fall and will again be 
supported by junior letterman Kareem Moss 
(5-10, 180). Junior letterman Barron Miles (5-8, 
170) will start at the other CB spot, while 1992 
part-time starter Troy Dumas (6-3, 215, jr.) takes 
over at free safety, and 1992 co-regulars Toby 
Wright (6-0, 195, sr.) and Ernie Beler (5-11, 205, 
sr.) are banging heads for starting rights at 
strong safety. Dumas, Wright and Beler made a 
combined 86 tackles while logging extensive duty 
as key reserves last fall, 

Senior placekicker Byron Bennett (6-1, 185) is 
a big plus for this team. Over the last two years, 
he has hit on 18 of 26 field goal tries and con- 
verted 97 of his 101 PAT attempts. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: With a 
stronger aerial arm complementing their over- 
whelming ground game, the Huskers will feature 
a more balanced attack that should exceed its 
1992 output of 438 yards and 39 points per 
game. The NU defense will again give ground 
very grudgingly to enemy running backs, but op- 
posing passers may enjoy a bit more success in 
their endeavors against this unit than they did 
last season, Still, the stop troops have the poten- 
tial to be better than they were a year ago when 
they were considered very good.

Redshirt freshman Chad Davis (6-2, 190) pro- 
jects as Gundy’s top backup. Davis has a great 
arm and earned consensus All-America honors 
in high school as he threw for 9,332 yards and 82 
touchdowns during his prep career. Also in the 
QB picture is super frosh recruit Cornelius Davis 
(6-1, 200), who can run and pass with equal abili- 
ty. 

The receiving corps is top shelf, especially at 
the wideouts. Senior Corey Warren (5-11, 195) 
returns at flanker after leading the team in 
receiving last year with 35 receptions for 659 
yards and three touchdowns. The split end post 
will again be shared by Albert Hall (5-11, 185, 
jr.) and P,J. Mills (5-11, 175, so.), who in ’92 
caught a combined 39 passes for 530 yards and 
five TDs. Senior Rickey Brady (6-4, 245) is back 
at tight end with eight catches under his 1992 
belt. 

OU’s stable of running backs increased in 
value this year when head coach Gary Gibbs 
recruited blue-chip ball carriers James Allen 
(6-1, 205) and Jerald Moore (5-10, 230). Allen is 
quick and strong and was considered the best RB 
in the high school ranks last year when he ran for 
2,308 yards and 35 touchdowns, while Moore is 
a big, strong, powerful back who thundered for 
2,400 yards as a prepster last fall. Allen will vie 
with junior Earnest Williams (5-10, 185) and 
sophomore letterman Michael Thompson (6-0, 
175) for starting rights at tailback, while Moore 
will compete with sophomore lettermen Dwayne 
Chandler (6-0, 215) and Terry Collier (6-0, 210) 
for starting status at fullback. Williams ran for 
514 yards and two TDs as a co-regular at 
tailback in "92. 

The offensive line was very young last season 
and should be a team strength this year with four 
starters and several seasoned reserves back on 
duty. Sophomore J.R. Conrad (6-5, 315) is over 


the ball at center, and he’ll again be flanked by 
junior guards Jeff Resler (6-2, 270) and 
Broderick Roberson (6-2, 295). Sophomore 
Jason Comer (6-3, 285) returns to his tackle post, 
with sophomore letterman Harry Stamps (6-5, 
295) and A-A JUCO transfer Joe Carollo (6-3, 
285, jr.) having at it for starting rights at the 
other tackle position. Returning as key reserves 
up front are lettermen Brent Koontz (6-5, 260, 
sr.), Chuck Langston (6-1, 260, so.), Ben Cavil 
(6-2, 290, so.) and Milton Overton (6-1, 280, 
SO.). 

Defensively, the Sooners are led into battle by 
senior outside linebacker Aubrey Beavers (6-2, 
235), an explosive big-play performer who last 
year made 63 tackles and led the team in quarter- 
back sacks with 12. The other OLB position will 
be fought for by sophomore letterman Brent De- 
Quasie (6-3, 220) and touted redshirt freshman 
Stirling Luckey (6-3, 235), with the latter having 
a reputation as a great pass rusher. Senior Mike 
Coats (6-0, 230) returns to his inside backer post, 
while Tremayne Green (6-0, 230, jr.) and Mario 
Freeman (5-10, 220, so.) are back to run 1-2 at 
the other ILB spot. Also contributing at the LB 
positions will be junior letterman Bryan Gorka 
(6-0, 230) and A-A frosh recruits Zerick Rollins 
(6-5, 245) and Tyrell Peters (6-1, 220). 

The three-man trench is loaded! Sharing play- 
ing time at nose guard are David Campbell (6-1, 
285, jr.), Ricky Wren (6-1, 275, sr.), Greg 
Wilkins (6-3, 280, so.) and Robert Allen (6-2, 
245, so.). They recorded an aggregate 87 tackles 
last fall. The two end posts are shared by Russell

has a plethora of school and NCAA records well 
within his reach. In his first season as Colorado’s 
starting signal caller last fall, Stewart, despite 
missing three games because of injuries, threw 
for 2,326 yards and 14 touchdowns by com- 
pleting 168 of 293 passes (57.3%). He'll again be 
supported by super sophomore Koy Detmer 
(6-1, 170), who started several games last year 
and hit on 67 of 117 passes (57.3%) for 962 yards 
and eight TDs. 

The receiving corps ranks as one of the finest 
in the land and is led by versitle wingback 
Michael Westbrook (6-4, 210, jr.) and speedy 
split end Charles Johnson (6-1, 185, sr.). A year 
ago, Westbrook caught 82 passes for 1,143 yards 
and eight touchdowns, while Johnson hauled in 
60 spirals for 1,195 yards (a 19.9 avg.) and six 
scores. Sophomore T.J. Cunningham (6-0, 190) 
and junior Erik Mitchell (5-10, 170), who caught 
a combined 26 passes in 92, are back to share 
the flanker post, with junior Christian Fauria 
(6-4, 235) returning to his tight end position. 
Fauria, who snared 34 passes for 355 yards and 
five TDs last fall, will again be backstopped by 
lettermen Sean Embree (6-4, 245, sr.), Norm 
Barnett (6-2, 240, jr.) and Garrett Ford (6-4, 240, 
sr.), while the top reserves at WB and SE are 
sophomore lettermen Rae Carruth (6-0, 185) and 
Donnell Leomiti (6-0, 195), 

In Colorado’s one-back attack, the people 
who share the tailback post are responsible for 
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bearing the brunt of CU's ball-carrying chores. 
All three tailbacks return and they’re anxious to 
improve on their 1992 output. We're talking 
about James Hill (6-0, 210, sr.), Lamont Warren 
(6-1, 205, jr.) and Rashaam Salaam (6-1, 205, 
so,.), who ran for an aggregate 1,208 yards and 
15 touchdowns last year, 

The offensive interior line, which was 
hampered by injuries and excessive youth last 
season, will be a team strength this time around. 
Junior Clint Moore (6-4, 295) and sophomore 
Chad Hammond (6-4, 285) return to their guard 
posts, and they'll be pushed by former starters 
Roger Ivey (6-3, 280, sr.) and Craig Anderson 
(6-4, 295, sr.), both of whom were felled by in- 
juries in ’92, Bryan Stoltenberg (6-2, 285, so.) 
and Tony Berti (6-6, 275, jr.) will again run 1-2 
at center, with junior Derek West (6-8, 295) back 
at one tackle spot. Junior Ken Browne (6-6, 
280), a Lop reserve last fall, hopes to start at the 
other tackle position, but we believe his hopes 
will be dashed by one of three newcomers with 
A-A credentials — frosh recruit Aaron Wade 
(6-7, 310) and redshirt freshmen Matt Jones (6-6, 
320) and Chris Naeole (6-4, 315). Other redshirt 
freshmen capable of challenging for playing time 
in the blocking corps are Gerald Ancar (6-4, 
285), Pat Corcoran (6-4, 295) and Matt Lepsis 
(6-5, 270). 

Defensively, the Buffs will be led into battle by 
senior outside linebacker Ron Woolfork (6-4, 
240), an All-America candidate who last year 
made 60 tackles, including 14 QB sacks and 
seven other stops for minus yardage. Super 
sophomore letterman Greg Jones (6-5, 230) 
should start at the other outside backer post, 
with reserve support at OLB coming from 
sophomore Daryl Price (6-4, 245), A-A redshirt 
freshman Thadus Swazer (6-4, 245) and A-A 
frosh recruit Desmond Dennis (6-4, 250). Junior 
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Ted Johnson (6-4, 240) returns to one inside 
backer spot, with junior letterman Jon Knutson 
(6-4, 250) getting first shot at filling the vacant 
ILB slot. Also in the ILB picture are A-A red- 
shirt freshman Matt Russell (6-2, 230) and A-A 
frosh recruits Allen Wilbon (6-1, 230) and Ron 
Merkerson (6-3, 235). 

Up front, the three-man trench boasts great 
depth at nose guard with the return of Shannon 
Clavelle (6-4, 280, so.) and Darius Holland (6-5, 
290, jr.), who made a combined 56 tackles last 
year, They'll be joined by senior Jeff Brunner 
(6-2, 275), the starter at NG at the outset of the 
*92 campaign who went down with a season- 
ending knee injury in the second game. The two 
starting tackles should be 1992 co-regular Brian 
Dyet (6-6, 275, sr.) and sophomore letterman 
Kerry Hicks (6-6, 270), and they figure to be sup- 
ported by senior letterman Sam Rogers (6-3, 260) 
and three A-A newcomers - redshirt freshman 
Kyle Smith (6-6, 275) and frosh recruits Vili 
Maumau (6-2, 285) and Melvin Thomas (6-4, 
290). 

The secondary is headed by All-Big Eight free 
safety Chris Hudson (5-10, 195, jr.), who in- 
tercepted four passes last fall. Seniors Dwayne 
Davis (6-2, 205) and Greg Lindsey (6-1, 200) will 
again run 1-2 at strong safety, while the vacant 
cornerback slots should’ be filled by lettermen 
Dennis Collier (5-9, 195, sr.) and Dalton Sim- 
mons (6-1, 185, so.). Challenging Collier and 
Simmons for starting status at the CB positions 
are junior letterman Ryan Thomas (6-0, 180) and 
talented redshirt freshman Deren Tadlock (6-0, 
180). 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: With a more 
productive running game at Its disposal, the 
pass-oriented Colorado offense will easily sur- 
pass its 1992 averages of 401 yards and 29 points 
per game, The defense, which was tougher than 
a nickel steak last year, could be a bit more 
tender this year -- but we wouldn’t be willing to 
put our money where our mouth Is regarding 
such a possibility, We would, however, be will- 
ing to wager a peso or two that the Buffaloes will 
be heard from in a big way in the Big Eight!

man we believe will be under center for the 
Jayhawks is JUCO transfer Rodney Hogan (6-0, 
190), who threw for 2,557 yards and 22 touch- 
downs during his final year in the prep ranks last 
fall. 

The receiving corps is headed by big-play tight 
end Dwayne Chandler (6-2, 240, sr.), who last 
year caught 17 passes for 398 yards (a 23.4 avg.) 
and six touchdowns. He’ll again be backstopped 
by punishing blocker Pete Vang (6-3, 245, sr.), 
while junior Rodney Harris (6-5, 210) is firmly 
anchored at one wide receiver post after catching 
14 passes for 279 yards and three TDs last fall. 
Sophomore lettermen Ashaundai Smith (5-6, 
160) and Kiley Brown (6-2, 205) are eyeing the 
other WR position, but their vision’s gonna get 
blurred by A-A JUCO transfer Robert Reed 
(6-1, 185, jr.), who hauled in 48 bombs for 971 
yards and 11 TDs in ’92. Also in the wideout pic- 
ture are speedy redshirt freshmen Andre Carter 
(5-11, 170) and Hosea Friday (6-1, 185). 

The all-important tailback post will probably 
be manned by senior George White (5-10, 180), 
who ran for 427 yards and two touchdowns as 
the top backup to Douglas last year. He also 
caught 15 passes for 245 yards as a co-regular at 
slot receiver. White will be strongly supported by 
sophomore letterman L.T. Levine (6-0, 200), 
heralded redshirt freshman Mark Sanders (6-1, 
205) and super frosh recruit Charles Henley 
(5-11, 190), who zoomed for 2,582 yards and 35 
touchdowns while averaging 8.1 yards per carry 
as a high school senior last fall. Strong-blocking 
junior lettermen Chris Powell (5-11, 220) and 
Doug Bowen (6-2, 230) expect to run 1-2 at 
fullback, but their plans could be trashed by 
hard-running JUCO transfer Costello Good 
(6-1, 215, jr.), who last year bolted for 941 yards 
and seven TDs on 160 carries (a 5.9 avg!), 

Despite the loss of two starters, the Kansas 
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blocking corps will again be a powerful escort 
service. Leading the charge here is All-Big Eight 
guard John Jones (6-2, 290, jr.), while other 
returning starters are senior center Dan Schmidt 
(6-2, 280) and junior guard Hessley Hempstead 
(6-1, 290). 1992 co-regular Rod Jones (6-4, 275) 
is set to go at one tackle spot, with junior letter- 
man Mark Allison (6-3, 285) and JUCO transfer 
Troy Chandler (6-4, 305) having at it for starting 
rights at the other tackle position. The top 
reserves in the O-line should be sophomore let- 
terman Chris Banks (6-1, 270), junior letterman 
Steve Douglas (6-1, 275), senior Trace Liggett 
(6-1, 270), A-A frosh recruit Derrick Chandler 
(6-7, 315) and promising sophomores Joe Horn- 
back (6-2, 280) and Brian Rodeno (6-5, 275). 
Defensively, the Jayhawks are strong and 
deep at linebacker and in the secondary, but 
they’ll sorely miss the services of end Kyle Moore 
and tackles Dana Stubblefield and Gilbert 
Brown, who last year made a combined 161 
tackles, including 35 for minus yardage with 17 
QB sacks! Two starters do return up front in end 
Guy Howard (6-3, 240, sr.) and tackle Chris 
Maumalanga (6-3, 295, sr.), who made an ag- 
gregate 74 tackles (including six QB sacks) in °92. 
Former starter Brian Christian (6-3, 265, sr.), 
who was hampered by injuries last season, and 
1992 co-regular Sylvester Wright (6-2, 245, jr.) 
will split starting duties at the other erid post, 
while senior letterman Mike Steele (6-4, 285) and 
super sophomore Daryl Jones (6-2, 275) will run 
1-2 at the tackle spot opposite Maumalanga. 
The second line of defense is headed by senior 
Larry Thiel (6-3, 230) and junior Steve Harvey 
(6-3, 235), who'll again share starting time at 
middle linebacker. A year ago, they made a com- 
bined 115 tackles, including 14 for minus yar- 
dage. Junior Don Davis (6-1, 225) returns to his 
outside backer position, with 1992 co-regular 
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Ronnie Ward (6-2, 225, so.) slated to fill the 
other OLB slot. Davis and Ward will be sup- 
ported by junior letterman Harold Harris (6-0, 
210) and hard-hitting sophomore Clint Eskam 
(6-2, 225). 

The secondary boasts three returning starters 
-- All-Big Eight free safety Kwamie Lassiter (6-1, 
180, sr.) and cornerbacks Robert Vaughn (6-0, 
190, sr.) and Gerald McBurrows (5-11, 185, jr.). 
Lassiter made 77 tackles and intercepted four 
passes last season, while Vaughn recorded 70 
stops and picked off three enemy aerials, and 
McBurrows made 57 tackles and led the team 
with 12 pass deflections. Super sophomores 
Keith Rodgers (6-1, 190) and Marlin Blakeney 
(5-11, 185) will run 1-2 at strong safety, while 
former starter Clint Bowen (6-0, 190, sr.) will 
again provide strong backup support at free 
safety. Sophomore letterman Dorian Brew (5-11, 
180) will be the top reserve at both CB positions. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: The Jay- 
hawks are gonna find out how good they are 
right off the bat when they open against Florida 
State in the Kickoff Classic on August 28th. And 
they’re gonna be good all right, but not as good 
as they were last year because their offense, 
which averaged 395 yards and 32 points per 
game in '92, will not be as productive this 
season. As for the Kansas stop troops, they’ll 


again be a top notch outfit, although they will be 
a bit more vulnerable to enemy running backs. 
All told, the Jayhawks appear to be a bit weaker 
than they were a year ago, but so is their 
schedule, which is why they could easily match 
their 1992 win total.

The Tigers haven’t had a winning season since 
1983, but if they can improve their running game 
and build a stronger defensive line, then 
Missouri would have an outside shot at turning 
that trick this year. And head coach Bob Stull is 
guardedly optimistic that they can. 

The return of junior quarterback Jeff Handy 
(6-3, 210) is the biggest reason why Coach Stull 
has high hopes for the 93 campaign. Handy was 
outstanding last year as he spearheaded 
Missouri’s potent passing attack by completing 
196 of 329 passes (59.6%) for 2,463 yards and 13 
touchdowns. He’ll again be supported by former 
starter Phil Johnson (6-5, 210, sr.), who hit on 53 
of 100 aerial attempts for 617 yards last fall. 

The Tigers will sorely miss the services of 
graduated split end Victor Bailey, who last year 
led the team with 75 receptions for 1,210 yards 
and six TDs. Trying to fill his big shoes will be 
1992 co-regulars Brian Sallee (6-3, 205, jr.) and 
Mike Jadlot (6-5, 200, sr.), who caught a com- 
bined 29 passes last season. Senior Kenny Holly 
(6-0, 180), who caught 60 passes for 663 yards in 
’92, returns at flanker, while 1992 co-regular 
A.J. Ofodile (6-7, 265, jr.) is back at tight end 
with 17 receptions under his *92 belt.

Missouri’s ground game gets a big boost from 
the return of powerful fullback Michael Wash- 
ington (6-3, 270), who led the team in rushing 
two years ago but did not play last season. Also 
in the FB picture is sophomore letterman Ant- 
wan Johnson (6-1, 215), while junior Joe 
Freeman (5-10, 180) returns at tailback, where 
he’ll be supported by super redshirt freshman 
Ralph ‘‘Tiger’’ Boyd (6-0, 205) and junior let- 
termen Ryan Lyons (5-9, 185) and Mark Jackson 
(5-9, 180). A year ago, Freeman, Lyons and 
Jackson ran for a combined 661 yards and seven 
touchdowns. 

The offensive interior line will be anchored by 
All-Big Eight guard Mike Bedosky (6-5, 290, 
sr.), who has started 31 consecutive games for 
the Tigers. 1992 co-regular Tim Alvarado (6-7, 
275, sr.) will man one tackle post, while the other 
OT position will be fought for by JUCO transfer 
Greg Stinnett (6-3, 290), junior letterman Trey 
O'Neil (6-6, 275) and promising sophomore Tim 
Keith (6-8, 295). Senior letterman Matt Burgess 
(6-3, 275) and sophomore Chris Barrows (6-4, 
280) will run 1-2 at center, with senior lettermen 
Matt Pearce (6-3, 270) and Chris Harrison (6-4, 
275) doing the same at the guard spot opposite 
Bedosky. And junior letterman Rafe Parsons 
(6-5, 305) will again backstop Bedosky. 

Defensively, the Tigers were a lot tougher last 
year than they were two years ago, and they'll be 
even tougher this time around. Especially up 
front, where only one starter was lost to gradua- 
tion. The main man here is senior Rick Lyle (6-6, 
285), who’ll start at tackle in ’93 after starting at 
end in '92 when he made 42 tackles, including 
eight for minus yardage and five QB sacks. 
Senior incumbent George Hunt (6-3, 290) will be 
joined at nose tackle by sophomore Steve Martin 
(6-5, 295), who started at tackle last fall, and 
they’ll be backstopped by 1992 co-regular Quen- 
tin Hayden (6-2, 265, sr.). Lyle will be strongly 
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supported by junior letterman Matt Murray (6-5, 
280) and JUCO transfer Rick Nickols (6-4, 280, 
ir), while the two end positions will be fought 
for by A-A JUCO transfer Gary Bandy (6-5, 
245, so.), redshirted JUCO transfer Damon 
Simon (6-5, 260, jr.), lettermen Mare Pedrotti 
(6-4, 235, jr.) and Earl Brooks (6-0, 215, sr.), 
and sophomores Chris Walls (6-3, 235), Earl 
Faust (6-3, 235) and Pat Ivey (6-4, 245), 

Junior linebacker Travis McDonald (6-2, 
225), who led the team with 92 tackles last year, 
heads the second line of defense. He’ll be 
backstopped by heralded JUCO transfer Chris 
Singletary (6-2, 235, jr.), while 1992 co-regular 
Darryl Major (6-2, 240, jr.) and sophomore let- 
terman John Safley (6-3, 245) will run 1-2 at the 
other LB position. 

The five-man secondary welcomes back four 
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starters and is spearheaded by big-play corner- 
backs Kevin McIntosh (6-0, 175, jr.) and Jason 
Oliver (5-10, 170, sr.). McIntosh led the Tigers 
last season with three interceptions and 11 pass 
deflections, while Oliver made 54 tackles and 
blocked two field goals. Juniors Andre White 
(6-1, 200) and Jerome Madison (6-0, 185) return 
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to their safety spots, where they’ll be supported 
by lettermen Montana Waggoner (5-11, 185, jr.) 
and Bo Adams (6-0, 210, so.), while the fifth slot 
in the deep zones will be fought for by A-A 
JUCO transfer Kay Blake (6-2, 200, jr.), talented 
redshirt freshman Joe Love (6-2, 200) and 1992 
co-regulars Detrick Wells (6-0, 215, jr.) and 
Jason Lenhardt (6-1, 195, jr.). 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: Offensively, 
Missouri’s ground game will be a bit more pro- 
ductive this year, but the Tigers will again ac- 
quire most of their real estate on the strength of 
an excellent passing attack which will ensure that 
this unit will emulate the achievements of its '92 
counterpart. As for Missouri’s stop troops, 
they’ll be improved right across the board; in 
fact, this could be Mizzou’s best defense in a 
long time. The Tigers may not post a winning 
record this season, but they’re gonna come real 
close!

ple this year. Which really wouldn’t shock us all 
that much since ISU retains most of the com- 
ponents from a running game that was very ef- 
fective last season. 

Utter will again be at the throttle of State’s op- 
tion attack. A year ago, he ran and passed for 
873 yards and five touchdowns despite being 
hampered by nagging injuries that caused him to 
miss several games. When Utter decides to go up 
top, he’ll be throwing to incumbent tight end 
Dan Dostal (6-5, 250, jr.) and alternating wide 
receivers Brandon Hughes (6-2, 195, sr.) and 
James Brooks (5-11, 170, jr.). Hughes and 
Brooks caught a combined 13 passes as top 
reserves at the WR spot in '92. 

Senior Chris Ulrich (5-10, 210), who led the 
team in rushing last year with 474 yards, returns 
at fullback where he’s supported by soph Artis 
Garris (5-9, 180), who motored for 192 yards on 
only 34 carries (a 5.6 avg.). Both, however, could 
be pushed aside by senior blaster Hussein War- 
mack (6-2, 235), a former regular who’s been 
sidelined by injuries for the last two years. The 
halfback positions will be shared by speedsters 
Jimmy Knott (6-0, 205, jr.), James McMillion 
(5-9, 175, jr.), Lamont Hill (5-9, 190, sr.), Calvin 
Branch (5-11, 180, so.) and Graston Norris (5-8, 
175, so.), all of whom can burn you from any 
point on the field. 

The strength of ISU’s offense is a big, strong 
blocking corps that welcomes back four starters 
- guards Jim Thompson (6-5, 270, so.) and 
Mark Konopka (6-3, 290, so.); and tackles Tony 
Booth (6-3, 290, jr.) and Doug Skartvedt (6-3, 
295, sr.). Other returnees with playing time 
under their belts are Byron Heitz (6-5, 285, so.), 
Scott Klug (6-4, 260, so.) and Brian Wilkinson 
(6-5, 290, jr.), with the latter being a good bet to 
fill the vacant center slot. 

Defensively, the Cyclones were hit hard by 
graduation, but starting tackles Troy Petersen 
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(6-4, 275, so.) and Todd Miller (6-4, 260, sr.) are 
solid building blocks for head coach Jim Walden 
to work with as he reconstructs this unit. A year 
ago, Petersen and Miller made a combined 122 
tackles. They'll be backstopped by senior Travis 
Cox (6-6, 270) and heralded redshirt freshman 
Sheldon Napastuk (6-4, 265), with lettermen 
George Conditt (6-5, 260, sr.), Nick Clausen 
(6-5, 250, jr.) and Anthony Scott (6-3, 240, jr.) 
first in line to fill the vacant end slots. 

Junior Marcus Allen (6-3, 220) is the only 
starter returning at linebacker. The other two LB 
Posts should be manned by 1992 co-regular Jeff 
Cole (6-1, 225, jr.) and A-A JUCO transfer Jack 
Bewley (6-3, 245, jr.), who averaged 14 tackles 
per game during his junior college career. Also 
being counted on as key contributors in this area 
are lettermen Matt Nitchie (6-2, 225, jr.), Marc 
Lillibridge (6-1, 215, jr.) and Scott Schulz (6-4, 
230, jr.). 

The secondary boasts more speed and athletic 
ability than it had a year ago, which Coach 
Walden hopes will offset a lack of overall ex- 
perience. Junior strong safety Kevin Fulton (6-1, 
195) is the lone returning regular here, and he’ll 
be joined in the starting rotation by free safety 
Cedric Linwood (5-11, 175, so.) and cornerbacks 
Kevin Lazard (6-0, 190) and Weyland Harding 
(5-10, 185, jr.). Also contending for playing time 
in the deep zones are Louie Ervin (5-10, 190, jr.), 
Brent Kouba (5-9, 170, jr.) and Kelly Iverson 
(6-0, 185, so.). 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: With an ex- 
perienced quarterback, a stable of quality runn- 
ing backs and a very good blocking corps at their 
disposal, the Cyclones will attack their foes with 
a potent ground game that'll be even more effec- 
tive if their aerial arm increases its productivity, 
But that’s a very big if.

All kidding aside, OSU’s offense, which 
averaged a mere 245 yards and 14 points per 
game last fall, should definitely be more produc- 
tive this season. Playing a big part in any such 
resurgence will be sophomore quarterback Gary 
Porter (&1, 210), who completed 96 of 188

passes for 1,280 yards and seven touchdowns 
while starting seven games as a true freshman in 
*92. With a year’s experience under his belt, 
Porter will be even more effective in 1993. A 
newcomer worth mentioning here is heralded 
frosh recruit Tone Jones (5-11, 175), an outstan- 
ding athlete who should emerge as a threat to 
dislodge Porter from the starting lineup. 

Senior split end Shannon Culver (5-10, 170), 
who caught 41 passes for 629 yards and four TDs 
last year, will spearhead the receiving corps. 
He’ll again be supported by sophomore letter- 
man Fred Thomas (6-4, 200), while Rafael Den- 
son (5-8, 175, jr.) and Mark Cheatwood (5-9, 
175, jr.) will roam the range at flanker after cat- 
ching a combined 30 passes for 425 yards in ’92. 
Denson also ran for 435 yards and two TDs 
while starting the first four games at tailback last 
fall. Junior Derek Jones (6-4, 245), who started 
two games a year ago, will get first crack at fill- 
ing the vacancy at tight end, but he could be 
beaten out by either strong-blocking transfer 
Kenneth Otte (6-4, 250) or sure-handed frosh 
recruit Alonzo Mayes (6-4, 230), who caught 33 
passes for 891 yards and nine TDs as one of the 
nation’s top prepsters last season. 

Coach Jones expects his running game to pack 
a bigger wallop than it did last year, and his ex- 
pectations should be fulfilled, Returning to share 
Starting time at tailback are senior John White 
(5-11, 220) and junior Mark Williams (5-11, 
195), who ran for a combined 683 yards after 
Denson moved to flanker, while strong-blocking 
senior Roger Franks (6-2, 245) and junior Marc 
Spatz (6-2, 230) will again run 1-2 at fullback. 
Also expected to make major contributions to 
the RB cause are four blue-chip newcomers -- 
JUCO transfer Joe Jefferson (5-11, 210, jr.) and 
frosh recruits Louis Adams (6-2, 210), David 
Thompson (5-9, 180) and William Green (5-10, 
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195). 

The return of all five starters to the offensive 
interior line will be a major factor in the 
resurgence of OSU’s overland forces. Scott Hall 
(6-2, 295, sr.) is over the ball at center, with An- 
thony Greenlee (6-1, 300, sr.) and Scott Water- 
bury (6-5, 275, so.) at the guards, and Matt Jose 
(6-4, 295, sr.) and Mike Butler (6-2, 295, sr.) at 
the tackles. Lettermen Bryan Hope (6-5, 260, 
so.) and Scott Wilson (6-5, 265, sr.) will be key 
reserves in the O-line, as could highly-touted 
frosh recruits Derek Leinen (6-5, 290), Kelly 
Klare (6-6, 310), Calvin Menephee (6-5, 290) and 
Bryan Guillory (6-3, 275). 

Defensively, the Cowboys may be thin in 
numbers, but not in quality since they boast 
three outstanding performers in A-A candidates 
Jason Gildon (64, 240, sr.) at end, Keith Burns 
(6-2, 235, sr.) at strong side linebacker, and Scott 
Harmon (5-9, 190, sr.) at free safety. A year ago, 
Gildon made 77 tackles, including 18 for minus 
yardage with 10 QB sacks, Burns had 126 
tackles, five sacks, 11 tackles for losses and caus- 
ed three fumbles, while Harmon recorded 90 
tackles and intercepted five passes. 

Up front, the flank post opposite Gildon will 
be manned by 1992 co-regular Tyler Williams 
(6-2, 245, jr.), with solid reserve support at the 
terminals being provided by sophomore Sam 
Thomas (6-4, 240) and heralded redshirt 
freshman Jay Grossfield (6-4, 245).

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ing for 177 yards and three TDs in ’92, while 
heralded frosh recruits Mike Lawrence (5-10, 
185), Andre Anderson (5-10, 190) and Eric 
Hickson (5-10, 190) are three newcomers who 
should help out right away in this area. 

The strength of KSU’s offense is a blocking 
corps that returns four starters — center Quentin 
Neujahr (6-4, 290, sr.), guard Eric Wolford (6-3, 
285, sr.), and tackles Barret Brooks (6-5, 290, 


jr.) and Jim Hmielewski (6-7, 300, jr.). 
Sophomore letterman Jeff Smith (6-1, 265) will 
fill the vacant guard slot, while senior letterman 
Eric Clayton (6-6, 295) will again be a key reserve 
at both guard and tackle. Bolstering the O-line is 
the arrival of all-star JUCO transfer Scott Heun 
(6-5, 300, jr.) and journeyman Bryan Campbell 
(6-4, 275, sr.), a former starter at both Colorado 
and Fullerton State. 


Defensively, the Wildcats were devastated by 
graduation, especially in the line and at 
linebacker, where nine of the top 11 tacklers 
were lost. The only returning starter here is 
senior end John Butler (6-2, 230), who last year 
made 73 tackles, including five QB sacks. Junior 
Darrell Harbert (6-1, 275), who made 45 tackles 
as a top reserve last year, is a cinch to start at 
nose tackle, where he'll be backstopped by 
junior letterman Kelly Greene (6-2, 270). Sharing 
playing time at the two tackle positions will be 
lettermen Tim Colston (6-1, 260, so.), Andrew 
Timmons (6-3, 250, so.), Dirk Ochs (6-4, 250, 
so.) and Sean Dabney (6-2, 270, sr.). 


Coach Snyder has to rebuild his linebacking 
corps from scratch, and he’ll start by assigning 
junior Laird Veatch (6-3, 230) to a starting post 
at OLB. Veatch was a co-regular in 1990 and 
1991 but did not play last season. Junior letter- 
man Derrick McBride (6-2, 215) and highly- 
touted redshirt sophomore Percell Gaskins (6-1, 
215) will duke it out for starting rights at the 
other outside backer position, while junior letter- 
man Kirby Hocutt (5-10, 210) is ticketed to start 
at middle linebacker. 


The secondary is a veteran unit that welcomes 
back three senior starters — free safety Jaime 
Mendez (6-0, 200) and cornerbacks Kitt Rawl- 
ings (5-11, 185) and Thomas Randolph (5-10, 
175). Having at it for starting rights at strong 
safety are lettermen Tom Byers (6-1, 205, sr.) 
and Mike Ekeler (5-10, 190, jr.), while fellow let- 
termen Kenny McEntyre (5-10, 180, sr.), Chris 
Sublette (6-0, 180, jr.) and Steve Hanks (6-0, 
200, so.) will be the top reserves in the deep 
zones. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: Thanks to the 
experience factor and several outstanding new- 
comers, there’s no question that Kansas State’s 
offense, which averaged only 244 yards and 17 
points per game last year, will be much more 
productive this time around. But it won’t be 
enough to completely offset those staggering 
losses on the defensive side of the ball. Granted, 
the stop troops will be very respectable and any- 
thing but pushovers, but they will not be as 
strong as they were a year ago, especially in 
repelling enemy overland attacks. And that’s the 
primary reason why we don’t think the Wildcats 
will finish on the plus side of .500 this season.

GAMEPLAN told you a year ago that we ex- 
pected the Aggies to parade over all their 1992 
foes. And they did - until they ran into those 
nasty behemoths from Notre Dame, who almost 
left the Aggies for dead in the Cotton Bowl. So 
what’s in store for A&M this season? Will Head 
Coach R.C. Slocum’s charges win another 
Southwest Conference championship while 
challenging for national supremacy? Does Bill 
Clinton have trouble telling the truth?!!! 

The veteran A&M offense won’t have any 
trouble moving the pig this fall. The wheelhorses 
of this unit are alternating tailbacks Greg Hill 
(5-11, 210, jr.) and Rodney Thomas (5-11, 205, 
jr.), who were absolutely awesome last year. Hill 
led the team with 1,339 yards and 15 touchdowns 
on 267 carries (a 5.0 avg.), while Thomas ran for 
856 yards and 13 TDs on 154 carries (a 5.6 avg.). 
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Hard-nosed junior Clif Groce (5-11, 245), who 
blasted for 185 yards on just 30 carries (a 6,2 
avg.) as a key reserve in ’92, will start at fullback 
where he’ll be supported by super sophomore 
Detron Smith (6-0, 235). 

Another super sophomore, Corey Pullig (6-3, 
210), will again share starting quarterback chores 
with junior Jeff Granger (6-4, 200). A year ago, 
they completed a combined 132 passes in 283 at- 
tempts for 1,797 yards and 10 touchdowns. And 
they’ll be even more effective this time around. 

The receiving corps, which stacks up as top 
shelf, is headed by AlIl-SWC tight end Greg 
Schorp (6-3, 240, sr.), an excellent blocker with 
very good hands who caught 24 passes last 
season. The two WR posts are shared by three 
big-play performers -- Tony Harrison (5-10, 190, 
sr.), Brian Mitchell (6-0, 185, jr.) and Ryan 
Mathews (5-11, 185, jr.). A year ago, they haul- 
ed in an aggregate 54 sprials for 1,040 yards and 
seven touchdowns. Also very much in the 
wideout picture is junior letterman Wilbert Big- 
gens (5-8, 185), while the top reserves at tight end 
are lettermen James McKeehan (6-4, 235, jr.) 
and Hayward Clay (6-4, 235, so.). 


Up front, the offensive interior line welcomes 
back four starters — All-SWC center Chris 
Dausin (6-4, 280, sr.), guard Tyler Harrison (6-4, 
285, sr.), and tackles Dexter Wesley (6-4, 290, 
sr.) and Jason Mathews (6-7, 270, sr.). Junior 
letterman Jeff Jones (6-6, 295) is ticketed to fill 
the vacant guard slot, while fellow lettermen 
James Brooks (6-4, 285, so.), Calvin Collins 
(6-3, 285, so.), Todd Mathison (6-4, 290, jr.) and 
Darrell Red (6-6, 280, jr.) will again be the 
primary reserves in this area. And capable of 
contributing immediately here is A-A frosh 
recruit Chris Ruhman (6-6, 290), one of the top 
OTs in the prep ranks last year. 

Depth and destruction should be the bywords 
for A&M’s grudging defense, especially at inside 
linebacker and the three-man front wall. The 
two flank posts are shared by Eric England (6-3, 
270, jr.), Sam Adams (6-4, 285, jr.) and Kefa 
Chatham (6-4, 265, sr.), while seniors Lance 
Teichelman (6-4, 265), Pat Henry (6-1, 270) and 
Brad Cooper (64, 260) will run 1-2-3 at nose 
guard, Adams, England and Teichelman logged 
most of the playing time up front last year when 
they made a combined 176 tackles, including 23

The two ILB positions boast four returning 
regulars -- Jason Atkinson (6-3, 235, sr.), Jessie 
Cox (6-2, 225, jr.), Larry Jackson (6-4, 245, jr.) 
and Reggie Graham (6-2, 235, jr.). They made 
an aggregate 187 tackles last fall. Joining them 
will be A-A frosh recruit David Maxwell (6-3, 
250), a can’t-miss prospect if ever there was one. 
Senior Steve Solari (6-1, 230), who made 63 
tackles in *92, returns to his outside linebacker 
spot, with lettermen Antonio Shorter (6-4, 220, 
jr.) and Reggie Brown (6-2, 235, so.) first in line 
to fill the vacant OLB slot. Also in the OLB pic- 
ture are blue-chip redshirt freshmen Jim Brady 
(6-5, 225) and Keith Mitchell (6-3, 220). 

The deep gang will follow the lead of All-SWC 
cornerback Aaron Glenn (5-10, 185, sr.), who 
last year made 45 tackles, intercepted six passes, 
and broke up 22 aerial attempts! Either All- 
American frosh recruit Donovan Greer (5-10, 
170) or 1992 co-regular Ray Mickens (5-8, 180, 
so.) will start at the other CB post, while junior 
incumbents Michael Hendricks (6-0, 185) and 
Steve Kenney (6-0, 190) are back to ensure strong 
play at strong safety, The free safety spot is be- 
ing eyed by lettermen Chris Colon (6-3, 210, sr.), 
Kyle Maxfield (6-2, 190, jr.) and Junior White 
(6-1, 170, jr.), but they’ll have to beat back the 
challenges of super redshirt freshmen Cedrick 
Bryant (6-4, 210), Cedric Williams (6-2, 200) and 
Sherrod Wyatt (6-2, 190).

The top pass catchers returning to the fold are 
inside receiver Sherman Smith (5-8, 175, sr.) and 
outside receiver Ron Peters (6-2, 200, jr.). They 
ranked 1-2 on Houston’s receiving chart last fall 
when Smith caught 103 passes for 923 yards and 
six TDs, and Peters hauled in 29 bombs for 759 
yards (a 26.2 avg!) and 11 touchdowns! Senior 
Keith Jack (6-0, 180), who last year caught 48 
passes for 668 yards and three TDs, returns to 
the other OR post, while sophomore Daniel 
Adams (6-2, 190) is back as the top reserve at the 
two OR positions. Adams snared 28 tosses for 
335 yards and four scores in '92. Senior Donald 
Moffett (5-9, 180), who caught 23 passes as a co- 
regular last season, is eyeing the vacant IR post, 
as is super redshirt freshman Billy Spiller (5-8, 
170). 

The offensive line welcomes back two starters 
in senior tackle Darrell Clapp (6-5, 310) and 
sophomore tackle Jim Herndon (6-8, 315), a 
couple of all-star candidates who are simply 
dominating. The two guard posts will be fought 
for by A-A JUCO transfer Billy Milner (6-8, 
310, jr.) and lettermen Joe Wheeler (6-6, 310, 
sr.) and Kenny Robbins (6-6, 310, jr.), while 
sophomore letterman Ryan Mounts (6-4, 285) 
will battle A-A JUCO transfers Jack Hansen 
(6-2, 280, jr.) and Mark Gray (6-6, 280, jr.) for 
starting rights at center. Sophomore letterman 
Truett Akin (6-6, 280) will be a solid swingman 
at the tackles. 

Defensively, the Cougars were generous to an 
extreme fault last season, but the return of eight 
starters plus the acquisition of those aforemen- 
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tioned JUCO transfers should add up to marked 
improvement on this side of the ball. Especially 
up front, where A-A JUCOs Mike Meux (6-2, 
290, jr.), James Puckett (6-4, 295, jr.) and Colin 
Scrivener (6-6, 285, jr.) will join four returning 
starters -- ends Allen Aldridge (6-2, 245, sr.) and 
Nahala Johnson (6-2, 240, sr.), and tackles 
Stephen Dixon (6-0, 260, sr.) and Eric Harrison 
(6-2, 270, sr.). Also in the D-line picture are 
sophomore lettermen Terrence Mouton (6-5, 
260), Steven Williams (6-2, 285) and Marlon 
Foots (6-2, 230), as well as touted redshirt 
freshman Otis Grant (6-6, 270) and blue-chip 
frosh recruits Tyson Anderson (6-4, 260) and 
Bruce Thompson (6-5, 315). 

Senior middle linebacker Ryan McCoy (6-3, 
245) spearheads the second line of defense. A 
year ago, he led the team in tackles with 137, in- 
cluding 17 for minus yardage. The weakside 
backer post is being fought for by sophomore 
letterman Delithro Bell (6-1, 215) and explosive 
JUCO transfer George Pratt (6-2, 225), while 
A-A JUCO transfers Chris Jones (6-4, 240, jr.) 
and Demond James (6-1, 230, jr.) will duke it 
out for starting rights at the strongside backer 
spot. Also pushing for playing time in this area 
will be super frosh recruits Reggie Davis (6-3, 
235) and Brad Tincher (6-2, 235). 

The secondary boasts three returning starters 
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-- free safety Gerome Williams (6-2, 205, so.), 
strong safety Michael Newhouse (6-0, 205, sr.) 
and cornerback John W. Brown (5-11, 185, sr.). 
Junior letterman John Brown (6-4, 195),

And that’s the biggest 
reason why we believe the Cougars will win at 
least seven or eight games this season.

As GAMEPLAN called it, John Mackovic’s 
first year at the Texas helm was a winning one as 
the Longhorns used a well-balanced attack to 
win six games while challenging for SWC 
honors. But if the Horns are to finish on the plus 
side of .500 this season, youth will have to be 
served! 

That is especially true at quarterback where 
the top three candidates for starting status have 
just begun to shave! Redshirt freshman Shea 
Morenz (6-2, 205) figures to be the man under 
center when the '93 campaign kicks off. He was 
one of the best quarterbacks in the prep ranks 
two years ago when he completed 210 of 404 
passes for 3,463 yards and 41 touchdowns! 
Challenging Morenz during fall camp will be 
A-A frosh recruits James Brown (6-2, 185) and 
John Dutton (6-2, 210), both of whom threw for 
over 2,000 yards last year. Also in the picture at 
QB is lightly-experienced junior letterman Chad 
Lucas (6-2, 220). 

Morenz and his fellow QBs will have an 
Outstanding receiving corps at their disposal. 
Big-play sophomores Lovell Pinckney (6-5, 225) 
and Mike Adams (6-0, 175), who last year caught 
a combined 35 passes for 729 yards and four 
touchdowns, are back at split end and flanker, 
respectively. They'll again be sharing time at 
those positions with co-regulars Kenny Neal 
(6-3, 205, sr.) and Justin McLemore (6-1, 180, 
jr.), who caught a total of 45 passes for 620 yards 
and seven TDs.

rights at the tackle spot opposite Bustamante. 

As at quarterback, several blue-chip recruits 
will have to grow up in a hurry for the secondary 
to be an effective element of the Texas defense. 
We’re speaking specifically of A-A prepsters 
Chris Carter (6-3, 195), Carl Thomas (6-3, 205), 
Quinton Wallace (6-1, 185) and Bryant 
Westbrook (6-2, 205), four of the finest DBs in 
the high school ranks last year. As for the in- 
cumbents in this area, junior cornerback Joey 
Ellis (5-9, 180) is the lone returning starter, 
although senior free safety Van Malone (6-1, 
190) has started several games over the last three 
years. Other returnees with letterwinning ex- 
perience are strong safety Jon Hunter (5-11, 180, 
jr.) and cornerbacks Victor Frazier (6-0, 175, jr.) 


and Pascal Watty (5-10, 180, sr.). 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: The Long- 
horns are young but they’re talented, so they’ll 
be very exciting to watch this season. Offensive- 
ly, we believe those young quarterbacks will get 
the job done, but a weaker blocking corps may 
prevent this unit from equaling its 1992 averages 
of 396 yards and 27 points per game. Defensive- 
ly, the Horns should be very respectable against 
the run, but their secondary could be a big liabili- 
ty early in the campaign. And that would create 
a scenario in which the Longhorns would be 
lucky to win as many games as they did a year 
ago. Which is something we'd rather bet on than 
against!

the outstanding senior trio of Robert Strait (6-1, 
260), Bradford Lewis (5-8, 205) and John Henry 
(5-8, 200). Strait ran for 496 yards and eight 
touchdowns last fall, while Lewis exploded for 
402 yards and two TDs on only 56 carries (a 7.2 
avg!), and Henry ran for 224 yards despite being 
slowed by injuries all year.

The Owls rode the running of All-American

We 
would advise you to think again, however, since 
head coach Fred Goldsmith has a lot of good 
people to work with in preparing the Owls for 
what he hopes will be another winning cam- 
paign. 
Coach Goldsmith’s very best performer 
returns to pilot the Rice attack. He’s senior 
quarterback Bert Emanuel (6-0, 190), who is 
equally adept at passing and running the pig. A 
year ago, Emanuel completed 94 of 180 passes 
for 1,558 yards and 11 touchdowns, and he also 
ran for 680 yards and seven TDs on 163 carries (a 
4,2 avg.). Supporting him will be former starter 
Josh LaRocea (6-1, 185, so.), who threw for 245 
yards and two scores last season. 

The four-man receiving corps is headed by 
halfback Jimmy Lee (5-9, 175, jr.) and wide 
receiver Ed Howard (6-4, 195, jr.). Lee caught 23 
passes for 430 yards and three touchdowns last 
fall, while Howard hauled in 18 aerials for 338 
yards and two TDs. Sophomore letterman Emer- 
son Allen (5-6, 155), who caught 15 passes in ’92, 
should start at the other wideout post, as could 
senior letterman Herschel Crowe (6-2, 190), who 
caught five passes last year.

He ran for 190 yards 
and two TDs last season, and he also caught 26 
passes while swinging out of the backfield. Three 
newcomers who should help the RB cause right 
away are all-star frosh recruits Chris Jeffrey 
(6-3, 210), Marcus Sanders (5-11, 210) and Koi 
Woods (6-1, 220). 

Up front, the blocking corps welcomes back 
two starters -- junior guard Boyd Milby (6-3, 
280) and junior tackle Barret Robbins (6-4, 300). 
Sophomore letterman Jason Kelly (6-3, 270) and 
JUCO transfer Bart Epperson (6-3, 270, jr.) will 
battle for the right to fill the vacant guard slot, 
while A-A redshirt freshman Paul Simmons (6-4, 
270) and junior letterman Phillip Holler (6-5, 
280) will have at it for starting rights at the tackle 
spot opposite Robbins. Banging heads for the 
starting center job are sophomore letterman 
Kevin Brewer (6-2, 265) and JUCO transfer 
Brandon Hickman (6-4, 270, jr.), while others 
pushing for playing time in the O-line are JUCO 
transfer Chuck Wills (6-4, 310, jr.) and lettermen 
Billy Weems (6-3, 270, jr.) and Clifford Barnes 
(6-5, 310, so.), as well as A-A frosh recruit 
Dustin Day (6-6, 310). 

The defense was very young last year and paid 
a hefty price for a lot of experience under fire. 
The only positive result from same will be that 
the Frogs should exact a heavier toll for 
everything they surrender this season. 

The leader of TCU’s stop troops is junior 
linebacker Mike Moulton (6-2, 230), who led the 
team with 131 tackles last year. He’ll start at 
MLB in ’93 after starting at an outside backer 
position in ’92. Filling his old OLB slot will be 
junior Reggie Anderson (6-2, 225), who was 
sidelined by injuries last season after leading the 
Frogs in tackles two years ago when he recorded 
110 stops, including 10 for minus yardage. The 
other OLB post is manned by big-play 
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sophomore Lenoy Jones (6-2, 200), who started 
as a true freshman in ’92 and made 117 tackles, 
including 13 for minus yardage with seven QB 
sacks! Lest we forget, Moulton will be backstop- 
ped by former starter Sadd Jackson (5-11, 235, 
sr.), who made 52 tackles last fall. 

Up front, the four-man trench is anchored by 
juniors Royal West (6-3, 285) and Vincent Pryor 
(6-3, 230) at tackle and end, respectively. A year 
ago, West made 68 tackles, including nine for 
losses, while Pryor recorded 54 stops, including 
14 for minus yardage. Sophomore end Chris 
Piland (6-4, 220) is another returning starter 
here, with junior letterman Brian Brooks (6-3, 
265) expected to fill the vacant tackle slot. Depth 
in the D-line will be provided by lettermen 
Tyrone Roy (6-2, 230, so.), Jason Ritchmond 
(6-2, 265, sr.), Phillip Bendele (6-3, 245, so.) and 
John Cromwell (6-4, 260, so.), as well as stellar 
frosh recruits Michael Carter (6-2, 300) and 
Gaylon Hyder (6-6, 250). 

The secondary boasts two all-star candidates 
in strong safety Greg Evans (6-3, 210, sr.) and 
cornerback Rico Wesley (5-9, 175, sr.). Evans 
made 108 tackles and intercepted seven passes 
last fall, while Wesley had 88 stops and picked 
off six enemy aerials. 1992 co-regular David 
King (6-1, 180) will take over at free safety, with 
sophomore letterman Manvel Hopes (5-10, 175) 
ticketed to start at the CB spot opposite Wesley. 
Providing backup support in the deep zones will 
be senior letterman Calvin Jones (5-11, 180) and 
sophomore lettermen Rick LaFavers (6-1, 190), 
Brashant Carter (6-0, 170) and Mikya Martin 
(5-11, 170), as well as speedy frosh recruit 
Denard Wilson (6-2, 185). 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: The Horned 
Frogs didn’t do much damage on offense last 
season when they averaged only 282 yards and 18 
points per game. And we don’t think they'll do a 
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helluva lot better this time around! The TCU 
defense is another story, though. Granted, the 
stop troops were mauled to the tune of 410 yards 
and 29 points per game in ’92, but they’ll be a lot 
betier in '93; in fact, they could be a whole lot 
better!

The Mustangs are coming off their best season 
in six years. But they may have to be content 
with just a few good memories this year because 
what graduation did to SMU’s offense shouldn’t 
be done to your mother-in-law! 

Head Coach Tom Rossley has to fill nine 
vacancies on the attack side of the ball, including 
the all-important QB position. Haggling over 
starting rights here are sophomores Mark Eldred 
(6-2, 190) and Ramon Flanigan (6-1, 170), who 
completed a combined 26 of 61 passes for 313 
yards while seeing limited action last fall. They'll 
be challenged by heady frosh recruit Chris James 
(6-0, 195), who has quick feet and a strong arm. 

The four-man receiving corps returns only one 
starter -- junior Brian Berry (5-11, 175), who last 
year caught 31 passes for 554 yards and three 
touchdowns. Battling each other for starting 
rights at the three vacant WR posts are ex- 
perienced lettermen Mick Rossley (5-11, 180, 
jr.), Larry Wilson (5-11, 180, jr.), James Whit- 
more (5-10, 170, jr.), Erwin Wilburn (5-11, 175, 
jr.) and Kevin Thornal (6-3, 180, so.). A year 
ago, they caught an aggregate 37 passes. 

In SMU’s one-back setup, junior running 
back Kevin Shepard (5-11, 195) will be the man. 
As a co-regular last season, he rushed for 460 
yards and three TDs. Waiting in the wings are 
heralded frosh recruits Bryan Harmon (5-10, 
190) and Donte Womack (5-8, 180), a couple of 
explosive, aggressive RBs who really come to 
play. Up front, senior guard Jeremy Stout (6-1, 
285) is the lone returning starter in the offensive 
interior line. Getting first crack at filling the four 
vacancies here are lettermen Greg Shea (6-4, 325, 
sr.), Chad Spretz (6-2, 260, sr.), Bryan Craig 
(6-3, 270, jr.) and Tony Ned (6-3, 270, jr.). 

Defensively, the Mustangs will follow the lead 
of senior end Chad Patton (6-2, 260), who earn- 
ed All-SWC honors last year when he made 46 
tackles, including eight QB sacks. Seniors Byron 
Slaughter (6-2, 240) and Byron Bonds (6-4, 285) 
are other returning starters up front at end and 
tackle, respectively, and also back in the fold 
here are top reserves Adam Voyles (6-3, 245, sr.) 
and Vernon Edwards (6-5, 250, sr.). 

The linebacking corps was wiped out by 
graduation, but Coach Rossley does have several 
experienced hands to work with in rebuilding 
this unit.

The secondary, which boasts experience and 
depth, is one of the strongest areas on the team. 
Strong safety Richie Butler (5-11, 175, sr.) and 
cornerback Marcus Malonson (5-8, 160, sr.) are 
returning starters here, as is junior Michael Art- 
more (5-11, 190), who started all 11 games in 
1991 but missed last season because of injuries. 
Other returnees with extensive starting ex-

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: Offensively, 
SMU was broadsided by graduation at quarter- 
back and in the blocking corps, so there’s no way 
the Mustangs can be as productive as they were a 
year ago when they averaged 323 yards and 19 
points per game.

The Cats did it with defense last year as they 
finished with a winning record and secured a 
berth in the John Hancock Bowl after leading 
the nation in scoring defense by allowing only 
8.9 points per game. And they’re gonna finish 
with a winning record again this season; and 
they’re gonna do it with another stingy defense 
and a more balanced offense that promises 
greater productivity than its *92 counterpart 
generated. 

Attempting to author an improved aerial at- 
tack is redshirt sophomore Dan White (6-5, 215), 
who transferred from Penn State and sat out the 
*92 campaign. His strong arm and accuracy were 
impressive when he played against UA's No. 1 
defense as scout team quarterback last fall. Also 
vying for starting status at QB are talented red- 
shirt freshmen Henry Cofer (6-1, 200) and Ryan 
Hesson (6-1, 190), as well as A-A frosh recruits 
Brady Batten (6-2, 210) and Sean O’Brien (6-3, 
215). 

The receiving corps is talented and deep. 
Returning at the wideout posts are seniors Troy 
Dickey (6-3, 225) and Terry Vaughn (5-8, 180), 
and they’ll again be supported by lettermen Cary 
Taylor (6-0, 195, so.) and Chris Corral (6-0, 185, 
so.). A year ago, Dickey caught 28 passes for 395 
yards; Vaughn snared 23 spirals for 311 yards; 
and Taylor and Corral caught a combined 14 
passes for 259 yards. Senior Roderick Lewis 
(6-5, 260) is back at tight end, where he'll be 
backstopped by strong-blocking junior letter- 
man Lamar Harris (6-2, 250). 

Arizona's’ ground game will again be 
spearheaded by senior fullback Billy Johnson 
(5-10, 200) and alternating tailbacks Ontiwaun 
Carter (5-9, 185, jr.) and Chuck Levy (6-0, 200, 
jr.).

Up front, the Wildcats boast an offensive in- 
terior line that has to be considered a team 
strength. Sharing the center position will be 1992 
starter Hicham El-Mashtoub (6-3, 280, jr.) and 
1991 starter Mani Ott (6-3, 265, so.), who was 
sidelined by injuries last season. Juniors Eric 
Johnson (6-1, 275) and Warner Smith (6-2, 285) 
are back at their guard posts, where they'll be 
strongly supported by co-regulars Pulu Poumele 
(6-3, 300, jr.), Mu Tagoai (64, 300, jr.) and 
Mike Ciasca (6-6, 295, jr.), while the tackle slots 
will be filled by returning starter Paul Stamer 
(6-4, 270, jr.) and A-A JUCO transfer Bryan 
Hand (6-5, 295, jr.).

Rounding out the three-man front wall are in- 
cumbents Jim Hoffman (64, 290, jr.) and Tedy 
Bruschi (6-1, 260, so.) at tackle and end, respec- 
tively. They’re also what you'd call big-play 
types, as evidenced by their performance last 
season when they made a combined 58 tackles, 
including 20 for minus yardage with 10 QB 
sacks! Supplying solid depth in the D-line will be 
Colorado transfer Tamasi Amituanai (6-3, 300, 
sr.), redshirted JUCO transfer Leighton Milton 
(6-4, 260, jr.), blue-chip frosh recruit Ken Mc- 
Clelland (6-4, 275) and sophomore lettermen 
Chuck Osborne (6-2, 265) and Peter Becker (6-3, 
265). 

The second line of defense is anchored by 
super-tough inside linebackers Sean Harris (6-3, 
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250, jr.) and Brant Boyer (6-2, 235, sr.). A year 
ago, Harris led the team in tackles with 71, in- 
cluding 11 for losses, while Boyer ranked No. 2 
in tackles with 66, including seven for minus yar- 
dage. They’ll again be backstopped by junior let- 
termen Charlie Camp (5-11, 225), Kevin Gosar 
(6-1, 220) and Chris Lopez (6-2, 230), while the 
outside backer posts will be manned by 1992 co- 
regular Shawn Jarrett (6-4, 240, sr.) and A-A 
redshirted JUCO transfer Akil Jackson (6-1, 
235, jr.).

The secondary is headed by strong safety

As the 
number one backup to the now-graduated Mark 
Brunell last season, Huard completed all five of 
his pass attempts for 108 yards and one touch- 
down. Possessing great ability and impressive 
poise, Huard was one of the best quarterbacks in 
the prep ranks as a high school senior three years 
ago. Waiting in the wings in the event Huard re- 
quires any relief are A-A frosh recruits Michael 
Smith (6-3, 200) and Shane Fortney (6-3, 195), 
both of whom have all the tools to be great 
quarterbacks. 

The receiving corps, which is talented and 
deep, is headed by senior flanker Joe Kralik 
(5-10, 185), who caught 33 passes for 487 yards 
and three touchdowns last year; and he’ll again 
be backstopped by Eric Bjornson (6-5, 215, jr.)

end, while junior Mark Bruener (6-5, 240) 
returns at tight end, where he’s supported by let- 
termen P.A. Emerson (6-4, 250, sr.) and Ernie 
Conwell (6-3, 230, so.). Shelly caught 20 passes 
for 382 yards and two TDs last year, while Barry 
caught 16 passes, and Bruener snared 21 tosses. 

Junior tailback Napoleon Kaufman (5-9, 175) 
is the wheelhorse of Washington’s running 
game. A year ago, he led the team with 1,045 
yards and six TDs on 162 carries (a 6.5 avg.). 
Joining Kaufman at TB will be former starter 
Beno Bryant (5-11, 180, sr.), who was sidelined 
by injuries last fall after leading the Huskies in 
rushing two years ago when he ran for 943 yards 
and eight scores on 158 carries (a 6.0 avg.). 
Strong-blocking senior Matt Jones (6-2, 220) 
returns at fullback, where he’ll be supported by 
explosive sophomore letterman Richard Thomas 
(5-9, 210). 

The offensive interior line returns four starters 
and figures to be a team strength. Senior Jim 
Neyvelle (6-2, 270) is over the ball at center, and 
he’ll be joined once more by tackle Tom 
Gallagher (6-5, 295, sr.) and guards Andrew 
Peterson (6-5, 295, jr.) and Frank Garcia (6-1, 
285, jr.). 1992 co-regular Pete Pierson (6-5, 290, 


sr.) should fill the vacant tackle slot, while the 
top reserves in this area appear to be lettermen 
Pete Kaligis (6-2, 265, sr.), Patrick Kesi (6-3, 
305, so.) and David Reiner (6-6, 300, sr.). 

The strength of Washington’s defense will bea 
front wall that welcomes back all three starters -- 
nose tackle D’Marco Farr (6-1, 270, sr.), end 
Jamal Fountaine (6-3, 240, sr.) and tackle Steve 
Hoffmann (6-6, 270, so.). Farr and Fountaine 
were big-play performers last fall, having made a 
total of 82 tackles, including 17 for minus yar- 
dage with eight QB sacks. Solid depth in the 
D-line will be provided by super A-A frosh 
recruit Jason Chorak (6-4, 265), A-A redshirt 
freshman Bob Sapp (6-5, 270) and lettermen 
Keith Navidi (6-6, 275, ir.), Mike Ewaliko (6-4, 
280, jr.), Trevor Highfield (6-4, 290, so.), Tyson 
Pollman (6-2, 240, jr.) and Robb Dibble (6-4, 
240, jr.). 

The four-man linebacking corps was hit very 
hard by graduation. Senior OLB Andy Mason 
(6-2, 240) is the lone returning starter here, and 
he’s a bona-fide all-star candidate who last year 
made 56 tackles, including 15 for minus yardage 
with eight QB sacks. Junior lettermen Donovan 
Schmidt (6-3, 240) and Richie Chambers (6-2, 
220) are first in line to fill the vacant OLB slot, 
while the two inside backer posts will now be 
manned by senior lettermen Hillary Butler (6-2, 
230) and Steve Springstead (6-1, 225). 

The secondary, which also lost three starters 
to graduation, is headed by junior cornerback 
Josh Moore (6-1, 190), who last year led the 
team with four interceptions and nine pass 
deflections. Vying for starting rights at the other 
CB spot are sophomore lettermen Russell 
Hairston (5-11, 190), Reggie Reser (5-10, 180) 
and Scott Greenlaw (6-0, 190), while the two 
safety positions are being fought for by junior 
lettermen Louis Jones (6-2, 210), Lamar Lyons 
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(6-3, 210) and David Killpatrick (6-1, 210). 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: The Huskies 
will have no trouble moving the ball this year as 
their well-balanced attack force should surpass 
its 1992 output of 388 yards and 28 points per 
game. The defense, however, could be another 
story. This unit, though expected to give much 
more than a good account of itself, lost so many 
quality performers that we simply don’t see how 
the stop troops can be as good as they were a 
year ago when they allowed averages of 310 
yards and 14 points per game. The Huskies won 
nine games and ranked among the best teams in 
the land last year, and they should be very happy 
if they’re able to give a repeat performance this 
season.

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The receiving corps is headed by senior split 
end Johnnie Morton (6-0, 195), an All-America 
candidate who caught 49 passes for 756 yards 
and six TDs in 92. GAMEPLAN believes the 
new starting flanker will be A-A redshirt 
freshman Quincy Harrison (5-11, 180), a big- 
play speedster who hauled in 51 bombs for 1,162 
yards (a 22.8 avg.) and 16 touchdowns as a high 
school senior two years ago. Also in the WR pic- 
ture are gifted JUCO transfers Ken Grace (5-10, 
170, jr.) and Edward Hervey (6-3, 195, jr.), while 
senior Brad Banta (6-6, 250), who is equally 
adept at blocking and catching, returns as the 
starting tight end. 

The USC ground game left much to be desired 
last season, but Coach Robinson’s gonna change 
that in a hurry since he’s considered an expert in 
this phase of offensive football. The key position 
here is the tailback spot where the starting job is

wide open at this writing. Sophomore Dwight 
McFadden (6-0, 185), who ran for 465 yards as a 
co-regular last fall, and senior Deon Strother 
(6-0, 200) are leading candidates for the job, as 
are four outstanding newcomers -- A-A frosh 
recruit Saladin McCullough (5-9, 175) and A-A 
redshirt freshmen Conrad Coleman (6-0, 180), 
David Dotson (5-11, 180) and Shawn Walters 
(6-0, 230). Fullback is another wide-open posi- 
tion and is being fought for by lettermen Rory 
Brown (6-1, 230, sr.) and Michael Jones (6-0, 
220, jr.) along with A-A redshirt freshman Kevin 
Clark (5-11, 215). 

Coach Robinson hopes to mold a dominating 
offensive front for his power running attack, 
and he’ll have some real horses to work with in 
achieving his objective since all five starters and 
several other lettermen return to the blocking 
corps. Anchoring this unit will be All-American 
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tackle Tony Boselli (6-7, 290), a quick, powerful 
junior who has all the tools. Senior Len Gorecki 
(6-4, 290) returns to the other tackle spot, while 
heady senior Craig Gibson (6-3, 260) will again 
be over the ball at center. Sharing the two guard 
posts once more are Joel Crisman (6-5, 295, sr.), 
Kris Pollack (6-5, 290, jr.), Clay Hattabaugh 
(6-3, 280, jr.) and Robert Loya (6-2, 285, so.). 
The top reserves in the O-line should be let- 
termen Andre Abrams (6-3, 295, jr.), David 
Apolskis (6-4, 265, sr.), Jeremy Hogue (6-4, 265, 
so.), Kyle Ramsay (6-3, 290, so.) and Norberto 
Garrido (6-7, 300, so.), as well as A-A frosh 
recruit Chris Brymer (6-3, 290) and blue-chip 
redshirt freshman Doug Koo (6-4, 295). 

Defensively, the Trojans will switch to a 4-3 
alignment which stresses strong play against the 
run, Up front, A-A candidate Willie McGinest 
(6-6, 250, sr.) will lead the charge from his end 
post. A year ago, McGinest was simply domi- 
nant as he made 63 tackles, including 23 for 
minus yardage with 16 quarterback sacks! Senior 
lettermen Darren Gallaway (6-3, 250), Gerald 
Caruthers (6-3, 235) and Elic Mahone (6-5, 250) 
are banging heads for starting rights at the other 
flank spot, while the two tackle positions will be 
shared by 1992 co-regulars Thomas Holland 
(6-3, 270, sr.), Mike Hinz (6-3, 270, sr.) and 
Terry McDaniels (6-4, 295, sr.). A year ago, the 
latter trio made a combined 53 tackles, including 
eight QB sacks, 

The three-man linebacking corps could be 
awesome. The man in the middle is rugged senior 
Shannon Jones (6-4, 265), who started at nose 
guard in ’92, while the two OLB posts will be 
manned by super juniors Brian Williams (6-2, 
230) and Jeff Kopp (6-3, 240). Williams and 
Kopp started at the two ILB positions in last 
year’s scheme and made a combined 165 tackles, 
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including 20 for minus yardage with nine QB 
sacks. The top reserves at linebacker will be ex- 
perienced lettermen Gidion Murrell (6-4, 240, 
sr.), Donn Cunnigan (6-2, 220, jr.) and Joe 
Barry (6-1, 235, sr.), 

Senior free safety Jason Sehorn (6-3, 205) is 
the ringleader of the secondary. A year ago, he 
made 80 tackles, intercepted three passes, and 
broke up 10 aerials. Big-play senior Mike 
Salmon (6-1, 205), who started at SS and OLB 
last year, will be a real force at strong safety, 
while the two cornerback posts will again be 
shared by Jason Oliver (5-11, 190, sr.), Jerald 
Henry (5-8, 185, jr.) and John Herpin (6-0, 180, 
jr.). Strengthening the secondary is the arrival of 
All-American JUCO transfer Jesse Davis (6-0, 
200, jr.) and A-A frosh recruits Sammy Knight 
(6-1, 195) and Junior Rickman (6-3, 205). 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: With a much 
stronger ground game to complement its very 
good aerial attack, the Trojan offense will be a 
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more potent strike force than It was a year ago 
when it averaged a respectable 319 yards and 22 
points per game. As for the USC defense, this 
unit was very tough to run against in '92 and will 
be even tougher in that regard this time around. 
Overall, the stop troops could rank among the 
best in the land — but only if their secondary pro- 
ves to be less generous than it was last year. We 
believe that it will, And we also believe that 
Southern Cal will be one of the best teams in the 
PAC-10 this season.

Faced with the monumental task of replacing 
13 graduated starters, including six from the 
PAC-10’s 2nd best defense last year, Head 
Coach Bruce Snyder decided to take the quick- 
fix approach in preparing his charges for the 
1993 grid wars. So he raided the Junior College 
ranks and netted nine standout performers to 
blend with an excellent batch of seasoned 
returnees. And such a combination should prove 
to be impossible for most of ASU’s foes to 
digest. 

Sophomore quarterback Grady Benton (6-2, 
190) will certainly serve up a lot of grief to the 
opposition this fall. In starting eight games last 
season, Benton completed 149 of 225 passes 
(66.2%) for 1,707 yards and eight touchdowns. 
Super frosh recruit Jake Plummer (6-3, 180) is 
expected to be Benton's top backup. In earning 
All-America honors last year, Plummer 
registered a startling array of statistics, hitting on 
205 of 297 pass attempts (70%!) for 3,070 yards,

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29 touchdowns, and only eight interceptions, 
and he also ran for 645 yards on 101 carries (a 
6.3 avg.). 

The receiving corps welcomes back only one 
starter -- junior wideout Clyde McCoy (6-1, 
170), who caught 21 passes for 272 yards last 
fall. Senior Milton Vaughn (5-10, 175) hopes to 
start at the other WR spot, but both he and Mc- 
Coy may be pushed to the sidelines by swift 
JUCO transfers John Livingston (6-0, 175, jr.) 
and Johnny Thomas (6-1, 180, jr.). A year ago, 
Livingston caught 55 passes for 940 yards and 11 
touchdowns, while Thomas snared 64 tosses for 
1,111 yards and 10 TDs, Battling for starting 
rights at tight end are heralded JUCO transfer 
Matt Nelson (6-4, 245, jr.) and lettermen Brian 
Ryder (6-3, 245, sr.) and Steve Bush (6-3, 240, 
S0.). 

ASU’s running game should be very good with 
the healthy return of tailbacks Mario Bates (6-2, 
205, so.) and George Montgomery (6-2, 210, 
sr.), plus the return of four starters to the block- 
ing corps. Bates went down with a season-ending 
injury in the third game last fall, and up to that 
point, he had scampered for 441 yards and four 
TDs on only 66 carries (a 6.7 avg!). Mon- 
tgomery, who also was lost for the duration early 
in the campaign, ran for 138 yards and two 
scores on just 18 totes (a 7.7 avg!). Two blue- 
chip frosh recruits, Michael Martin (6-1, 215) 
and Corey McCoy (5-9, 170), could also be heard 
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from at tailback, while lettermen Parnell Charles 
(6-1, 220, jr.) and Barry Bacon (6-0, 215, sr.) are 
ticketed to run 1-2 at fullback. 

Up front, the aforementioned returning 
regulars are center Toby Mills (6-2, 275, sr.), 
guard Taco Togiai (6-0, 330, sr.), and tackles 
Jeff Kysar (6-7, 330, jr.) and DeMario Vaughn 
(6-5, 286, jr.). Senior letterman Chuck Under- 
wood (6-2, 280) will fill the vacant guard slot, 
while the primary reserves in this area are let- 
termen Greg Thurston (6-4, 270, sr.), Troy 
Martz (6-4, 270, jr.) and Chad Ackerley (6-2, 
260, sr.); and highly-regarded redshirt freshmen 
Pat Thompson (6-2, 320), Mike Stevens (6-3, 
295), Kirk Robertson (6-4, 290), Juan Roque 
(6-8, 275) and Danny Hunt (6-5, 295). 

Whenever you start talking about Arizona 
State’s defense, your first words should be about 
senior end Shante Carver (6-5, 235), an All- 
America candidate who terrorizes quarterbacks. 
A year ago, he made 59 tackles, including 10 QB 
sacks and 13 other stops for minus yardage! He 
also blocked three kicks and caused two 
fumbles. Needless to say, he is the leader of 
ASU’s defense. He’s also the only starter return- 
ing to the four-man front wall, which is why 
Coach Snyder recruited talented JUCO transfers 
Bryan Proby (6-6, 275, jr.), Ken Talanoa (6-5, 
270, jr.) and Darren Venu (6-2, 280, jr.). They’ll 
compete with senior letterman Larry Boyd (6-3, 
250), redshirt sophomore Mike Balian (6-2, 275), 
and redshirt freshmen Shawn Swayda (6-5, 250) 
and Brent Bernstein (6-8, 250) for starting status 
at the three vacant positions in the trench. 

The second line of defense is headed by inside 
linebacker Justin Dragoo (6-3, 235, jr.), who last 
year made 43 tackles despite missing four games 
because of injuries. Sophomore letterman Sam 
Santana (6-1, 220) hopes to get the starting call at 
the other ILB spot, but so do All-American 
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JUCO transfers Dan Lucas (6-1, 230, jr.) and 
Brian Easter (6-2, 235, jr.). Heralded redshirt 
freshman Glenn Steele (6-2, 230) should log ex- 
tensive playing time as Dragoo’s backup. 

The five-man secondary is anchored by senior 
cornerback Lenny McGill (6-3, 190), who made 
42 tackles and intercepted four passes last fall. 
The ‘rover* and ‘gunner’ positions will again be 
shared by four other bellwethers of the deep 
zones -- Jean Boyd (6-0, 195, sr.), Kendall Rhyne 
(6-3, 220, jr.), Harlen Rashada (6-2, 195, so.) 
and Mark Brown (6-0, 195, sr.). A year ago, this 
‘fearsome foursome’ intercepted four passes and 
made 118 tackles, including 25 for minus yar- 
dage! Junior letterman Eddie Cade (6-1, 190) 
will take over at free safety, with A-A JUCO 
transfer Craig Newsome (6-0, 190, jr.) and 
sophomore letterman Marcus Soward (5-10, 
170) duking it out for starting rights at the CB 
spot opposite McGill. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: With an ex- 
cellent quarterback, two outstanding running 
backs, a veteran blocking brigade, and a receiv- 
ing corps bolstered by three talented newcomers, 
the ASU offense should be much more produc- 
tive than it was last season when it averaged 351 
yards and 21 points per game. And if all those 
JUCO transfers on defense are able to live up to 
their glittering credentials, the Sun Devil stop 
troops could be even better than they were a year 
ago when they limited their opponents to 
averages of 269 yards and 17 points per game. 
Considering all the above, plus a relatively 
favorable schedule which may produce a 6-0 
start for this squad, GAMEPLAN believes that 
Arizona State could be one of the teams to beat

Despite a weak ground game and a sputtering 
passing attack, the Bruins finished with a winn- 
ing record last season. And they did so primarily 
because of a stingy defense that was especially 
tough to pass against, With eight starters plus a 
plethora of experienced reserves returning to that 
grudging stop unit, the Bruins could be heard 
from in a big way in the PAC-10 this year -- but 
only if head coach Terry Donahue is able to 
teach his offense that the Lord only helps those 
who help themselves! 

Expected to be a real big help to UCLA’s of- 
fense is an excellent receiving corps that’s headed 
by all-star split end J.J. Stokes (6-5, 215, jr.), 
who last year led the team with 41 receptions for 
728 yards and seven touchdowns. Stokes is sup- 
ported by sophomore letterman Kevin Jordan 
(6-2, 190), who caught 18 passes in '92, while 
junior Mike Nguyen (6-0, 180) returns at flanker 
after hauling in 25 spirals last fall. Nguyen, 
however, could lose his starting job to redshirt 
junior Bryan Adams (5-10, 170), a big-play type 
who sat out last season after logging extensive 
duty as a co-regular two years ago when he 
caught 14 passes for 282 yards (a 20.1 avg.). 1992 
co-regular Brian Allen (6-3, 235, sr.) hopes to 
start at tight end on a full-time basis in 93, but 
he could be relegated to reserve status by either 
sophomore letterman Brian Richards (6-4, 240) 
or heralded JUCO transfer Troy Aldrich (6-3, 
235, jr.). 

The Bruins hope they’ll have better luck at the 
all-important quarterback position than they 
had last year when their top two signal callers 
went down with injuries. The first to bite the 
dust was Wayne Cook (6-3, 200, jr.), who went 
down for the count with a serious knee injury in 
the opening game after completing eight of 13

passes for 155 yards and one TD in less than one 
half of action, He sat out spring drills but will be 
ready for fall camp, Also returning is the man 
who replaced Cook, sophomore Rob Walker 
(6-3, 200), who started four games before being 
sidelined for almost six games because of an 
ankle injury. While he was at the throttle, 
Walker completed 84 of 154 passes for 791 yards 
and three touchdowns, Keeping Cook and 
Walker on their toes will be sophomore letter- 
man Ryan Fien (6-4, 200) and blue-chip redshirt 
freshman Scott Fitterer (6-2, 195), who ran and 
passed for over 4,000 yards and 46 touchdowns 
during his three-year prep career. 

Trying his best to breathe some life into 
UCLA’s almost-dormant running game of a 
year ago is junior halfback Daron Washington 
(6-1, 205), who started three games in ’92 and 
ran for 415 yards and five TDs on 89 carries (a 
4.7 avg.). Banging heads for starting rights at the 
other halfback position as well as supplying 
reserve support in this area are lettermen Ricky 
Davis (5-9, 185, sr.), Sharmon Shah (5-11, 180, 
so.) and James Milliner (5-11, 200, sr.); and pro- 
mising redshirt freshmen Derek Ayers (5-10, 
180) and Thomas Ford (6-1, 210), 

The offensive interior line stacks up as team 
strength. Leading the charge here is All- 
American tackle Vaughn Parker (6-4, 280, sr.), a 
dominating performer who could be the nation’s 
best at his position. Sophomore Jonathan Ogden 
(6-8, 325) returns to the other tackle position, 
while the guard berths will again be manned by 
seniors Craig Novitsky (6-6, 285) and Derek 
Stevens (6-4, 280). Junior letterman James 
Christensen (6-3, 270) will start at center, while 
the top reserves in the O-line will be lettermen 
Paul Kennedy (6-6, 290, jr.), Matt Soenksen 
(6-5, 310, so.), Mike Flanagan (6-5, 270, so.), 
Karl Schroller (6-5, 290, so.) and Mike Rohme 
(6-5, 275, so.). 

The strength of UCLA’s tough defense is a 
deep linebacking corps that welcomes back 
starters and co-regulars at all four positions. The 
outside backer posts feature two big-play per- 
formers in junior Jamir Miller (6-4, 240) and 
sophomore Donnie Edwards (6-2, 230). A year 
ago, Miller made 53 tackles, including 11 for 
minus yardage with six QB sacks, while Edwards 
made 6] tackles, including five quarterback 
sacks. They'll be backstopped by ’92 co-regulars 
Rod Smalley (6-3, 240, jr.) and Andrew McClave 
(6-4, 230, jr.), as well as sack-happy redshirt 
freshmen Phillip Ward (6-3, 230) and Steve Hix- 
son (6-5, 235). Seniors Nkosi Littleton (6-1, 235) 
and Carrick O’Quinn (6-3, 230), who made a 
combined 115 tackles last fall, are back at their 
ILB posts, where they’ll be supported by ‘92 co- 
regulars Brian Tighe (6-3, 230, jr.), Shane Jasper 
(6-3, 235, jr.), Bradley Craig (6-2, 230, sr.) and 
Garrett Greedy (6-4, 250, sr.). 

Up front, the three-man trench is anchored by 
senior tackle Matt Werner (6-4, 260) and alter- 
nating nose guards Bruce Walker (6-4, 295, sr.) 
and Sale Isaia (6-4, 290, jr.). A year ago, this 
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threesome made an aggregate 107 tackles, in- 
cluding 11 for minus yardage. Werner will be 
backstopped by senior letterman Kim Lawhorn 
(6-4, 265), while 1992 part-time starters London 
Woodfin (6-1, 270, jr.) and Gary Walton (6-3, 
265, so.) are expected to run 1-2 at the end posi- 
tion. Also in the picture here is A-A frosh recruit 
Travis Kirschke (6-5, 275), who was generally 
regarded as the top defensive line prospect in the 
prep ranks last year. 

The secondary returns two quality starters but 
will sorely miss the services of CB Carlton Gray 
and FS Othello Henderson. The incumbent 
regulars are cornerback Carl Greenwood (6-0, 
190, jr.) and strong safety Marvin Goodwin (6-1, 
195, jr.), both of whom are worthy of all-star 
recognition. Senior Travis Collier (6-1, 200), 
who has started several games in the past, and 
sophomore letterman Tommy Bennett (6-1, 200) 
will run 1-2 at free safety, while 1992 co-regular 
Donovan Gallatin (6-2, 205, sr.) is a strong 
backup to Goodwin at SS. The vacant CB slot 
will be filled by 1992 part-time starter Robert 
Gamble (5-9, 170, sr.), and he’ll be supported by 
sophomore letterman Teddy Lawrence (5-9, 
185). 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: Offensively, 
the Bruins averaged only 304 yards and 18 points 
per game last year, but we believe a healthier 
situation at quarterback along with a veteran 
blocking corps and several excellent receivers will 
add up to marked improvement on this side of 
the ball, especially if the ground game perks up a 
great deal. On the stop side, the Bruins allowed 
their opponents only 298 yards per game in '92, 
and they’ll be even stingier this time around. The 
Bruins may not win the conference champion- 
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ship this season, but they'll have a helluva lot to 
say about who does!

The Stanford Cardinals rewarded Bill Walsh 
with a banner campaign in his heralded return to 
The Farm last year. And they did so primarily on 
the strength of a stingy defense that was one of 
the best in the land. But seven starters have 
graduated from that grudging unit, so Coach 
Walsh will look to his offense to hold the fort 
until his stop troops are completely reloaded. 
And one look is all he'll need! 

Junior quarterback Steve Stenstrom (6-2, 200) 
needs a little more protection from his offensive 
line since Stanford QBs were sacked 54 times last 
year. Given time, Stenstrom can be very effec- 
tive, as evidenced by his performance in °92 
when he completed 197 of 335 passes (59%) for 
2,399 yards and 14 touchdowns. Supporting him 
will be sophomore letterman Mark Butterfield 
(6-4, 200) and All-American frosh recruits Tim 
Carey (6-4, 185) and Scott Frost (6-3, 210), two 
of the very best QBs in the prep ranks last fall. 

Junior split end Justin Armour (6-6, 215) 
returns to lead the receiving corps. He caught 36 
passes for 626 yards and seven TDs in ’92. Senior 
letterman David Shaw (6-1, 195) is the heir ap- 
parent at flanker, while A-A JUCO transfer 
Mark Harris (6-4, 195, jr.) figures to bolster the 
wideout positions, as will A-A frosh recruits 


Brian Manning (5-11, 170), Leroy Pruitt (5-9, 
170), Alistair White (6-0, 175) and Charles 
Young (5-11, 180). Senior letterman Tony Cline 
(6-5, 240), who snared seven tosses last fall, will 
take over at tight end, where he'll be pushed by 
super A-A frosh recruits Brad Badger (6-4, 250) 
and Tommy Hanson (6-5, 240). 

The ground game will be headed by senior 
Ellery Roberts (6-1, 215), a co-regular at half- 
back last year when he ran for 627-yards and six 
touchdowns on 132 carries (a 4.8 avg.). Senior 
letterman Ethan Allen (6-1, 210) should get the 
starting call at fullback, while both RB positions 
will get a big boost from A-A frosh recruits Greg 
Comella (6-1, 220), Mike Mitchell (6-0, 210), 
Adam Salina (6-3, 240) and Eliel Swinton (5-11, 
190). Mitchell was considered the best running 
back in the prep ranks last season when he ran 
for 2,201 yards and 29 TDs on 234 carries (a 9.4 
aveg!!), 

The blocking corps returns four starters and 
will do a much better job of protecting Cardinal 
quarterbacks. The four incumbents are center 
Glen Cavanaugh (6-7, 300, sr.), guard Brian 
Cassidy (6-5, 310, sr.) and tackles Jeff Bailey 
(6-7, 300, sr.) and Steve Hoyem (6-8, 310, sr.). 
Sophomore letterman Jeff Buckey (6-5, 300) will 
man the vacant guard post, while lettermen Mike 
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Jerich (6-6, 285, sr.), T.J. Gaynor (6-5, 280, jr.) 
and Seth Dittman (6-7, 290, sr.) will again be the 
top reserves in the O-line. 

Defensively, Stanford lost 10 of its top 15 
tacklers, including seven starters, so Coach 
Walsh may be facing an impossible task in at- 
tempting to field a unit as good as last year’s 
gang. His job will be a lot easier up front where 
the three-man trench welcomes back two starters 
-- nose guard Jason Fisk (6-4, 280, sr.) and end 
Tyrone Parker (6-4, 290, sr.). A year ago, they 
made a combined 95 tackles, including 13 for 
minus yardage. The vacant end post is being 
fought for by junior lettermen David Carder 
(6-5, 260) and Nate Olsen (6-4, 260). 

The four-man linebacking corps will be strong 
and deep inside but a little suspect at the flanks. 
Junior Toby Norwood (6-0, 220) returns to his 
ILB position, with the other [LB slot being filled 
by 1992 five-game starter Coy Gibbs (6-0, 215, 
jr.). They’ll be supported by super redshirt 
sophomore Justin Morabito (6-1, 230) and 
junior lettermen Mike Hall (6-2, 230), Dave 
Grable (6-3, 230) and Mark Hatzenbuhler (6-1, 
230), as well as A-A frosh recruits Justin Strand 
(6-2, 225) and Evan Wagner (6-2, 235). Getting 
first shot at filling the OLB slots left vacant by 
the graduation of big-play all stars Ron George 
and Dave Garnett are lettermen Jason White 
(6-3, 240, so.), Tommy Knecht (6-4, 220, jr.), 
John Sims (6-1, 220, so.) and Damon Phillips 
(6-3, 220, jr.). Also in the battle for regular duty 
at OLB are redshirted lettermen Jimmy Klein 
(6-3, 230, sr.), Kurt Criter (6-3, 230, jr.) and 
Hartwell Brown (6-3, 235, sr.), along with A-A 
frosh recruits Brian Batson (6-4, 230), Matt

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: Working 
with a veteran blocking corps and a plethora of 
outstanding newcomers at the skill positions, 
Stenstrom will author an attack that should be 
much more productive than its 1992 counterpart 
which averaged 339 yards and 24 points per 
game. And it’ll have to be, since the defense, 
though still a very formidable unit, will not be as 
difficult to penetrate as it was a year ago, 
especially via the aerial lanes.

If football games were played with defense 
alone, the Ducks could go unbeaten because 
their stop troops are gonna be tougher than a 
nickel steak! But that’s not the way the game is 
played, which is why head coach Rich Brooks is 
burning the midnight oil in attempting to juice 
up his offense. Even if he’s just moderately suc- 
cessful in that endeavor, Oregon may be heard 
from in a big way this season. 

Doing his best to see that they are will be 
junior quarterback Danny O’Neil (6-2, 185), a 
heady field general who last year completed 176 
of 316 passes (56%) for 2,152 yards and 11 
touchdowns. He’ll be supported by promising 
sophomore Clayton Millis (6-5, 210) and blue- 
chip redshirt freshman Tony Graziani (6-2, 185). 

The receiving corps is headed by senior split 
end Derrick Deadwiler (5-9, 170) and junior tight 
end Willy Tate (6-3, 230). A year ago, Deadwiler 
caught 29 passes for 414 yards, while Tate haul- 
ed in 20 spirals for 331 yards. Sophomore letter- 
man Cristin McLemore (5-11, 180) will take over 
at flanker, with backup support at the wideouts 
coming from lettermen Kory Murphy (6-0, 170, 
so.), James Jessie (6-2, 190, sr.) and Brian 
Brown (6-2, 195, sr.). Tate will be backstopped 
by sure-handed redshirt freshman Christian 
Anderson (6-5, 250). 

The Ducks are strong and deep at the RB posi- 
tions.

(6-2, 230), an excellent blocker who ran for 186 
yards in '92, returns at fullback where he’ll again 
be supported by hard-nosed junior lettermen 
Dwayne Jones (6-2, 225) and Dan Meade (6-3, 
230), 

Up front, four starters return to what should 
be a solid blocking corps, Senior Tom Curran 
(6-2, 270) and junior Heath Howington (6-4, 
315) will again run 1-2 at center, with senior 
Mike DiFonzo (6-4, 300) back at his guard post, 
and junior Steve Hardin (6-7, 310) and senior 
Justin Starck (6-6, 295) firmly entrenched at the 
tackle positions. Senior Eric Barnes (6-1, 290), a 
top reserve in "92, will fill the vacant guard slot, 
while the leading backups in the O-line will be 
sophomore Eric Reid (6-4, 295) and highly- 
regarded redshirt freshmen Willy Rife (6-5, 290), 
Bob Baldwin (6-3, 285), Ron Asboe (6-6, 290) 
and Paul Wiggins (6-3, 290). 

Oregon’s defense was ranked 14th nationally 
last year and will be even stingier this time 
around thanks to several big-play people like 
senior end Romeo Bandison (6-5, 285). A year 
ago, he made 70 tackles, including 14 for minus 
yardage. Senior Gary Williams (6-2, 280) returns 
to the other end post, while lettermen Troy 
Bailey (6-3, 265, so.), D.J. Cabrera (6-4, 260, jr.) 
and Mitch Siegner (6-4, 260, so.) are back as top 
reserves at the flanks. Junior Silila Malepeai 
(5-11, 270), a co-regular two years ago who was 
sidelined by injuries last season, is hunkered 
down at nose tackle, where he’ll be strongly sup- 
ported by junior letterman Mark Slymen (6-2, 
265) and powerful redshirt freshman Bryant

cluding 16 for minus yardage with 11 quarter- 
back sacks! Junior letterman Tony Koker (6-4, 
245) is ticketed to start at the other OLB post, 
with lettermen Paul Jensen (6-2, 230, so.) and 
Bryon Rockwell (6-3, 230, sr.) projected as the 
top reserves at outside linebacker: Senior David 
Massey (6-2, 230) and sophomore Jeremy Asher 
(6-2, 225) are solid as rocks at the two inside 
backer positions, and they’ll be backstopped by 
solid lettermen John Taumoepeau (6-2, 235, sr.)

When we first glanced at Cal’s final stat sheet 
for 1992, we wondered how the Bears lost seven 
games when they averaged 390 yards per outing 
while limiting their opponents to an average of 
300 yards per contest, But we came up with an 
answer real quick when we looked again, and the 
answer is -- penalties, turnovers and big plays! 
Which kinda makes us wonder about the com- 
petence of Cal’s coaching staff. Whatever the 
reason for this team’s self-destruction in '92, the 
Golden Bears are anxious to purge themselves of 
that stigma in 93, And we think they can! 

The man who'll try to lead the Bears back to 
national prominence is junior quarterback Dave 
Barr (6-4, 200), who last year completed 199 of 
344 passes (58%) for 2,343 yards and 19 touch- 
downs in his first season as a starter. He’ll be 
supported by sophomore letterman Kerry 
McGonigal (6-2, 200) and A-A frosh recruit Pat 
Barnes (6-4, 210), a big, strong player with a gun 
for an arm. As one of the top five QBs in the 
prep ranks last year, Barnes completed 140 of 
268 passes for 2,368 yards and 24 TDs, and he 
also ran for 422 yards and seven scores. 

The receiving corps lost A-A wideout Sean 
Dawkins to the lure of big bucks in the NFL, but 
does welcome back two very good WRs in 
seniors Mike Caldwell (6-2, 205) and Damien 
Semiem (6-1, 190), who caught a combined 44 
passes for 510 yards and three touchdowns in 
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92. They’ll be joined by A-A JUCO transfer 
Latario Rachal (5-10, 175, jr.), who hauled in 91 
bombs for 1,773 yards and 21 TDs during his 
two-year junior college career.

They’ll do so, however, only if their rebuilt 
defensive line plays as well as its °92 counterpart, 
which has to be considered a very big if at this 
writing. The Cal offense, which averaged 389 
yards and 26 points per game last year, could be 
even more productive this time around. And it'll 
have to be since the stop troops appear to be a bit 
more vulnerable to enemy running backs than 
they were a year ago. All told, the Golden Bears 
should finish above .500, but we don’t think 
they’ll be able to annex the PAC-TEN crown.

quite mobile and a very accurate passer who last 
year completed 15 of 21 passes as Bledsoe’s 
number one backup, Pattison will be kept on his 
toes by strong-armed sophomore Shawn Deeds 
(6-5, 230) and heralded JUCO transfers Chad 
DeGrenier (6-0, 200, jr.) and Derek Chapman 
(6-4, 220, jr.). 

The receiving corps will be headed by incum- 
bent flanker Deron Pointer (5-11, 185, sr.) and 
senior tight end Brett Carolan (6-4, 245, sr.), a 
co-regular in ’92. Pointer caught 37 passes for 
623 yards and five touchdowns last fall, while 
Carolan snared 33 spirals for 370 yards and three 
TDs. Senior lettermen Keith Reynolds (5-10, 
180) and Shane DeLaCruz (5-8, 170) are ex- 
pected to fill the vacant split end and slotback 
slots, respectively, while senior letterman Justin 
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DeBeaumont (6-5, 235) will backstop Carolan at 
tight end, 

Senior letterman Delton Johnson (5-7, 180) 
hopes to start at the lone running back position, 
but his hopes could be dashed by either blue-chip 
redshirt freshman Elijah Raphael (5-8, 170) or 
JUCO transfer Kevin Hicks (5-8, 170, jr.). Up 
front, the blocking corps welcomes- back two 
starters -- center Steve Wolfe (6-4, 300, sr.) and 
guard Josh Dunning (6-3, 300, sr.). 1992 three- 
game starter Michael Bailey (6-4, 285, sr.) will 
Start at one tackle post, with the vacancies at 
tackle and guard due to be filled by junior letter- 
man Clay Reis (6-7, 290) and sophomore letter- 
man Mark McCloskey (6-4, 280). 

Defensively, the Cougars will follow the lead 
of senior middle linebacker Anthony Mc- 
Clanahan (6-2, 225), who last year led the team 
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in tackles with 140, including 12 for minus yar- 
dage. Junior Ron Childs (6-0, 210), who made 
104 tackles (10 for losses) in ’92, returns to his 
weakside backer post, with 1992 co-regular T.J. 
Folkers (6-1, 230, sr.) ticketed to start at the 
strongside backer position. Depth (or lack of 
same) in this area could be a real problem since 
the Coogs lost their top four reserve LBs to 
graduation. 

The four-man front wall is anchored by junior 
end DeWayne Patterson (6-1, 250) and senior 
tackle Ray Hall (6-4, 265), who last year made a 
combined 76 tackles, including 14 for minus yar- 
dage with nine QB sacks. Senior tackle Brian 
Ford (6-3, 295) also returns to his starting posi- 
tion, while both Ford and Hall will again be 
backstopped by super junior lettermen Chad 
Eaton (6-5, 280) and Todd Shaw (6-6, 275), both 
of whom could start for many other teams in the 
land. Banging heads for starting rights at the end 
post opposite Patterson are 1992 co-regulars 
Don Sasa (6-5, 280, jr.) and Vince Saldivar (6-5, 
260, sr.), who started a total of four games last 
season. 

WSU returns all four members of last year’s 
starting secondary unit -- cornerbacks Torey 
Hunter (5-10, 175) and Greg Burns (5-10, 170), 
plus safeties Singor Mobley (6-0, 180) and John 
Rushing (5-10, 195). All four will be juniors and 
all but Burns are two-year starters. A year ago, 
Burns led the team with five interceptions; 
Hunter deflected a team-leading 11 passes; and 
Rushing and Mobley made 82 and 75 tackles, 
respectively. Returning as top reserves in the 
deep zones are lettermen Todd Jensen (5-11, 175, 
jr.) and Robert Turner (6-2, 200, sr.), with the 
latter having intercepted two passes last fall. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: The Cougars 
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will be very respectable when on the attack, but 
there is no way they will be as productive as their 
1992 counterpart which averaged 425 yards and 
28 points per game. They will, however, measure 
up to their ’92 achievements on the stop side; in 
fact, the defense should be better than it was a 
year ago when it limited the opposition to an 
average of 316 yards per outing. Still, a much 
weaker and less-explosive offense will simply not 
be completely offset by WSU’s hard-nosed stop 
troops, which is why we think the Cougars will 
struggle to post a winning record this season.

In the 24 years that we've been publishing 
GAMEPLAN, the Beavers have put only one 
winning season into their record book! And 
we're getting tired of telling you each year that 
Oregon State is doomed to another losing cam- 
paign. So we thought for awhile that maybe we'd 
tell you the Beavers will win more games than 
they lose this season. But that would be like say- 
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ing the world is flat and Bill Clinton is an honest 
man! 

What we will say with great certainty is that 
Oregon State will be a better football team than 
it was last year. Especially on defense where nine 
returning regulars have been joined by several 
impressive newcomers, in particular at end and 
tackle. We’re talking about JUCO transfers 
Packy Ena (6-1, 270, jr.) and Datanyen Myers 
(6-2, 285, jr.), both of whom will challenge for 
starting jobs in the four-man front wall. Leading 
the charge here is senior tackle Chad de Sully 
(6-5, 265), a big-play performer who last year 
made 49 tackles, including 11 for minus yardage. 
Having at it for starting rights at the other DT 
spot are redshirted JUCO transfer Starling Latu 
(6-1, 310, jr.) and sophomore Tom Holmes (6-1, 
270), a starter in 1991 who missed last season 
because of injuries. Junior Eric Hale (6-3, 220) 
returns to his flank post, with sophomore letter- 
man David Kiepke (6-6, 255) getting first shot at 
filling the vacant end slot. 

The strength of OSU’s defense is a three-man 
linebacking unit led by strongside backer Tony 
O’Billovich (6-1, 215, sr.), who last year made 70 
tackles, including eight for minus yardage. He’s 
supported by senior letterman Dennis Edwards 
(6-2, 225), while Rico Petrini (6-2, 225, jr.) and 
Kane Rogers (6-1, 220, so.) will run 1-2 at the 
weakside backer spot after making a combined 
146 tackles in ’92. Junior Cory Huot (6-3, 235), 
who made 62 tackles last fall, is back at the MLB 
position. 

Spearheading the secondary is junior free safe- 
ty William Ephraim (5-10, 170), a bona-fide all- 
star candidate who made 68 tackles and in- 
tercepted four passes last season. Also returning 
as starters in the deep zones are alternating

strong safeties Michael Hale (5-11, 190, jr.) and 
Paul Montgomery (6-2, 210, sr.), and corner- 
backs Reggie Tongue (6-0, 190, so.) and 
Herschel Currie (6-1, 195, sr.). Trying to 
dislodge one of. the incumbent CBs is junior 
Mark Olford (5-8, 180), an excellent athlete who 
started at quarterback for the Beavers last 
season. He was an outstanding defensive back as 
a prepster several years ago. 

The new man under center for OSU this year 
should be senior letterman Ian Shields (5-11, 
195), the number one backup at QB last year. 
Head Coach Jerry Pettibone thinks he’ll do a 
good job as top dog here. Shields will be pushed 
by talented sophomore Don Shanklin (6-0, 185) 
and heralded frosh recruits Larry Bumpus (6-0, 
185) and Adrian Woodson (5-10, 180). Sopho- 
more letterman Chris Cross (6-3, 205) will take 
over at split end, while strong-blocking senior 
Ray Penniman (6-2, 235) is back at tight end 
where he’ll be supported by JUCO transfer 
Justin Moore (6-8, 260), a powerful blocker with 
good hands. 

OSU’s backfield looks quite solid with the 
return of all three starters plus several key 
reserves at the running back slots. The three in- 
cumbent starters are fullback J.D. Stewart (6-1, 
215, so.) and halfbacks Chad Paulson (6-1, 200, 
sr.) and Jason Barry (5-11, 210, jr.), who ran for 
a combined 875 yards and eight touchdowns last 
fall. Providing solid depth at these positions are 
John Young (5-10, 185, jr.), Cameron Reynolds 
(5-11, 195, so.), Curtis Willis (5-11, 210, sr.) and 
J.J. Young (5-10, 185, jr.). A year ago, they ran 
for an aggregate 541 yards, 

The offensive interior line appears to be very 
good. Junior Johnny Feinga (6-1, 305) is over 
the ball at center; junior John Garrett (6-4, 270) 
is firmly entrenched at one tackle spot; and 
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junior Christian Miller (6-5, 305), a starter in 
1991 who was shelved by injuries last season, is 
back to start at guard. Senior Adam Albaugh 
(6-5, 285) returns to the other guard position, but 
he'll probably lose his starting job to senior Alai 
Kalaniuvalu (6-3, 300), who started at defensive 
tackle last year. Senior Jim Buchanan (6-4, 275), 
a part-time starter in 92, will man the tackle post 
opposite Garrett. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: The Beavers 
boast a plethora of experienced people on both 
sides of the ball, and that should make them 
more competitive than they’ve been in a long 
time. Offensively, they'll use their very produc- 
tive ground game as their primary mode of 
travel, but they’ll still struggle to score points 
because their passing attack leaves much to be 
desired. Defensively, the Beavers should be im- 
proved since their secondary, which resembled 
swiss cheese last fall, appears to be stronger at all 
four positions. Although we believe the Beavers 
won't even flirt with a winning record this 
season, we do believe they're good enough to 
win two or three games.

Watch out for the Cougars! They’re loaded 
for bear and just as mean. And if head coach 
LaVell Edwards is able to successfully rebuild his 
secondary, there may be no stopping this team. 

Not many people will be able to stop BYU's 
offense, a prolific attack force that is guided by 
quarterbacks Ryan Hancock (6-2, 210, jr.) and 
John Walsh (6-5, 210, so.). Starting only eight 
games last year, Hancock, who got the call after 
Walsh went down with a season-ending injury in 
the third game, hit on 165 of 288 passes (57%) 
for 2,635 yards and 17 touchdowns. During his 
brief tenure as the starter in 92, Walsh threw for 
857 yards and nine TDs. Also in the QB picture 
are junior lettermen Steve Clements (6-2, 190) 
and Tom Young (6-1, 185), 

Senior flanker Eric Drage (6-1, 185) is the 
bellwether of an excellent receiving corps. He’s 
an All-America candidate who last year led the 
team with 56 receptions for 1,093 yards and 12 
touchdowns. Junior Bryce Doman (6-1, 190) and 
senior Tyler Anderson (6-1, 175), who caught a 
combined 30 passes for 524 yards last fall, will 
compete with redshirt senior Micah Matsuzaki 
(6-0, 185) for starting rights at the other WR 
spot. Matsuzaki, who sat out the '92 campaign, 
was a regular in ’90 and '91 when he snared an 
aggregate 52 passes for 930 yards and eight 
touchdowns. Junior letterman Tim Nowatzke 
(6-2, 195) returns as a top reserve at the 
wideouts, while sophomore lettermen Terence 
Saluone (6-3, 220) and Todd Jorgensen (6-4, 
240) are expected to run 1-2 at tight end. 

The running game is powered by the superb 
1-2 punch of halfback Jamal Willis (6-3, 210, jr.) 
and fullback Kalin Hall (5-9, 210, sr.). A year 
ago, Willis ran for 1,004 yards and 11 touch- 
downs, while Hall rushed for 742 yards and four 
TDs, They also caught a combined 34 passes for 
380 yards. Returning as top reserves at the RB 
positions are Hema Heimuli (6-2, 220, so.) and 
Steve Christensen (6-1, 195, sr.), They ran for a 
total of 313 yards, and they also snared an ag- 
gregate 20 tosses for 210 yards. 

The offensive interior line should stack up as a 
Teal strong suit. Senior tackle Mike Empey (6-7, 
300) and junior guards Jim Edwards (6-4, 265) 
and Evan Pilgrim (6-4, 285) are returning 
regulars here, as is junior tackle Eli Herring (6-6, 
310), who missed most of the '92 campaign 
because of injuries. Senior letterman Ron Sim- 
mons (6-4, 265) will battle heralded JUCO 
transfer Troy Stoddard (6-5, 270, jr.) for starting 
rights at center, while excellent depth in this area 
will be provided by lettermen Nathan Gibbs (6-1, 
285, so.), Tim Hanshaw (6-6, 285, jr.) and Matt 
Meservey (6-4, 280, jr.), along with highly 
regarded JUCO transfers Jason Ball (6-3, 275, 
jr.), Elias Faupula (6-4, 280, jr.), William Knight 
(6-8, 320, jr.), Jared Tuione (6-4, 285, jr.) and 
Marty Van Roosendaal (6-5, 300, jr.). 

Leading BYU’s defensive charge is All-WAC 
nose guard Lenny Gomes (6-2, 270, sr.), who last 
year made 61 tackles, including 16 for minus yar- 
dage with eight QB sacks.

tackles and led the team with 10 quarterback 
sacks. Also expected to log plenty of playing 
time in the three-man trench are junior letterman 
Scott Sralla (6-5, 275) and JUCO transfers John 
Raass (6-1, 290, jr.) and Mike Ulufale (6-5, 270, 
jr.). 

The four-man linebacking corps is headed by 
senior OLB Todd Herget (6-3, 235), who had a 
great year last season when he made 88 tackles, 
including 16 for minus yardage with seven QB 
sacks. The other OLB position is being eyed by 
junior letterman Travis Hall (6-6, 245) and red- 
shirted JUCO transfer Brian Hughes (6-4, 240, 
jr.), while 1992 starter Nathan Hall (6-4, 230, sr.) 
and senior letterman Ted Dawson (6-2, 235) will 
man the ILB posts. Nathan Hall recorded 62 
tackles and seven QB sacks last year. Also in the 
ILB picture are lettermen Justin Yarro (6-3, 245, 
jr.) and Royal Chamberlain (6-4, 220, so.). 

The secondary welcomes back two starters -- 
cornerbacks Patrick Mitchell (6-0, 170, jr.) and 
Vic Tarleton (5-9, 175, sr.), and they’ll again be 
backstopped by lettermen Ron Simpson (5-11, 
180, jr), Hassan McCullough (5-9, 175, so.) and 
Jeff Lindstrom (5-11, 170, sr.).

The Bulldogs made us eat our words last year 
as their prolific offense was good enough to off- 
set several defensive shortcomings en route to 
Fresno State finishing in a three-way tie atop the 
WAC standings. And with just as much fire- 
power at their disposal this year, the Dogs are 
primed to repeat their "92 performance. In fact, 
they may very well surpass themselves! 

On the subject of pass, the Bulldogs do it as 
well as any team in the land. The man who does 
it for them is junior quarterback Trent Dilfer 
(6-5, 225), a bona-fide A-A candidate who was 
simply sensational last year when he completed 
186 of 360 passes for 3,000 yards and 21 touch- 
downs. He’ll be supported by talented redshirt 
freshmen Adrian Claiborne (6-3, 210) and Richie 
Donati (6-3, 205), 

Talented would be a gross understatement as a 
description of FSU’s brilliant receiving corps. 
This gang is headed by senior flanker Malcolm 
Seabron (6-0, 180), an explosive speedster who 
caught 42 passes for 994 yards (a 23.7 avg.) and 
nine touchdowns last season. His backups aren’t 
bad, either. Their names are Michael Ross (6-1, 
185, sr.) and Charlie Jones (5-10, 170, so.), and

And it’s the same story 
at split end with seniors Tydus Winans (5-11, 
180) and Lee Harris (6-2, 190) back in the fold. A 
year ago, they snared an aggregate 52 passes for 
777 yards and four scores, Junior Jeff Arnold 
(6-5, 255), who last year caught seven passes, in- 
cluding two for TDs, will take over at tight end 
where he’ll be supported by senior letterman 
Frank Mills (6-2, 250). 

The running game is powered by the super 
tailback tandem of seniors Ron Rivers (5-9, 190) 
and Anthony Daigle (5-11, 195). They were 
awesome last fall, with Rivers running for 1,007 
yards and nine TDs on 154 carries (a 6.5 avg.), 
and Daigle dashing for 734 yards and 17 touch- 
downs! on 122 carries (a 6.0 avg.). Strong- 
blocking junior letterman Jamie Christian (6-0, 
220) will take over at fullback where his primary 
backups should be two newcomers with all-star 
credentials - JUCO transfer Mark Gray (6-0, 
210) and frosh recruit Larry Harris (5-11, 230). 

State’s offensive line, which was a team 
strength last year, should be even stronger this 
season, Junior center Jason James (6-5, 310) is a 
real force up front, and the same can be said of 
tackle Ron Collins (6-5, 300, sr.) and guards 
Josh Coldiron (6-3, 280, sr.) and Rus Hartmann 
(6-3, 285, sr.). Sophomore letterman Dan Han 
(6-4, 300) should get the starting call at the tackle 
spot opposite Collins, but he could wind up tak- 
ing a back seat to senior Kenny Hall (6-5, 300), a 
starter last year who sustained a season-ending 
knee injury in the first game of the 92 campaign. 
Others who are very much in the O-line picture 
are lettermen Brian Malcolm (6-2, 285, so.), 
Michael Ivory (6-1, 280, sr.) and Michael Guerra 
(6-6, 310, jr.); A-A JUCO transfer Chris Gian- 
netta (6-4, 300, jr.); and 1992 redshirts Scott 
Mueller (6-4, 280, fr.) and Brandon Molale (6-5, 
285, so.). 

Defensively, head coach Jim Sweeney’s big- 
gest concern is the rebuilding of his three-man 
front wall where every starter was lost to gradua- 
* tion. Senior end Brad Bell (6-3, 250) is a good 
foundation for Sweeney to build on. Bell started 
several games in '92 and made 65 tackles on the 
season. Junior lettermen Chris Rockwell (6-5, 
265) and Demetrius Edwards (6-3, 290), who 
played extensively as top reserves last fall, will 
start at end and nose guard, respectively, while 
the leading backups in this area should be three 
highly-regarded newcomers -- JUCO transfer 
Adarryll Thomas (6-3, 275) and redshirt fresh- 
men Danny Williams (6-4, 260) and Darin Preis- 
endorf (6-3, 280). 

The four-man linebacking corps is anchored 
by big-play sophomore OLB Gene Smith (6-4, 
230), who last year made 98 tackles, including 
seven for minus yardage, and was credited with 
14 QB hurries, Junior letterman Ben Drati (6-2, 
230) figures to start at the other OLB spot, while 
the two inside backer positions will again be 
shared by Chris Peters (6-1, 225, sr.), Steve 
Casner (6-3, 235, so.) and Shawn Murray (6-3, 
235, jr.), who made a combined 194 tackles last 
fall. 

State’s last line of defense should be outstan- 
ding with the return of four starters to a unit that 
intercepted 19 passes last year. Strong safety 
Sam Watson (5-11, 190, sr.) and cornerbacks 
James Burton (5-9, 180, sr.) and Tommy Jones 
(5-9, 170, sr.) accounted for 13 of those pickoffs, 
and all three are legitimate all-star candidates in 
‘93. And the same could be said of ballhawking 
free safety Johnny Johnson (6-2, 195, sr.), who 
made 91 tackles and broke up 12 passes in ‘92. 
Depth in the deep zones will come from junior 
lettermen Larry Cook (5-I!, 180) and Nakawa 
Shepherd (6-3, 190); talented redshirt junior 
James Fuller (6-1, 190); and A-A JUCO 
transfers Jeremy Brion (6-2, 210, so.) and Lance

Thomas (60, 180, jr.). 

FSU’s kicking game is very solid and goes by 
the name of Derek Mahoney (5-11, 170, sr.). A 
year ago, he averaged 41 yards per punt, and he 
also hit on 11 of 13 FG tries along with conver- 
ting 61 of 63 PAT attempts. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: It's almost 
impossible to believe, but Fresno State’s well- 
balanced scoring machine, which averaged 482 
yards and 40 points per game last year, actually 
appears more than capable of improving on 
those numbers this time around. It’s an offense 
that’s almost unstoppable! As for their own stop 
troops, a good linebacking corps and an ex- 
cellent secondary will ensure that the Bulldog 
defense won't be anyone’s patsy, It will, how- 
ever, still be a bit too generous for its own good, 
especially against the run, Finally, whenever you 
think about who’s the cream of the crop in the 
WAC this year, remember this -- whoever wears 
the league crown will have to beat Fresno State 
to do it!

The Aztecs failed to live up to our lofty expec- 
tations of them last season, but they didn’t fail 
by all that much. So we're going out on a limb 
with them again this year by simply saying that 
they will be one of the leading contenders for the 
WAC Championship. They could even earn a 
Top 25 ranking by season’s end -- but only if 
their stop troops stop a lot more people than they 
did a year ago. 

There’ll be almost no stopping the explosive 
Aztecs whenever they are on the attack in '93, 
They'll again be led by senior quarterback David 
Lowery (6-0, 200), a tough, gritty competitor 
who turned in a very good performance last fall 
when he completed 191 of 366 passes for 2,632 
yards and 21 touchdowns with only 11 intercep- 
tions, Depth at QB is solid with the return of 
junior letterman Tim Gutierrez (6-1, 210) and 
the arrival of three blue-chip newcomers -- red- 
shirt freshman Billy Blanton (6-0, 195) and A-A 
frosh recruits Kevin McKechnie (6-3, 185) and 
Akili Smith (6-3, 195), 

All-American candidate Darnay Scott (6-3, 
190, jr.) heads an outstanding receiving corps 
from his split end position. He caught 68 passes 
for 1,150 yards and nine touchdowns last season. 
Senior Keith Williams (5-11, 175), who snared 25 
tosses for 345 yards and four TDs in "92, returns 
at flanker, where he’s supported by big-play 
sophomore DeAndre Maxwell (6-2, 200), who 
hauled in 11 bombs for 226 yards (a 20.6 avg.) 
and four scores last year. Junior Curtis Shearer 
(5-10, 170) will again backstop Scott at split end,

terman Wayne Pittman (5-11, 195) and A-A 
frosh recruit James Curtis (6-0, 205), Pittman 
ran for 368 yards and two TDs as Faulk's top 
backup last fall, while Curtis ran for over 5,000 
yards and 62 touchdowns during his brilliant 
high school career. 

Up front, the offensive interior line welcomes 
back three starters -- center Mike Alexander (6-3, 
270, sr.), guard Carlson Leomiti (6-3, 340, sr.) 
and tackle Chris Finch (6-6, 295, so.), 1992 part- 
time starters Mark Koenig (6-5, 275, sr.) and

Senior free safety Darrell Lewis (6-0, 195) 
spearheads the secondary. He intercepted a 
team-leading four passes last fall, and he also led 
the team in tackles with 113. Senior Chris 
Johnson (6-1, 200) returns at strong safety, with 
lettermen Sam Williford (6-1, 205, jr.) and John 
McCartney (6-0, 200, so.) also returning as the 
top reserves at both safety spots. The vacant cor- 
nerback posts will be fought for by 1992 co- 
regular Eric Sutton (5-10, 175, jr.), heralded 
JUCO transfers Craig Weems (5-10, 180, jr.) 
and Tyron Wright (6-0, 190, jr.), blue-chip red- 
shirt freshman Michael Driver (6-3, 190), and 
promising sophomores Leonard Jones (6-0, 180) 
and Freddie Edwards (5-11, 175).

The 
other returning regulars here are center Lene

He also ran for 344 yards and 
three more TDs, Returning as Hill’s number one 
backup is sophomore Erich Prahl (6-3, 215), 
who threw for 326 yards and two scores last fall. 

The biggest void on offense is the WR slot 
vacated by graduated standout Greg Primus, one 
of the best wideouts in the land last year when he 
caught 60 passes for 1,007 yards and six touch- 
downs. Expected to fill his big shoes is senior Bil- 
ly Gonzalez (5-10, 185), a former starter who 
was felled by injuries very early in the "92 cam- 
paign. The other WR post is manned by return- 
ing regular Matt Phillips (6-1, 195, jr.), who 
caught 15 passes for 239 yards and two TDs in 
92. Senior Mark Smith (6-6, 230), who has 
started 15 games over the last two years, is the 
main man at tight end where he’ll be supported 
by senior letterman James Coffey (6-2, 240). 

Junior speedster Leonice Brown (5-11, 180) 
spearheads the running game from his tailback 
position, A year ago, he was the team’s leading 
rusher as he scampered for 1,051 yards and five 
TDs on 156 carries (a 6.7 avg!). Brown is strong- 
ly supported by sophomore Van Ward (5-11, 
205), who ran for 327 yards and six touchdowns 
last fall. Another big hole to fill on this side of 
the ball is at fullback where the hard-running 
John Ivlow is no longer doing his thing after do- 
ing it to the tune of 780 yards and seven TDs last 
year. Getting first crack at replacing him is 
powerful speedster Pete Oberle (6-0, 195), a red- 
shirt freshman who ran for 2,474 yards and 36 
touchdowns during his prep career. 

Up front, the offensive interior line welcomes 
back four starters and definitely stacks up as a 
team strength. Senior center Bob Cox (6-1, 280) 
and junior guard Pat Meyer (6-1, 270) are all- 
league candidates who'll anchor this group, 
while senior guard Derek Yurosek (6-3, 265) and 
junior tackle Mark Donnelly (6-2, 275) are other 
Teturning regulars here. JUCO transfer Todd 
Peterson (6-4, 285, jr.) should get the starting 
call at the tackle spot opposite Donnelly, though 
he’ll probably get an arguement on that from 
sophomores Brandon Evans (6-3, 270) and Todd 
McLemore (6-4, 260). 

The CSU defense, which surrendered averages 
of 430 yards and 28 points per game last year, ac- 
tually closed the 92 campaign with several of its 
finest performances, and Coach Lubick hopes 
that niomentum carries over into this season. 

Trying his best to see that it does is CSU’s top 
defender, outside linebacker Brian Schneider 
(6-1, 220, jr.), an all-league candidate who last 
year led the team with 136 tackles, including 12 
for minus yardage. Juniors Kareem Ingram 
(5-11, 210) and Kenya Ragsdale (5-11, 205) will 
again run 1-2 at the other OLB position, with 
1992 part-time starter Sean Moran (6-3, 245, so.) 
expected to man the middle linebacker post. 

The four-man trench is loaded with seasoned 
returnees, Sharing the two tackle posts once 
more are seniors Steve Norton (6-2, 265), Steve

Senior Greg Hooks (6-2, 195), who snared 37 
tosses for 510 yards and two TDs in ’92, returns 
to the other WR spot, while Henry Lusk (6-2, 
230, jr.) and Dayid Kozlowski (6-1, 190, so.) will 
again run 1-2 at slotback after catching a com- 
bined 55 passes for 694 yards and four touch- 
downs last fall.

The running game features a solid 1-2 punch 
at tailback with the return of seniors Keith 
Williams (5-8, 190) and Pierre Jones (5-8, 185). 
They ran for a combined 1,226 yards and seven 
touchdowns last season, and they also caught an 
aggregate 37 passes while swinging out of the 
backfield. Hard-running senior Jamal Anderson 
(6-2, 235) returns at fullback. A year ago, he ran 
for 317 yards and three TDs on only 55 carries (a 
5.8 avg.), and he also snared 18 spirals. 

The offensive interior line welcomes back 
three starters -- center Lance Scott (6-3, 280, jr.), 
guard Roy Mafala (6-2, 270, fr.) and tackle Cecil 
Thomas (6-4, 290, sr.). Junior letterman An- 
thony Brown (6-5, 315) should fill the vacant 
tackle slot, while 1992 co-regulars Ed Castillo 
(6-3, 285, jr.) and Mark Barton (6-4, 280, sr.) are 
having at it for starting rights at the guard post 
opposite Mafala, Also pushing for extensive 
playing time in the O-line will be senior letterman 
Kani Neves (6-2, 285) and impressive JUCO

The strength of Utah’s defense is a five-man 
secondary that returns talented starters at every 
position. Showing the way here are ballhawking 
free safety Mark Swanson (5-10, 185, sr.) and 
hard-hitting strong safety Sharrieff Shah (5-11, 
200, sr.). A year ago, Swanson made 83 tackles 
and led the team with four interceptions, while 
Shah made 67 tackles and picked off one pass. 
Also back at their starting posts in the deep zones 
are nickle back Jeff Kirkman (6-2, 195, jr.) and 
cornerbacks Kareem Leary (6-1, 180, sr.) and Ed 
Miller (6-4, 215, sr.). Kirkman and Leary each 
intercepted three passes last fall. The top reserves 
in the well-seasoned secondary will again be 
senior lettermen Edwin Garrette (6-0, 180), 
Cedric Crawford (5-9, 195) and Sam Rhodes 
(6-2, 195). 


Up front, the four-man trench is anchored by 
All-WAC end Luther Elliss (6-5, 265, jr.), who 
last year made 87 tackles, including 18 for minus 
yardage. Also returning to his starting spot in the 
D-line is senior tackle Blaine Berger (6-5, 285), 
who recorded 85 stops in 92, 11 of which were 
for minus yardage. The leading candidates to fill 
the vacant end and tackle slots, respectively, are 
senior lettermen Anthony Hall (6-4, 260) and 
Adam Swaney (6-7, 280). 

The big problem area on defense is at 
linebacker, where the Utes lost both starters and

The receiving corps lost its top three people to 
graduation, but Coach DeBerry does have some 
good talent to work with as he attempts to plug 
the two vacancies in this area, Expected to take 
over at tight end is senior letterman Joe Lombar- 
di (6-3, 235), while fellow senior monogram win- 
ners) Alex Kleckner (5-10, 185) and Todd 
Schwarzenbach (6-4, 200) will get first crack at 
filling the wideout slot.

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: The Lobos 
will attack their foes with a well-balanced of- 
fense that should exceed its 1992 output of 372 
yards and 23 points per game, Defensively, the 
Lobos allowed generoius averages of 413 yards 
and 26 points per game last year, but that was a 
helluva lot better than what they yielded in 1991 
(525 yards and 39 points per game!). And the 
stop troops should continue that improvement in 
1993, especially if those new horses in the front 
wall live up to their prep credentials. We think 
they will, and we also think New Mexico will win 
at least four or five games this year,

After UTEP’s 1992 opponents went through 


the Miner stop troops like a large dose of salts, 
head coach David Lee decided he needed a very 
quick fix on this side of the ball if his team was to 
have a good shot at regaining its respectability 
this season. So he brought in 13 transfers to use 
as a big building block on defense, which could 
pay some handsome dividends right away — but 
only if UTEP’s offense makes a bigger contribu- 
tion to the cause by strengthening its aerial arm 
and playing with greater consistency than it did 
last season. 

Returning to pilot the Miner attack is junior 
quarterback Shawn Gray (6-1, 195). A year ago, 
he hit on 100 of 197 aerial attempts for 1,297 
yards, but he threw just two TD passes and was 
intercepted eight times. He also ran for four 
scores while leading the team in rushing with 402 
yards. Back to support Gray is former starter 
Mike Perez (6-0, 195, sr.), who completed 53 of 
108 passes for 605 yards and two TDs in 92, 
while also in the QB picture is JUCO transfer 
Corey Tucker (6-0, 180, jr.), a very good passer 
with a great set of wheels! 

The receiving corps is headed by flanker J.J. 
Rowlett (6-4, 215, jr.) and split end Derrick 
Brown (6-2, 180, sr.). Rowlett caught 33 passes 
for 442 yards last fall, while Brown hauled in 26 
spirals for 416 yards. The two slotback posts will 
be shared by Ivory Durio (5-8, 190, sr.), Omar 
Durham (5-8, 170, so.), John Haqq (5-9, 160, 
sr.) and Raymond Lindholm (5-7, 160, so.), who 
caught a combined 36 passes in '92, Durio also 
ran for 378 yards and five touchdowns last 
season, while Haqq and Lindholm ran for an ag- 
gregate 376 yards and three TDs. Sophomore let- 
terman Darryl Phillips (5-11, 210) will take over 
at fullback, where he'll be supported by blue- 
chip redshirt freshman David Giannoni (5-10, 
195), 

Up front, the blocking corps. welcomes back 
three starters -- center Danny Baker (6-2, 265, 
jr.) and guards Omar Lowrance (6-0, 285, jr.) 
and Jesse Villareal (6-3, 300, so.). Senior letter- 
man George Loman (6-4, 270) is ticketed to start 
at one tackle post, with senior letterman Mark 
Golliher (6-3, 265) and A-A JUCO transfer 
Mitch Menges (6-4, 300, jr.) having at it for star- 
ting rights at the other tackle position, Also 
pushing for extensive playing time in the O-line 
will be junior letterman Dan Kopplin (6-2, 280)

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and all-star JUCO transfer Arnold Vaitai (6-4, 
290, jr.). 

In addition to all those heralded newcomers, 
the defense also welcomes the arrival of big-play 
senior Pookie Floyd (6-4, 240), who'll anchor 
the line from his flank position. Floyd sat out 
last season after having a great year for the 
Miners in 1991 when he made 81 tackles, in- 
cluding 15 for minus yardage with seven QB 
sacks, Sophomore Carl Cormier (6-4, 260), who 
lettered at OT last fall, and super redshirt 
freshman Jason Dixon (6-2, 240) will run 1-2 at 
the other end post, while Larry Davis (6-1, 260, 
50.) and Joel Barczak (6-2, 265, sr.) are back at 
their tackle positions, which could be wrested 
from them by Fullerton State transfer Thomas 
Cale (6-1, 275, jr.) and heralded JUCO transfers 
Blayne Booth (6-4, 265, jr.), Quentin Burns (6-3, 
270, jr.) and Eric Jones (6-3, 270, jr.). Also 
pushing for playing time in the trench is junior 
letterman Anwar Abor (6-2, 250), who plyed his 
wares at DE last fall. 

The second line of defense will be anchored by 
senior linebacker Barron Wortham (6-0, 230), 
who led the team with 138 tackles last season. 
Vying for the other starting LB berths, as well as 
providing backup support in this area, are all- 
star JUCO transfers Frank Ruffner (6-2, 240, 
jr.), Kaio Aumua (6-1, 220, jr.) and Demetrius 
Maxie (6-2, 245, jr.); and lettermen Larry Bur- 
ton (6-2, 225, so.), Steve Thompson (5-10, 230, 


sr.), Bruce Jackson (5-10, 210, so.), Brandon 
Epps (6-0, 210, so.), Jason Blair (6-4, 240, so.) 
and Martese Thornton (6-2, 230, so.). 


The secondary lost all four starters to gradua- 
tion and will be rebuilt around 1992 co-regular 
Greg Shead (5-11, 185, so.), who made 69 tackles 
and broke up eight passes last fall. The other 
three positions in the deep zones will be fought 
for by Fullerton State transfer Quincy Guy 
(5-10, 175, jr.); JUCO transfers Kevin Dorsey 
(5-9, 170, jr,), Nick Estrada (5-10, 175, jr.), Juan 
Givens (5-10, 175, jr.), Kenyon Lewis (6-2, 195, 
jr.) and Brian Vellmure (5-11, 180, jr.); and let- 
termen Sam Rogers (5-10, 190, so.), Tyrone 
Davis (5-11, 180, sr.), Kevin Goolsby (5-11, 185, 
jr.) and Marcus Landrum (5-8, 165, jr.). 


GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: UTEP’s 
veteran offense, which posted very respectable 
averages of 367 yards and 23 points per game last 
year, should be even more productive this time 
around since we believe the Miners will boast an 
improved passing attack. But the defense, which 
surrendered averages of 457 yards and 35 points 
per outing in ’92, will have the biggest say in 
what kind of season the Miners have in 93. As 
we see it, there's no way the stop troops will be as 
generous as their predecessors were, which is the 
primary reason why we expect UTEP to win 
several games while being much more com- 
petitive this year. 


Big West Conf. 


UTAH STATE (5-6-0, 4-2-0 in Big West) - 
Utah State came within a whisker of winning the 
Big West crown a year ago, eventually settling 
for a second place tie behind league champion 
Nevada. Building on that momentum, Coach 
Charlie Weatherbie and Aggie faithful are hav- 
ing a hard time containing their enthusiasm as 
the "93 campaign moves toward kickoff, 

Ex-JUCO standout Anthony Calvillo (6-2, 
175, sr.) is one of the reasons for that optimism. 
Inserted at quarterback in last fall’s fourth 
game, Calvillo threw for 2,492 yards and 16 TDs 
with just nine interceptions. He tossed for a 
school record 684 yards against Nevada and add- 
ed four TDs rushing the pigskin. Most of 
Calvillo’s primary targets return in wide 
receivers Toney Jenkins (5-11, 175) and Jim Ray 
(6-3, 205), H-back Mike Lee (5-11, 180) and tight 
end Aubrey Thompson (6-3, 230), all seniors. 
Jenkins had 38 grabs, Lee 36 with three TDs, 
Ray 23 with seven scores and Thompson’s 36 
receptions and three touchdowns were the most 
by a Big West tight end in ’92. 

Soph Abu Wilson (6-0, 195) sparked the Utah 
State ground attack, his 795 yards gained being 
the most ever by a freshman running back in 100 
years of Aggie football. The Aggie interior line is 
a powerful veteran crew that will be bolstered by 
the return of all-league center Warren Bowers 
(6-3, 275, sr.), who sat out all last year due to an 
injury. Rich Tylski (6-5, 280, sr.) and Ernie 
Houren (6-5, 285, sr.) will handle work at the 
guards, with Jed DeVries (6-6, 280, sr.) and 
Jaceson Maughan (6-4, 275, sr.) manning the 
tackles. 

The Big West’s ‘‘defensive player of the year"’ 
headlines the Aggie stop squad. Inside 
linebacker Jermaine Younger (6-0, 245, sr.) is an 
All-America candidate after making 121 tackles, 
six sacks, 14 stops for negative yardage and three 
pass pickoffs last fall. Junior Gary Brown (5-11, 
205) holds over at the other inside spot. 

The forward wall returns only tackle David 
Balls (6-2, 250, jr.) from last fall’s starting 
lineup, and Coach Weatherbie will be calling on 
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letter winners Scott Moala (6-3, 245, sr.), Shawn 
Griswold (6-2, 255, so.) and Daniel Taplin (6-2, 
235, sr.) to take up the slack. The headliner in 
the Aggie secondary is cornerback Donald 
Toomer (6-1, 180, jr.), who picked off six enemy 
passes in ’92. Efrem Haymore (5-11, 175, sr.) is 
at the other corner, with Michael Coe (5-11, 185, 
st.) at strong safety and Damon Smith (5-10, 
165, sr.) returning at free safety. Smith posted 73 
tackles and three INTs last season, Coe had 70 
stops, and he and Haymore each contributed a 
pair of interceptions. 


NEVADA-RENO (7-5-0, 5-1-0 in Big West) -- 
The Wolfpack juggernaut is on a roll as Nevada- 
Reno takes dead aim this year at a fourth straight 
Big West crown. And if Coach Chris Ault can 
successfully rebuild the ’pack defense, five will 
gel you ten that Nevada-Reno will go all the way 
in 793. 

The headliner in the ‘pack attack again will be 
senior quarterback Chris “‘Magic’’ Vargas (5-10, 
175), who engineered the greatest comeback in 
College Football history in '91 when the 
Wolfpack overcame a 35-point deficit to beat 
Weber State. Last year, Vargas threw for 2,094 
yards and 13 TDs despite the fact he started just 
five games. Vargas’ top five receivers from a 
year ago are back in action, including wideout 
Bryan Reeves (5-11, 185, sr.), who set school 
records in "92 for catches (81) and receiving yar- 
dage (1,114). Ten of his receptions were TD 
strikes. Michael Stephens (6-3, 190, sr.) had 45 
catches for 650 yards and eight scores, Chris 
Singleton (6-2, 200, sr.) grabbed 33 spirals for 
463 yards and two TDs, Mike Senior (6-2, 200, 
jr.) snagged 32 tosses for 429 yards and one TD, 
and tight end Tom Matter (6-2, 220, sr.) added 
25 receptions with one touchdown grab. 

Wolfpack faithful are drooling over the ar- 
rival of JUCO All-American Marcellus 
Chrishon (5-9, 175, jr.), who led the nation in 
rushing in '92 with more than 1,500 yards and 27 
TDs at Saddleback (Cal.) JC. Dedric Holmes 
(5-11, 195, jr.) and Zeke Moore (6-3, 205, sr.), 
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who combined for 897 yards and six touchdowns 
last fall, will try to hold onto their jobs with 
Chrishon’s arrival on the scene, Up front, four 
incumbents from last fall’s blocking gang are 
back on the job -- center Ryan O’Donnell (6-4, 
245, sr.), guards Tony Lorenzi (6-2, 260, jr.) and 
Anthony Valentin (6-1, 250, sr.) plus tackle 
Todd Shara (6-2, 270, sr.). 

As noted earlier, the Wolfpack defense needs 
a transfusion as just four holdover starters 
return from a year ago. Hardest hit unit is the 
secondary, where all four regulars have 
departed, including Brock Marion and Xavier 
Kairy, who had five pass thefts apiece last year. 
The battle for the deep zone jobs is wide open, 
but incoming JUCOs Bernie Chapman (6-2, 185, 
jr.) and Sam Elliott (6-0, 175, jr.) appear to have 
great shots at landing first string assignments. 

The restructured defensive line will be rebuilt 
around tackle Jim Jones (6-2, 270, sr.), the lone 
returnee from *92’s starting crew and the D-line’s 
most consistent performer. The Wolfpack’s 
linebacking contingent is in good shape with the 
return of inside backer Lamonte Porter (6-2, 
215, so.) and the outside combo of Steve Bryant 
(6-4, 240, sr.) and Martin Washington (6-2, 220, 
jr.). Porter was the "pack’s leading headhunter a 
year ago, racking up 115 tackles, including nine 
for minus yardage. Bryant was second on the hit 
list with 93 stops and led Nevada-Reno with 10 
sacks and 17 hits behind enemy lines. 


SAN JOSE STATE (7-4-0, 4-2 in Big West) — 
John Ralston takes over as head coach of the 
Spartan gridders, inheriting a team that’s ex- 
plosive offensively and in need of rebuilding 
defensively as SJSU seeks to improve on last 
fall’s second place Big West finish. 

Coach Ralston’s offense will benefit by the 
return of standouts at quarterback and tailback 
in the persons of Jeff Garcia and Nathan 
DuPree, respectively, Garcia (6-1, 185, sr.) was 
an All-Big West choice in ’92 who threw for 
2,418 yards and 15 touchdowns, nailed 56,3 per- 
cent of his aerial attempts and rushed for seven 
scores. He's beginning his third season as the 
Spartan QB starter. DuPree (5-11, 185, sr.) was 
also an all-league selection as he burst out of 
nowhere to run for 1,239 yards and 11 TDs, 
averaging 5.3 yards per trip. He also had 27 pass 
receptions. The SJSU tailback stable is very 
deep, with outstanding talents like Shon Ellerbe 
(5-11, 170, sr.), Donald Lindsey (5-11, 180, jr.) 
and All-America frosh recruit Patrick Walsh 
(5-6, 185) on call. Senior veteran John Mountain 
(6-2, 210), a’ fine blocker and receiver who made 
29 grabs last fall, holds over at fullback. 

Soph Brian Lundy (5-11, 169) and senior 
Jason Lucky (5-10, 170) are the key men in the 
receiving corps, Lundy pacing last fall's pass cat- 
chers with 38 receptions, He averaged 17.9 yards 
per grab and had six scoring catches. Lucky add- 
ed 22 receptions with one TD. Junior Jerry Reese 
(5-11, 155), who had 22 catches and a 22.2-yard- 
per-catch average, is the club’s most explosive 
receiver. Look for senior Tom Petithomme (6-2, 
210) to step up to the tight end post. Up front, 
soph tackle Chris Hill (6-4, 255) is the only 
holdover regular back in uniform, John Cotti 
(6-5, 295, sr.), who transferred to SJSU when 
Cal State Fullerton dropped football, looks like 
a sure starter at tackle as the free-for-all for 
O-line positions continues. 

There’s a battle royal raging on the defensive 
side as well where Coach Ralston must replace 
eight graduated starters. The Spartan stoppers 
will have not only new faces but a new setup this 
fall as SJSU goes from a 3-4 look to a 4-3. In the 
race for first string work in the front line are let- 
termen Tom Sotelo (6-3, 235, so.), Howard 
Butler (6-3, 235, so.) and Aaron Linen (6-0, 240, 
sr.), redshirt Jason Rose (6-3, 235, jr.) and JC 
transfer Robert Gregory (6-2, 260, jr.). 
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Senior Jim Singleton (6-2, 225) will anchor the 
linebacking crew. A second team all-leaguer in 
’92, he had 61 stops despite being slowed the last 
half of the season with a sprained knee. Seniors 
Derrick Childs (6-2, 210) and Kareeb Harbin 
(6-3, 230) both have started on occasion, while 
Fullerton transfer Dan Godfrey (6-0, 215, ir.) 
could step right into a regular job. Back deep, 
junior Dee Grayer (6-0, 185) is the incumbent at 
one corner with senior Troy Jensen (5-9, 170) 
back on duty at free safety. Both are honors can- 
didates, Jensen leading the Spartans last fall with 
76 tackles as he and Grayer each posted four 
pass pickoffs. 


NORTHERN ILLINOIS (5-6-0) -- The 
Huskies will play their first season in the Big 
West Conference this fall with a single-minded 
commitment: Win the league title. And you 
know what? That could happen! 

The biggest reason for that optimistic outlook 
is senior tailback LeShon ‘‘Cowboy”’ Johnson, a 
6-0, 200-pounder who is simply one of the coun- 
try’s finest running backs. Last fall, Johnson 
rushed for 1,338 yards and six TDs, averaging 
5.0 yards per try and posting the eighth best 
rushing stats in the nation for '92. Johnson ac- 
counted for 70 percent of the Huskies’ 174.9 
yards per game overland. Senior Brian Cotton 
(6-0, 225) is an honors candidate at fullback, 
while senior Scott Crabtree (6-1, 200) holds over 
at quarterback. Crabtree threw for 535 yards 
and three touchdowns. as he started six games a 
year ago. 

The NIU receivers are an experienced lot, led 
by junior split end’ Vaurice Patterson (5-11, 165) 
and senior tight end Raymond Roberts (6-3, 
245). Patterson hauled in 23 aerials and Roberts 
added 17 catches last fall with three TD grabs. 
Super-quick soph Otha Brooks (6-0, 185) and in- 
coming transfer Ralph Strickland (5-11, 170, jr.) 
will also be major factors in the Huskies passing 
game. Three stalwarts return to the offensive in- 
terior line, led by all-league candidate Tim 
O’Brien (6-4, 285, sr.) at guard, Senior Joe Pat- 
terson (6-2, 290) holds over at the other guard 
with soph Derek Sholdice (6-4, 290) at one 
tackle. JUCO imports Steve Calvin (6-6, 350, jr.) 
and Chris O'Neal (6-2, 285, jr.) have a good shot 
at winning starting rights al tackle and center, 
respectively, 

NIU improved dramatically on the defensive 
side last fall, yielding 15.5 points and 104.3 yards 
fewer per game than did the ’91 defense. In the 
three-man front, senior Paul McAndrews (6-7, 
260) is the only holdover regular, but senior Matt 
LeVoir (6-4, 240) should be available this fall 
after missing spring drills with a broken ankle. 
Senior Jerry Manuel (6-1, 265) will replace 
graduated three-year starter Rob Wagner at nose 
guard. 

All-Big West candidate Steve “‘Born to be’’ 
Wild (6-2, 210) returns at one outside linebacker 
post where he racked up 110 tackles, three sacks 
and seven hits for negative yardage last season. 
Soph C.J. Rose (6-2, 240), who was very im- 
pressive as a true frosh in ’92, will patrol the 
other flank, Junior Gerald Nickelberry (6-1, 205) 
and senior Tony Smith (5-11, 215) are the in- 
cumbents at inside linebacker, Smith was. the 
Huskies leading hitman last fall with 142 stops. 
He also had a pair of pass thefts, with Nickel- 
berry adding 101 hits. Senior Larry Williams 
(5-11, 200), who shared time with Nickelberry, 
had 80 tackles a year ago. 

The NIU secondary will be tested in the pass- 
happy Big West since cornerback MacArthur 
Griffin (5-11, 185, jr.) is the only returning 
regular from last fall’s combat. Incoming JUCO 
transfers Sam Denson (6-0, 180, jr.), Eric Moss 
(5-9, 175, jr.) and Kenya Smith (5-9, 175, jr.) will 
be called upon for immediate contributions in 
the deep defense. 


NEVADA-LAS VEGAS (6-5-0, 3-3 in Big 
West) -- Experience will be the key ingredient for 
Coach Jim Strong’s Rebels this year as 19 
holdover starters return for the '93 grid wars. If 
UNLV can survive a season’s start that finds the 
Rebels playing four of their first five contests on 
the road, this veteran club could make a serious 
bid for Big West honors. 

Coach Strong’s first task is to settle on a 
quarterback, with seniors John Ma‘ae (6-1, 205) 
and Bob Stockham (6-4, 230) the leading can- 
didates. Both threw for nine TDs a year ago, 
with Ma’ae pitching for 1,179 yards and 
Stockham adding 965. The Rebels’ receiving 
crew is nothing short of sensational, led by the 
dynamic duo of Henry Bailey (5-10, 180, jr.) and 
Demond Thompkins (5-11, 165, jr.). Bailey was 
an All-Big West selection in 92.as both a receiver 
and kick returner, setting a school record for all- 
purpose yardage with 1,883. He had 42 recep- 
tions last year, eight of them for TDs. Thom- 
pkins was a second team all-conference selection 
and led UNLV with 54 catches good for six 
scores. Junior Tom Lewis (6-4, 225) is the main 
man at tight end. 

UNLV‘s ball carrying assignments will be 
shared by the talented twosome of Shannon 
McLean and Omar Love, a pair of former 
Parade All-Americans. McLean (6-1, 220, jr.) 
earned All-Big West honors last fall as he rushed 
for 650 yards and three touchdowns. Love (6-1, 
180, so.), ‘slowed early in the year by injuries, 
came back with a vengeance as he gained 448 
yards and scored three times in UNLY’s final 
four games. The Rebels lost a pair of all-stars 
from the offensive interior line, but return center 
Howard McGowan (6-4, 265, jr.), guard Doug 
Roper (6-1, 265, sr.) and tackle Jerry Reynolds 
(6-6, 300, sr.), a three-year regular and one of the 
best O-linemen in the West. 

Coach Strong has targeted his recruiting ef- 
forts on the defensive side where UNLV op- 
ponents continually hit the jackpot last fall, pil- 
ing up an average of 435 yards per game. 
Holdovers in the defensive front include ends 
Erik Simien (6-2, 240, sr.) and Keith Washington 
(6-4, 250, jr.), plus tackles Tiger Townes (6-5, 
270, sr.) and Stephen Anderson (6-3, 265, sr.). 
The heavily recruited JUCO transfer trio of 
DeShannon Campbell (6-5, 285, jr.), Rick 
Mausau (6-3, 270, jr,) and Corey Sears (6-4, 285, 
jr.) should help solidify the forward wall. 

The linebacking crew, hard hit by injuries all 
of last season, returns senior starters Rumone 
Hilton (6-0, 230) and Jason Medlock (6-3, 230), 
with soph Marvin Robinson (6-0, 200) expected 
to fill the one vacancy in the second line of 
defense. Hilton is a three-year regular who could 
be one of the best linebackers in the league if he 
can avoid ankle injuries that have dogged his 
career at UNLV. The Reb secondary could be 
one of the Big West's best units, featuring 
holdover regulars Rodney Mazion (5-8, 160, jr.) 
at free safety, strong safety Jason Davis (6-0, 
180, jr.) and cornerbacks D'Mentrie Lacy (6-2, 
180, sr.) and Clarence Mack (6-0, 185, jr.). Lacy 
led the deep zoners with four pass pickoffs, while 
Mazion and Mack contributed three apiece last 
year. Heading the Rebel reserve contingent here 
is Donnell Porter (6-3, 205, sr.), UNLV’s leading 
tackler last fall with 81 stops. He also had three 
INTs. 


PACIFIC (3-8-0, 2-4 in Big West) -- Chuck 
Shelton's 17th year at the Tiger helm will see a 
revamped version of ‘‘Air Pacific’’ as UOP 
abandons its familiar Run-n-Shoot attack for a 
two-running back offensive setup this time out, 

Senior Dave Henigan (6-0, 190) will have the 
first shot at running the new attack after starting 
four games at QB last fall, The southpaw, who 
passed for 1,230 yards and nine TDs, will be 
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pushed hard by Oregon State transfer Craig 
Whelihan (6-5, 180, jr.). At the receiver slots, 
Trent Julian (6-2, 200, sr.), Jay Mayo (5-9, 160, 
so.), Andy Naylor (5-9, 170, so.) and Ron Smith 
(6-2, 180, so.) combined for 68 catches fast fall. 
They'll be joined by incoming JUCO speedster 
Kerry Brown (64, 190, jr.), who’s a good bet to 
land a starting job. Tight end is a new position 
for the Tigers this year, with freshmen Damon 
Perasso and Ryan Green the top candidates. 

Despite the loss of two-time NCAA all- 
purpose yardage leader Ryan Benjamin (2,597 
yards gained in ’92), running back is a deep posi- 
tion for UOP, Veterans Jessie Campbell (5-7, 
185) and Steve Mehl (5-11, 195) are both back 
for their senior campaigns, with freshman red- 
shirts Michael Edwards (6-0, 205) and Ozzie 
Wallace (5-9, 205) also in the picture, Coach 
Shelton also has JUCO transfers Howard 
Blackwell and Stanley Green bidding for the run- 
ning back jobs. Blackwell was a JC All- 
American in ’92, The UOP blocking crew 
features holdover starters Aaron McClellan (6-3, 
260, jr.) at center, guard Dan Weldon (6-5, 275, 
so.) and jumbo tackle Eric Alvarez (6-5, 310, 
ST). 

The Pacific defense will be highlighted by an 
outstanding secondary, with Darius Cunnigan 
(5-9, 180, jr.) and Duane Thomas (5-11, 175, jr.) 
at the corners, Jeff Russell (6-0, 180, jr.) at free 
safety and Dimitri Gazelas (5-10, 180, sr.) and 
Nathan Young (6-2, 195, jr.) sharing the strong 
safety job, Kevin Mullens (6-0, 185, sr.) splits 
duty with Thomas at cornerback. Cunnigan pac- 
ed the Tigers last fall with four INTs, while 
Gazelas rang up 100 tackles. 

Returning to one outside linebacking spot is 
Super quick pass rush terrorist Grant Carter (6-3, 
225, sr.), an All-America candidate who a year 
ago led the Tigers in tackles with 111, sacks (10) 
and tackles for losses (17). Bill Cox (6-5, 220, jr.) 
will battle incumbent Jami Anderson (6-0, 215, 
jr.) for the other OLB job. Inside, senior 
Dominic Kaanaana (6-0, 225) is a holdover 
regular with a batch of JUCOs expected to duke 
it out for the other ILB assignment. Improve- 
ment is expected in the defensive trench despite 
the fact that senior nose tackle Dave Karthauser 
(6-2, 240) is the only returning incumbent. 
JUCO newcomers Darrin Faler (6-3, 255) and 
Mark Fa’aita (6-3, 250) will compete with let- 
termen Owen Taylor (6-1, 275, sr.) and Brad 
Stammer (6-1, 235, jr.) for the other starting jobs 
in the three-man front, 


LOUISIANA TECH (5-6-0) — About the only 
thing Louisiana Tech faithful will find familiar 
about the ’93 football season will be the 
Bulldogs’ blue and red uniforms, as Coach Joe 
Raymond Peace will lead a club that returns just 
four starters from a year ago into the school’s 
first year in the Big West Conference. 

Tech's lone holdover on the offensive side at 
least gives Coach Peace a potential all-star to 
rebuild his attack around. Junior running back 
Jason Cooper (6-0, 205) has rushed for 1,563 
yards in his first two years as a Bulldog and is 
already 10th all-time on the Tech ground gaining 
charts. He had five overland TDs a year ago. 
Letterman Aaron Ferguson (6-4, 195, sr.) is due 
to start at quarterback after throwing for 1,025 
yards and one TD last fall as the Bulldog 
backup, Redshirt frosh Jason Martin (6-3, 205) 
and former Arkansas starter Wade Hill (6-3, 
205, so.) will push hard for the chance to call 
signals for the ’dogs’ one-back attack. 

The Tech receiving contingent loses Corey 
Parham (65 receptions) to graduation, with 
Brian Francis (5-11, 185, sr.), Cliff Parks (5-9, 
180, sr.) and redshirt freshman Chad Mackey 
(6-2, 195) due to open at the wideout spots. 
Francis had 21 catches last fall. Tech is hoping 
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that junior Gerald Lawrence (5-11, 185) can 
regain his eligibility and be a contributor in the 
pass catching department after showing great 
promise as a soph in ’91, Junior Jerome Thomas 
(6-2, 255) will get first shot at landing the tight 
end job. The Tech offensive line will have a very 
young look to it, with sophomores Preston 
Washington (6-4, 240) and Jerry Byrd (6-5, 275) 
getting the nod at the tackles, and classmate 
John Rodgers (6-5, 270) at one guard, Letterman 
Greg Lancaster (6-5, 250, jr.) has won the other 
guard job, with junior Brad Bull (6-3, 260) open- 
ing al center. 

Defensively, one regular returns to each of the 
three areas of the stop unit. The incumbent in the 
forward wall is senior tackle Kavin Crawford 
(6-2, 270), who had 62 tackles and two sacks a 
year ago, Junior Thedrick Harris (6-0, 260) will 
line up at the other DT slot, with soph lettermen 
Ferris Keller (6-1, 240) and Derrick Moore (6-3, 
255) haying earned the DE jobs in spring drills. 

Junior Fred Price (6-3, 220) will lead the 
linebacking crew from his outside post, last 
season having finished fifth on the squad with 74 
tackles. He also had 214 sacks and two pass 
thefts. Senior lettermen Key Battle (6-0, 235) and 
Carlos Bolton (6-0, 215) will battle sophs Brody 
Clark (5-11, 205) and Shannon Jenkins (5-11, 
220) for the chance to fill the two vacancies at 
linebacker. In the secondary, senior Chris Gray 
(5-11, 170) returns to his cornerback post where 
he picked off two enemy aerials in ’92. Senior vet 
Rodney Bruce (6-0, 190) has landed the other CB 
berth, with redshirt frosh Tony Barnes (5-11, 
190) and junior letter winner Dino Lenox (6-0, 
200) to be the new duo at the safeties. 


NEW MEXICO STATE (6-5-0, 3-3-0 in Big 
West) -- Last fall’s 6-5 record was the Aggies best 
in 14 seasons, while their 3-3 league finish was 
NMSU’s best ever Big West showing, The loss of 
eight regulars on the attack side, however, could 
preclude the Aggies from repeating that fine 
outing this time around. 

Coach Jim Hess’ first problem on the offen- 
sive side is replacing standout quarterback 
Charles Puleri, who set Aggie records last fall 
with 189 completions and 2,788 aerial yards, 
Redshirt Cody Ledbetter (6-1, 190, so.), who 
started and won two games in ’91 as a freshman, 
will take over and brings outstanding running 
ability to the position, The other spot in the Ag- 
gie backfield will also have a new face in it, 
NMSU having lost leading rusher Lawrence 
Truebill (593 yards, 11 TDs) to academic in- 
eligibility. Senior Troy Dublin (5-9, 190) and 
junior Brian Pizula (5-10, 200) are the most ex- 
perienced running backs available. 

Seasoning will also be a problem in the receiv- 
ing crew, the Aggies having lost the most prolific 
trio of pass catchers in school history with the 
graduation of Fred Montgomery, Ezell Brown 
and Atlas Reagor. Junior letterman David 
Osborne (6-1, 185) will move into one wideout 
spot, with Cal State Fullerton transfer Polee 
Banks (5-8, 160, sr.) a potential all-star set to 
open at flanker. Veteran Aaron Laing (6-3, 235, 
sr.) gets the nod to succeed All-America tight end 
Todd Cutler. The only holdover starters return- 
ing for 93 duty on the offensive side are in the 
interior line where center Gerald Slovacek (6-2, 
260, jr.), guard Heath Haedge (6-3, 245, so.) and 
tackle Ishan Rison (6-1, 250, sr.) are ready to go 
again. 

Coach Hess is looking for replacements for all 
three down lineman posts on the stop side and 
has moyed ex-offensive guard starter Troy 
Sienkiewicz (6-4, 280, jr.) to defensive tackle to 
plug one of those holes. Lettermen Steve Gilbert 
(6-3, 255, sr.) and Tim Melendez (6-1, 245, sr.) 
will move in at the other tackle and nose guard, 
respectively. JUCO transfers Dean LaChappelle 


(6-4, 220, jr.) and Adrian Lomas (6-4, 230, jr.) 
will press hard for regular work in the D-line. 

Another JC import, Samuel Manuel (6-3, 230, 
so.), has won starting rights at outside linebacker 
where he’ll join three holdover regulars in the se- 
cond line of defense. Junior Bryan Duplessis 
(6-3, 210) is back at the other OLB, with Tim 
Mauck (6-1, 205, jr.) and Mike Wall (6-1, 230, 
sr.) once again stationed inside. Mauck led last 
year’s Aggies with 113 tackles and Wall added 83 
stops. Cornerbacks David Barela (5-11, 185, sr.) 
and Cedric Walton (5-9, 175, so.), free safety 
Donald Stowers (6-2, 200, sr.) and strong safety 
Mare Shaw (6-0, 185, sr.) are all incumbents in 
the secondary, but Coach West is considering 
some position changes in order to tighten up a 
deep defense that yielded eight TD passes of 
40-plus yards in *92. 


SOUTHWESTERN LOUISIANA (2-9-0) — 
Despite the presence of 42 lettermen and 14 
Starters, ‘‘change’’ is the name of the game as 
USL gives up its independent status to join the 
Big West Conference. 

In one major change, Coach Nelson Stokley 
will de-emphasize the option game in favor of a 
drop-back passing scheme, giving JUCO 
transfer Jason Sanborn (6-2, 205, jr.) the first 
shot at piloting the new setup. The new QB will 
have vets Tori Williams (5-11, 195, so.) and 
senior Myron Robinson (5-9, 175) at the 
wideouts, with seniors Buck Moncla (6-2, 260) 
and Ryan McGrath (6-6, 235) again splitting 
time at tight end. McGrath had 22 catches and 
Williams 18 last fall. LSU transfer Marcus 
Carter (6-0, 215, sr.) could win a starting assign- 
ment at wide receiver. 

Another transfer, Marcus Prier (5-8, 190, so.), 
comes over from TCU and could have an impact 
at tailback. He'll be dueling with last fall’s 
starter, junior Steve Mocek (5-10, 195), and soph 
Todd Thomas (5-10, 220) for playing time. Soph 
standout Sam Heinen (6-5, 285) is the headliner 
in the offensive interior line where guards Brian 
Sansalone (6-5, 275, so,) and Harry Lemming 
(6-2, 250, sr.) plus senior center Robby Wague- 
spack (6-1, 260) are also returning regulars. Two 
more transfers, Jeff Dupre (6-8, 305, so., LSU) 
and Keno Hills (6-6, 320, so,, Kent State) are 
pushing hard for first string assignments up 
front. 

USL will change from a “‘read’’ defense to an 
‘attack’? defense this fall, with seniors Conrad 
Lewis (6-0, 265) at DE and John Robinson (6-5, 
260) at DT the men to watch in the trench. Soph 
Jeff Mitchell (6-1, 230) will patrol the other 
flank, with junior Sherard Thibodeaux (6-4, 320) 
pairing with Robinson at tackle. 

Senior Charles Pool (6-0, 225), whose 95 
tackles last year was a Cajun best, is the paceset- 
ter in the linebacking crew that also features 
holdover regulars Marc Leblanc (6-3, 220, sr.) 
and Elton Ward (6-1, 225, jr.). Juniors Orlanda 
Thomas (6-2, 195) and Fernando Thomas (6-0, 
190), who are not related, are incumbents in the 
secondary, Coach Stokley believes Orlanda 
Thomas is ‘‘as good a safety as there is in the 
country,"” 


ARKANSAS STATE (2-9-0) — John Bobo 
takes over the A-State helm as the Indians make 
their maiden voyage in the Big West Conference. 
And neither Coach Bobo nor the Indians have 
any doubts that there’s stormy seas ahead. 

Bobo, who was offensive line coach before be- 
ing elevated to succeed Ray Perkins as A-State’s 
bossman, will direct his attention to the O-line as 
ihere’s but one holdover starter returning up 
front, junior guard Stacy Harrell (6-1, 180). Let- 
ter winners Wayne Cope (6-2, 280, sr.) and Jessie 
Miller (6-1, 260, so.) will be contributors, as will 
incoming JUCOs Jeremy Blohowiak (6-4, 275, 
jr.) and Anthony Martinez (6-6, 310, jr.).

Offensive production, or rather the lack 
thereof, is a major concern, the Indians last fall 
netting just 239.8 yards and 10.7 points per 
game. A-State does welcome the return of all 
five skill position performers in quarterback 
Tom Sears (6-1, 185, sr,), halfback Stacy 
Crockett (5-9, 175, sr.), fullback Jerrold Sey- 
more (5-7,, 210, jr.), split end Kendricke Bullard 
(6-1, 170, sr.) and flanker Blake Denison (5-7, 
160, sr.). Sears pitched for 1,159 yards and three 
TDs last fall, with Bullard making 22 catches 
and Denison 13. Seymore tied for the team lead 
in receptions with Bullard and also led the In- 
dians with 395 yards and four scores overland. 
Crockett added 277 yards with one TD run, but 
could wind up on the defensive side where he got 
a spring tryout at cornerback. 

The picture on the stop side is equally dark as 
’92 opponents ran through and tossed over the 
Indians for nearly 414 yards per game. And, 
once again, a JUCO transfer could offer im- 
mediate help in the forward wall. Import Ed 
Rufus (6-2, 285, jr.) will join veterans Mike 
McDonald (6-2, 260, sr.) and junior Lorenzo 
Parker (6-0, 290) in challenging for first string 
duties at tackle. At the terminals, soph Carlos 
Emmons (6-4, 215) and junior Lucas Perkins 
(6-1, 225) have starting experience, Emmons 
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finishing second on last year’s club with 79 
tackles. 

Senior three-year lettermen Michael Beason 
(5-11, 235) and Marcus Lawson (5-11, 235) are 
the top candidates at linebacker, while soph free 
safety Clark Watkins (5-11, 175) and junior cor- 
nerback Curtis Fitch (5-11, 175) are 92 regulars 
returning to the Indian secondary. Watkins and 
Fitch combined for 97 tackles a year ago. 


GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: The Big West 
will present three interesting ‘‘races’’ this season, 
with Utah State, Nevada-Reno and San Jose 
State the class of the league in a showdown for 
the crown, four other clubs duking it ont to lead 
the “also-ran” category, and a trio of entries 
scrambling to keep from finishing at the bottom 
of the heap. Utah State narrowly missed winning 
league honors a year ago, and we think the com- 
bination of an explosive attack and an abun- 
dance of experienced defenders will tip the scale 
in favor of the Aggies in 93. The Wolfpack of 
Nevada-Reno won't surrender the Big West 
crown without a helluva battle, with the ’pack’s 
outstanding attack leading the way in Coach 
Chris Ault’s quest for a fourth straight con- 
ference title. John Ralston is the new head man 
at San Jose State, and his Spartans will rely on 


their offensive prowess to keep SJSU in the Big 
West title chase while Ralston rebuilds the stop 
unit that returns just three starters from a year 
ago. ‘The battle for ‘‘middle-of-the-pack”” Big 
West honors will also be a free-for-all, with 
league newcomers Northern Illinois and Loui- 
siana Tech making their presence known. NIU’s 
hard-nosed defense and a solid ground game led 
by standout tailback LeShon ‘*Cowboy”’ 
Johnson could lead this club to a few Big West 
surprises this fall. Louisiana Tech will also be a 
team to reckon with since this is a solid program, 
but Tech lost so many quality performers that 
rebuilding is the name of their game in "93. 
UNLY will present one of the league’s most ex- 
perienced teams this fall, and a decent attack 
along with a stop unit that’s bolstered by JUCO 
imports should produce a winning record for the 
Rebels. Pacific will rework its offense this year, 
but the Tigers will still field a very productive at- 
tack that’ll combine with an improved defense to 
make UOP a tough team to beat. New Mexico 
State, we’re afraid, won’t be able to repeat its 
fine showing of last fall due to staggering 
graduation losses, while Southwestern Louisiana 
and Arkansas State both face rough going as the 
Cajuns and the Indians play their first seasons as 
new members of the Big West Conference. 


TOP FRESHMEN HARVESTS 
As Rated By Max Emfinger 


(1) FLORIDA STATE 

Florida State is considered by many to be one 
of the most talent-ladened programs in the 
country. This recruiting class will make them 
stay that way. Thad Busby will develop into a 
star quarterback and great leader for Coach 
Bobby Bowden. Thad is a versatile quarterback 
who can run and throw. “If we put him in the 
Run-and-Shoot, he could throw for 3,000 
yards, because he has that kind of arm," says 
Mickey Lindsey, his high school coach, Busby 
is going to need some receivers to throw to and 
Andre Cooper, Phillip Riley, and E.G. Green 
are three of the best in the country. Andre may 
be the high school receiver in the country. In 
his senior year, he made 67 catches for 1,060 
yards and 12 TD’s. Andre is also a pretty good 
basketball player and averaged 18 ppg in route 
to a 30-4 season. Andre wants to play both 
football and basketball and could follow in 
Charlie Ward’s footsteps in being a two-sport 
hero, Phillip Riley is an awesome receiver who 
posseses blazing 4.35 speed. FSU picked up 
three franchise running backs in Clarence 
Williams, Warrick Dunn, and Ricardo 
Preston. Williams is a great fullback who can 
run the forty in 4.6. In his senior year he had 
five games for over 200 yards and in his best 
performance he rushed for 258 yards and 4 
TD's which included TD runs of 77 and 63 
yards, In 8 games, as a senior, he rambled for 
1,502 yards on 193 carries for a 7.8 yard per 
carry average. Dunn and Preston are equally 
impressive and the three of them should makea 
great combination for the future. At tight end, 
the Seminoles signed Rhodney Williams who 
was considered to be the best tight end in the 
country. Three great offensive linemen from 
South Carolina, include Kevin Long, Chad 
Bates, and Gideon Brown. All three should be 
stellar players for the Seminoles. Julian Pitt- 
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man and Tra Thomas will be stars on the 
defensive line. In Pittman’s senior year he 
recorded 77 solo tackles and 9 sacks. Thomas 
has as much potential as any player in the 
country. FSU signed an exceptional group of 
linebackers in Tyrone Boulware, Reinard 
Wilson, Sam Cowart, Darryl Bush, and Greg 
Spires. In Bush’s senior year, he made 119 
solo’s, 60 assists, 11 QB sacks, 29 tackles for 
losses, 2 INT’s, 2 safeties, and 2 blocked field 
goals. In (he secondary, Coach Bowden signed 
two great players in Byron Capers and 
Rhodney Wells. Topping this great class was 
the signing of the best kicker in the country in 
Scott Bentley. His longest kick is from $8 yards 
and he also has a 57 yarder, His kickoffs fall 
five yards deep in the end zone. Just like in the 
past, Coach Ronnie Cottrell, Seminole 
recruiting coordinator, was in charge of signing 
an awesome class and this FSU class won the 
National Recruiting Championship. Just to 
give you an idea of how awesome this 
recruiting class really is, imagine your favorite 
team getting 14 GAMEPLAN ALL- 
AMERICANS. The Seminoles did this. Future 
Seminoles selected to the GAMEPLAN ALL- 
AMERICAN Team included Busby, Pittman, 
Boulware, Capers, Long, Clarence and 
Rhodney Williams, Bates, Cooper, Wilson, 
Cowart, Bush, Dunn, and Bentley. This is the 
Seminoles second Recruiting Championship in 
five years, as they also won our Championship 
in 1989. 

(2) TENNESSEE 

With former Coach Johnny Majors out, and 
new Coach Phil Fulmer in, many outsiders 
thought that the Vols would struggle this year 
in recruiting. Not so! All of you loyal insiders 
knew that Coach Fulmer was a relentless, 
smooth-talking coach with a lot of fresh ideas 


and energy to recruit. It was obvious from the 
start that they were going to be successful. We 
just didn’t know it would be this great in the 
first year. The Vols have one of the most im- 
pressive facilties in the country on one of the 
most beautiful campuses. They play in the SEC 
which seems to be the top conference right 
now, so just how tough could it be to recruit 
kids to Knoxville, It may not be tough, but you 
have to recruit the entire country to build for a 
National Championship. They started by going 
to Texas and securing the signatures of the two 
best receivers in that state in Courtney Epps 
and John Pollard. Everyone knew about Epps 
in pre-season, but Pollard bolted out of 
nowhere to be the most impressive in the state 
at the end of the season. Pollard did it all. He 
scored on pass catches, reverses, kickoffs, and 
punts. Mike Grein was another great quarter- 
back who got away from the SWC. Mike is a 
polished field general, way beyond his years in 
calling plays and reading defenses. He'll red- 
shirt and wait his turn behind some other HS 
All-Americans already on the Vol campus. 
Two other Texans headed to Knoxville came 
from inner-city Dallas schools. Tomell Hurd 
had a sensational senior season at Kimball. He 
collected 76 solo tackles and 7 INT’s. Brandon 
Ashley played on a hurt ankle most of his 
senior season, but was still dominant. He has 
unlimited potential and will be in the pros some 
day. Coach Fulmer had his eye on two more 
players in Louisiana and got both of them. 
Ivan Zenon was an early commitment to LSU. 
The Vol coaches convinced him to come to 
Knoxville Jate in the recruiting season. He 
came, fell in love with the campus and coaches, 
and commited. Billy Beron was on all of the 
pre-season All-American teams after a banner 
junior season when he collected 78 tackles and 
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National Bluechips Recruiting Service

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14 sacks. His senior season was not as spec- 
tacular, but he still remained as one of the Top 
recruits in the South. Since he is a pure defen- 
sive lineman, the Vol coaches were probably 
celebrating more with his signature than some 
of the other skilled All-Americans. Those of 
you who have seen Jay Graham play, have the 
feeling, that he may become the next bonified 
Heisman hopeful. If you haven’t seen him 
play, you won’t have to wait long. This great 
class could not have been successful without 
the in-state GAMEPLAN ALL-AMERICAN 
players including Travis Cozart, Ryan Collins, 
Ronnie Pillow, and Tori Noel. All four had 
sensational senior seasons, Cozart could have 
started for a lot of college teams this year, Noel 
got 12 INT’s as a senior, Pillow is a big-time 
safety, but wants a shot at running back. Col- 
lins is a great two-way player who has only 
played football for two years and is loaded 
with vast potential. Trey Teague could be the 
in-state sleeper and Ben Shuler could be the 
out-of-state sleeper. The Vol defensive coaches 
love the play of Bill Duff from New Jersey. He 
had 14 sacks as a senior. They also crave the 
great speed in the secondary with Raymond 
Austin (4,4), Bory Edge (4.4), and Shane 
Begnaud (4.4) and (47.2). Another All- 
American who we have failed to mention is 
linebacker Leonard Little who had 98 tackles, 
12 sacks, and 22 other tackles for a loss. A 
tragic drowning of Ivan Zenon will prevent the 
Vol fans of ever getting to see this big muscular 
linebacker play. Our prayers are still with the 
family and friends in Mandeville, LA over this 
tragedy. Big Ivan was an original selection, 
along with Little, to the GAMEPLAN ALL- 
AMERICAN Team and will be so honored 
posthumously. This class is a great foundation 
for Coach Fuller and his staff to build for not- 
only an SEC Championship, but also an AP 
and UPI National Championship. 

(3) MICHIGAN 

The Wolverines had a great year last season! 
Coach Gary Moeller has this program on top in 
the Big-10 and one of the best programs in the 
country. Michigan went to the Rose Bow! and 
did something not many Big-10 teams have 
done in the past few years. That is, they won. 
They have an abundant amount of talent and 
with this great class, they have added to that 
stockpile. They signed quarterback Scot Loef- 
fler who threw for over 4,000 yards and 30 
TD's during his career, Coach Moeller signed 
some great running backs, but the one stand- 
out in this class is fullback Jon Ritchie. In his 
senior season, he was simply phenominal, as he 
powered his way for 1,919 yards and 29 TD’s. 
He also led his team to the 4A State Champion- 
ship with a perfect 15-0 record. The Wolverines 
also added two franchise receivers in Seth 
Smith and Andre King. In Smith's senior year, 
he caught 55 passes for 1,263 yards and 22 
TD’s. He also ran 3 punts back for TD’s. King 
is a fabulous athlete who was slowed by injury 
as a senior, The Michigan coaches are holding 
their breath in hopes that he does not sign with 
baseball, as he is a potential Number | draft 
choice. The Wolverines always have a 
dominating offensive line which was show- 
cased in the Rose Bowl, This rich tradition will 
continue with players like Joe Ries, Zach 
Adami, and John Partchenko. Defensively 
they also added great players on the line. 
Trevor Pryce, William Carr, and Damon Den- 
son all join Loeffler, Ritchie, Smith and King 
as GAMEPLAN ALL-AMERICANS. Pryce 
was dominating in his senior year, when he 
recorded 96 tackles, 35 assists, 19 QB sacks, 
and 18 other tackles for loss. Carr comes from 
a Texas powerhouse program, Dallas Carter. 
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In Carr’s senior year, he recorded 104 tackles. 
Denson was just as dominating as he recorded 
55 solos, 20 assists, 14 sacks and 18 other 
tackles behind the line, At linebacker, George 
Howell, Rob Swett, and J.J. Brown all were 
selected 10 the GAMEPLAN ALL-AMER- 
{CAN Team and will star for the Wolverines in 
the coming years. In Howell’s senior year, he 
had 180 tackles, 6 QB sacks, 3 fumble 
recoveries, and caused 3 fumbles. In Brown’s 
senior year, he made 110 tackles, 16 QB sacks, 
3 fumble recoveries, and caused 6 fumbles. 
Swett, also played fullback as a senior. He 
recorded 98 tackles and 6 sacks, while rushing 
for 1,186 yards and 13 TD's. In the secondary, 
Michigan signed two fantastic athletes in 
Clarence Thompson and Tshi Biakabutuka. In 
Thompson’s senior year, he recorded 78 solos, 
36 assists, and had 7 INT’s, good enough to 
make the GAMEPLAN ALL-AMERICAN 
Team. Tshi was al their camp last summer and 
was Outstanding. Two players to watch, who 
never gol the publicity that they deserved are 
Pierre Cooper and Carl Reeves. These guys 
could become All Big-10 players. They both 
will probably end-up playing linebacker. The 
Wolverines won the Rose Bowl this year and 
were able to sell this continued success to prize 
recruits all over the country. Michigan should 
continue to dominate in future AP and UPI 
Top 10 rankings. 

(4) MIAMI 

Dennis Erickson signed what may be their best 
class ever, but Coach Erickson could only 
think about James Burgess. Burgess, one of the 
best linebackers in the country, had an incredi- 
ble prep career. As a junior, he recorded 99 
tackles and 12 QB sacks and followed this with 
a banner senior campaign with 113 tackles and 
12 QB sacks in only seven games. ‘‘Until [ 
heard from James,”’ Erickson said, ‘*I could 
hardly breathe.”’ ‘“‘With the addition of 
Burgress, this is the best recruiting class since 
I’ve been here,’’ Erickson said. Coach 
Erickson also had high praise for Jammi Ger- 
man, ‘*German is the best athlete in the coun- 
try.’ He’ll be an impact player for us at wide 
reciever or cornerback. Burgess is one of the 
best defensive players in the country. That’s 
two impact players who can come in and help 
us as freshman.*’ The word impact is a good 
way lo describe this class. Miami is known for 
having great athletes and this class should help 
keep that tradition alive. Other defensive 
players like Marlon Barnes, Kenard Lang, 
Shabaka Majid, Jeff Taylor and J. Johnson 
will help form a front seven that should 
become unstoppable if they develop as ex- 
pected, With Tremain Mack, Eugene Ridgely, 
Earl Little, and Dennis Scott defending the 
pass, Miami should be in great shape. Mack is 
an awesome athlete. In his junior year, from a 
linebacker position, he compiled 72 tackles and 
3 INT’s (2 of which he returned for TD's). In 
his senior year, he played running back and 
rumbled for 1,456 yards and 15 TD’s. Offen- 
sively, Miami loaded up with outstanding 
recievers. Taj Johnson is big and quick. He 
caught 41 passes for 956 yards and 9 TD’s. Taj 
also averaged 15.6 ppg in basketball as a 
junior. Taj is an incredible athlete who has a 
knack for making the big play and with 
recievers like Trent Jones and Yatil Green to go 
with Taj, Miami will be in great shape. Never 
under-estimate the importance of offensive 
linemen and Miami added some great ones with 
Kerlin Blaise, Carlos Callejas, Freeman Brown 
and Mike Wehner, Wehner blew a knee out 
while winning the heaveyweight wrestling 
championship and will miss next fall because of 
rehab. Blaise was considered the best offensive 


guard in the country and Brown could really be 
special if he can get his grades in order, These 
guys should help solidify the Cane’s offensive 
line in the future. Miami did not sign a running 
back, but they appear to be fine at this position 
with the running backs they haye on campus, 
At quarterback, they signed Bryce Erickson, 
son of Dennis Erickson, and look for Bryce to 
redshirt and develop into a fine quarterback. 
Future Canes selected to the GAMEPLAN 
ALL-AMERICAN Team included Johnson, 
Blaise, Lang, Majid, Burgess, Ridgely, Mack, 
and German. Earl Little and Marlin Barnes, 
both head-hunters, were two of the best in the 
country in 199) and would have made the team 
last year. Little signed with Michigan, but 
never enrolled and Barnes is coming from prep 
school.. Remember their names, because they 
are both destined to play in the pros, Coach 
Erickson signed an incredible class. In fact, this 
may be one of the best ever for the Cane. 

(5) STANFORD 

The genius, Bill Walsh, has just led Stanford to 
its best record in over 50 years and has 
followed-up that success with one of the best 
recruiting classes in Stanford's history. Not on- 
ly are they great football players, but they are 
also stellar students. ‘Not only did we recruit 
some of the top athletes in the nation, but this 
also has to be one of the finest academic classes 
at Stanford,’” said Walsh. We were able to 
maintain Stanford’s entrance requirements and 
high academic standards while at the same time 
attracting the best athletes in the country,"’ he 
said. William Tingley, Associate Dean of Ad- 
missions at Stanford, agreed with Coach 
Walsh’s assessment of his recruits academic 
ability. ‘Bill Walsh and his staff have attracted 
a talented group of athletes who also have a 
strong commitment to academic excellence," 
Tingley said. ‘‘Stanford's graduation rate for 
student athletes is over 90 percent, placing the 
University among the very top schools in the 
nation, and we are confident that this 
recruiting class will continue this record of suc- 
cess,”’ he said. Grades aside, Stanford should 
reap immediate benefits from this class. **] ex- 
pect any number of our freshmen to be on the 
field next season when we play Washington in 
the opener,’’ Walsh said. ‘We recruited two of 
the best quarterback prospects in the nation 
and our running back, wide receiver and 
linebacker groups are excellent,’’ he said. Tim 
Carey and Scott Frost are two of the best 
quarterbacks in the country. In their senior 
year, they both were sensational. Tim passed 
for 3,497 yards and 37 TD's. Scott threw for 
2,142 yards and 21 TD's and ran for another 
1,585 yards and 33 TD’s. For Tim, this is an 
unbelievable stat, when you realize that he sat 
out almost 16 quarters, because he had already 
led his team to victory. Scott was accountable 
for 54 TD’s, which is also awesome. Everyone 
knows Walsh likes to throw the ball, but he 
also believes in a strong running attack. Coach 
Walsh added three fantastic running backs in 
Mike Mitchell, Eliel Swinton, and Greg Com- 
ella. Mitchell and Swinton should become the 
leaders. Mitchell had an incredible career 
rushing of 5,669 yards and 76 TD’s and Swin- 
ton had an awesome prep career rushing for 
5,904 yards and 67 TD’s. Swinton’s stats earn- 
ed him the third best in California prep history. 
Adam Salina is also a very large fullback and 
will compliment his counterparts at running 
back extremely well. He is a versatile athlete 
who played fullback, linebacker and punter in 
high school and his senior year he rushed for 
1,010 yards on 119 carries while scoring 19 
TD's. Coach Walsh wanted some great 
receivers to go with his All-American quarter- 
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backs and he inked 5 franchise receivers. In 
fact, this quintet is the best set in the country. 
The five include Leroy Pruitt, Charles Young, 
Alistair White, Brian Manning, and JUCO All- 
American Mark Harris. They are all noted for 
speed, with four of them running a 4.4 and the 
fifth one a 4.5. To close out the offensive side, 
the Cardinal added two great tight ends in 
Brian Badger and Tommy Hansen. Badger 
averaged 28.8 ppg in basketball. Stanford did 
not have a need for offensive linemen and con- 
sequently did not sign any. This past season 
Stanford show-cased a quick and aggressive 
defense and things should not change with the 
players they added. Defensively, they signed a 
great linebacker in Brian Batson, who had 141 
tackles in his senior year and was a terror for 
opposing offenses, Bryan Werner has a unique 
story. He was hit by a car in the eighth grade 
and suffered a serious injury to his left ankle 
and has had to undergo four operations. 
Because of this, he was unable to play football 
until his senior year, but in that year he record- 
ed 70 tackles of which 11 tackles went for 
losses. His 1300 on his SAT is also impressive. 
Leon Vickers could be the real gem of this 
defense. He made 118 tackles and 12 sacks as a 
linebacker, but may move to safety. 
GAMEPLAN ALL-AMERICANS for the 
Cardinal include Carey, Frost, Mitchell, 
Young, Pruitt, and Badger. Overall, Stanford 
signed some fantastic athletes. 

(6) NOTRE DAME 

The football season was over and it was time to 
enter the recruiting season. The Irish needed 
some help. They had just lost their entire offen- 
sive backfield to the upcoming NFL draft. 
Who will take the place of Bettis and Brooks? 
Will we signa top notch quarterback this year? 
Who will be the kicker? The Irish would land 
the franchise quarterback that they desperately 
needed, ‘‘Last year when we lost Tommie 
Frazier (Nebraska) and Corey Pullig (Texas 
A&M), but then, you sit back and say, "Things 
will work out for the best if you remain 
positive,’ said Coach Lou Holtz. The Irish ink- 
ed two great quarterbacks, Ron Powlus and 
Tom Krug. Powlus was on all of the All- 
American teams and is GAMEPLAN Offen- 
sive player of the year. He passed for 2,943 
yards and 31 TD's while rushing for another 
677 yards. At running back, the Irish picked up 
some great players with Randy Kinder, Ron 
Hardin, Robert Farmer, and Marc Edwards. 
Kinder is an awesome back who runs a 4.3 for- 
ty plus a 10.4 in the 100m. In his senior year, he 
rushed for 2,468 yards and 34 TD's. In 
Farmer’s senior year, he rushed for 1,606 yards 
and 18 TD’s plus he returned two punts and 
one kickoff for TD’s. Notre Dame added two 
franchise receivers in Emmitt Mosley and Cikai 
Champion. Champion hails from Tyler John 
Tyler, TX. Another pretty good player by the 
name of Earl Campbell came from that same 
school. A lot of times a high school will put 
their best athlete at quarterback and that is 
what happened to Champion. As a senior he 
ran the option and gained 700 yards on 100 car- 
ries and scored 6 TD’s. Champion and Mosley 
join Powlus and Kinder as GAMEPLAN ALL- 
AMERICANS. The Irish have always had a 
great offensive line and this tradition should re- 
main safe with the addition of Chris Kurpeikis 
and Mike Doughty, two more GAMEPLAN 
ALL-AMERICANS. They are both big and 
quick. Along the defensive line, the Irish signed 
Melvin Dansby, Lyron Cobbins, Darnell 
Smith, Jeff Kilburg, and Chris Clevenger. 
Dansby, another GAMEPLAN ALL- 
AMERICAN, is an awesome talent from 
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Alabama. In his senior year, he logged 98 
solos, 29 assists, and had 14 QB sacks. The 
Irish only added another linebacker in Bertram 
Berry. He played both ways in high school and 
averaged 12 tackles per game as a senior. In the 
secondary, Notre Dame signed Anyhony 
Swiney, Sim Stokes, Kinon Tatum, and Brian 
Perry. Tatum was one of the first players to 
commil to Notre Dame and in his junior year 
he had 12 INT’s. The Irish needed a kicker and 
they found one in Brian Ford. He is best as a 
punter as he averaged 43 yards a punt and was 
5 of 13 on field goals with the longest being 40 
yards. Notre Dame has finished another great 
recruiting year and this class should help con- 
linue the winning traditions for the Fighting 
Irish. 

(7) BAYLOR 

‘These are the type of guys that can get you lo 
that championship level you always are striving 
for,'’ Coach Chuck Reedy said. ‘‘We went 
after the best players, and got most of whal we 
wanted."’ When Coach Reedy talks about 
championships, he is not only talking about 
SWC Championships, but he is talking about 
National Championships. With this in mind, 
Baylor is well on their way to that elusive goal. 
They targeted the best players in the state and 
went after them, Baylor won this years SWC 
recruiting title and this class will help get the 
Bears back to Dallas on New Years Day. Coach 
Grant Teaff was the savior for the Baylor Bear 
football team for 21 years and brought the pro- 
gram to a higher level, but Coach Reedy ap- 
pears to be taking it to the next step. The Bears 
wanted speed and they got plenty of it. Baylor 
has nine players that run a 4.45 or better and 
two more run a 4.5. They recruited the type of 
athletes that Florida Sate, A&M and Miami 
have been recruiting for the past few years. 
Reedy runs the option, so the Bears needed a 
great option QB, but one who could also 
throw. The best option QB in the state was La- 
mont Moore, but just who is Lamont Moore? 
He led his Waxahachie team to a perfect 16-0 
record and the 4A State Championship. He 
reminds me of another kid in Pennsylvania 
who led his team to a 15-0 record and a 3A 
State Championship. The only difference is 
that Powlus passed first and ran second where 
as Moore runs first and passes second, In the 
State Championship run, Lamont ran for 1,236 
yards and scored 28 TD's. He also passed for 
1,856 yards and another 17 TD's. He also 
scored 3 TD’s and a two-point conversion in 
the State Championship game. If the Bears 
make it to the Cotton Bowl, look for this 
GAMEPLAN ALL-AMERICAN quarterback 
to lead the charge. They also needed running 
backs, and they signed two of the best in the 
state in Dion Marion and Kalief Muhammad. 
The latter reminds me of a Barry Sanders 
clone. As a senior, Kalief from Alief was 
nothing less than phenomenal. Here is a guy 
who is 5-7 and weighs 175. He’s not extremely 
fast, but his quickness is uncanny. Out of the 
Elsik I-formation, he rushed for 2,145 yards 
and scored 28 TD’s as a senior after scoring 24 
TD’s as a junior, in one of the toughest SA 
Districts in the Houston area. In pre-season, 
Marion was selected on all of the All-American 
teams, Marion is also a 26 foot long jumper. 
The Bears will also take former HS All- 
American Louis Fite, if he makes his grades at 
Ft Scott JUCO. That would give the Bears 
three HS All-American running backs. Coach 
Reedy also had a need for defensive backs and 
signed some of the best in the country. Names 
like Corey McLane, Michael Benjamin, Joel 
Manor and George McCullough will soon be 


household names in the SWC. McLane had 7 
INT’s as a junior and 6 as a senior, He also 
returned 4 kickoffs for TD’s as a senior. The 
Bears beat Miami and FSU for McLane. Ben- 
jamin had a sensational senior year as he 
recorded an amazing 127 solo tackles, 63 
assists, 12 sacks, and 19 other tackles behind 
the line. He joins Moore, Muhammad, and 
McLane as mémbers of the GAMEPLAN 
ALL-AMERICANS. Joel Manor leads. the 
stale in the high hurdles with a best of 13.0 flat, 
George McCullough has a 10.3 in the 100m, 
and still another defensive back, Cyrus Edison, 
has a best in the long jump of 26-6. Games are 
won and lost on the line of scrimmage and 
Baylor will be in good hands with Jerome 
Jackson and David Davis. These two guys were 
recruited by everyone in the country and will be 
the nucleus for Baylor’s offensive line for the 
future. Davis originally commited to A&M and 
then changed to Miami. His mom wanted him 
to stay closer to home so she called on Friday 
before signing day Lo see if there was a scholar- 
ship available if her son decided to change for 
the third time, and indeed there was one. Davis 
and Jackson may be two of the best offensive 
linemen to ever sign with the Bears. Both were 
selected to the GAMEPLAN ALL- 
AMERICAN Team. The defensive line will be 
solid with Sheldon Mallory, Rod Kinney and 
Glen Coy. The Bears were selective when it 
came down to choosing linebackers and when 
they signed Robert Mason and Dean Jackson, 
they added a good combination of speed and 
size. Mason will probably play as a freshman. 
Baylor also had a big need at wide receiver and 
tight end. Ben Bronson and Pierce Peagross 
will be the deep threats that should stretch 
defenses and open lanes for the running backs. 
Overall, this is the best class in the history of 
Baylor Bear football. 

(8) FLORIDA 

The Gators had specific goals and needs to 
meet going into the recruiting season and did 
very well overall. Carl Franks, Recruiting 
Coordinator, said, ‘We had a very, very good 
recruiting class. We accomplished the goals we 
set forth at the beginning of the recruiting 
season. ““We needed to sign linebackers, 
especially guys who could play the outside 
linebacker/strong safety position for us. We 
needed to sign a couple of cornerbacks, guys 
who could also play safety, a couple or three 
running backs. We signed only one (tailback) 
in the last two years, and we needed some 
depth on the offensive line. We needed some 
speed. And you always need to sign some 
defensive linemen. The guys that can run and 
do the things up front that you need on the 
defensive line are hard to find every year.”’ The 
Gators signed some awesome linebackers. 
Willie Rodgers will be a terror for opposing of- 
fenses with his 4.4 speed, Willie had an incredi- 
ble 45 inch verticle leap at the Miami Dophins 
training facility. Kenny Times and Darrick 
Hambrick will compliment Willie well. Times 
was an All-American last year and is coming 
back from prep school. Hambrick had 156 
tackles and 12 sacks in leading Pasco to the 3A 
State Championship. He's a super athlete havy- 
ing already high jumped 6-10 and he averaged 
17 ppg in the hoops. Michael Moten and Elijah 
Brown were two of the best defensive linemen 
in the country and were selected GAMEPLAN 
ALL-AMERICAN. Moten is one of the best 
defensive ends thal 1 saw this year on film orin 
person. As a senior, Moten had 136 tackles in- 
cluding 18 sacks and 14 others behind the line. 
Brown was just as sensational, as he logged 126 
tackles and 19 sacks. Brown also bench presses 
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425 pounds. With the linebackers and defen- 
sive linemen that the Gators. signed, they 
should have a solid front seven. Coach Steve 
Spurrier signed five defensive backs with Mike 
Harris and Thomas Miller leading the way. In 
Harris's senior year he accounted for 112 
tackles, 5 tackles for losses and caused 3 
fumbles. As a junior linebacker, he recorded 
114 tackles. Miller, who earlier commited to 
Tennessee, but changed on signing date, 
recorded 65 tackles and 5 INT’s. Running back 
was a position the Gators needed to address 
this year according to Frank, **We did not have 
the depth we needed there. We'll be going into 
this year with Errict Rhett as a senior, you'd 
like to bring some guys in who can watch and 
learn from him, because unless anything 
drastically changes, he’s the guy who's going to 
be doing most of the playing.’*’ With the addi- 
tion of Terrance Foy, Tyrone Baker, and Eli- 
jah Williams, the Gators should be solid at run- 
ning back. Foy got 1,875 yards and 28 TD’s as 
a senior, including a sensational feat of scoring 
15 "TD's with runs of over 50 yards. He also 
averaged 11.6 yards per carry. Baker had 2,176 
yards and 18 TD’s as a junior, but was slowed 
by an injury as a senior and only got 1,015 
yards and 9 TD's in eight games. Williams may 
be the best return man of the three and will 
probably play there next fall, He’s very im- 
pressive on film on either side of the ball. He 
rushed for 1,232 yards on only 120 carries 
which comes out to a nifly 10,3 ype average. 
He also scored 20 TD's, All three of these 
backs are speed burners who run the 40 in 4.4. 
At the tight end position Florida got one of the 
best in the country in Taras Ross. He was a 
two-way star for Pasco on their 3A State 
Championship. On defense, Taras logged 158 
tackles and 23 sacks from his end position. 
Coach Spurrier will line Ross up at a tight end 
spot where he could become an All-American, 
Eric Johnson, Keith McMahon, Wyley Ritch, 
and Derek Walker comprise one of the best of- 
fensive line quartets in the country. The 
Florida Gators accomplished just what they 
needed to accomplish and had a fantastic class. 
(9) ALABAMA 

A few years ago, | was on an Alabama radio 
talk show when a caller called in and said that 
the Tide had just received a verbal commitment 
from some kid by the name of George Teague. 
There was a short pause and then the talk show 
host scratched his head and said, **Who is 
George Teague?’’ This is perfect proof that 
most coaches know what they are doing when 
they recruit a kid. Sometimes the potential is 
there, but needs a little coaching. Another 
point to be made here, is that most college 
coaches would rather have the bonified 
Bluechip player, with all of the fanfare, than 
the one that must develop. Now remember this. 
That year, the Tide did not get all of the 
Bluechip players and they just won the Na- 
tional Championship. This year, they gol most 
of who they went after. They have been 
needing a great quarterback for a few years 
now and got two bonified Bluechippers in 
Freddie Kitchens and Lance Tucker. Some feel 
that Kitchens may be one of the best in a long 
time and Tucker has the rare background of 
being a five year starter in high school. 
Another big need was at running back and they 
got two great ones. Both Dameian Vallery and 
Curtis Alexander were selected to our 
GAMEPLAN ALL-AMERICAN Team. 
Vallery was sensational as a senior, as he rush- 
ed for 2,062 yards and scored 24 TD’s for one 
of the top SA teams in Texas. Alexander raced 
for 2,300 vards and 31 TD's. Vallerv is faster, 
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bul is a straight ahead power runner. Alex- 
ander is more shiftier and uses his moves to 
fake people. They both will play in the fall so 
we can judge them real quick. The offensive 
line of the future includes one of the best trios 
in the country, Chris Jordan and Will Friend 
are GAMEPLAN ALL-AMERICANS and 
Joel Holiday was on some All-American 
teams. If you win National Championships on 
Defense, then watch out for the Tide to win 
another one in the future. This is an awesome, 
hand-selected group of defensive stars. First, 
they are getting Kendrick Burton back. He was 
an All-American last year and will be eligible 
after sitting oul as a “*prop 42'’. He’s a future 
Pro-Bowler. Edgar Walker and Patrick Hape 
will likely play end as will Paul! Pickett. Steve 
Thompson will join Burton on the front, Steve 
firs’ commited to LSU, then Arkansas and 
then Alabama, At linebacker is where the Tide 
really got an edge on defense. Fernando Davis 
is a GAMEPLAN ALL-AMERICAN from 
Mississippi, Tyrell Buckner is from Texas and 
runs a 4,5, and Ralph Staten is from Alabama 
and he also runs a 4.5. In the secondary, Cedric 
Samuel is a great cover man, maybe as good as 
there is in the country. After watching him 
play, and talking to various coaches who 
recruited him, 1 feel confident about selecting 
him to our GAMEPLAN ALL-AMERICAN 
Team. Andre Short is also a hard-hitting safely 
who may see action in the fall. Overall, this is 
the best recruiting class for the Tide is a few 
years. Coming off of a National Champion- 
ship, the next question would be, ‘Can they 
repeat?”’ 1 think some of these guys can help 
them do just that, 

(10) OKLAHOMA 

Oklahoma, a program rich in tradition, has 
always had a successful program, From the 
glory days of Bud Wilkerson and Barry Switzer 
to the present regime of Gary Gibbs, the 
Sooners have always commanded respect. 
Coach Gibbs and Dick Foster, Recruiting 
Coordinator for OU, have taken this rich tradi- 
tion and transformed it into success on signing 
day. They have had one set back since signing 
day and that was Donnie Embra opting to go 
Fort Scott CC in order to get his grades, The 
Sooners managed to sign an incredible 9 fran- 
chise players. At running back Coach Foster 
inked James Allen and Gerald Moore, and re- 
signed “‘prop 42’’ Texan Paul Oatts. Allen 
rushed for 2,315 yards and 35 TD's in his 
senior year, In Moore’s senior year, he rushed 
for 2,570 yards and 36 TD's. He comes from 
Houston Yates, the same school that produced 
current OU star Aubrey Beavers. Both Moore 
and Allen were selected to the GAMEPLAN 
BLUECHIPS ALL-AMERICAN Team, At 
receiver, the Sooners re-signed one fantastic 
player in Michael McDaniel . McDaniel was 
one of the top receivers in the country in the 
1992 class, but didn’t make his grades. He will 
be a little rusty in the fall, but he should be able 
to work into a spot. He could be the best 
receiver to ever sign with the Sooners. They ad- 
ded great players along the offensive line with 
Joey Corollo, Robert Ingram, Derrick Nelson, 
Brian Andrews, and Bruce McClure. The 
Sooners added great talent on the defensive line 
with superb players like Zerick Rollins, Barron 
Tanner, Arthur Atkins, Barry Giles, and Jon 
Mulac. In Rollins senior year, he recorded 43 
solos, 72 assists, and 19 sacks. Tanner had 89 
tackles, 14 sacks, and 14 tackles behind the line 
of scrimmage. All the players that OU signed 
along the defensive line have that rare com- 
bination of speed and quickness. OU only sign- 
ed one linebacker, Tyrell Peters. and he is 


awesome. Not many 219 pounders can run a 
4.4 forty, but he can, In Peters senior year he 
was simply incredible as he made over 200 
tackles. He joins Moore, Allen, and Rollins on 
our GAMEPLAN ALL-AMERICAN Team. 
Anthony Fogle, Wendell Davis, Jermaine 
Trent, and Roderick Manuel are all exceptional 
defensive backs. Fogle played quarterback in 
high school and ran the option. As a senior he 
rushed 997 yards and 15 TD’s. Davis was con- 
sidered to be one of the top corners in the 
JUCO ranks. He'll start in the fall. The 
Sooners had an outstanding year in recruiting 
and some players could see immediate playing 


time, 

(11) CALIFORNIA 

Potentially, this is as good a recruiting group as 
I've ever been associated with," said Keith 
Gilbertson, Head Coach for California. “‘The 
thing that makes this class special is the quality 
and depth we were able to sign,’’ said Gilbert- 
son. Now lets get to the ‘tBear Facts’’. Cal 
signed ten franchise players and this is pretty 
incredible for them. The Bears signed one of 
the top franchise quarterbacks in the country in 
Pat Barnes. As a senior he passed for 2,368 
yards and 24 TD's while rushing for 422 yards 
and 7 TD’s as he earned GAMEPLAN ALL- 
AMERICAN. At running back, Tarik Smith 
will be an outstanding player. He missed 4 
games as a senior, but still managed to run for 
746 yards and 10 TD’s on 84 carries. Cal signed 
four greal receivers in Kofi Nartey, Latario 
Rachal, Bobby Shaw, and Khalid Shabazz. 
Nartley caught 27 passes for 486 yards as a 
senior. Along the offensive line, Cal inked 
some great players with Yauger Williams, 
Drake Parker, George Roberts, and Tarik 
Glenn. How many teams in the country signed 
a guy named Tarik? Cal signed two, Regan Up- 
shaw is an awesome specimen who joins Barnes 
as a GAMEPLAN ALL-AMERICAN. Greg 
Webb, and Chris Easley will be great defensive 
linemen. In Upshaw's senior year, he had 75 
tackles and 12 sacks. Rasheed Hibler and An- 
dre Rhodes are the two linebackers that Cal 
signed. Hibler recorded 115 tackles and in one 
game he made 17 tackles. The Bears signed two 
franchise strong safeties in Marlon McWilson 
and Darrell Miles. MeWilson was sensational 
as a senior as he recorded 178 tackles including 
26 for losses as a senior. He also had 26 tackles 
in one game and finished his career with 364 
tackles, including an amazing 78 behind the 
line. Marlon joins fellow teammates Barnes 
and Upshaw as members of the GAMEPLAN 
ALL-AMERICAN Team. Miles comes from 
the JUCO ranks and throughout his career he 
had 170 tackles, 10 INT’s, 12 sacks, and 
recovered 7 fumbles. Cal has made one of the 
biggest turn-arounds in college football history 
and is becoming a powerhouse team. With 
recruiting efforts like this, they should contend 
for the PAC-10 Championship for many years 
to come. 

(12) WISCONSIN 

Barry Alvarez, Head Coach for Wisconsin and 
former Defensive Cordinator at Notre Dame, 
put together one of the better classes this year. 
Out of 19 signees, nine of them were franchise 
type players. At running back, two of the best 
in the Big-10 area said yes to Coach Alvarez. 
Carl McCullough may be one of the best 
athletes in the land. Asa junior, he rushed for 
1,148 yards and scored 29 TD's. Asa senior, he 
rushed for another 1,917 yards and scored 
another 28 TD's in leading his team to the State 
Championship Game. In the six playoff games, 
he rushed for 1,155 yards and 14 TD’s. This 
GAMEPLAN ALL-AMERICAN will get a 
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chance to play this fall. Another great one is 
Royce Roberson, In Roberson’s junior year, he 
tushed for 960 yards and played safety on 
defense where he made 56 tackles and 3 INT’s. 
As a senior, he raced for 1,934 yards and 
scored 27 TD’s with an 8.1 ypc average. Block- 
ing for these two great running backs will be 
Tarek Saleh. This big bruiser scored 26 TD’s as 
a senior, An amazing group of receivers were 
collected by the Badgers, but Tony Simmons 
may have the most potential. Tony was hurt 
most of his junior season, but had a great 
senior season when he grabbed 36 balls for 628 
yards and 5 TD’s. At the Illinois state track 
meet last spring, Tony placed second in the 
200m with a 21.88 and third in the 100m with a 
10.3.. He has all of the tools to be an All- 
American for the Badgers. Other receivers to 
keep an eye on are Archie Seale, Keith 
Jackson, Daryl Carter, and Reggie Torian, 
Torian may be the next best prospect because 
of his great size and speed. He did not catch 
very many passes as a senior, but he averaged 
29.1 yds per catch and he runs a 10.6 in the 
100m. He was also the state long jump cham- 
pion as a junior, Jackson is ready for action in 
the fall. He also has the great speed and good 
height. ‘Action Jackson”? hauled in 30 passes 
for 600 yds and & TD’s last fall in JUCO, Seale 
averaged 25 ype and had 13 catches for TD’s. 
On the defensive line Coach Alvarez inked 
Todd Halbur and Rob Lurtsema. Lurtsema 
had a great senior year making 94 tackles, 8 
Sacks, and 3 INT’s in only eight games as he led 
his team to the 2A State Championship. 
Halbur is a dominating defensive lineman who 
had 40 solo tackles, 10 sacks, and 15 other 
tackles for a loss, as a senior. Halbur joins Mc- 
Cullough and Saleh on the GAMEPLAN ALL- 
AMERICAN Team. At linebacker, Wisconsin 
really signed some great ones. Brian Flanigan, 
Sylas Pratt, and Royston Jones is a pretty im- 
pressive trio of LBer’s and Saleh could also 
play the position. Pratt and Jones are from the 
JUCO ranks and could see immediate playing 
time. Pratt made over 100 tackles in leading his 
team to.a 11-0 record. Jones would have been a 
part of that 11-0 record if he had not been hurt. 
He was a starter as a freshman, but did not 
play this year, thus having three years left with 
the Badgers. Flanigan had 120 tackles, with 15 
going for a loss as a senior. Saleh rushed for 
more than 1,500 yds and scored 26 TD’s as a 
senior fullback. He had 70 tackles and 3 INT’s 
on defense. With a front seven consisting of 
players like these, Wisconsin should ‘‘Badger’’ 
a few opponents in the future. In the secon- 
dary, Wisconsin signed Donny Brady, Jason 
Suttle, Dwayne Cuff, and Damon Glenn. They 
all have great speed which is a necessity in the 
secondary, Brady had 5 INT's and is a great tri- 
ple jumper, Wisconsin surprised a lot of people 
with this great recruiting year and will start to 
surprise some people on the field very soon, 
(13) ARIZONA STATE 

“I'm elated about the job that my assistant 
coaches did in signing this class,’’ says Bruce 
Snyder, head football coach for Arizona State. 
“With this group we have filled two basic 
needs. We have tremendously improved our 
overall team speed and we filled specific needs 
with junior college transfers. Like last year, we 
concentrated most of our efforts within the 
two-state area of Arizona and California, tak- 
ing 20 from the two states. We want to be suc- 
cessful at home in the football-rich West.” 
Coach Snyder dipped into the JUCO talent 
pool and signed eight players. Overall, Arizona 
State signed 10 franchise players and 8 of those 
10 were JUCO’s. With the amount of JUCO’s 
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coming in, Arizona State should reap im- 
mediate benefits from this class. The Sun 
Devils wanted help at quarterback and signed 
one great one in Jake Plummer and another 
one who could develop in Jason Verdugo. 
Plummer is an exceptional quarterback who 
threw for 3,070 yards and 29 TD’s and rushed 
for an additional 645 yards and 10 TD’s in his 
senior year. In his final two years, he had ac- 
counted for 6,097 yds of total offense and 68 
TD’s. He was selected to the GAMEPLAN 
ALL-AMERICAN Team. Snyder inked four 
great wide receivers in Johnny Thomas, 
Johnny Livingston, Joey Robertson and Jason 
McCorvey. This group of receivers catching the 
ball from Jason, will be called ‘Jason and the 
J-Team.”"’ Thomas and Livingston are true 
franchise receivers who have plenty of speed. 
Livingston caught 55 passes for 940 yards and 
11 TD's and he returned three punts for TD’s. 
As a senior in high school he had 1,800 all- 
purpose yards. Thomas had 64 receptions for 
1,111 yards and 10 TD’s last year and he has 
been clocked at 10.4 in the 100m. Matt Nelson 
has great size and speed for a tight end and 
should start for the Sun Devils. Nelson caught 
23 passes for 375 yards and one TD this past 
year. ASU signed two outstanding running 
backs in Corey McCoy and Michael Martin. 
Martin is more of a bruising inside runner 
while McCoy is a small elusive back who gain- 
éd 1,335 yards on 104 carries and scored 23 
TD's. That is an incredible average per carry of 
12.8 yards. Along the offensive line, the Sun 
Devils should be solid with Glen Gable, Mike 
Hanson and Kyle Murphy. Defensively, 
Arizona State inked great players, Along the 
defensive line, Darren Venu, Kenny Talanoa, 
and Bryan Proby should all be standouts. Venu 
and Talanoa were great JUCO noseguards. 
Proby had 13 quarterback sacks last year and 
has added 30 pounds since high school. 
Talanoa recorded 54 tackles, 11 sacks and three 
tackles for losses. He also intercepted a pass 
and caused three fumbles. Malchi Crawford 
may be the surprise of this class. He had 12 QB 
sacks as a senior. With the addition of Sammy 
Young, Brian Easter and Ty Wade at 
linebacker, the Sun Devils should have a solid 
front seven, Craig Newsome heads the list of a 
talented defensive back collection, He had five 
INT’s last year, one of which he returned 103 
yards for a TD which is a national record. He 
also blocked a punt. Originally, he comes from 
Eisenhower High in Rialto, CA, which produc- 
ed another prominent defensive back in Ronnie 
Lott. To summarize, the Sun Devils had an ex- 
cellent year in recruiting and with the addition 
of eight great JUCO players they should get 
some immediate help. 

(14) TEXAS 

Last year Coach John Mackovie showed signs 
of being a great recruiter by signing one of the 
better classes in the conference after getting off 
to a late start. Mackovic followed that class 
with another great one and these two classes 
should help re-establish the winning tradition 
that Texas fans seem to always expect. The 
Longhorns signed one of the best kickers in the 
country in Philip Dawson and one of the best 
quarterbacks in the state in James Brown. 
Texas also went to California to sign another 
great quarterback in John Dutton, who some 
coaches feel was one of the best on the West 
Coast this year. Brown is an excellent athlete 
who has a real strong arm. He is also very 
mobile and can hurt you with his scrambling. 
As a junior, he passed for 1,530 yards and 15 
TD’s and then got 2,213 yards and 20 TD's asa 
senior. Dutton is taller, but less mobile, He 


passed for 1,986 yards and 12 TD’s as a senior, 
The interesting thing about these two great 
QB's is that they are so different. Although 
they both possess a real strong arm, one is fast 
and the other is not and one is short and the 
other is tall. They both will compete for a 
backup spot. Shea Morenz was up and down in 
the spring, but should focus in the fall and 
become the great quarterback that we all expect 
him to be. I think the best athlete in this class is 
Tre Thomas, but not by much, because Texas 
signed a lot of great athletes. Tre is a defensive 
back and he will join other talented defensive 
backs like Bryant Westbrook, Chris Carter, 
and Quinton Wallace. Westbrook is a big cor- 
nerback who could easily end-up playing safe- 
ty. The Longhorn coaches love him because he 
is so aggressive. He may be one the best defen- 
sive backs to ever sign with the Horns. Carter is 
probably the smartest and most aggressive 
strong safety in the country. His 4.0 GPA is 
certainly not shabby, as he made our 
BLUECHIPS ACADEMIC ALL-AMER- 
ICAN Team. I felt that Wallace was one of the 
most underrated players in the state. In the 
game I saw, he had 156 yards of total offense 
and he didn’t play a single down on the offen- 
sive side. This yardage included 2 INT’s, 3 punt 
returns and 2 kickoff returns. I also saw Tre 
Thomas return a kickoff 97 yds for a TD in the 
game against Dulles. Thomas joins Dawson, 
Westbrook, and Carter as GAMEPLAN ALL- 
AMERICANS. The Longhorns feel like they 
scored a coup in landing Brian Johnson, a 
linebacker from Jersey Village, and he should 
develop into a promising young player for the 
Burnt Orange. He was selected as the Houston 
Area Defensive Player of the Year by the 
Houston Touchdown Club. Texas also wanted 
to add some defensive linemen and signed some 
great ones in Tony Brackens, Colby Miller and 
Tim Warfield. Some coaches felt that Brackens 
could become another James Francis type of 
player. Another goal for the Longhorns was to 
add some offensive linemen and they signed 
great ones in Bryon Lloyd, Ryan Fiebiger, and 
Brent Kelly and convinced Blake Powers to 
walkon. In the running back department, Dar- 
rell Wilson could turn out to be a fantastic 
fullback and Garrod Coleman should compli- 
ment him well. If Shon Mitchell makes his 
grades, look for him to join the Orange and 
White in August. Coach Mackovic appears to 
be on track in getting the Horns back to Dallas 
on New Years Day. 

(1S) KENTUCKY 

Head coach Bill Curry and recruiting coor- 
dinator Tommy Limbaugh really put together a 
great recruiting class. They had already signed 
great classes in their first three years, but this 
class will surpass them all! ‘*We’re very pleased 
with our people,’’ Curry said, ‘tl know two or 
three of the players will get the lions share of 
the attention, but we believe every single one of 
these young men is the kind of person that can 
take us where we want to go, and that’s to a 
championship-level performance.’’ Coach 
Curry went on to say, ‘“‘There was a concern 
coming off this season that recruiting would be 
more difficult. I can’t really say whether that 
was true or not, or whether our staff dug-in a 
little deeper, I just don’t know the answer to 
that. Sometimes that has an effect. But there 
are so many good things to sell here at Ken- 
tucky that a lot of good players want to come 
here.’? The Wildcats picked up two awesome 
running backs in Donnell Gordon and Maurece 
Williams, both GAMEPLAN ALL- 
AMERICAN selections . As a senior, Donnell 
rushed for 2,342 yards and 25 TD’s, giving him 
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career totals of 6,336 yards and 62 TD’s. He 
was named Kentucky Player-of-the-Year. He’s 
probably the best running back to ever sign 
with the Wildcats, but Williams may be even 
better. Maurece (correct spelling) rushed for 
1,975 yards and scored 17 TD’s as a senior. In 
his home-state of Georgia, they were compar- 
ing him to a guy named Walker. Georgia really 
wanted this guy and Coach Curry will play 
both lads in the first fall football game. Lim- 
baugh also inked two perfect quarterbacks for 
their offense. With an option oriented offense, 
out of the I-formation, the Kentucky quarter- 
back will have to be a jack of all trades. He 
must be able to throw and run. They found 
what they were looking for in Matt Hobbie and 
Billy Jack Haskins. Hobbie and Haskins will 
put a lot of pressure on opposing defenses with 
the dual threat of running or throwing. 1 
thought Hobbie was one of the best option 
quarterbacks I had ever seen when | saw him 
on tape last spring. As a senior, he was voted 
MVP in the tough Sarasota District. Matt joins 
Maurece and Donnell as members of the 
GAMEPLAN ALL-AMERICAN Team. Kio 
Sanford accounted for 1,635 all-purpose yards 
as an option quarterback in his senior year. He 
is a great athlete that has the 4.4 speed, and will 
be moved to receiver, Kentucky needed tight 
ends and they signed three excellent ones in 
David Ginn, Darrin Clark and John Gibson. 
After signing such great skill players, the 
Wildcats did not neglect the offensive line and 
added four superb linemen in Brandon 
Jackson, Rob Reynolds, J.D. Reed and Chad 
Hudson. Kentucky had a great need for 
linebackers and got three great ones in Kareem 
Dailey, Kurt Supe, and Jeff Tanner. All three 
can run around a 4,6 and have great size. The 
biggest gem on defense is John Schlarman. At 
6-2 and 285, he should bea force al nose guard. 
John had 91 tackles and 10 tackles for losses in 
his senior year. Overall, Kentucky had a great 
recruiting year and Coach Curry appears to be 
on his way in building a Championship pro- 
gram. ‘‘We are going to bring in quality people 
that can play football. But building a football 
program is a long process. We are getting there 
and the players we signed are going Lo help take 
us where we want to be,” said Curry, Coach 
Curry is the confident type and with the players 
he has been signing, Kentucky fans will soon 
become confident also. 

(16) GEORGIA 

At the start of the recruiting season, it looked 
like the Bulldogs were getting ready for a Top 
Five recruiting class. Treyor Pryce commited 
early and it was thought that they were in the 
lead for Maurece Williams and Delaine 
Manley, There was a chance for Andre Cooper 
and Ta’Boris Fisher and they already had a 
secret commitment from a nose guard in Texas 
by the name of Jason Winship. As fate would 
have it, all of these guys got away. With all of 
these defections, it’s rather incredible that they 
had such a great recruiting class, but they did. 
It could get even better if Marcus Williams 
makes his grades. Mike Bobo had two great 
years back-to-back and seems like the heir 
replacement for Mr. Eric Zeier when he leaves. 
Mike passed for 2,477 yards and 23 TD’s as a 
senior and also rushed for another 7 TD’s, His 
career totals read 5,167 yards and 42 TD’s. He 
was selected to our GAMEPLAN ALL- 
AMERICAN Team, Losing Williams hurt, but 
Selma Callaway is a hard-running back who 
rushed for over 3,000 yards and scored 50 TD’s 
in the last two years, He will probably see ac- 
tion in the fall, This group of defensive players 
may be as good as any in the country. Matt 
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Storm is one of the most physically gifted 
athletes to ever come to Athens to play foot- 
ball. If he plays as good as he looks, he'll be 
another AP All-American. Mario Nolan and 
Frank Watts were great players in high school 
and are coming back from prep school where 
they were also outstanding. They both will play 
in the fall, Watts will play linebacker, but 
Nolan could play safety or linebacker, Derrick 
Byrd joins Bobo on the GAMEPLAN ALL- 
AMERICAN Team after a sensational senior 
season. Two other great defensive players in- 
clude D.J. Johnson and Damian Carson. Both 
could become dominant players for the 
Bulldogs. Johnson had 156 tackles from his 
linebacker position as a senior, He weighs 240 
and runs a 4.6, but he'll probably play end for 
the Dawgs. Another defensive lineman who the 
Bulldog coaches really loved was Sean 
Trembley from New York. He played fullback 
and linebacker in high school, but will play on 
the line in college. Other defensive stars include 
linebackers Greg Bright, Kajara Ransom and 
Marcus Williams. All three of these linebackers 
are extremely fast and aggressive. As a senior, 
Bright had 146 tackles, 6 sacks, 2 INT’s and 30 
other tackles for a loss. Williams had a 
fabulous senior season as he led his team to the 
4A State Championship. He logged 84 solo 
tackles, 96 assists, and 16 QB sacks. All of 
these LBers run a 4.6 or better with Williams 
dipping down to 4.5, Eric Robinson and 
Robert Edwards are perfect Bulldog safeties 
who love to come up and make a crunching 
tackle. Brandon Crayen is a cornerback from 
Texas who has long jumped 24 feet and had 12 
interceptions as a junior and 7 as a senior. This 
class may prove to be even better than you 
think in a couple of years. Coach Ray Goff 
again proved that he is a great recruiter. This 
class will make an immediate impact on the 
SEC next fall. 

(17) SOUTH CAROLINA 

Coach Sparky Woods and his staff really did a 
remarkable job this year, both on and off the 
field, With their fast finish on the field and 
their fast start and finish in the recruiting wars, 
the Gamecocks seem primed and ready to meet 
the upcoming challenges of the tough SEC 
Eastern Division, This class got a big lift early 
with the commitment of Quinn Brodie from 
prep school. He was a top player in last years 
class, but went to prep school to get his grades 
in order. Getting 199! All-Americans Monty 
Means and Tony Law eligible after Prop 42 is 
another big plus for the program. Means will 
become a favorite target for Steve Tanneyhill 
in his aerial circus, Law may be one of the big- 
gest and fastest dudes in the country. At 286, 
he can still run a 4.7, If he trims down, he 
could play linebacker at 265. All three of these 
1991 recruits were on our All-American Team 
last year. If great defensive linemen help win 
championships, then Coach Woods has cer- 
tainly got the nucleus for a Championship. 
Mercedes Hamilton has a real knack for big 
plays. Asa junior, he recorded 17 tackles for a 
loss. Then as a senior, he racked-up 162 
tackles, 13 sacks, 3 fumble recoveries, 11 QB 
pressures and 12 other tackles for a loss. Vince 
Simpson is a greal defensive lineman from 
Georgia Military who could be the steal of this 
class. He’ll have 5 years to get in 4 and could be 
as dominating as Hamiliton, Still another great 
defensive linemen is Travis Whitfield, who 
could be the surprise of the group, unless 
Damon Yongue surprises first. Robert Smith 
and Romel Stowers will be outstanding 
Gamecock linebackers. Smith logged 111 solo 
tackles including 16 in the State Championship 


game. Stowers, who had 153 tackles and 17 
sacks, reminds me of another intense, short 
linebacker who just retired from the Chicago 
Bears this year, All of these defensive players 
should see action in the fall. Hamilton and 
Smith were GAMEPLAN ALL-AMER- 
ICANS. Terry Cousin is a great little running 
back, who the Gamecock coaches are real pro- 
ud to have. He also could see early action. 
Chris Abrams was a late signee, but he could be 
something special to the Gamecock secondary. 
Chris is a great safety who can also play corner- 
back. He was a teammate of Hamilton in high 
school, Reed Morton is a GAMEPLAN ALL- 
AMERICAN kicker who will definitely kick on 
kickoffs next fall. This may be the best 
Gamecock class ever assembled and it could be 
better even next year, The Gamecocks haye just 
talked Clyde Wrenn out of retirement, As the 
new recruiting coordinator, Coach Wrenn will 
bring a wealth of experience to his new 
Gamecock team. Coach Wrenn was the ar- 
chitect for many of the rival Clemson classes 
when Danny Ford was there. Coach Wrenn has 
been in private business since the departure of 
Ford from Clemson, but is now. back in the 
recruiting business. This definitely will start 
paying dividends next fall. 

(18) SYRACUSE 

This is truly an outstanding class for the 
Orangemen. Under the direction of Head 
Coach Paul Pasqualoni and Recruiting Coor- 
dinator Mike Vollmar, the Orangemen may 
have put together their best class in modern 
history. They got three of the best defensive 
players in the country in Dulayne Morgan, 
Antwaune Ponds, and Jason Walters. All three 
are members of the GAMEPLAN ALL- 
AMERICAN Team. Morgan had a fantastic 
year as a senior as he logged 82 solo tackles and 
17 sacks, He had 18 sacks as a junior. Ponds 
may have been even better as he recorded 97 
solos, 68 assists, and 14 sacks, Walters was also 
pretty incredible as he had recorded 140 tackles 
and 21 sacks going into his senior season. It 
may not be clear on which side of the ball that 
Jim Turner will play, but he was spectacular on 
defense as he logged 129 tackles, 2 INT’s, 2 
blocked kicks, and returned 2 punts and 2 
kickoffs for TD’s. He was also third in the 
state in the 200m last spring with a best of 21.4. 
He’s also a GAMEPLAN ALL-AMERICAN. 
If great offensive linemen win ball games, then 
they will start winning a lot at Syracuse, as they 
signed Chuck Beatie, Brent Warren, Jason 
Hall, and Brad Patkochis. Beatie is a 
GAMEPLAN ALL-AMERICAN, This secon- 
dary is also special with Turner, if he plays 
there, Zack McCall, Donovan Darius, and Rod 
Gadson, all of whom are great athletes. As we 
said, this may be the best recruiting class in 
many years for the Orangemen who have quiet- 
ly become a national powerhouse under the 
direction of Coach Pasqualoni, This class will 
keep Coach Pasqualoni and the Orangemen 
near the top of both the AP and UPI polls. 
(19) IOWA 

Keep your eye on the Hawkeyes. Coach 
Hayden Fry has quietly assembled a great 
group of talent in Jowa City, Under the direc- 
tion of new recruiting coordinator, John 
Austin, the Hawkeyes could do even better 
next year. This year was no exception, signing 
25 players including an incredible nine fran- 
chise type players. The Hawkeyes signed 10 
JUCO players which will give immediate help 
on the depth chart. The top player is this class 
was on the cover of the BLUECHIPS Fall 
Magazine and his name is Tavian Banks. Ta- 
vian rushed for 2,387 yards and scored 42 TD's 
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as a senior, He may be the best running back to 
ever come out of the state of lowa. Coach Fry 
does not like to play freshmen, but it will be 
hard keeping Tavian on the bench, He’s an ob- 
vious choice on the GAMEPLAN ALL- 
AMERICAN Team. Reggie Williams, from 
JUCO, is already on campus and will push to 
start at fullback. Matt Sherman is a franchise 
quarterback and is the quarterback for the 
future for the Hawkeyes. In his junior year, he 
passed for 2,000 yards and 25 TD's and ended 
with over 5,000 passing yards. He still will 
reshirt and wait his turn, but he certainly has 
the raw talent and the Hawkeye coaches love 
his potential. The Hawkeyes really got a plus 
on the last weekend before signing day when 
Damon Gibson changed his commitment from 
Baylor to lowa. Damon rushed for 1,676 yards 
and scored 21 TD’s as a senior at Houston 
Forest Brook. He will play receiver for lowa. A 
pure receiver that the Hawkeye coaches are 
thrilled to have aboard is Ricchard Carter from 
New Jersey. Ricchard only had 22 catches, but 
it was for 574 yards and 3 TD’s and a real nifty 
26.1 ypc average. He also runs a 10,5 in the 
100m. Rich Willock is another receiver who 
could be special. He rushed for 1,286 yards and 
scored 16 rushing TD's. He also caught 26 
Passes, coming out of the backfield, for 
another 432 yards and 2 TD’s, If this was not 
enough, he returned 2 punts and one kickoff 
back for TD’s, giving him 21 TD’s for the 
season. Two tight ends of note are Derek Price 
who has pro potential and Nate Rassmussen. 
On the offensive line, the Hawkeyes picked-up 
one of the best centers in the country in Chip 
McPheeters who earned a spot on the BLUE- 
CHIPS ACADEMIC ALL-AMERICAN 
Team with a 29 on his ACT. Brian McCullough 
was a heavily recruited offensive lineman from 
the JUCO ranks who will be ready to play next 
fall. The Hawkeyes wanted help on the defen- 
sive line and signed five players at this position. 
Lawan Young, Jon LaFleur, Hausia Fuahala, 
Toney Bates, and Scott Hosier will develop in- 
to great players along the line. LeFleur was 
selected to the BLUECHIPS ACADEMIC 
ALL-AMERICAN Team, There are some in- 
teresting heritages on this defense. Fuahala is 
from the Island of Tonga. He’s an incredible 
physical specimen who may end-up playing 
linebacker. A linebacker of Samoan heritage is 
John Peaua. He also is a great specimen who 
can really play. Another linebacker that was 
signed was Nick Gallery. He is the first player 
to ever sign with lowa from Masonville, He 
had 78 tackles last year and could be the sleeper 
in this class. In the secondary look for Marcus 
Montgomery and Jason Henlon to come in and 
play immediately. Kerry Cooks is a real head- 
hunter from his safety position, Kerry may red- 
shirt, but he made 79 solo tackles, had 9 INT’s, 
and 12 other knockdowns. A guy like that is 
hard to keep off of the field. The Hawkeyes 
have developed a solid football program under 
Coach Fry and this class should continue the 
winning traditions that Coach Fry has 
developed over the years at lowa, 

(20) NEBRASKA 

Coach Tom Osborne has led the Cornhuskers 
to many Big-8 Championships. This year was 
no exception as he led his team to the Orange 
Bowl and there appears to be great things on 
the horizon for the Cornhuskers. Osborne's 
philosophy is simple, yet extremely effective, a 
formidable defense mixed with a powerful 
rushing attack. With this in mind Nebraska 
went out and signed a great class that will fit 
their needs. To make the I-Formation effec- 
tive, you need a franchise I-Back, and the 
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Huskers are getting three in Ramone Worthy, 
Lawrence Philips, and the re-signing of Clinton 
Childs. In Worthy’s senior year, he rushed for 
1,554 yards and scored 22 TD’s, while averag- 
ing 10.0 yards per carry. He also played 
defense, where he got 6 QB sacks and had 2 
INT’s. Ramone was in and out of trouble, up 
until his senior season, when he became a 
“Born-again Christian’’ which has turned his 
life around. Phillips rushed for 1,752 yards and 
25 TD’s while averaging 7.5 yds per carry, The 
Cornhusker coaches are ecstatic over both 
Phillips and Worthy, but they also love Childs. 
Both Worthy and Phillips were selected to our 
GAMEPLAN ALL-AMERICAN Team. 
Childs made it last year, Tommy Frazier will 
certainly have some great backs to pitch the 
ball to for the next three years. Nebraska has a 
reputation for producing great offensive 
linemen. This reputation will continue with the 
addition of Eric Anderson, Jason Peter, Jon 
Zatechka, Fred Pollack, and Aaron Taylor. 
They are big and powerful and will be great 
players. Anderson may be the best offensive 
linemen to ever come out of Nebraska. He 
made both the BLUECHIPS ACADEMIC 
ALL-AMERICAN and GAMEPLAN ALL- 
AMERICAN Teams. Jason Jenkins and Josh 
Heskew will be outstanding defensive linemen. 
They are both big and fast. The Cornhuskers 
only signed three linebackers and all three 
should be stellar, Larry Arnold sat out this past 
fall to get his grades in order and will be ready 
this fall. Sean Noster and Justin Stephens can 
really run. Noster originally commited to 
Baylor, but changed to the Cornhuskers on the 
final weekend, Playing in only 8 games, Noster 
had 110 tackles and 2 INT’s. Arnold and 
Stephens both run a 4.6 forty and Noster runs a 
4,5. They always seem to be around the ball, 
Stephens had 140 tackles and 2 INT’s. In the 
secondary, Coach Osborne signed some great 
ones with Michael Booker, Eric Alvord, and 
Leslie Dennis, but the key here was the one that 
didn’t sign. Booker is really a special prize. He 
is one of the best defensive backs in the country 
and he recorded 5 INT's as a junior. As a 
senior, Booker had 77 tackles, 8 INT’s, and 3 
fumble recoveries, He intimidates opposing 
receivers with crunching tackles and rarely gets 
beat. If he gets his grades in order, he will play 
this fall. He’s a GAMEPLAN ALL-AMER- 
ICAN. Dennis ran a 10.4 in the 100m, so he 
will be perfect for cornerback. Now, about the 
one that did not sign. The most notable non- 
signing player in the country has got to be 
Jamel Williams. He had 106 tackles and 5 
INT’s while rushing for 1,486 yards and scor- 
ing 23 TD's. He does not have his test score 
and if he does not make it, he will enter 
Nebraska next fall as a ‘‘Prop 42’ player. He 
will sit next fall and then when he passes 24 
hours, he will have three years of varsity for the 
Cornhuskers. The surprise of this class could 


be Rodney Percoates. He rushed for 1,203 
yards as a power running back, The Cor- 
nhusker coaches feel that he could become 
another Johnny Mitchell type at tight end. He 
could see playing time in the fall. The Cor- 
nhuskers landed some great talent on signing 
day and with the players they already have, 
they should be in good shape for many years. 
(21) PENN STATE 

Coach Joe Paterno is like a sly old fox. He 
takes a personal interest in each and every 
player that the Nittany Lions decide to recruit. 
The kid must be just right for the program or 
they just don’t spend the time recruiting him. 
One of the first athletes to commit to the Lions 
was GAMEPLAN ALL-AMERICAN Phil 
Ostrowski who is an outstanding two-way 
player. I think he will become an All-American 
on offense, but only time will tell. Remember, 
folks! This is still Linebacker U, although some 
other schools are haying the same kind of luck 
producing All-American linebackers. Needing 
to replenish this stock, Coach Paterno really 
got some great ones, including two GAME- 
PLAN ALL-AMERICANS in James Nelson 
and Chris Snyder, They also could become 
future AP All-Americans. Snyder closed with 
112 tackles and 9 sacks as a senior, while 
Nelson had 98 tackles, 8 sacks, and 3 INT’s. 
Snyder has thrown the shot put over 60 feet, 
Aaron Collins is an awesome physical specimen 
who could play fullback or linebacker. Ahmad 
Collins will play linebacker after recording 115 
tackles as a senior. Aaron rushed for 1,213 
yards on 188 carries and scored 11 TD’s while 
averaging 6 solo tackles a game. The Lions 
needed a kicker and got aGAMEPLAN ALL- 
AMERICAN in Brett Conway who can kick 
field goals from mid-field, John Knoff and 
Brad Jones will join Ostrowski in the offensive 
line and Matt Fornadel and Jason Sload are 
defensive linemen, who will join the 
linebackers on defense. Knoff could be special. 
He has pro potential. Two of the greatest 
athletes in the country also put their name on 
the Nittany Lions letters of intent and that 
would be Kim Herring from Ohio and Shino 
Prater from Texas. Kim rushed for 1,368 yards 
and made 45 solo tackles on defense. Shino 
runs a 4.3 in the forty and can score any time 
he gets his hand on the ball and is a real game- 
breaker, Joe Jurevicius caught a lot of passes in 
his career and is a very large target. The Nit- 
tany Lions new receiver-look may be called the 
‘*Mutt N Jeff’ corps with the 5-8 Prather and 
6-5 Jurevicius. Whatever you call them, they 
could be very dangerous to other Big-10 secon- 
daries in the future. The sleeper of the class 
could be Cory Carlson. He rushed for 1,186 
yards and scored 12 TD’s and is big and fast. A 
lot of people didn’t realize just how great of a 
recruiting class this was until now. At any rate, 
this class will help Joe Paterno get back into 
the national limelight.
